Preface 


IMPORTANT NOTE 


This Part III document was prepared as part of a project to improve the 
Expenditure Management information that government provides to Parliament, and to 
update the processes used within the federal government to prepare the information, 


Six departments have worked with the Treasury Board Secretariat to examine 
different reporting approaches and to prepare mock ups of different models. Extensive 
consultations were held with Members of Parliament and other key stakeholders, and 
based on the support given to the ideas that were presented, the House of Commons gave 
its concurrence to tabling, on a pilot basis, revised documents for the six departments. 


The intent of the changes is to make the documents more useful and readable. 
without reducing the level of disclosure. Three of the documents -- Agriculture and Agri- 
food Canada, Indian and Northern Affairs Canada, and Transport Canada -- were written 
to make a clear separation between planning and performance information, and to focus 
on the higher level, longer term plans and performance of the departments. The other 
three -- Fisheries and Oceans, Natural Resources Canada, and Revenue Canada-- are 
designed as streamlined versions of previous years' Part IIIs, but also with a separate 
section on departmental performance. If Parliament and others react positively to the 
separation of the performance information, we will table separate performance documents 
for the six pilot departments in the Fall of 1996.

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PREFACE 


As one step in the process of reforming the 
Estimates under the new Expenditure 
Management System, a number of changes 
are being made to the Part III of the 
Estimates in order to improve the reporting 
to Parliament from the structure and format 
that has been used for the last 12 years. The 
new structure provides for easy access to 
information on future planning as well as 
past performance. All efforts have been 
taken to make the Part III a more useful tool 
for the user by reducing its volume, 
improving the information reported, 
eliminating duplication and redundancy and 
providing references when additional or 
more detailed information is available. 


The key changes in this document are: 


@ the separation of planning information 
and performance information into 
distinct sections. This will facilitate 
comprehension of overall future 
resource needs and past expenditures. 


@ the raising of the level of reporting. 
This is intended to provide 
Parliamentarians with sufficient 
information to effectively assess future 
plans and past performance without 
overburdening the reader with excessive 
detail. More detailed information is 
available upon request. 


@ the increasing of reporting on results. 
This is a two step change. First, there 
will be greater emphasis on the 
identification of performance indicators 
and targets within the planning portion 
of the Part III. This will provide an 
indication of what the managers of the 


Department will use as measurements of 
success in achieving the desired results. 
Second, the identified indicators will be 
used as the basis of future performance 
reporting. These indicators are intended 
to focus upon the results of effort rather 
than on the processes employed to 
achieve these results. 


e@ the provision of financial information 
over a nine year period. This permits a 
better understanding of trends as well as 
providing a resource context for the 
reporting of results where a multi-year 
time frame is necessary, for example, 
reporting results of research activities. 


@ the reduction of duplication in reporting 
to Parliament. The Part III is now the 
main vehicle for the Minister to report 
to Parliament on activity under the 
various Acts within the Minister’s area 
of responsibility. This information is 
being grouped into an annex in order to 
provide easier reading of the 
performance portion of the Part III. 


Aside from this Preface, the 1996-97 Part 
III has been divided into the following three 
chapters and three appendices: 


Chapter 1: Ministry Overview 


This chapter contains, among other 
things: a vision statement, organization 
structure, mandate, relationship between 
organization structure and __ the 
Operational Plan Framework (which 
establishes the Activities employed for 
planning and reporting purposes). 
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Chapter 2: Planning Document (Covering 
fiscal years 1995-96 through to 1998-99) 


This chapter contains: a description of 
the factors affecting or expected to 
affect the agriculture and agri-food 
sector over the planning period, the 
department’s planned response to these 
factors and the results expected, the 
performance indicators to be used to 
measure progress toward achieving 
these results and any constraints to their 
achievement, and the resources required 
to carry out the planned programs and 
initiatives. It needs to be emphasized 
that in many cases, the results to be 
achieved are dependent upon actions or 
events on which the Department has no 
direct impact and, therefore it is only 
capable of reacting to the effects, such 
as changes in world trade policies, or 
weather conditions. 


Chapter 3: Performance Report (Covering 
fiscal years 1990-91 through to 1994-95) 


This chapter contains an analysis of the 
results obtained from past performance 
of departmental programs. The 
resources used are consistent with those 
reported in the Public Accounts. The 
performance measures are those found 
in the approved Operational Plan 
Framework and _ other indicators 
identified in previous Part IIs. An 
updated and revised set of performance 
indicators will be proposed in the 1997- 
98 Planning Document.

Mandate of the Minister 


The Minister promotes the development, 
adaptation and competitiveness of the 
agriculture and agri-food sector through 
policies, programs and services most 
appropriately provided by the federal 
government. This is designed to help the 
sector maximize its contribution to Canada's 
economic and environmental objectives 
while providing equitable returns to 
producers and processors. A list of the

statutes which provide the Minister with the 
authority to direct and control federal 
agricultural activities may be found in 
Figure 44 on page 85. As illustrated in 
Figure 1, the Portfolio includes the 
Department of Agriculture and Agri-Food, 
the National Farm Products Council, the 
Agricultural Products Board and three 
Crown Corporations. (Farm Credit 
Corporation, Canadian Dairy Commission 
and the Canadian Wheat Board.)

processors, distributors, vendors and 
consumers of agricultural and agri-food 
products. Other federal departments with 
which elements of the Agri-Food Program 
work include Environment Canada, Health 
Canada, Foreign Affairs and International 
Trade Canada, Natural Resources Canada 
and Revenue Canada. 


The National Farm Products Council 
advises the Minister on all matters relating 
to the establishment and operation of 
agencies under the Farm Products Agencies 
Act. It monitors the agencies to ensure that 
they carry out their operations in accordance 
with the Act, and works with them to 
promote more effective marketing of farm 
products interprovincially and 
internationally. 


The Agricultural Products Board 
administers the Agricultural Products Board 
Act. With the authority of the Governor in 
Council, and under the direction of the 
Minister, the Board can sell and deliver 
agricultural products __ to foreign 
governments or their agencies in fulfilment 
of intergovernmental agreements; purchase 
agricultural products on behalf of foreign 
governments and agencies; or buy, sell or 
import agricultural products as required. 


Farm Credit Corporation (FCC): The 
FCC provides specialized financial services 
to Canadian farm operators, and to those 
businesses in rural Canada that are related to 
farming. 


Canadian Dairy Commission (CDC): 
The CDC coordinates national supply 
management for industrial milk production, 
setting marketing quota for industrial milk

production at the national level which are 
shared among the provinces according to 
the provisions of the National Milk 
Marketing Plan. The services provided 
include calculating target prices for 
industrial milk and cream (and providing 
market support for those prices), providing 
direct support payments on eligible milk and 
cream shipments and providing international 
marketing for surplus dairy products. The 
Commission also administers the National 
Special Milk Class pricing and pooling of 
returns system. Dairy farmers finance the 
export of products surplus to domestic 
requirements. 


Canadian Wheat Board (CWB): On 
behalf of Western Canadian grain producers, 
the CWB markets wheat and barley in 
Canada and internationally. The Board does 
not own or operate grain-handling facilities 
itself; cooperatives and private companies 
handle its grain as agents. The CWB issues 
a government-guaranteed initial payment 
when the producer delivers grain, with a 
final payment (less marketing costs) made 
after the full year's sales receipts have been 
calculated. Any deficits in the pool accounts 
are guaranteed by the Government of 
Canada. The CWB negotiates directly with 
customers or through accredited exporters. 
While most sales are for cash, the CWB 
does offer credit at commercial rates for up 
to three years if that credit is guaranteed by 
the federal government.

The following table is an overview of the budgetary financial requirements of the 
Ministry. The Farm Credit Corporation and the Canadian Wheat Board do not appear in this 
table as they are self-sustaining Crown Corporations and, thus, do not normally require 
budgetary resources. Funding for “initiatives to be approved” will be requested through 
Supplementary Estimates. The table also reflects the Program Review II 1996 Budget 
decisions to phase out subsidies on industrial milk beginnning in 1997-98 and to decrease 
1998-99 expenditures by a further $51.4 million. Of this latter amount, $33 million is to 
come from anticipated savings from the elimination of duplication and overlap in the 
creation of a separate Federal Food Inspection Agency, $5 million is to be found from within 
administrative expenses and the remainder ($13.4 million) has yet to be specifically assigned 
but will be identified by the Fall 1997.

In February 1994, changes to the House 
rules were made to empower various 
standing committees to consider and report 
on departmental expenditure trends and 
priorities for future fiscal years. In support 
of these changes, Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada (AAFC) took the unique step to 


modify its presentation of last year’s Part III 
to include planned resource requirements for 
the Main Estimates year and two future 
years: 1995-96 through 1997-98. The 
following table provides an update on this 
three year plan and identifies the planned 
resource requirements for 1998-99, 


The table reflects the Program Review II 1996 Budget decisions to phase out subsidies 
on industrial milk beginning in 1997-98 and to decrease 1998-99 expenditures by a further 
$51.4 million. Of this latter amount, $33 million is to come from anticipated savings from the 
elimination of duplication and overlap in the creation of a separate Federal Food Inspection 
Agency, $5 million is to be found from within administrative expenses and the remainder 
($13.4 million) has yet to be specifically assigned but will be identified by the Fall 1997.

A. AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 


Under the Agricultural Research and 
Development Activity, the Department 
focuses on research that is likely to benefit 
the nation but which the private sector, 
working alone, could not conduct profitably. 


In selecting research projects, consideration 
is given to the probability of success of each 
proposed project, the potential long-term 
payback to the nation, and the estimated 
cost of the project.

Priorities for the coming years that 
touch upon all research areas will continue 
to be health and safety and value added: 


@ The health and safety of the food 
supply are prerequisites for the Canadian 
agri-food industry to gain entry to 
markets. The industry's reputation for 
safety is vital to domestic consumers 
and it 1s a critical advantage in the 
international marketplace. The 
following represents the core of the 
Department's mission-oriented research 
and development relating to health and 
safety: 


- Protect environmental health (e.g., 
through crop rotation); 

- Identify foreign pest threats to plant 
health (e.g., new crop diseases); 

- Control domestic pest threats to 
plant health (e.g., breeding 
resistance to crop diseases); and 

- Contribute to food safety (e.g., 
reduce the threat of toxins in food). 


@ The value added to Canada's 
agricultural production, either as food or 
as non-food industrial products, is of 


growing importance. Once the country 
has first been ensured of food that is of 
value (e.g., a crop which is safe from an 
environmental standpoint, free of 
significant plant diseases, free of any 
threat to human health), further value 
can then be added to it. Research and 
technology are tools to add value and 
quality to existing products or to create 
completely new products that will 
compete in domestic and international 
markets. The main tools are research 
and development that lower the cost of 
production and improve the attributes of 
the product in consumers’ eyes. 


Collaborative Research and _ the 
Matching Investment Initiative (MII): 
The Department undertakes collaborative 
research with partners in private industry, 
universities and provinces to ensure that its 
science meets clients' demands. Research 
which is jointly funded by industry and 
government is increasingly an important way 
of doing business. This approach validates 
the relevance of the Department's research 
efforts and also ensures transfer of the 
knowledge or technology to a client 
committed to its application in the 
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AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 


marketplace. Helping to improve the 
competitive position of agri-food partners 
will help strengthen Canada's economy in 
terms of employment, investment and trade. 


While there are many collaborative 
mechanisms already in place, to further 
encourage industry investment in agri-food 
research, in the five-year period from 1995- 
96 to 1999-2000, the government is 
providing progressively larger funding for 
the Matching Investment Initiative (up to 
$35.8 million in the fifth year). Continued 
strong response by industry will mean up to 
an additional $70 million annually invested 
in Canadian agri-food research by the turn 
of the century. 


Internal Management: The consolidation 
of research activities, accelerated by 
Program Review I and last year's budget, 
will continue over the next two years at 18 
research centres, each with its own specific 
focus and concentrated expertise. As 
illustrated by Figure 7, these centres are 
located in agro-ecological regions where 
industry sectors have important strengths 
and enjoy comparative advantages. These 
centres serve as the hubs of national 
research networks connecting areas of the 
country where these sectors also make 
significant economic contributions to Canada.

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B. INSPECTION AND REGULATION 


The Canadian agri-food sector has good 
access to international marketplaces and 
Canadian consumers can be confident of a 
safe and healthy food supply as a result of a 
strong Inspection and Regulation program. 
Canada's valuable agri-food industry is also 
protected by eliminating or controlling the 
introduction and spread of foreign animal 
and plant pests and diseases. The Activity 
must adapt to a changing environment that 
includes globalization of the marketplace, 
increasing government fiscal restraint, 
technological and scientific advances, public 
concern about food quality and the 
environment. The focus of the Activity's 


future business is in the key areas of health 
and safety, disease control, quality assurance 
and protecting the wagering public through 
the supervision of pari-mutuel wagering on 
horse races. Work will continue with other 
federal and provincial departments to 
develop an_ effective, efficient food 
inspection system which will ensure a 
continued safe, high quality food supply for 
Canadians. Negotiations will continue with 
stakeholders in the agri-food sector on 
alternative ways to deliver services and the 
Activity will continue to maintain Canada's 
highly regarded international status for food, 
animal and plant disease control.

Business Alignment Plan/Fiscal 
Restraint: Under the policy directions of 
this Activity's Business Alignment Plan, the 
Department is aligning its program base in 
response to the market forces shaping the 
Canadian agri-food sector. Industry is 
working with government to select new 
business arrangements that will permit the 
continued delivery of services critical to 
each industry's viability while also enabling 
the Department to implement plans 
addressing the governments fiscal restraint 
measures. The approach of this Activity is 
to negotiate cost-sharing arrangements with 
each group of stakeholders that will bring 


market forces to bear on all of its inspection 
services. There is a need for ongoing 
consultation with industry and _ the 
Department has created Industry Advisory 
Committees for each commodity sector that 
will ensure a wide profile of industry 
interests are considered in determining 
future program policy. 


The spending levels for this Activity are 
being reduced by approximately $70 million 
between 1994 and 1998. In 1995-96, 
expenditures were permanently reduced by 
$10 million through program redesign 
and/or elimination of services ($7.6 million 
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of the total came from the meat inspection 
program). Forecasts for the period 1996-98 
call for a further $14 million to be saved 
through various other resource reduction 
initiatives in all other program areas. The 
balance of the $70 million reduction is 
targeted to be offset by revenue from new 
service fees ($46 million). Stakeholders 
have indicated that they wish to study the 
potential for privatizing livestock grading, 
seed establishment registration, and 
inspection of fresh fruits and vegetables. 


New and increased user fees will be 
implemented as an agreement is reached 
with each industry group. In order to keep 
the user fees responsive to industry's need 
for services and government’s need to 
continuously re-balance its program costs, 
industry and government will regularly 
review the quality of service, the cost of 
services, and will explore new business 
arrangements. Figure 9 identifies the 
proposed activities for cost sharmg with industry.

Enhanced Import Operations: The 


control of agricultural imports is based on a 


Risk-Based Approach to Import Control of 
Agricultural Products in Canada” has been 
adopted and a Branch committee is 
responsible for co-ordinating __ the 
implementation of the recommendations 
made in this report. Technological changes 
are needed to ensure that the Department 
remains able to meet the need to control 
regulated agri-food commodities. Funding, 
in the amount of $300 thousand has 
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received departmental approval, with a 
further $1 million projected as necessary for 
the next 2 years. Pilot projects were 
conducted in 1994 and 1995 to evaluate 
elements of an integrated computer support 
system for agricultural imports. A 
comprehensive reference system, which 
provides information on import 
requirements for all commodities regulated 
by the Department, is currently being 
developed and will be available by mid- 
1996. A pilot project to transmit 
information electronically between Revenue 
Canada, Customs and the Department will 
begin in September, 1996. This will create 
a federal “single window” for decision- 
making for imported agricultural products. 
The fully integrated computer system, which 
will include tracking and_ reporting 
components, is targeted for completion in 
1997. The extension to agricultural 
products of the use of Revenue Canada, 
Customs pre-arrival review procedures 
(agri-PARS and agri-FIRST), which reduce 
waiting time at the border for agricultural 
products that comply with all regulatory 
requirements, began in 1995 and 
implementation of these procedures will 
continue into 1996. 


Administrative Monetary Penalty 
System: This System is being developed to 
improve regulatory compliance and give the 
Department an additional enforcement 
option. It will allow the Department to 
impose fines and negotiate solutions in 
response to non-compliance with Acts and 
Regulations, thereby saving time and 
resources in lengthy court prosecutions. It 
will also permit an increase in enforcement 
activities and create a more level playing 
field between domestic and imported

products. The cost of implementation is 
estimated at $1.7 million over 3 years. The 
legislation needed to introduce this system 
was given Royal Assent in December, 1995. 


Federal Food Inspection Program: The 
Department is looking at various ways in 
which the high standards set by the Federal 
Food Inspection Program can be maintained 
while the delivery of the Program is made 
more efficient. This comprehensive 
Program revitalization is illustrated by the 
following: 


e@ Hazard Analysis and Critical Control 
Point (HACCP) System: Volume 4 of 
the Food Safety Enhancement Program 
(FSEP) Implementation manuals is to be 
completed by March 1996. It is the 
operational manual, describing in detail 
the manner in which inspections will be 
conducted in a HACCP environment. 
The approach _ to inspecting 
establishments operating under HACCP 
will be based on an audit of the HACCP 
plans with the frequency of inspection 
determined by the risk category of the 
product or process, and the compliance 
history of the establishment. In 1996, 
staff will be trained on the operational 
guidelines contained in Volume 4 - on 
how to inspect establishments 
implementing HACCP. A workshop on 
the application of HACCP at the farm 
level is planned for early 1996. 


Following peer review, the 40 generic 
HACCP models, covering the full range 
of agri-food products produced in 
registered establishments will be 
completed by March 1996. These 
models are an essential tool in assisting 
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industry in developing their specific 
plans in line with the FSEP approach. 


It is expected that a significant move to 
HACCP-based food production will 
occur in 1996 as a result of the FSEP 
initiative. Several major food 
manufacturers and restaurants require or 
plan to require that primary food 
products purchased for their use are 
processed under HACCP-based systems. 
The early implementation of HACCP 
will provide greater market access for 
Canadian products and will ensure 
buyer requirements continue to be met. 


Integrated Food Safety Strategy: 
Recognizing that food safety must be 
addressed at all points in the food chain, 
the department has initiated an 
Integrated Food Safety Strategy with 
the goal of encouraging the 
implementation of HACCP principles 
throughout the food chain including on- 
farm, transportation, distribution, and 
retail sectors. 


The Department assisted the Canadian 
Cattlemen's Association with the 
development of a HACCP program at 
the farm level, and is presently working 
with the Canadian Pork Council to 
develop a national on-farm Quality 
Program, including a food safety 
component based on HACCP principles. 


Integrated Food Inspection System: 
The primary focus of activity towards an 
Integrated Food Inspection System has 
been through the Canadian Food 
Inspection System (CFIS) initiative, a 
joint federal-provincial-municipal 
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activity to provide a harmonized and co- 
ordinated food inspection system in 
Canada. A detailed action plan, the 
Structure for Action, was developed 
which outlines seventeen projects to 
complete the CFIS initiative. In 1995, 
working groups composed of 
government and industry officials 
drafted a Sanitary and Phytosanitary 
Protocol for trade between provinces 
and made significant progress towards 
the development of a National Dairy 
Code which would harmonize 
production and processing standards 
across Canada. 


In an attempt to provide an integrated 
and harmonized federal approach to 
food inspection, many activities 
underway for some time, have been 
included under the CFIS framework. 
The Department, in co-operation with 
Health Canada and Fisheries and Oceans 
Canada, is developing a common 
inspection approach for health and 
safety evaluation of registered and 
unregistered food processing 
establishments. These common 
standards will provide a _ uniform 
interpretation of Health Canada's 
proposed Good Manufacturing 
Practices regulations. Ins91.995; 
consultations with industry began on 
two of the 12 draft standards and a 
common rating system was under 
development. Additional activity in 
support of an integrated food inspection 
system in 1995 _ included the 
development of a national protocol 
between the Department and Health 
Canada regarding the inspection of food 
product lines governed by the Food and 
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Drug Act in establishments registered 
with AAFC. 


Progress on federal-provincial 
worksharing continued in 1995 in 
several regions as MOUs with provincial 
governments were implemented for 
region-wide sharing of dairy plant 
inspection so that one or the other 
agency inspected for both levels of 
government. 


e@ Agri-Food Labelling/Fraud: In 1995- 
96, as a result of decisions taken in the 
government's Program Review, the 
responsibilities of Industry Canada for 
the inspection of food at the retail level 
of trade, were transferred to AAFC. 
Accordingly, AAFC now holds the 
primary federal mandate for food 
labelling, fraud regulation and consumer 
protection programs at all trade levels. 
During 1995-96, the Department 
continued work on the joint Health 
Canada (HC)/AAFC Regulatory Review 
of the Food and Drug Regulations. 


@ Federal Food Inspection Review: In 
response to direction provided in the 
1995 Budget, the Office of Food 
Inspection Systems (OFIS) was 
established to assess, in consultation 
with the Interdepartmental Committee 
on Food Regulation, possible changes in 
organizational structure that could 
improve the effectiveness and efficiency 
of the federal component of the 
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Canadian Food Inspection System 
(CFIS). A Discussion Paper, outlining 
four possible organizational options, 
was distributed in July 1995 to stimulate 
and focus public discussion. By 1998- 
99, a new single food inspection agency 
will be established realizing a gross 
saving of $44 million annually. The 
Department’s portion of this saving is 
expected to be $33 million. 


Alternate Methods of Program Delivery 


Privatization of Meat Grading 

@ the newly formed private Canadian Beef 
Grading Agency will provide hands-on 
delivery and management of beef and 
veal grading programs commencing 
1996-97. 


e hog grading will become the 
responsibility of the private sector in all 
provinces except Manitoba and Bnitish 
Columbia; and 


@ the lamb and mutton industry intends to 
have the classification regulations 
revoked and discontinue the grading 
program by the end of 1995-96. 


Seed Inspection: a proposal was made to 
transfer some of the inspection 
responsibilities in the seed industry to the 
newly established _ privately-operated 
Canadian Seed Institute as of July 1996 in 
lieu of increased fees for federal services.

2. The significant decrease in FTEs is the result of efficiency gains in the NISA Program, the planned privatization of the 
Economic and Policy Analysis Directorate and the completion of a number of programs. 


Key priorities over the next three years 
include continuing reform of safety nets 
programming, supply |§ management, 
transportation and grain policy, and 
resolving adaptation issues. Major elements 
of these initiatives are detailed below. 


SAFETY NET REFORM 


Bilateral agreements are expected to be 
concluded early in 1996 to implement a 
policy for safety nets within the fiscal 
parameters outlined in the 1995 Budget. 
The new safety net system will be 
implemented within the framework of: a 
national whole farm policy based on the Net 
Income Stabilization Account (NISA) 
program, crop insurance and province-based 
companion programs. As a result of the 
1995 Budget, current federal safety net 


funding levels will be reduced to $600 
million by 1997-98. This represents a 
reduction of $250 million or 30% from the 
pre-Budget level of $850 million. 


Net Income _ Stabilization Account 
Program (NISA): The whole-farm safety 
nets program is being built upon the existing 
Net Income Stabilization Account (NISA) 
program. Federal contribution payments to 
this program are estimated to be $160 
million in 1995-96 and $187 million in 
1996-97. 


The one change to the basic NISA 
program for the 1995 stabilization year over 
1994 was the increase of the federal 
contribution rate by 0.5 per cent bringing it 
to 2 per cent of a participant's eligible net 
sales (ENS). Provincial base rates remain at

1 per cent of ENS. Beginning with the 1994 
stabilization year all —_ agricultural 
commodities qualify for the program with 
the exception of supply managed 
commodities (dairy, poultry and eggs). 
However, there are minor variations in 
commodity eligibility by province. Most 
provinces offer comprehensive coverage, 
with Alberta (which currently excludes red 
meats) and British Columbia (which 
excludes beef cattle) being the major 
exceptions. Quebec’s coverage includes 
only edible horticulture, as it has a 
provincial stabilization program to cover the 
other commodities. 


The NISA program will administer, on 
behalf of provincial governments, province- 
specific companion programs (see below) 
that will enhance matching contributions, 
over and above the base NISA (3% 
producer, 2% federal, 1% provincial). This 
will be done on a cost recovery basis. A 
companion program agreement currently 
exists with Saskatchewan. Discussions are 
ongoing with other provinces. 


The NISA Administration has developed 
a plan to become fully cost recovered by 
April 1997. 


Crop Insurance: A national review of the 
Crop Insurance Program is_ currently 
underway. Recommendations from the 
review are expected to be submitted to 
Ministers of Agriculture for approval in 
April 1996, with the view of incorporating 
any resulting program changes for the 
1997-98 fiscal year. With the review 
underway, no major program revisions are 
being introduced for 1996-97. However 
Crop Insurance costs for 1996-97 are 
expected to rise significantly above 1995-96 
levels as a result of higher insurable values 


which are based on significantly higher 
market price forecasts. 


In addition, a review of the Crop 
Reinsurance program is in_ progress. 
Changes to this program could include the 
option of private sector participation in 
reinsurance if it is cost-effective, and 
reinsurance premiums that reflect the risk of 
production in various regions. Changes 
arising from the review are expected to be 
implemented for the 1997-98 crop year. It 
is expected that such changes would reduce 
the likelihood and size of deficit financing, 
as compared to the current program. 


Province Specific Companion Programs: 
Negotiations are ongoing with all provinces 
to develop province-specific companion 
programs. Most provinces are moving away 
from revenue insurance programs, such as 
the Gross Revenue Insurance Plan (GRIP), 
for the 1996-97 fiscal year. The termination 
of GRIP will require the distribution of 
surpluses or the writing off of deficits (most 
provinces are expected to be in surplus upon 
termination). Under the GRIP Agreement, 
the federal share of the surpluses is to be 
returned to the Consolidated Revenue Fund 
upon GRIP termination. 


A wide range of programs is expected to 
be covered under the companion program 
umbrella. Most of these programs will be 
introduced for the 1996-97 and 1997-98 
fiscal years and initially are expected to 
operate for periods of two to three years. 
They will include such programs as 
enhancements to existing Safety Net 
Programs (e.g., Crop Insurance and NISA), 
disaster assistance for non insured crops, the 
introduction of new market development 
and adaptation programs, and _ the 
continuation of some _ province-specific 
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revenue insurance programs. 


These programs should evolve over time 
to ensure that they continue to provide farm 
families with protection against 
unpredictable events, provide support for 
infrastructure and market development, and 
encourage farm families to take more 
responsibility for their own economic 
welfare. 


SUPPLY MANAGEMENT - DAIRY 
STABILIZATION 


The 1995 Budget announced a reduction to 
the Dairy Stabilization subsidy of 30% over 
the 1995-96 and 1996-97 dairy years. In the 
1995-96 fiscal year, payments to the 
Canadian Dairy Commission (CDC) under 
the authority of the Farm Income Protection 
Act are estimated to be $207.5 million. This 
figure is down from $226.6 million in 
1994-95. 


The 1996 Budget announced the phase-out 
of the industrial milk subsidy over five years 
beginning August 1, 1997. The subsidy per 
hectolitre (HL) will be reduced in five equal 
steps, starting with a $0.76/HL reduction on 
August 1, 1997. The estimated total 
payments over the planning period are 
$173.3 million in 1996-97, $140.6 million in 
1997-98, $108.7 million in 1998-99. The 
last fiscal year in which the industrial milk 
subsidy will be paid is 2001-02 for the 
period Apmil 1, 2001 to July 31, 2002. All 
these estimates are based on 42 million 
hectolitres of industrial milk. 


TRANSPORTATION AND GRAIN 
POLICY REFORM 


In the 1995 Budget, the Government 
eliminated most transportation subsidies, 


including the Western Grain Transportation 
Act (WGTA) subsidy. To assist the sector 
in making the necessary transition to the 
new environment, provision was made for a 
$300 million Western Grain Transportation 
Adjustment Fund (WGTAF), and a 
$1.6 billion capital payment to owners of 
prairie farmland. 


Industry has been consulted extensively 
on the most effective uses of the WGTAF. 
There is general agreement that the funds be 
used to help farmers in Manitoba and 
eastern Saskatchewan to adjust to changes 
in the Canada Wheat Board (CWB) freight 
cost pooling, to help the alfalfa dehydration 
industry (including the compressed hay 
industry) adjust to the loss of the WGTA 
subsidy, and to enhance agricultural 
infrastructure. Approximately one-half of 
the fund will be available for agricultural 
infrastructure. 


In early 1995, the federal government 
announced that the Senior Grain 
Transportation Committee (SGTC) and the 
Grain Transportation Agency (GTA) would 
be eliminated and the rail car allocation and 
port co-ordination functions of the GTA 
transferred to an industry-led body. A 
group of senior executive officers (SEOs) 
from the western grains industry were asked 
to provide options and recommendations, 
with input from producer groups, on how to 
implement a more market-based car 
allocation system. After a series of meetings 
the SEO Group prepared a proposal for 
changing the rail car allocation system, 
including the role of the CWB in car 
allocation system, the disposal of 
government-owned grain cars and the 
formation of an industry-led agency to 
replace the former Grain Transportation 
Agency. The proposal was presented to 
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farm and industry leaders in November 1995 
and has since been discussed among the 
Conclusion of the Feed _ Freight 
Assistance Program (FFA) and 
Introduction of the FFA Adjustment 
Fund: As a result of a 1995 Budget 
decision, the FFA Program was terminated 
and a FFA Adjustment Fund created. The 
Fund consists of $72 million, $10 million of 
which is funded from the Adaptation and 
Rural Development Fund. The Fund will be 
used to conclude FFA and_ support 
adjustment inititives. The adjustment 
funding was established to assist former 
FFA beneficiaries in eastern Canada, British 
Columbia and the Territories. A federal- 
industry FFA Task Force was formed to 
develop options and recommendations 
related to the restructuring and adaptation 
of the livestock industry in feed-deficient 
areas of Canada and the allocation of the 
FFA Adjustment Fund. 


One of the recommendations of the Task 
Force was that any developmental funding 
should be made available over a shortened 
time-frame. As a result, the allocation of 
developmental funding will occur over a 
three year period, rather than 10 years (as 
announced in the 1995 Budget). 
Negotiations are currently underway on how 
to best distribute the funds for the benefit of 
the sector either through development 
initiatives or direct payments to producers. 


On July 17, 1995 Minister Goodale 
announced the formation of a nine-member 
panel to lead a comprehensive examination 
of western grain marketing issues built 
around open prairie-wide discussions with 
farmers and farm organizations. To date the 
Panel has provided farmers and the 
interested public with comprehensive 
information about markets, commodities and 


industry. 


marketing systems by circulating a 
background document entitled “Grain 
Marketing - The Western Grain Marketing 
Panel” and conducting local town-hall 
meetings throughout western Canada. 


The Panel is now accepting written 
briefs from industry stakeholders which will 
be complemented with formal hearings at a 
number of prairie locations during March 
1996. These hearings will provide farmers 
and organizations with the opportunity to 
advance their arguments and supporting 
evidence for or against different marketing 
methodologies. Finally, the Panel will 
outline the marketing possibilities and 
conclusions identified throughout the 
process in a report scheduled for June, 
1996. 


ADAPTATION 


The focus of adaptation programs will 
continue to shift from responding to the 
impact of the low commodity prices of the 
early 1990s, to responding to a much 
broader set of issues, including changes in 


policies, programs, regulations, trade 
agreements, environmental priorities, 
consumer demand, technology, and 


measures to reduce the public deficit and 
debt. The three main areas of attention are 
the impact of transportation and safety net 
reform, potential opportunities that arise 
from new trade agreements, and expanding 
markets for value-added products. 


Given the significant policy and program 
reforms taking place, it is important that 
government play an active role in enhancing 
the sector's ability to respond effectively to 
change. To this end, the Department will 
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work with the provinces and the sector to 
implement a national adaptation strategy. 
The objectives will be to enhance industry's 
ability to pursue market opportunities for 
diversification and value-added products, 
and to improve the competitiveness and 
sustainability of firms and individuals in the 
industry, primarily through short-term 
transitional measures. Central to this 
strategy will be activities designed to 
strengthen the entrepreneurial climate and 
skills within the industry. The benefits of 
this strategy are expected to be increased 
job creation and wealth in the sector, 
improved environmental management 
practices, and a more self-reliant and 
market-responsive industry, with reduced 
short-term instability, and less need for 
government subsidies. 


Throughout this process, it is critical 
that industry play a lead role in identifying 
opportunities, defining constraints, and 
determining the proper role for government. 
Government can act as a facilitator for 
change, but for greatest effectiveness, 
industry must be actively involved in 
determining priorities and resolving issues. 
Among other initiatives, the Minister of 
Agriculture and Agri-Food began a series of 
regional round table consultations on 
adaptation and diversification in 1995. (See 
“Round Table Consultations” in Appendix C 
for additional information.) 


Adaptation and Rural Development 
Fund (ARDF): Both national and regional 
initiatives will be considered under the 
ARDF. On a national level, the ARDF will 
provide funding for the Canadian Farm 
Business Management Program (CFBMP). 
This program was extended to March 31, 
1996 and a further three-year extension is 


under discussion. On a regional level, 
specific bilateral initiatives are expected to 
develop as provinces and industry work with 
the federal government to identify priorities. 
Other initiatives and programs allocated 


funding through the ARDF include: 
Protein, Oil and Starch Pilot Plant 
Corporation, Matching Investment 


Initiative, Agri-Food Trade 2000, Hazard 
Analysis and Cnitical Control Point 
(HACCP) training, Canadian Agricultural 
Safety Program, the 4-H Club (leadership 
development), Business Planning for Agn- 
Ventures, Farm Income Review Service, the 
Agricultural Adaptation Council in Ontario 
and other regional industry organizations to 
deliver adaptation funding. 


PERFORMANCE INDICATORS 


The Department recognizes that 
performance indicators are needed to 
measure the progress in meeting the 
strategic goals set out in the Minister’s 
vision, to meet the long-term requirements 
of the Department concerning medium and 
long-term strategic planning and funding 
priorities, and as a general tool for program 
managers. In 1995, the Department 
Working Group on Industry and Farm Level 
Performance Indicators was formed to make 
recommendations for the development of a 
comprehensive and updated set of 
performance measures. Work is also 
underway to develop revised performance 
indicators for specific programs; for 
example, in co-operation with Review 
Branch, a performance framework with 
indicators is under development to allow for 
future roll-up of Adaptation performance 
reporting in a manner consistent with 
parliamentary reporting requirements. 
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As a result of the Department having made 
trade and market development a priority, 
this Activity has developed the following 
long-term goals: 


e@ To assist industry to take advantage of 
new opportunities arising from trade 
agreements, in order to meet industry's 
goal of increasing agri-food exports to 
$20 billion (and 3.5 percent of world 
trade) by the year 2000. 


@ To help industry realize maximum 
benefit from the $80 billion domestic 
agri-food market, as well as adapt to the 
challenges of Canada's integration into 
the global marketplace. 


@ To assist industry to diversify the 


markets served and types of products 
offered, with a particular focus on 
higher value agri-food products. 


e To facilitate full participation of small 
and medium-sized enterprises in the 
domestic and in the international 
marketplace. 


@ To improve the federal government's 
efficiency in program delivery by 
offering "single window" support to 
industry. 


@ To ensure there is a team approach to 
market development through 
consultation with industry, other federal 
departments and provincial governments.

Over the four year planning period (1995-96 to 1998-99), the total activity budget will 
be substantially reduced. By 1998-99, the organization's budget will have been reduced 
$83.6 million from $184.2 million to $100.6 million. This reduction includes $6.4 million 
(See Figure 13) from Program Review I. The balance of $77.2 million is the result of budget 
reductions and the conclusion of fixed-term programs in the areas of economic development, 
adaptation, environmental sustainability and cashflow enhancement.

Key priorities over the next three years 
include improving market access, provision 
of information, intelligence and analysis and 
ensuring the Department’s marketing 
programs are industry sensitive. 
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MARKET ACCESS 
® 
In the area of Market Access, concentration 
for 1995-96 and for 1996-97 and 1997-98 is 
in the following areas: 


@ Canada/U.S.: Manage the 
implementation process for the North 
American Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA), outcome of the NAFTA 
panel tariffication, other bilateral trade 
policy issues including potatoes and 
other horticultural products, peanut 
butter, sugar and sugar containing 
products, and government and private 
sector reaction to the recommendations 
from the Joint Commission on Grains. 6 


@ Canada/European Union (EU): 
Implement results of comprehensive 
bilateral package on agricultural trade, 
effective January 1, 1996; maintain and 
improve access for a number of 
products in light of emerging EU 
proposals for new standards (e.g., pet 
food, rendering, animal genetics, 
Genetically Modified Organisms); seek 
to establish a veterinary equivalency 
agreement; a hormone-free beef 
certification protocol; and a longer-term 
seed potato derogation.

e@ Asia Pacific: Represent Canadian 
interests in agricultural trade policy 
issues in the context of developments 
towards an Asia-Pacific Economic Co- 
operation (APEC) free trade area by 
2020 and in the context of the 1997 
APEC Summit in Canada.

INFORMATION, INTELLIGENCE 
AND ANALYSIS 


Key events under the priority of 
Information, Intelligence and Analysis are: 


e Commodity Bulletin Board System: 
Revisions have been and will continue to 
be made to new and existing information 
(poultry, dairy, red meat and feed 
grains) in the next two fiscal years to 
improve client (over 3,000 users as of 
May 1995) service (e.g. new menu 
created to provide more information on 
domestic production allocation system). 


e@ Info-hort: A joint venture between 
Statistics Canada and Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Canada continues to supply 
data on horticulture with adjustments 
being made to the system as requested 
by industry (e.g  storage-holding 
database). Modifications will be made 
to the system as per client feedback and ® 
availability of resources. Operational 
review and its financial viability will also 
be undertaken. 


@ Food Net: A joint venture between the e 
Food Institute of Canada and 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada 
provides the industry with a self-serve 
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source of electronic market and 
technical information. Food Net uses 
the information highway to provide 
Canadian agri-food exporters with 
timely and accurate business information 
such as trade leads and Canadian and 
foreign food regulations which agri-food 
processors must satisfy in order to 
export. By 1997-98, it is expected that 
the Food Net will be _ fully 
self-supporting. 


Market Strategies: Commodity 
strategies (e.g. dairy, pork, pulses, 
forage and ginseng) will identify 
constramts and opportunities to increase 
exports and to determine the role of 
government in addressing those 
constraints and opportunities. The 
departmental Food Processing Industry 
Strategy will help promote increased 
competitiveness, exports and investment 
in the Canadian food processing 
industry, and explore processes for 
resolving issues raised by food 
processing industry clients and for 
effectively managing corporate relations 
with this key component of the agri- 
food chain. Country Strategies for 
emerging markets such as western 
Markets, middle east, and eastern 
Europe have been initiated in 1995-96. 


Expert Market Assessment Report: 
will be written for Mexico, South 
Korea, ASEAN countries and the E.U. 
in 1996-97. 


Provision for accurate and complete 
national and international market 
information continues playing a key role 
in the management of issues such as 
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safety nets, interprovincial trade and 
resolution of market related problems. 
Development of the Agri-Food Trade 
Network allows them access to an 
information agent in their regional area. 


INDUSTRY SENSITIVE PROGRAMS 
AND POLICIES 


In the area of Industry Sensitive Programs 
and Policies, much of the attention in 1995- 
96 focussed on establishing a new program 
entitled the Agri-Food Trade Service (ATS). 
Officially launched in June 1995, this 
Service provides an enhanced international 
business development support to agri-food 
exporters by acting as the focal point and for 
co-ordinating the development and delivery 
of federal programs and services, including 
simplified access to market information and 
intelligence, export counselling and export 
programs. By partnering with Foreign 
Affairs and International Trade Canada 
(FAITC) and its trade officers at posts 
abroad, the ATS offers a continuous, 
seamless service from initial enquiry to 
foreign markets. 


By 1997-98, the ATS will be a REAL 
single window for visible, seamless and 
proven value-added assistance. Federal 
partnerships will be well established, good 
Market Information Intelligence and 
Analysis tools and products will be directly 
available, and counselling will be 
personalized through productive pathways, 
excellent client knowledge, and active 
relationships. 


The ATS serves as an umbrella to a 
number of specific initiatives: 
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e Agri-Food Trade 2000 (AFT 


2000): is a new departmental 
contribution program introduced in 
June 1995, which amalgamates 
previous contribution programs for 
trade and market development. It 
also includes provision for brand 
promotions similar to the US 
Market Promotion Program. Funds 
will be made available annually to 
cost share primarily generic export 
development initiatives led by 
industry associations or alliances. 
Key contribution programs 
consolidated under Agri-Food 2000 
are: Former Trade Opportunities 
Strategy, Canadian Agri-Food 
Development Initiative, Getting 
Ready to go Global, Canadian Wine 
Market Development Program and 
Seafood and Marine Sector 
Campaign. 


Agri-Food Trade Network (ATN): 
is an operator-assisted, computer 
information system that provides a 
gateway to customized global 
market information. It is being 
developed in partnerships with other 
federal departments, the provinces 
and industry associations. Pilot 
system sites are currently running in: 
Grand Falls, New Brunswick (under 
the leadership of the producer 
group, Inforag), Halifax (through 
the Canada Business Service 
Centre), Montreal (through Club 
Export Agro-alimentaire du 
Quebec), Ottawa AAFC main office, 
and regional offices of AAFC. 


To exporters, this provides 
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regional access to a large body of 
agri-food information and expertise 
through a single telephone call. 
Major efforts in 1996-97 will 
concentrate on the client service 
aspects of the ATN (client survey), 
technology development (on line 
access) and linking with others such 
as provinces and posts abroad. 


@ New Exporters to Asia-Pacific 
and Latin America: is a new 
program to introduce exporters to 
the Asia-Pacific and Latin American 
agri-food markets, with the first 
event expected in early 1996. 


@ Canadian Agri-Food Marketing 
Council: is being established to 
provide the federal government with 
a high level consultative mechanism 
to foster agri-food industry 
collaboration and to advise on the 
most appropriate focus for national 
efforts to promote the export led 
growth of our agri-food industries. 
The 1996-97 target is to establish a 
Council of 15-20 industry leaders 
and work with them to develop 
Terms of Reference and a Council 
work plan. 


@ Post-Initiated Agri-Food Fund 
(PIAF): allows agri-food trade 
officers at Canadian trade posts 
abroad to draw upon funding to pay 
initiatives determined to _ be 
beneficial in promoting Canadian 
agri-food exports. Examples of 
projects funded to date include: 

- Singapore: 5 ASEAN food 
market studies for Thailand, 
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Phillippines, Indonesia and 
Singapore and Malaysia 

- London: Analysis of Post- 
GATT opportunities in the UK 
Food Market 

- Taipei: Canada/Taiwan food 


bio-tech seminars 


Farm Improvement and Marketing 
Co-operatives Loans Act (FIMCLA): 
Further to consultations undertaken with 
lenders and farmer representatives in 1995, 
changes to regulations under the FIMCLA 
will be implemented in order to improve 
program efficiency and effectiveness, and to 
move the program closer to full cost 
recovery. 


Grains and Oilseeds Marketing Issues: 
Provision of support to the international 
marketing efforts of the Canadian Grains 
and Oilseeds Industry through: continued 
federal support to the Canadian 
International Grains Institute, leadership in 
international fora (e.g. International Grains 
Council), representation to foreign 
governments on grains and oilseeds 
marketing issues, regulatory support to the 
Canadian Wheat Board; and support to the 
Western Grain Marketing Panel. 


World Food Summit: This Department is 
responsible for Canadian preparations for 
the World Food Summit of the Food and 
Agriculture Organization (FAO) which will 
take place in November 1996 in Rome. 
Government officials, representatives of the 
private sector and non-governmental 
organizations will be invited to present 
Canadian viewpoints. National 
consultations on the main Policy Statement 
and Plan of Action will be carried out. 
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for Crops Act 
Grain Advance 


Advance Payments 
(APCA), Prairie 
Payments Act (PGAPA), and 
Agricultural Products Co-operatives 
Marketing Act (APCMA): | Extensive 
consultation with industry took place in 
1995-96 on legislative changes needed in the 
APCA, PGAPA, and APCMA to improve 
administrative efficiency and _ overall 
program operation and to address current 
and future industry needs. The primary 
purpose of the proposed legislative change 
is to incorporate the provision for interest 
free advances, currently provided under the 
Cash Flow Enhancement Program, into the 
legislation for APCA and PGAPA. 
Consideration will continue into 1996-97 on 
amendments to these Acts. 


Under the APCA and the PGAPA, 
progress has been made in changing 
administrative procedures to munimize 
defaults and to improve administrative 
efficiency. These efforts will be continued 
in 1996-97 and in 1997-98 particularly in 
the area of minimizing default levels. 


Privatization of Genetic Improvement 
and Evaluation Programs: The transfer of 
genetic evaluation and improvement 
responsibilities to the livestock sector was 
successfully completed in 1995-96. Three 
year agreements are now in place for the 
dairy and beef cattle, sheep, swine and dairy 
goat sectors, which allow them to manage 
the transition to complete industry-delivered 
programs. Under these agreements, AAFC 
will provide some financial contributions 
and a genetics standards monitoring service 
to help sustain Canada’s highly successful 
livestock industry through maintaining the 
confidence of domestic and foreign buyers. 
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Performance Measurement and Client 
Focussed System: In 1995-96, this 
Activity initiated a continuous improvement 
process involving feedback from _ its 
clientele, evaluation of efficiency and 
effectiveness of activities in relation to that 
feedback and making necessary 
improvements in the way that activities are 
managed. A survey is being conducted of 
500 to 600 clients and the results will be 
used to monitor progress and establish the 
priorities for this Activity for future years. 


National Farm Products Council 
(NFPC): The Council’s role has evolved 
into one which is less legalistic and more 
facilitative in nature. On one hand, creating 
a framework of accountabilities and 
authorities where problem-solving roles are 
played by the appropriate actors to ensure 
the efficient functioning of the system and, 
on the other, providing the central 
leadership for facilitation of change. NFPC 
is currently in the process of developing a 
blueprint for the regulatory dimensions of 
the system and the initiatives necessary to 
facilitate industry wide planning and 
transition. There will be an even greater 
need for this in the future to encourage the 
development of strategic alliances. 


In the future the NFPC has the 
opportunity to be at the centre of change 
and transition. The most valuable role that 
Council can play would include: providing 
the essential framework of problem-solving 
and regulatory tools in which industry could 
continue to share the market and promote 
and control growth and providing a forum in 
which producers and other stakeholders 
could enter into a strategic planning process 
for the future.

Partnerships among federal, provincial 
and municipal governments and industry can 
be very effective in bringing decision making 
closer to clients while accommodating 
research findings and __ professional 
experience. PFRA uses _ partnerships 
extensively to address rural issues. The 
Branch also works with other parts of 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada to 
ensure a co-ordinated approach, and 
partners with other provincial departments 
and industry across Western Canada for a 
wide range of activities. The breadth of the 
partnerships and the network of offices 
across Western Canada provides regional 
consistency in negotiating and delivering 
programs, while a the same time enabling 
PFRA to target local priorities. 


PFRA activities which are directed at 
resource sustainability will continue to be a 
focal point and the following are 
performance targets planned for 1996-97: 


@ Approximately 6 million seedlings will 
be provided and 900 kilometres of field 
shelterbelt are expected to be 
established. 


@ The community pastures are expected to 
serve 3,750 patrons, and take in 
approximately 225,000 head of 
livestock. Based on an average of 145 
grazing days, revenues are expected to 
be over $9.9 million. Actual revenues 
will depend on environmental factors 
which impact on pasture conditions. 
This in turn affects the actual days of 
grazing which will be available. 


@ 28,000 people are expected to attend 
over 700 tours and workshops in 
support of Green Plan activities. In 
addition, over 150,000 acres are 
anticipated to be treated by conservation 
measures in support of Green Plan 
goals. 
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Efforts in the areas of economic 
adaptation and rural development are 
targeted to both primary production and 
value-added activities and at expanding the 
economic base to new non-traditional 
economic activities outside of agriculture. 
Performance targets include: 


@ 2,900 visitors are expected to attend 
irrigation demonstrations at the 
Saskatchewan Irrigation Development 
Centre and the Manitoba Crop 
Diversification Centre. The increased 
interest in new irrigation technologies is 
evident in the increase in diversification 
to higher value crops. A spin-off of this 
is that 8,500 acres of specialty crop are 
anticipated to be seeded this year. 


@ Approximately 340 patrons will receive 
irrigation on over 24,000 acres of 
cultivatable land from the Southwest 
Saskatchewan Irrigation _‘ Projects. 
Actual amount of land irmgated is 
dependent upon environmental factors. 


e@ Approximately 3,100 farms dugouts, 
dams, wells and irrigation schemes will 
be assisted under the Rural Water 
Development Program. 


@ Construction of 2 kilometres of canal 
and 8.0 kilometres of pipe to irrigate 
1,000 hectares of land on the Blood 
Indian Irrigation Project. 


PFRA is currently the federal delivery 
partner for a number of federal/provincial 
programs such as_ the Partnership 
Agreement on Rural Development (PARD), 
the Partnership Agreement on Water-Based 
Economic Development (PAWBED) and 


the Partnership Agreement on Municipal 
Water Infrastructure (PAMWI). 
Performance targets include: 


@ Between 180 and 200 projects will be 
approved under PARD including 


feasibility studies, development of 
business plans, marketing 
studies/strategies and specialized 


assistance for a broad range of 
diversification and value-added 
enterprises such as_ eco-tourism, 
manufacturing, food processing and 
specialty products. 


@ Approval is being sought for 
construction of a $15 million upgrade to 
waste management capacity at Portage 
La Prairie, Manitoba to accommodate a 
$56 million expansion of McCains 
potato processing plant. The federal 
contribution to this project will be 
$5 million, and the expansion will create 
170 jobs and is expected to have a 
positive economic impact of $160 
million on the Manitoba economy. 


@ $2.4 million is targeted to achieving 
objectives in three program streams 
under the PAWBED agreement. About 
$1.1 million will support the Wakaw- 
Humboldt Regional Water Supply 
System which involves a river intake, 
water treatment plant, and a 220 km 
pipeline to service 10 communities and 
provide a source for future rural branch 
lines to serve individual producers. In 
addition, four other rural pipelines are 
expected to receive assistance totalling 
about $900,000. Water supply/waste 
management assistance of $200,000 is 
expected for about 12 to 15 other 
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agriculture related enterprises. Six value 
added agricultural industries are 
expected to receive about $200,000 in 
assistance, most of which will be in the 
form of repayable contributions. About 
$450,000 in federal operating dollars 
will be spent on irrigation research and 
demonstration at the Saskatchewan 
Irrigation Development Centre. 


In addition, PFRA has been appointed 


the delivery agency for the following 
programs: 


@ The Canada-Saskatchewan Agri-Food 


Innovation Agreement facilitates the 
delivery of federal/provincial funding, 
resulting from the Canada/Saskatchewan 
base framework and funding 
arrangements for safety nets for 
Saskatchewan. It supports the 
development of emerging primary and 
value-added agriculture sectors in 
Saskatchewan by providing assistance 
for research, development and 
infrastructure needs. The agreement 
facilitates transition to a more market- 
driven economy for the Saskatchewan 
Agri-Food Industry by encouraging the 
diversification of the Saskatchewan 
Agri-Food Industry; supporting research 
and development, and encouraging 
Saskatchewan farmers and_ rural 
residents to create economic 


opportunities and jobs. PFRA will be 
delivering the $64 million Agri-Food 
Innovation component, of which $19.6 
million will be spent in 1996-97. 
Strategic Area Committees began in 
January 1996 to develop strategic plans 
and performance indicators for the 
program. 


PFRA has been assigned the task of 
delivering the $1.6 billion Western Grain 
Transition Payments Program as 
announced in the 1995 Budget. In 
1995-96, $1.2 billion of this will be paid 
out, with the remaining $400 million 
being paid in 1996-97. The objective of 
the program is to provide landowners in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
the Peace River and Creston-Wyndel 
areas of B.C. with a one-time transition 
payment which is intended to 
compensate for a reduction in land 
values resulting from transportation 
reform initiatives implemented in the 
1995 Budget. Performance indicators 
include the design and development of 
data bases containing relevant 
information which will be used to 
implement and deliver the WGTPP, and 
the processing and payment of the $1.6 
billion to eligible = applicants. 
Approximately 242,000 applications 
have been received for payment under 
the program. 
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F. CORPORATE MANAGEMENT AND SERVICES 


The mandate of this Activity is to provide 
management and administration services in 
support of the objectives and operations of 
the Agri-Food Program. The level of 
activity for many of these program support 
functions is influenced by the size of the 
department as measured by the number of 


Full Time Equivalents. However, the 
Activity will remain focused on addressing 
the management priorities of the 
Department, meeting clients’ need for 
services and working in partnership with 
clients.

MANAGEMENT SYSTEMS AND 
SERVICES 


This subactivity relates to the cost-effective 
management of departmental information, 
financial and physical resources. This 
includes the maintenance of a financial 
policy framework, the accounting and 
reporting of public monies, the provision of 
financial planning advice and analysis, the 
management of assets, environmental 
stewardship on behalf of the Department, 
library services, information management 
and information technology services. 


Standard Office Automation: The 
Department’s desktop computers and the 
networks that connect them are being 
standardized to improve efficiency of 
communications and ease of access to 
departmental data. The use of this 
standardized approach will result in 
substantial savings. For example, through a 
departmental licencing agreement, bulk 
purchasing of common software can realize 


savings of $1 million over the next five 
years; the reduction in effort to implement 
new departmental applications could yield 
benefits estimated at $500,000 per year; 
standardization of technology would 
simplify and reduce training, with estimated 
savings of $640,000 per year. 


AGRIFIN Upgrade/Replacement: 
Increasing demands for better and more 
timely financial management information 
along with requirements to meet the 
Financial Information Strategy (FIS) and 
year 2000 requirements dictates a major 
upgrade or replacement of the Departmental 
Financial System (AGRIFIN). An 
integrated Finance/Materiel system is to be 
developed in partnership with up to five 
other departments. The estimated cost for 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada to 
implement a new system could be reduced 
by up to $1 million, since the development 
and future maintenance of the system will be 
shared through this consortium of federal 
departments. 
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CORPORATE MANAGEMENT AND SERVICES 


Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada 
Electronic Information Service (ACEIS): 
ACEIS will be expanded to include most of 
the Department’s publications, provide 
secure access to internal databases, receive 
Ministerial correspondence and _ handle 
interactive business transactions with clients 
(e.g. on-line registration for programs). 
This is expected to improve communication 
with clients, increase access to information 
products and save costs associated with 
hard copy publishing and distribution. 


REVIEW 


This subactivity previously called Audit and 
Evaluation has recently undergone a 
complete reexamination. This assessment 
determined the need to expand the role to 
assist senior management to continuously 
improve the performance of, and 
accountability for, departmental activities in 
a cost effective manner through: 


® implementing a results-based 
management framework in _ the 
Department which will facilitate the 
development of corporate performance 
measures and facilitate the assessment of 
the relevance, effectiveness and sound 
management for departmental activities; 
and 


© implementing a strategic “Total Review” 
approach for providing information of 
relevance to departmental decision- 
makers which takes into account 
departmental priority areas, inter- 
departmental reviews, management led 
reviews and co-ordination of department 
support for Auditor General activities. 


Key performance measures/indicators 
that will allow, in future years, the 
assessment of performance are: 


@ highlights from analysis of the impact of 
our work on improving departmental 
performance, on the use of result-based 
framework information in the Estimates 
and the coverage of risk areas and 
departmental priorities; 


® reporting on results from _ the 
advice/recommendations that were 
used/implemented and the action that 
was taken; 


® reporting on the performance 
satisfaction from our key clients, 
departmental senior managers. 


Work in 1995-96 has included piloting a 
result-based framework in selective program 
areas, assuming responsibility for co- 
ordination of department support for 
Auditor General activities, reviews in 
support of priorities such as in the areas of 
farm income and stabilization, inspection 
and quarantine, adaptation, research and 
innovation, and trade and = market 
development. 


COMMUNICATION SERVICES 


This subactivity is dedicated to the delivery 
of communications services in support of 
the Mission of the Department. Professional 
advice and services are provided to the 


Minister, Secretary of State, senior 
management and other departmental 
officials. A well informed public is 


necessary to ensure the co-operation 
between the Department and agri-food 
stakeholders is in place to meet the 
challenges and reforms facing the sector. 
Increased emphasis has been placed on 
working with industry to promote the 
contribution of the sector to Canadian life. 
Services continue to be affected by ongoing 
budget reductions and fiscal restraint. 
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G. CANADIAN GRAIN COMMISSION 


The vision of the Canadian Grain 
Commission (CGC) is to. strive for 
excellence in adding value to Canadian grain 
and to the Canadian grain industry. Our 
mission is to be a leader in providing grain 
quality and quantity assurance, dedicated to 
excellent and responsive service supporting 
producers, all sectors of the grain industry 
and their customers. The CGC supports the 
Department’s Mission and pnorities by 
delivering a many faceted grain quality and 
quantity assurance program that results in 
shipments of safe and high quality grain. 
Consistency and safety are fundamental 
contributors to grain quality, Canada’s 
competitive edge in the world market. CGC 
activities and services promote flexibility 
and competitiveness in a changing, market- 
oriented grain industry. 


As a leader in grain research, the 
Commission is world-renowned for its 


understanding of end-use grain quality. 
International acknowledgement of world 
class expertise in the science and 
understanding of grain end-use quality 
enhances Canadian competitiveness in world 
grain markets and maximizes returns to the 
producer. The Canadian grain industry 
requires flexible, cost-effective services. 
The Commission, through industry 
consultation, is changing its business 
strategies to provide efficient, effective 
regulatory services and add value to the 
marketing of grain. The CGC continues to 
improve its service delivery to adjust to 
changing markets, shifting grain shipment 
patterns and stringent customer demands. 
The confidence of buyers and marketers in 
the uniformity and variety of Canadian grain 
and the grain handling system emphasizes 
the value-added by the CGC to the industry.

The future includes changes in business 
relations and opportunities. Market and 
sales support will be enhanced through 
improved technology, rapid sharing of 
information, and an educated and diverse 
workforce. The accreditation of laboratory 
research services under the Standards 
Council of Canada’s Guide 25 as based on 
ISO 9002, will enable the CGC to meet 


growing international market demands for 
ISO accredited quality certification. The 
CGC is rewriting the Grain Futures Act to 
provide a regulatory framework that meets 
internationally accepted standards. The 
CGC is working with producers and 
industry to develop a special crops licensing 
and security system which combines 
affordable licensing of special crops dealers 
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with a system of voluntary producer-driven 
risk insurance. 


Reorganization of the Industry Services 
Division coupled with continuous process 
analysis and improvement, will strengthen 
quality and quantity assurance programs 
while streamlining and improving the 
efficiency and effectiveness of services. 
Prairie service centres, which provide 
producers, processors and primary elevators 
with detailed knowledge of the quality of 
their grains are being opened to facilitate 
value-added processing in western Canada. 
The CGC continues to adopt measures that 
will facilitate freer North American grain 
trade. For example, an international service 
partnership with the United States Federal 
Grain Inspection Service and possible 
discussions with Mexico could create and 
set quality standards for the North American 
market. 


The CGC takes full advantage of rapidly 
changing technology. For example, 
automation of sample transport, weighing 
systems and quality analyses have made 
these systems more efficient to enhance the 
services provided to the grain industry. 


The Commission changed its funding 
authority April 1, 1995 and began to operate 
under a Revolving Fund. The fund may 
accumulate surpluses or deficits up to a 
maximum of $12 million in its accumulated 
net charge against the fund’s authority 
account (ANCAFA), and is authorised to 
carry over surplus revenue to offset future 
shortfalls. The Revolving Fund will have to 
generate revenues sufficient to meet 
operational expenditures and continuously 
adjust its operation to meet annual economic 
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changes. This operating authority will 
enhance productivity and cost efficiency. 


The Commission receives funds through 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada for a 
portion of its business costs in the amount of 
$6.5 million. The Canadian public benefits 
from CGC services, which flow from 
activities related to food safety, research and 
development, the supervision of commodity 
futures trading and the protection of grain 
producers through an arbitration service 
with the industry. 


Operational Forecast: The CGC is 
forecasting lower than average grain 
handling in 1995-96 (58 million tonnes), 
again in 1996-97 (56 million tonnes), and 
increases in 1997-98 (59 million tonnes) and 
1998-99 (64 million tonnes). The forecast 
operating surplus for 1995-96 is $29 
thousand, with loans from our authority not 
to exceed $2.4 million to augment cash 
flows during our slower business periods. 
In 1996-97, a zero operating surplus is 
forecast with loans from our authority not to 
exceed $1.6 million to augment cash flows. 
In a normal grain handling year 
(60 - 63 million tonnes), the Commission 
will be able to adjust its operation and could 
eam a minor surplus, maintaining its 
financial equity without curtailing capital 
investments in technology and systems. In 
fiscal years when there is low grain 
production, sales and shipments, the CGC 
attempts to adjust the workforce to maintain 
productivity ratios and _ efficiencies. 
However, these could decrease due to an 
element of high fixed and direct costs 
resulting from the need to maintain a large 
component of highly trained employees and 
the payment of other large non variable 
operating costs such as rent. 
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CHAPTER 3: PERFORMANCE REPORT 


This chapter provides an analysis of the 
results obtained from the past performance 
of department programs. The intent here is 
to report on the cumulative effect that these 
programs had on therr targeted clients rather 
than on the extent of the processes 
employed to achieve the results. 


The performance measures used are 
from the Operational Plan Framework as 
approved by the Treasury Board and other 
indicators identified in previous Part IIIs. 
New performance indicators are currently 


under development and an updated and 
revised set of indicators will be proposed in 
the 1997-98 Planning Document. 


This chapter reports results organized by 
Activities. Specific workload performance 
as it relates to the Minister’s responsibility 
to report activity under various Acts of 
Parliament may be found in Appendix B. A 
listing of the various programs including a 
brief description of each, may be found in 
Appendix C. 
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The emphasis of this report is on the 
immediately completed fiscal year, i.e. 1994- 
95. Figure 17 provides a comparison 
between 1994-95 Main Estimates and the 
actual expenditures and revenues as 
recorded in Public Accounts. The actual 
results are shaded in the table. 


The second table, at the bottom of the 
next page, provides five years of historical 


expenditures by Activity. A reorganization 
eliminated the Farm Income and Analysis 
and Policy Activities and redistributed the 
related resources to a new Activity, Policy 
and Farm Economic Programs, and to the 
Market and Industry Services Activity. The 
high expenditures in 1991-92 were due 
primarily to reimbursements of Canadian 
Wheat Board pool deficits totalling $767.8 
million.

AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 
A. AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 


This Activity aims to improve the ongoing 
competitiveness of the Canadian agri-food 
sector by helping to ensure the health and 
safety of agricultural production and adding 
value to this production. 


To illustrate the first priority area, in a 
1995 study entitled The Economics of Loss 
Avoidance Research on Wheat in Canada, 
university and federal economists, using 
"very conservative estimates," found 
publicly funded research prevented annual 
losses of $170 million due to diseases and 
$62 million to insects. Another $60 million 
was saved by wheat producers as a result of 
public sector research on weeds. The vast 
majority of publicly funded wheat research 
in Canada is undertaken or funded by the 
federal government. 


In a sister study, Economic Returns to 
Yield-Increasing Research on Wheat in 
Canada, benefits were identified at 
$85 million per year. Thus the net present 
value on our return on investment represents 
a total benefit of approximately $377 million 
per year. 


In the priority area of value added 
research a prime example is a patented oat 
processing technique developed by the 
Department. The process breaks oats down 
into their component parts and has been 
applied to premium-priced food products, 
cosmetics and ethanol production. 


This Activity accounted for 12.6% of 
Agri-Food Program expenditures for 1994- 
95. Approximately 87.6% of these 
resources were used for personnel and other 


operating costs, 1.6% for grants and 
contributions, and 10.8% for capital 
expenditures. All revenues were credited to 
the Consolidated Revenue Fund.

Trends in the external environment are 
increasing the importance for departmental 
researchers to be closely connected to 
industry clients. To encourage additional 
industry investment in priorities for research 
and development held jointly by the 
Department and industry, the Matching 
Investment Initiative (MII) was introduced. 
With projects co-funded by industry and the 
Department, the objectives of the MII are to 
bring market signals to bear on research 
priority setting and to transfer jointly 
developed technology quickly to private 
sector collaborators. 


After a successful pilot project in 1994- 
95, the MII was heartily embraced by 
industry in 1995-96. By the end of October 
1995, subscription to MII funding was well 
over 90 per cent and more than 400 projects 
were under way. The following are 
examples of collaborative projects with 
industry: 


@ The Semiarid Prairie Agricultural 
Research Centre at Swift Current is 
working with a milling company to 
improve the marketability of domestic 
durum wheat lines. The researchers are 
looking for agronomic, disease and 
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quality information on experimental 
durum lines with the strong gluten 
characteristics that millers want. 


Scientists at the Charlottetown Research 
Centre are working with Canada's 
potato industry to combat late blight, a 
serious fungal disease of potatoes. The 
focus is on the dynamics of the disease - 
how it spreads and how it evolves. Late 
blight is getting more attention in 
Canada because new, more virulent 
strains are appearing. 


The Centre for Food Research and 
Development in Saint-Hyacinthe is 
working with Quebec's dairy industry to 
find a rapid test for milk quality. Three 
tests are being evaluated for their ability 
to measure milk microflora. Beyond 
accuracy, the test criteria include 
simplicity and results in under 20 
minutes. 


Niche market opportunities abound in 
the growing world of soybeans, the 
cinderella crop of eastern Canada. The 
Harrow Research Centre in Ontario is 
helping develop new soybean varieties 
to take advantage of the specific 
demands of offshore customers, 
especially Japan and Korea. The new 
varieties will have end-use traits suitable 
for producing tofu, miso or soymilk. 


A collaborative study at the Pacific 
Agricultural Research Centre in Agassiz, 
B.C., is looking at the effects of corky 
root rot on hydroponically grown 
tomato production. Scientists hope to 
shed some light on the impact of this 
little understood disease on greenhouse

tomato growth and yield. The study will 
also examine the effect of management 
practices on disease control. 


CONSERVATION 


@ Researchers at the Horticulture 


Research and Development Centre in 
St. Jean-sur-Richelieu, Quebec, 
developed a simple field test to calculate 
the ideal amount of nitrogen fertilizer 
needed for vegetable crops. The test 
will reduce costly and _ polluting 
overapplication. 


Scientists at the Harrow Research 
Centre in Ontario are _ studying 
earthworm populations in the Great 
Lakes basin to assess the benefits of no- 
till farming practices. The study is part 
of the Green Plan Bioindicators project. 


A study under way at the Soil and Crop 
Research and Development Centre in 
Sainte-Foy, Quebec, is comparing corn- 
grain production systems. Researchers 
want to discover which system provides 
the best environmental impact. Under 
scrutiny in this Matching Investment 
Initiative project are soil quality and 
water runoff and leaching. 


CROP RESEARCH 


@ In 1994-95, the Department released 72 


new crop cultivars with potential for 
significant economic benefits to Canada. 
These new cultivars feature improved 
agronomic traits such as improved 
resistance to diseases, pests and 
environmental stresses. 
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@ The Lacombe Research Centre in 


Research Centre on the Central 
Experimental Farm embarked on a 
second five-year study with Quaker Oats 
worth over $1 million to genetically map 
oats, develop new varieties, identify 
genes for yield quality and value-added 
components, develop grain quality 
prediction technology, and _ use 
molecular markers to help breeding. 


The Fredericton Research Centre 
created a test for detecting the PVYn 
virus in dormant potato tubers. 
Previously, the export-limiting virus 
could only be detected by growing the 
potatoes in Florida test plots in January, 
holding up shipments that were ready by 
November. Now, the potatoes can be 
tested any time after harvest. 


The Winnipeg Research Centre is using 
state-of-the-art genetic technology to 
develop wheat lines suitable for the 
frozen dough trade. 


The Pacific Agricultural Research 
Centre in B.C. developed a genetically 
modified strawberry that shows 
resistance to strawberry mild yellow 
edge potexvirus, an incurable viral 
disease. 


ANIMAL RESEARCH 


e A two-tiered project at the Dairy and 


Swine Research and Development 
Centre in Lennoxville, Quebec, will offer 
a competitive advantage to pork 
producers. The study will first identify 
the genes responsible for desirable 
characteristics, then develop a probe to 
spot these genes. 


Alberta has shown how to use Video 
Imaging Analysis to measure the carcass 
yield of live beef cattle. The accuracy of 
this technique will allow researchers to 
evaluate the economic merit of cattle 
genetics and management systems. 


A joint project involving the Lethbridge 
Research Centre, the Peigan Indian 
Band, the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation 
Administration and the Province of 
Alberta is helping to optimize beef 
production while making rangelands 
more sustainable. Researchers are using 
a computerized geographic information 
systemto determine the best location for 
fences based on geographic and 
vegetative features. 


FOOD AND NONFOOD RESEARCH 


@ Collaborative work at the Centre for 


Food Research and Development in 
Saint-Hyacinthe, Quebec, is focusing on 
the development of probiotics, beneficial 
bacteria that live in the digestive system. 
The study is looking to develop a 
supplement for everyday food products. 


The Summerland Research Centre in 
B.C. is looking for ways to extend the 
storage potential of sweet cherries using 
special packaging material and modified 
atmosphere packaging gasses. 


The Kentville Research Centre in Nova 
Scotia is working with the manufacturer 
of a product that maintains the 
processing quality of stored potatoes. 
The study will characterize the effect of 
the product to determine how best to 
control sprouting and diseases. 
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B. INSPECTION AND REGULATION 


This Activity is responsible for setting and 
enforcing standards to safeguard human, 
animal and plant health, to facilitate national 
and international trade and to integrate 
environmental sustainability objectives into 
Branch policies and programs. The agri- 
food industry has the ultimate responsibility 
for the safety of its products while 
consumers are responsible for the safe 
handling of products after purchase. 


This Activity accounted for 14.1% of 
Agri-Food Program expenditures for 
1994-95. Approximately 84.5% of these 
resources were used for personnel and other 
operating costs, 0.3% for grants and 
contributions and 15.2% for capital 
expenditures. Revenue was credited to the 
Vote ($13,294,000) to the Canadian Pari- 


Mutuel Agency Revolving Fund 
($14,389,000) and the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund ($1,142,000).

This Activity is responsible for the 
administration of twelve Acts and associated 


Regulations. The mandate requires the 
Department to maintain and coordinate a 
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distribution and scale of some of the 
Activity's facilities for calendar years 1992 
to 1994, 


network of facilities across the country in 
order to serve its clientele. Figure 20 
provides illustrative data showing the

The demand for services is in part determined by Canada's level of trade with imports and 
exports. Figure 21 shows the changes in the value of trade for major agricultural 
commodities from 1990 to 1994.

The inspection and quarantine system 
must adapt to a changing environment that 
includes globalization of the marketplace, 
increasing government fiscal restraint, 
technological and scientific advances and 
changing structures, processes and practices 
in the agri-food industry itself. The 
inspection of imported goods is being 
enhanced to ensure they meet the same 
standards as domestic products. Inspection 
methods that stress prevention of food 
safety problems before they occur are 
increasingly being adopted. Negotiations 
will continue with stakeholders in the agni- 


food sector on alternative ways to deliver 
services. 


Enhanced Import Operations: Ninety- 
seven percent of the volume of Canada's 
agricultural imports comes through 65 of 
the existing 215 points of importation. 
Thirty-six of these now have an on-site 
single window service through the 
establishment of Import Primary Contacts 
providing information on all agri-food 
import requirements. The other 29 have 
access to these Import Primary Contacts via 
service by phone or facsimile. The

remaining 150 points of importation are still 
available but the Department is developing, 
in conjunction with Revenue Canada, 
Customs, proposals for more efficient 
alternatives for service delivery. The 
Department has also continued to work with 
Revenue Canada, Customs, to ensure a 
more effective and integrated review of 
regulated agri-food products at border 
points. 


Regulatory Review Implementation: The 
ongoing implementation of the 1992 
Regulatory Review ensures the regulatory 
framework contributes to the 
competitiveness and growth of the agri-food 
sector by promoting the application of fewer 
and better regulations. To date all 
recommendations have been actioned and 
may have been completed. This includes 
final approval of the Seed Regulations, 
which will incorporate all of the 
recommendations for this _ sector. 
Regulatory amendments have introduced a 
redesigned federal fresh fruit and vegetable 
inspection program and an updated poultry 
grading system. Industry/government cost 
sharing arrangements were established for 
seed potato, meat inspection, animal and 
plant health. 


Biotechnology: In December 1992, a 
federal framework for guiding 
biotechnology product regulatory 
development and implementation was 
agreed to by Cabinet. As a result of 
concems of the lack of regulation being a 
major constraint to commercial development 
of biotechnology products, the Department 
has accelerated its development of a 
regulatory framework that includes: 
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@ biotechnology products being added to 
definitions under the Seed, Feed, 
Fertilizer and Health of Animals acts; 


@ guidelines for animal feeds from plants 
with novel traits; and 


@ draft regulations, currently under review 
by the Canadian Environmental 
Protection Agency, which outline 
requirements for environmental 
assessments under these Acts. 


Hazard Analysis and Critical Control 
Point (HACCP) System: The HACCP 
System is recognized and supported 
internationally as the best system presently 
available to assure the safety of food. The 
key element of a HACCP based food safety 
plan is its preventative nature with a shift of 
emphasis from intensive inspection and end 
product testing to exercising better control 
along the manufacturing process. 


The Food Safety Enhancement Program 
(FSEP) ensures the adoption of HACCP 
principles in all agri-food processing 
establishments registered with AAFC. The 
development phase of FSEP will be 
completed by March 1996, with actual 
voluntary implementation by industry 
commencing in 1996. 


Volumes 1, 2, and 3 of the FSEP 
Implementation manuals have been 
published and widely distributed. These 
volumes describe general policies and the 
development and application of generic 
models. In addition, English and French 
versions of a Reference Database for Hazard 
Identification have also been published. All 
Branch regional staff have received training 
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on the principles and application of HACCP. 
By December 1995, a core group of 
regional staff were trained in the application 
of generic models to develop in-plant 
HACCP systems. 


A common HACCP Curriculum 
Guideline has been developed, in 
conjunction with industry and universities, 
for use by educational institutions and 
industry to ensure consistency in HACCP 
training. 


Through bilateral consultation and 
participation in expert committees, the 
Department is influencing the development 
of international HACCP principles and 
mechanisms for delivery. As a result, the 
Canadian approach to HACCP application is 
consistent with the internationally agreed- 
upon guidelines. 


Agri-Food Labelling/Fraud: In 1993, as 
part of the government's restructuring and 
renewal initiative, the food regulatory 
responsibilities of Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs Canada relating to agri-food labelling 
were transferred to the Department. This 
change expanded the Department's 
responsibilities for agri-food policy, 
regulation and inspection to include federal 
responsibility for developing and 
administering the economic fraud provisions 
of the Food and Drug Act and Regulations. 
These regulations are designed to deal with 
misrepresentation and fraud in food 
labelling, packaging and advertising. Thirty- 
five recommendations for amendments to 
the regulations were identified in 1994-95. 


Significant progress was made in 
completing revisions to the Guide for Food 
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Manufacturers and Advertisers which 
explains and _ clarifies policies and 
regulations respecting food labelling, 
advertising and claims for industry. 


Pest and Disease Control (Quarantine): 
Trade competitiveness of the Canadian 
livestock, horticultural, and forestry 
industries was maintained by preventing 
serious exotic pests and diseases from 
becoming established in Canada through the 
integrity of the programs' health certification 
process, by negotiating acceptable export 
health conditions with trading partners, and 
by helping to establish international trade 
standards. Access to international markets 
(160 countries) approached or exceeded 
record levels for many commodities. For 
example; since 1990, semen exports have 
increased by 200%, pulses and oilseed 
exports have increased 100% and 7,800 
embryos with a commercial value of $12 
million were exported to 29 countries. 
Canada's agri-food exports to the USA has 
increased in value by 138% since 1989 while 
agricultural exports to Mexico have 
quadrupled since 1991. The approximate 
overall value of trade was $6.7 billion 
(export) and $9.3 billion (import) - (1993- 
94 figures). 


A revised federal/provincial program, 
implemented in 1994-95, for the control of 
rabies in Ontario reduced the incidence and 
therefore the threat to human health from 
this disease. In response to shifting societal 
values, a shared multi-stakeholder program 
was initiated for the humane transportation 
of livestock. 


Training: An integral part of the 
implementation of effective and efficient 
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Inspection and Regulation programs is 
ensuring staff, particularly inspection staff, 
are properly trained and kept up-to-date 
with re-engineered inspection 
methodologies such as HACCP and new 
technologies in the workplace. Over $2.5 
million is expended annually in direct 
training costs along with $7 million in 
associated salary costs. 


Animal and Plant Health Accreditation 
Programs: The Review Branch conducted 
an evaluation that studied the rationale and 
effectiveness of accreditation programs. 
Their findings confirmed that the Animal 
and Plant Health accreditation programs are 
a necessary and effective program delivery 
mechanism. Criteria and procedures are 
being standardized at the national level to 
allow for consistent regional delivery. 
Accreditation training will be implemented 
in 1996. 


National Animal Health Program: In 
light of changing times and fiscal restraints, 
the Animal Health Division requested that 
Review Branch conduct an evaluation of the 
overall effectiveness of the National Animal 


Health Program. Their _ primary 
recommendation was to improve the 
communication between the regions, 


laboratories, and headquarters. As a result, 
the respective roles of programs and regions 
are being reviewed in an effort to increase 
regional input into activities such as 
program policy development. As well, 
regional program officers have been actively 
involved, with the Animal Health Division, 
in the redesign of the humane transportation 
and accredited veterinarian programs. In 
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consultation with the regional program 
managers, the program Division has also 
made significant progress in defining 
national program activities and establishing 
national delivery standards. 


Revised Pesticide Regulatory System: 
Resources and responsibilities relating to 
pest management regulation formerly held 
by the Ministers of Agriculture and Agri- 
Food, Health, Environment and Natural 
Resources were consolidated in the Pest 
Management Regulatory Agency under the 
Minister of Health on April 1,1995 
providing Canadians with a single window 


of responsibility for pest (pesticide) 
management. 
Race Track Supervision: is funded 


through the Canadian Pari-Mutuel Agency 
Revolving Fund. This revolving fund is 
maintained by a levy (not to exceed 1%) 
deducted from all pari-mutuel bets. This 
levy has remained at 0.8% since April 1983. 
Financial data on the operations of the 
Revolving Fund is available on pages 78 and 
81. Additional information may also be 
found in the Canadian Pari-Mutuel Agency 
Annual Report, available at the address 
provided on page 84. 


The accuracy of pari-mutuel calculations 
is maintained at a standard of 99.9% or 
better. On the race track, photo-finish and 
video-taping services are provided for the 
use of race judges to assist them in making 
appropriate decisions on race results. (Of 
the 102 tracks in operation in 1994, 48 had 
photo-finish service of which 42 also had 
video-taping service.) 
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Additionally, blood and urine samples are 
taken from winning horse(s) and other 
randomly selected horses after each pari- 
mutuel race in order to identify any animals 
that may have been given illicit medication. 
The number of positive tests is very small, 


between 0.15% and 0.25% of samples 
taken, indicating that the use of illicit drugs 
is well controlled. (Note: Some positive 
tests show more than one illegal substance. 
For example, in 1994, 132 positive samples 
contained 162 drugs). (See Figure 22).

1. The increase in this calculated percentage is pnmarily due to 


the decline in sample numbers, combined with the increased detection of 


multiple drugs, or drugs and their metabolites in a single sample. An associated factor is the enhanced ability to detect different 
drugs and medications - as many as 47 different substances have been confirmed, either alone or in combination in positive official 
samples during a single calendar year. There is some fluctuation in the number and nature of substances detected in any given

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C. POLICY AND FARM ECONOMIC PROGRAMS 


The Activity is centred on the development 
of a policy environment which improves the 
ability of the agriculture and agri-food 
sector to compete and to adapt to change 
and on the delivery of income stabilization 
and adaptation programs consistent with 
these goals. 

The following are the prmary 
responsibilities of the Activity: 


@ managing the federal partnership role in 
providing an integrated national system 
of farm income stabilization programs; 


@ developing adaptation policies and 
programs that enhance the sector's 
competitiveness, sustainability and 
ability to pursue market opportunities 
for diversification and value-added 
products; 


@ developing and coordinating review and 
consultation on policy options and 
assessing progress of programs toward 
policy objectives; and 


@ generating information on the agri-food 
sector that promotes the understanding 
of issues. 


The Activity accounted for 52.8% of 
Agri-Food Program expenditures in 1994- 
95: Contributions accounted for 
approximately 93.4% of these expenditures, 
with the balance covering personnel, other 
operating costs and capital expenditures. 
All revenue was credited to _ the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund.

Program activities during 1994-95 
focused on two main purposes: 


® promoting market responsiveness, 
value-added and export-driven growth; 
and 


® maintaining a secure context for 
producers and industry to adapt and 
develop. 


The announcements of the 1995 Budget 
were consistent with these objectives and 
are discussed further in chapter two. 


Principal initiatives under this Activity in 
1994-95 were in the areas of safety nets, 
supply management, transportation and 
grain policy reform and adaptation. 


SAFETY NETS 


1994-95 was a year of safety nets policy 
reform. A National Safety Nets 
Consultation Committee was established to 
provide input into safety nets reform in 
order to design a new whole farm income 
stabilization policy that would be compatible 
with trade agreements, be production and 
market neutral, affordable and 
environmentally sensitive. 


Federal and provincial Ministers agreed 
at their December 1994 _ meeting, 
commencing with the 1995 taxation year, to 
a new Safety nets approach consisting of 
crop insurance and a whole farm program as 
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the core, with companion programs to 
address region-specific needs along with 
adaptation measures and market-based 
approaches to risk management. Overall 
cost sharing was agreed to be 60% federal 
and 40% provincial. 


In 1994-95 the focus of safety nets 
contribution payments continued to be on 
the Gross Revenue Insurance Plan (GRIP), 
Crop Insurance Program, the Net Income 
Stabilization Account Program (NISA) and 
the National Tripartite Stabilization Plan 
(NTSP). The following are highlights for 
1994-95, 


Gross Revenue Insurance Plan (GRIP) 


@ Federal contributions to GRIP have 
decreased rapidly over the last three 
years with payments (includes 
premiums, administration costs and net 
advances) decreasing from a high of 
$678.7 million in 1992-93 to $466.8 
million in 1993-94 and $399.6 million in 
1994-95. Decreased payments were the 
result of declining coverage, reduced 
premium rates and a reduction in 
participation. | Notwithstanding the 
declining contribution payments, all 
provinces except Newfoundland 
participated in GRIP in the 1994-95 
crop year, representing 70% of eligible 
producers and 73% of eligible acreage. 


e Across Canada, GRIP _ indemnity 
payments decreased rapidly over the last 
three years as a result of improved 
market prices, higher crop yields and 
declining support levels. 


@ The 1994-95 crop year was the last in 
which Saskatchewan participated in 
GRIP. Alberta and Manitoba have also 


announced their intention to end 
participation at the end of the 1995-96 
crop year. 


© GRIP is expected to terminate as a 
national plan by 1996-97, to be replaced 
with province-specific companion 
programming. 


Crop Insurance 


@ In the 1994-95 crop year, 55% of 
eligible producers representing 48% of 
eligible acreage participated in crop 
insurance. 


@ Crop insurance premiums were $449 
million for the 1994-95 crop year. 


e@ Across Canada, crops produced during 
1994 were generally above average in 
quantity and quality. 


@ Federal contribution payments made in 
1994-95 in connection with the Crop 
Insurance Program were less than in 
previous years, i.e. $161.8 million versus 
$171.5 million in 1993-94 and $173.4 
million in 1992-93. 


Net Income Stabilization Account (NISA) 


@ Beginning with the 1994 stabilization 
year (producer/entity taxation year), the 
majority of provinces covered all 
commodities with the exception of those 
produced under supply managed 
regimes. Alberta also chose to exclude 
red meats from coverage and British 
Columbia did not include beef cattle. 
Quebec covered only edible horticulture 
commodities, as it currently operates its 
own agricultural stabilization program 
for other commodities. 
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e@ Federal contribution payments to the 


basic NISA program in 1994-95 were 
$70.7 million compared with $71.2 
million in 1993-94, Federal 
contributions to the enhanced NISA 
Programs in 1994-95 for producers in 
Saskatchewan and for producers of 
edible horticulture products in Ontario, 
British Columbia and Quebec accounted 
for an additional $92 million. 


Overall, national participation increased 
from 123,384 for the 1993 stabilization 
year to approximately 129,000 for 1994. 


Several initiatives were undertaken to 
make the administration of NISA more 
efficient and accessible (e.g.) a 
simplified no calculation form, and the 
ability for producers to hold deposits at 
a financial institution. 


National Tripartite Stabilization Plan 
(NTSP) 


@ The majority of NTSP commodity plans 


have been or are in the process of being 
terminated in advance of their onginal 
expiry dates as set out in their respective 
federal-provincial agreements. Most of 
these plans finished, or will finish, in a 
surplus position with the surplus shared 
proportionately between the producers, 
participating provinces and federal 
government. Ifa plan terminates in a 
deficit position, the deficit is generally 
shared equally between the participating 
provinces and the federal government. 


Over the course of 1994-95, the NTSP 
plan for hogs was terminated due to the 
concems of hog producers and 
provincial governments over the 
ongoing countervailability of the plan. 


In order to bridge the gap between early 
termination and bringing all red meats 
(beef cattle, hogs, lamb) into a whole 
farm income stabilization program, 
transition programs were established for 
each of the red meats. The beef cattle 
and lamb plans had previously 
terminated on December 31, 1993 and 
February 28, 1994, respectively. 


See Appendix B for more detailed 
information on this program. 


SUPPLY MANAGEMENT - DAIRY 
STABILIZATION 


@ Since 1970, dairy producers have 


operated under a supply management 
system that controlled the national 
supply of dairy products by limiting 
domestic production and controlling 
imports with import quotas and 
prohibitions. 


In April 1994, Canada and 120 other 
nations signed the Uruguay Round Final 
Act which created the World Trade 
Organization. It includes a provision 
that import Canadian quantity 
restrictions must be replaced by tariffs. 
Canada implemented these new tariffs in 
1995. 


The federal dairy program includes a 
payment to producers administered by 
the Canadian Dairy Commission (CDC) 
for the purposes of stabilizing industrial 
milk and cream production for domestic 
markets. In 1994-95 payments to the 
CDC under the authority of the Farm 
Income Protection Act amounted to 
$226.6 million. This figure was up 
slightly from $225.2 million in 1993-94, 
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e A reduction in the federal dairy subsidy 


by 30 percent over the 1995-96 and 
1996-97 dairy years was announced in 
the 1995 Federal Budget to help the 
government meet its deficit reduction 
targets. See Chapter 2 for information 
on this program. 


TRANSPORTATION AND GRAIN 
POLICY REFORM 


1994-95 was notable in relation to 
reform of the Western Grain 
Transportation Act (WGTA), and 
development of transportation 
efficiencies and a grain vision for the 
industry. The year was preceded by a 
lengthy process of discussion on the 
WGTA, and more immediately, by a 
railcar shortage during the winter of 
1993-94 which resulted in a close 
examination of industry practices to 
determine how the existing railcar fleet 
could be used more efficiently. 


In May, 1994, Minister Goodale 
convened a meeting of industry and 
government to deal with problems in 
getting grain to market. At that 
meeting, the process of defining a long- 
term vision for grains and oilseeds was 
begun with industry representatives. 


In the 1995 Budget, plans were 
announced to reform the western grain 
transportation system to reduce overall 
costs and encourage new opportunities 
and value-added activities. The reform 
package announced included: the 
elimination of the annual railway 
subsidy; changes to the freight pooling 
system for Canadian Wheat Board 
wheat and barley; a range of efficiency 
improvements; a capital payment of $1.6 
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billion to owners of prairie farm land in 
recognition of the impact on land values 
that may result from the termination of 
long-standing freight rate subsidies; a 
$300 million multi-year adjustment fund: 
and $1 billion in credit guarantees for 
exports of grains and other agri-food 
products (see Chapter 2 for more 
information on these initiatives). 


Feed Freight Assistance Program (FFA) 


@ The Government announced plans to 


eliminate the Feed Freight Assistance 
subsidy in 1995 and to re-direct 
approximately $72 million over the next 
three to five years to encourage 
agriculture and agri-food development 
in Atlantic Canada, eastern Quebec, 
northern Ontario, British Columbia, the 
Northwest Territories and the Yukon. 
(See chapter 2.) 


ADAPTATION 
Helping the Sector Adapt 


@ In 1994-95 the federal government 


announced plans to assist the agri-food 
sector to adapt to a more competitive 
global marketplace. The goal is to 
develop tools for use by the industry in 
creating a more _ self-sufficient, 
sustainable agri-food sector positioned 
to take advantage of market 
opportunities in high-value and value- 
added products. The desired result is a 
more diversified and stable sector with 
greater inherent ability to adapt to 
changes in the economic environment. 


The move to a greater focus on 
adaptation was supported by the 
creation of the Saskatchewan Agri-Food 
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Innovation Fund to _ promote 
diversification, as part of the agreement 
to terminate GRIP in Saskatchewan at 
the end of the 1994-95 fiscal year and by 
the development of the Beef Industry 
Development Fund, sourced from 
National Tripartite Stabilization 
Program savings. (See page 93.) 


Subsequently, an Adaptation and Rural 
Development Fund, with funding 
averaging $60 million per year, to 
facilitate adaptation to the changes in 
transportation and other policies and 
programs and to improve the sector's 
ability to diversify and capture markets, 
while also enhancing opportunities in 
rural Canada, was announced in the 
1995 Budget. See Chapter 2 for more 
information on this initiative. 


Reduced Need for Certain Programs 


@ Farm Debt Review Boards (FDRB) 


were established in 1986 in each 
province to ensure that farmers in 
financial difficulty, or actually facing a 
farm foreclosure, are afforded an 
impartial third-party review of individual 
farm circumstances. 


Between 1986 and March 1995, 24,300 
applications came to the FDRB, and for 
15,400 of these, arrangements were 
identified that were mutually satisfactory 
for the parties involved. Most of the 
remainder of the applicants received 
detailed financial reviews and mediation 
services and were in a better position to 
manage their overall situation as a result 
of the process. The trend to a 
decreasing number of applications 
submitted to the FDRB continued in 
1994-95 as the financial difficulties in 


the farm sector returned to more normal 
levels. Plans began in 1994-95 to 
replace the FRDB with a more 
streamlined farm income review service 
in 1996-97, 


Similarly, between 1986 and March 
1995, the Canadian Rural Transition 
Program provided assistance to farm 
families who had ceased farming 
because of financial difficulties, to move 
to alternative employment and another 
way of life. 4,900 applications were 
approved since the inception of the 
program, but application levels fell to 
224 in 1994-95, and the program was 
concluded on March 31, 1995. 


Farmers Continue to Diversify in 1994-95 


@ There are strong indicators that 


Canadian farmers are diversifying their 
agricultural operations, away from 
specializing in the production of only 
one or a few commodities. Prairie 
farmers are becoming less dependant on 
wheat production and are shifting to 
new and higher valued products, as a 
way of stabilizing and restoring incomes. 
From 1986 to 1994, seeded acreage for 
spring wheat declined by approximately 
29%, while the seeded acreage of 
specialty crops increased by over 185%. 
National cattle and hog populations also 
increased and were estimated at 25.2 
million head in 1994 (compared to 21.7 
million in 1986), their highest level since 
1977. Seeded acreage for specialty 
crops increased by 33% between 1993 
and 1994, and cattle populations by 
5.6%. 


Canadian farmers also benefited from 
premiums earned due to Canadian 


Business 
Environmental Programs 


@ The § National Farm 
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product strengths and specialization to 
meet market niches. Examples include 
protein rich wheat which allows for the 
continuous baking process, 2-row white 
aleurone barley for the U.S. malting 
market, canola oil for the health 
conscious domestic and U.S. markets, 
and ‘cold country’ pork symbolizing a 
clean environment for Japan. 


Management and 


Business 
Management Program (NFBMP) is a 
federal/provincial/industry undertaking 
that provides business-related programs, 
services, and training for farmers. The 
NFBMP provided about $9.3 million in 
federal funding in 1994-95 which the 
provinces matched from their existing 
farm business management activities and 
programs. 


In 1994-95, the Canadian Farm Business 
Management Council and provincial 
coordinating groups continued to co- 
operate on the expansion of the 
FBMInet (electronic highway for the 
farming community in Canada), in 
response to the demand for more up-to- 
date and timely information and 
technology in management, production 
and marketing. 


Provincial coordinating groups under 
the NFBMP continued to work on a 
variety of programs, including classroom 
training, distance delivery, curriculum 
development, and research. One 


example is Global Market Focus for 
Farm Profits, a pilot course developed 
by Keystone Agricultural Producers in 
Manitoba. This course describes the 
international marketplace and provides 
training in procuring and analysing 
global market information and making 
business decisions based on this 
information and the Canadian 
agricultural marketing system. 


Other work underway in 1994-95 
included environmental reviews of 
policies and programs to integrate 
environmental considerations with 
economic factors into the policy 
development process (e.g., NISA, Crop 
Insurance). The development of 
agri-environmental indicators, being led 
by the department, will improve the 
sector's ability to integrate 
environmental and economic factors into 
its decision making. 


Under the Sustainable Agriculture Green 
Plan Program, a wide range of activities 
were supported including _ the 
development of pollution prevention 
based farm practices and a wide range of 
technology development and research 
work. These included support for the 
development of environmental farm 
plans and environmental best 
management practices as well as the 
establishment of conservation clubs to 
design and implement watershed 
environmental management approaches 
with farmers. 
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Programs and services are provided to assist 
the Canadian agri-food industry to enhance 
its international and domestic market share 
by improving and securing access to markets 
through the negotiation and enforcement of 
agri-food trade agreements and by managing 
trade irritants and disputes; advising and 
assisting industry in identifying and 
exploiting market opportunities; assisting 
clients in developing strategic approaches to 
market development; providing information, 
intelligence and analysis on Canadian and 
export markets; ensuring industry needs and 
perspectives are reflected in the 
development of policies and regulations; and 
assisting industry in technological adaptation 
and human resource development. 


This Activity accounted for 11.7% of 
Agri-Food Program expenditures in 1994- 
Seis Approximately 24.7% of these 
resources were used for personnel and other 
operating costs and 75.3% for grants and 
contributions and capital. Revenues were 
credited to the Consolidated Revenue Fund.

In 1994-95, the focus of this Activity 
shifted from the delivery of programs 
targeted towards regional development and 
adjustment programs to activities which 
support trade and market development. 
This change in mandate is reflected in the 
Activity’s Business Plan which was 
developed through extensive consultations 
with industry groups. During this year, 


work in this Activity concentrated on 
refocussing programs and initiatives to 
support the departmental objectives in trade 
and market development. 


The key priorities in 1994-95 were 
Market Access; Information, Intelligence 
and Analysis; and Industry Sensitive 
Programs and Policies. 


MARKET ACCESS 


In the area of market access, focus in 1994- 
95 was on the implementation of the 
Uruguay Round Agreements on Agriculture 
and on managing trade relations with the 
USA and with Europe, in co-operation with 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade. Key 
events include: 


@ Concluding the Uruguay Round 
Multilateral Trade Negotiations at the 
World Trade Organization (WTO) 
Ministerial Meeting in Marrakesh in 
April 1994 which included the GATT 
(1994), the Agreement on Agriculture 
and the Agreement on Sanitary and 
Phyto-Sanitary measures. 


e Contributing to the drafting of 
legislative and regulatory amendments 
implementing Canada’s (WTO) 
commitments under Bill C-57, an Act to 
implement the Agreement establishing 
the WTO. 


e Signing a  Canada/United States 
Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) 
which took effect in September 1994 
whereby exports to the U.S. of

MARKET AND INDUSTRY SERVICES 


Canadian wheat benefitting from the 
North American Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA) tariff rates was subject of 
quantitative limits. The MOU also 
established a _ bi-national expert 
commission to review cereal trade issues 
and to recommend long-term solutions. 


Participating, under NAFTA, in a 
number of technical working groups 
which were established under the 
Canada-U.S. Free Trade Agreement and 
in a number of new working groups and 
committees, related to agriculture, 
established to address issues on the 
administration and implementation of 
NAFTA. 


Consulting and advising industry 
representatives and provincial policy- 
makers on a number of key Uruguay 
Round implementation issues (eg. 
establishment of tariff rate quotas, 
export subsidy commitments) and 
briefing them on the impacts and on the 
opportunities created as a result of the 
Uruguay Round Agreements on 
agriculture; 


Participating in working groups under 
the auspices of the WTO in order to 
review applications and negotiate 
improved market access conditions for a 
number of countries wishing to accede 
to the WTO. 


Resolving a number of market access 
issues with the European Union (EU) 
and establishing a process for the 
resolution of remaining outstanding 
issues (e.g. preservation of access for 
horsemeat, rendered products, pet foods 


and seed potato derogation). 


e@ Engaging in a number of high level 
bilateral trade negotiations with the 
Republic of Korea which resulted in 
improving and securing market access 
conditions into Korea for milling wheat, 
alfalfa, feed barley, frozen pork and beef 
to the benefit of Canadian exporters. 


@ Canada influenced the preparation of the 
Medium-Term Plan of the Inter- 
American Institute for Co-operation on 
Agriculture (IICA) thereby drawing the 
Institute more into areas of agricultural 
policy advice, trade development and 
partnerships with agri-business. This in 
turn altered Canada’s traditional role 
vis-a-vis IICA of donor, to one of active 
partner, and a visit to Ottawa of IICA’s 
Director General in December 1994 
provided an opportunity to define a 
more mutually beneficial relationship. 


INFORMATION, INTELLIGENCE 
AND ANALYSIS 


Initiatives to improve client service and 
provide timely, relevant and unbiased 
market information on a national basis 
include: 


e@ Bulletin Board System which provides 
on-line markets information on red 
meats, dairy, poultry and special crops. 


e@ Info-Hort which makes horticulture 
markets information and statistics 
available through a co-operative venture 
between Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada, Statistics Canada and the agri- 
food industry. This "one stop shop" 
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provides historical horticulture 
information and sstatistics for both 
Canada and the United States. 


@ Completion of market development 
strategies for Mexico, Latin America, 
the Caribbean, Brazil, Argentina, Korea, 
Asia-Pacific, China, Japan, the Middle 
East and the former Soviet Union. 


e@ Export Market Assessment Reports 
were completed for Argentina, Chile and 
Brazil. 


INDUSTRY SENSITIVE PROGRAMS 
AND POLICIES 


Under this priority, highlights include: 


@ Promoting co-operation and trade 
between Canada and Algeria in the agri- 
food sector through such projects as 
technical co-operation (training 10 
Algerian technicians on the use of 
Canadian flour). This resulted in the 
continuation of Algerian purchases of 
approximately $500 million of Canadian 
agri-food products annually. 


@ Assisted 22 agri-food industry 
associations to develop marketing 
strategies and procure funding support 
through the Agri-Food Industry Market 
Strategies (AIMS) process. Example: 
the AIMS process helped the industry 
(pulses, pork and dairy genetics) 
increase its sales in exports between 
1992 and 1994 by $74 million. 


@ Appointed four additional agri-food 
specialists in key foreign posts, bringing 
the total number of specialists posted 
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under the Trade Opportunities Strategy 
to nine. A series of workshops, with 
key industry officials, on achieving the 
target of $20 billion in exports by the 
year 2,000 were also supported. 


The following are examples of projects 


supported under some of the key 
contribution programs: 


Development of new _ information 
delivery systems e.g. FoodNet on the 
Internet and a HACCP implementation 
software tool - supported under the 
Getting Ready to Go Global program. 


New technologies introduced into the 
industry e.g. wheat bran peeling, refined 
beeswaxes for industrial and food uses, 
canola fish meals - (Getting Ready to 
Go Global, Seafood and Marine Sector 
Campaign). 


Training for over 1,300 company 
managers in specific skills and 
management development (Seafood and 
Marine Sector Campaign, Getting Ready 
to Go Global). 


Fifty eight (58) new or value-added 
products in the seafood and aquaculture 
area developed, with projected sales 
over three years in excess of $100 
million (Seafood and Marine Sector 
Campaign). 


Development of a strategy for collective 
market development by an alliance of 
small and medium-sized food 
processors, the Co-operatives Export 
Marketing Alliance of Canada (Canadian 
Agri-Food Development Initiative). 
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@ The number of flue-cured tobacco 
producers in Canada has decreased by 
over 45% from over 2,400 to about 
1,300 while the number of producers of 
burley, pipe and cigar tobacco has 
decreased by about 75% from more than 
600 to about 150. (Tobacco 
Diversification Plan.) 


In the Grains and Oilseeds area, key 
events for 1994-95 were: 


© Positioning the oilseed industry to take 
advantage of unexpected market 
opportunities (sales of $535.5 million to 
Europe in fiscal year 1994-95 and 
$159.3 million to Mexico) resulting 
from an increase in world demand for 
oilseed products and the large increase 
in Canadian oilseed production. In 
1994-95, the value of Canola production 
approached the value of wheat in 
western Canada based on record 
acreage of over 14 million acres. 


@ Re-negotiating the International Grains 
Agreement and successfully 
campaigning for a Canadian to head the 
International Grains Council. 


@ Completing a review of federal support 
to the Canada Grains Council and to the 
Canola Council of Canada. 


e Assisting in the preparation for the 
establishment of the Western Grain 
Marketing Panel. 


Legislated Marketing Programs assist 
the primary and post-farm gate sectors to 
compete in domestic and international 
markets: 


e@ Cash flow programs designed to assist 
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producers in having a more consistent 
and reliable cash flow from the sale of 
products. This assistance comes in the 
form of a) loan guarantees to permit 
advance payments on crops; b) interest 
on these loan advances of less than 
$50,000; and c) price guarantees to co- 
operative marketing organizations, 
representing individual producers, to 
make initial payments. In 1994, the 
Department provided loan guarantees on 
approximately $700 million in loans, 
assistance of approximately $11 million 
in loan interest and price guarantees for 
approximately 25,000 producers 
accounting for more than $270 million 
in crops. 


e The Farm Improvement and 
Marketing Co-operatives Loans Act 
was amended to expand the five year 
aggregate limit on loan guarantees to $3 
billion from the previous cap of $1.5 
billion, to ensure continuing access to 
credit for improvements and 
diversification of farms and farmer- 
owned marketing co-operatives. In 
1994-95, the program provided $551 
million in new loan guarantees to nearly 
20,000 producers. 


OTHER 


Through the Farm Support and Adjustment 
Measures Programs I and II (FSAM I and 
II) funds were provided to horticulture, 
honey, and maple syrup producers and 
processors with the program objective of 
providing transitional support/initiatives to 
help the industry adjust in the long-term to 
Canadian and international markets. Projects 
supported include: 


e Participation in a pilot project to create 
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a national certification program for 
landscapers, retailers and nursery stock 
growers to assist the industry to raise its 
professionalism and profile. 


@ Research on the reduction of the 
“objectionable odours,” released by 
composting the mushroom growing 
medium, leading to better environmental 
practices by the industry. 


Economic Regional Development 
Agreements (ERDAs): supported projects 
which assist farmers and farm organizations 
in the identification of new technologies, 
technological acceleration and technological 
transfer, and human resources development 
such as: 


e@ Projects focussing on production of 
agri-food products for new or expanding 
domestic or export markets. As an 
example, Alberta-based companies were 
provided assistance to access foreign 
markets throughout the world. This 
program has contributed significantly to 
enhancing the export of a wide variety 
of agriculture and agri-food products. 


@ Projects that fostered the development 
of strategic alliances throughout the 
Atlantic agri-food product sector in 
areas related to new _ product 
development, export market 
development, and business development. 


National Farm Products Council: In June 
1994, the Council assisted in the organizing 
and financing of a conference, held at 
McGill University, on the theme of "Supply 
Management in Transition Towards the 21st 
Century". The purpose of the conference 
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was to examine the major _ issues 
surrounding supply management and to 
produce a comprehensive reference to 
improve the knowledge and understanding 
of these systems and where they are going. 


During 1994, the Council was heavily 
involved with the work of the Federal- 
Provincial Task Force on Orderly 
Marketing, chaired by the Parliamentary 
Secretary, Mr. Lyle Vanclief. Council staff 
were assigned to each of a number of ad hoc 
committees, under the auspices of the Task 
Force, to provide analysis, technical support 
and assist the Secretariat to the Task Force 
in writing the various reports to Ministers. 
In 1995, following a final report to Ministers 
in December 1994 by the Task Force, the 
Council assumed the lead toward the 
implementation of the decisions adopted by 
federal and provincial ministers. 


In the case of eggs, an agreement was 
reached on a proposal to restructure the 
Canadian Egg Marketing Agency's (CEMA) 
surplus removal program and its associated 
levies. In co-operation with CEMA, the 
Council has established a process to review 
the Federal-Provincial Agreement and the 
Egg Marketing Plan based on the principles 
of this framework agreement. 


The Council has also worked closely 
with the chicken industry in their endeavour 
to develop a draft agreement which would 
directly involve primary processors in the 
determination of provincial supply (a 
dramatic change from the past). Council 
supported and encouraged the Agency to 
continue its re-structuring of the allocation 
system. 
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E. RURAL PRAIRIE REHABILITATION, SUSTAINABILITY AND 


DEVELOPMENT 


A range of programs are delivered by the 
Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Administration 
(PFRA) in co-operation with the provinces, 
communities and agricultural producers in 
order to rehabilitate drought and soil drifting 
areas in the provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta and the Peace River 
district of British Columbia. PFRA has 
responded to the challenge of effectively 
addressing rural issues as illustrated in the 
mission statement: "to work with prairie 
people to build a viable agricultural industry, 
and to support a sound rural economy, 
healthy environment and a high quality of 
life upon which agriculture depends." 
Objectives that stem from this mission 
include physical resource sustainability and 
economic adaptation and support for social 
objectives of local people. 


This Activity accounted for 3.2% of the 
Agri-Food Program expenditures for 1994- 
BS). Approximately 74.3% of these 
resources were used for personnel, other 
operating costs and capital and 25.7% for 
grants and contributions. Revenue was 
credited to the Vote ($11,639,000) and the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund ($1,362,000).

PHYSICAL RESOURCE 


SUSTAINABILITY 


Physical resource sustainability including the 
need to maintain and enhance the quality 
and diversity of physical resources (soil, 
water, biodiversity) in rural areas while 


supporting and permitting economic 


utilization was enhanced by: 


@ providing approximately 7 million 
seedlings in 1994-95 which translated 
into approximately 1,326 kilometres of 
shelterbelt to assist in deterring soil 
erosion and assist wildlife and 
agroforestry; 


@ operating 87 Community Pastures in 
1994-95 on approximately 913,000 
hectares of pasture supporting 3,737 
clients with over 210,000 cattle and with 
earned revenues of approximately $11.6 
million annually; and 


@ providing assistance to over 300 
applicants and over 1,200 farm-based 
environmentally sustainable agriculture 
projects under the national Green Plan. 
In addition, over 40,000 people have 
attended tours, workshops, public and 
school events in support of Green Plan 
activities. Furthermore, approximately 
72,000 hectares have been treated by 
conservation measures as_ residue 
management systems, grassed water 
ways and forage establishment. 

ECONOMIC ADAPTATION AND 

RURAL DEVELOPMENT 


Economic adaptation and rural development 
includes the need to increase agricultural 
diversity, both in primary production and 
value-added activities, and to expand the 
economic base to include new, non- 
traditional economic activities outside of 
agriculture. Support for social objectives 
includes the provision of services and 
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infrastructure that sustain or enhance the 
quality of life, and support for community 
and regional development initiatives, 
including training and _ educational 
opportunities. PFRA: 


® encouraged the rural entrepreneur 
through assistance in business planning, 
market development and_ feasibility 
assessments for projects in 
manufacturing, high technology, food 
processing, value-added agriculture, 
tourism, forestry, mining, the service 
industry and others. This assistance has 
attracted $5.7 million in _ private 
investments with a joint 
federal/provincial expenditure of $4.9 
million, and has created over 1,300 part- 
time off-farm jobs; 


®@ supported activities in infrastructure 
development for commercial agricultural 
operations, increasing on-farm irrigation 
efficiencies and expansion of commercial 
crop storage and value-added crop 
processing facilities. This support was 
able to lever $58.8 million of private 
investments with $20.6 million of 
program expenditures dealing mainly 
with water-related _ infrastructure 
constraints; 


@ provided assistance for municipal water 
infrastructure so that designated centres 
in Manitoba could proceed with 
economic development that was being ®@ 
constrained by the need to improve 
water supply and wastewater treatment 
facilities. Achievements include 
assisting 13 community projects 
focusing on wastewater treatment and 
disposal infrastructure and 7 for 
municipal water supply works. Success 
stories include the improvements at the 


city of Brandon allowing for the creation 
of 35 new jobs at the Ayerst Organics 
PMU processing facility, and an 
estimated 750 on-farm jobs due to 
increased demand for PMU product; 
upgrading of wastewater treatment at 
Portage la Prairie allowing for the 
continued operation of McCain's potato 
processing facility which uses product 
from approximately 8,000 hectares of 
potatoes throughout Manitoba, creating 
150 jobs in the plant, and generating 
approximately $150 million of direct and 
indirect economic activity in Manitoba; 
construction of a new wastewater 
stabilization pond at Steinbach which 
allowed for the building of a Trimel 
Pharmaceutical plant currently providing 
30 new jobs with the potential to expand 
to several hundred jobs; and 
improvements at Teulon enabling 
Northern Goose poultry producers to 
expand providing 10 full-time and 80 
seasonal jobs. 


A recent interim program evaluation 
carried out by the Prairie Research 
Associates praised the success of the 
municipal water infrastructure program 
and identified 8,250 jobs and $853 
million annually in gross expenditures in 
these designated centres which are 
dependent upon sewer and water 
infrastructure. 


provided about 4,000 contribution 
payments each year since 1981 under 
rural water development programs that 
cover up to one-third the cost of farm 
water development projects, or up to 
one-half the cost of water development 
schemes for small communities or rural 
groups. The increased demand for 
regional systems, which are relatively

costly, is impacting on regional budgets. 
Since 1981, PFRA has assisted in the 
development of more than 130 pipelines 
at a cost of about $18 million to the 
federal government. These pipelines 
provide water to more than 2,200 farms, 
75 businesses and 50 communities 
containing more than 3,600 residences. 


provided tours for approximately 2,300 
visitors to the Saskatchewan Irrigation 
Development Centre and the Manitoba 
Crop Diversification Centre to observe 
activity related to the diversification into 
higher value crops, intensification of 
more commonly grown crops and to 


facilitate appropriate irrigation 
development. The success of the 
Centres’ crop diversification 


demonstration activities is evident in the 
increasing acreage seeded to specialty 
crops. For example, in 1994-95, 
approximately 2,700 acres in the Lake 
Diefenbaker Development Area were 
seeded to specialty crops as seed 
potatoes, dry beans and mint. 


was responsible for the operation and 
maintenance of six irrigation schemes 


and 22 storage structures providing for 
the imgation of 17,000 hectares in south 
west Saskatchewan. The annual 
operating expenditures support 
urigation which stabilizes fodder 
supplies in a drought prone region. 
Some of the reservoirs are also used to 
meet international commitments for the 
division of water flow between Canada 
and the USA, flood protection, 
recreation and wildlife benefits as well 
as domestic water for the City of Swift 
Current and the Towns of Gravelbourg, 
Lafleche, Eastend and _ Herbert, 
Saskatchewan. 


provided and continues to provide 
project management and_ technical 
services for the development of a 
10,000 hectare irrigation project for the 
Blood Indian Band in Alberta at a cost 
of $65.9 million, of which $15.5 million 
will be contributed by the Federal 
Government and the Province of 
Alberta. An additional $8.0 million in 
engineering and project management 
services, has been provided from 
inception of the project in 1990 to the 
end of March 1995. 
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This Activity supports the effective 
management of departmental programs by 
providing leadership in decision-making and 
priority-setting; planning, organization and 
control services; effective development of 
human resources; communication advice, 
public relations and information services; 
financial and administrative advice and 
services; and internal audit and program 
evaluation services. 


This Activity accounted for 3.1% of 
Agri-Food Program expenditures for 1994- 
oon Approximately 94.2% of these 
resources were used for personnel and other 
operating costs. All revenue was credited to 
the Consolidated Revenue Fund including 
$201,446,166 from return on investment 
and loans to the Farm Credit Corporation 
and the Canadian Dairy Commission.

Management Systems and Services: 
supports the achievement of the 
Department's mission by providing 
leadership through services, policies and 
systems for the cost effective management 
of the Department's resources - information, 
financial and physical. It continues to assist 
the Department in streamlining its 
administration through the increased use of 
technology and improved information 
management to support Departmental 
Programs. 


Agriculture & Agri-Food Canada 
Electronic Information Service (ACEIS) - 
ACEIS provides a single window to the 


Department’s existing information services 
with access by telephone, fax, Electronic 
Bulletin Board and Internet. The key 
benefits include more timely access to 
information (24 hours a day, 7 days a week) 
and is intended to reduce cost for 
distributing information to its publics. 


Standardized Office Automation - As 
one part of a comprehensive strategy to 
standardize office technology, a single 
electronic mail package was implemented 
across the Department. This has enabled a 
more efficient and effective communication 
mechanism both internally and externally 
and thereby, resulted in reductions in 
photocopying, faxes, courier and mail 
services. 


Re-engineering of Financial and 
Admunistrative Processes - The Department 
has further streamlined various financial and 
administrative processes through the 
increased use of technology to process 
transactions and through the simplification 
of administrative processes. The use of 
credit cards, electronic billings, standardized 
pricing of supplies and the automated 
processing of travel claims has resulted in 
reductions in the numbers of staff needed to 
process administrative transactions. 


Human Resources Services: includes the 
provision of guidance, advice and services 
to departmental managers to assist them in 
maximizing the productivity of their human 
resources. It includes the development and 
administration of human resource policies 
and programs for the Department. 


The Career Orientation and Resources 
Centre (CORc) was established in Apnl 
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1994 to meet the "renewal" objectives in the 
governmental transition context. Coupled 
with The Assignment Service (TAS), this 
new service facilitates not only the career 
mobility of employees but also career 
planning. The means used are awareness 
sessions, work shops, individual career 
counselling and the establishment of a career 
learning centre. In 1994-95, the service 
provided personalized career management 
counselling to more than 1,200 employees 
of the Department, and the learning centre 
received over 2,500 visitors. 


Through the provision of a career 
management service for departmental staff, 
employees are becoming self-directed and 
motivated to accept change and make 
decisions. By having an in-house career 
service, employees know that the 
Department has put resources towards 
improving employee morale, and through 
this self-directed service, employees who 
make changes, have been perceived to have 
increased their productivity and motivation. 


Review: The Review Branch, previously 
called Audit and Evaluation, has undergone 
a complete reexamination. Its objectives 
were to promote good management 
practices, assist management to enhance the 
efficiency and effectiveness of their 
programs and operations, assess the need 
for Departmental programs, assist managers 
in developing evaluation frameworks, 
provide advice and consultation throughout 
the life of a program and incorporate 
regulatory review into certain studies. 


The various audits and evaluations 
conducted for the period 1990-91 to 1994- 
95 have supported the major activities in the 
Department and have contributed to 
decision-making in at least one of the 


following ways: 


@ Influenced decisions for the continuation 
of programs and their future funding. 


@ Provided input for decisions concerning 
program design and_ delivery 
mechanisms to improve efficiency and 
effectiveness of program operations. 


@ Provided input for decisions concerning 
program design and delivery methods to 
enhance control, avoid waste or loss, 
and identify savings and recoveries. 


@ Provided assurances to Central Agencies 
and AAFC that the Department is 
complying with the policies and 
programs of importance to those 
Agencies. 


Communication Services 


During 1995-96, Communications Branch 
very successfully met and exceeded client 
expectations in several areas, including the 
following: 


@ developing a package of supporting 
documents for the 1995 Budget and 
working in co-operation of other 
Branches, ensuring delivery on Budget 
night, or the day after, to a variety of 
target audiences: departmental managers 
and employees across the country, 
Members of Parliament, provincial 
governments, key agri-food industry 
clients, and media. A 1-800 line was 
also run for several weeks for employees 
and external callers. 


@ developing and producing 
communications material, and an exhibit, 
for the October FAO international

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G. CANADIAN GRAIN COMMISSION (CGC) 


Over the past five years, the CGC has 
handled grain volumes ranging from 54.8 
million tonnes to 79.1 million tonnes. 
Revenue fluctuates directly with the volume 
of grain handled since the majority of fees 
are assessed on a per tonne basis. Grain 
volume is the source and measurement to 
determine service targets. Grain handling 
and volumes are subject to many vagaries of 
which the major ones are weather, 
production, sales markets and delivery. Ina 
normal grain handling year (average of 60 - 
63 million tonnes) the Commission should 
be able to operate on a break even basis and 
maintain its financial equity without 
curtailing capital investments in technology 
and systems. In lower than normal grain 
handling years, the productivity ratios and 
efficiencies could decrease due to an 
element of high fixed and direct costs 
resulting from the need to maintain highly 
trained employees and the payment of large 
non variable operating costs such as rent. 


This Activity accounted for 2.5% of 
Agri-Food Program expenditures in 1994- 
95. Approximately 95.1% of these 
resources were used for personnel and other 
operating costs. Revenues were credited to 
the Consolidated Revenue Fund.

Industry Services: The provision of 
quality assurance provides that the 
performance target for grain grade changes 
will not exceed 1.0% of all inspection, 
maintaining a standard of excellence in the 
grading system. The system provides a high 


standard of consistency and grade accuracy 
to promote and enhance grain quality, 
uniformity, safety and the integrity of the 
grain handling system. Grade changes for 
1994-95 were 0.6%, which is within the 
targeted standard. A work performance 
ratio of 170 tonnes weighed per working 
hour has been identified as a standard to 
measure productivity. A work ratio of 199 
tonnes weighed per hour was achieved in 
1994-95. The CGC has promoted and 
installed a new grain information accounting 
system which administers negotiable 
terminal and transfer elevator grain sale 
documents which finance the flow of grain 
between the seller and the buyer of 
Canadian grains. In 1994-95, 
documentation services were provided on 
83 million tonnes generating $5 million in 
service revenue. 


Grain Research Laboratory (GRL): A 
review of GRL activities was completed in 
the 1995-96 fiscal year. The purpose of the 
review was to ensure the structure, 
functions, programs and resources of the 
GRL are appropriate and adequate to meet 
the changing needs of the Canadian grain 
industry. The review was conducted in 
conjunction with an outside consultant with 
participation from the grain industry, 
customers, research organizations, GRL 
staff and other stakeholders. The review 
recognized that the GRL provides the 
scientific support to the CGC’s function and 
that it is the leader in grain research, perhaps 
in the world. It also provided 
recommendations for improvements which 
included: modifications to the 
organizational culture to achieve an 
environment that values continuous 
improvement and encourages _ the 
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participation and contribution of all 
individuals; reorganization to a more 
participative management-based structure; 
establishment of an Advisory Committee 
representing all categories of stakeholders; 
and a thorough review of the operations, 
policy and direction of the GRL every five 
years. The new structure and service 
environment will enhance opportunities for 
improving the skills and abilities of all 
employees to improve market and customer 
support, and will ensure continued research 
leadership. The GRL is promoting its 
expertise in extensive residue analyses 
testing to our international clients. 
Certification of a wide spectrum of quality 
features on shipments has been requested 
and paid for by a client, generating new 
revenues which finance the activity and 
support the sale of Canadian grain. The 
GRL is generating approximately $1 million 
in revenue for scientific services provided 
to its customers. 


Other CGC Activities: The Commission 
licenses elevators and grain dealers for 
adherence to CGC regulations. Licencees 
must provide adequate and timely financial 
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security to cover payments of outstanding 
obligations to producers. In 1994-95 fewer 
primary and terminal licences were issued as 
a result of changes in the elevator system. 
Rail line abandonment, closing elevators, 
and industry mergers have reduced the 
licences issued. The CGC did not realize any 
posted securities against bankrupties in 
1994-95, 


A grain appeal tribunal comprised of 
CGC and industry personnel examines 
appeals by persons dissatisfied with the 
grain grade assigned at CGC inspection 
offices and reinspections by the 
Commission’s Chief Grain Inspector. 
Appeals (874) were processed in 1994-95 
and in 821 cases the grain grade was upheld. 


Assistant Commissioners maintain direct 
contact with elevator companies and grain 
producers providing a forum to deal with 
producer inquiries and _ complaints 
conceming grain transactions. In 1994-95 
approximately 2,500 producer inquiries and 
complaints were made, all of which were 
handled successfully with producer 
satisfaction.

Conditions were generally favourable in 
British Columbia. The production of 
most commodities was better than 
average. 


Alberta had a successful crop year 
overall despite some drought-affected 
areas in the northeastern portion of the 
province. A significant portion of 
incurred losses was attributable to hail 
storms. 


In Saskatchewan, yields were also 
affected by the adverse weather in the 
spring and fall. However, quality and 
grades were very good on average. Hail 
storms were also a major factor in losses 
this year. 


Manitoba encountered normal to below 
normal precipitation in most of the 
province. Crop yields were variable, 
with generally good _ grades. 
Provincially, yields were generally equal 
to long-term averages. 


Drought and heavy rain storms caused 
localized and sometimes extensive 
damage in Ontario. Yields of spring 
grains, canola, cole crops, and 
vegetables were below average. Many 


other crops had above average yields. 


@ Abnormally rapid climatic transitions 


between seasons were experienced in 
Quebec. This resulted in slightly lower 
yields overall, although quality ranged 
from good to very good. 


New Brunswick crops were sporadically 
affected by excessive moisture in the 
spring and drought during the summer. 
There were slightly above average losses 
in potatoes, soybeans, and blueberries, 
depending on the area. Other crops, 
such as strawberries, had some of the 
largest yields on record. 


Weather conditions remained relatively 
dry throughout Nova Scotia. Yields 
ranged from good to above average. 
The exceptions were tree fruits, 
blueberries, and beans. 


As with the rest of the Maritimes, Prince 
Edward Island was also affected by 
drought, although to a lesser extent. 
Soybean yields were slightly below 
average while all other crops had at least 
average yields and quality. 


Newfoundland had a good growing 
season overall. The only crop 
experiencing poor yields was carrots, 
primarily due to low germination.

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National Tripartite Stabilization Plan: 
The National Tripartite Stabilization Plan 
(NTSP) is a market risk protection program 
originally established under the Agricultural 
Stabilization Act (which was repealed in 
April 1991). It now operates as a "revenue 
insurance program" under the authority of 
the FIPA. The objective of this program is 
to reduce losses to producers due to adverse 
changes in market prices or costs. 


Between 1986 and 1989, the federal and 
provincial governments signed eight 
agreements establishing twelve commodity 
plans including: Beef (Slaughter Cattle, 
Feeder Cattle, Cow-Calf), Hogs, Lambs, 
Beans (White Pea Beans, Kidney/Cranberry, 
Other Coloured), Apples, Sugar Beets, 
Onions and Honey. Producers voluntarily 
enrolled into the plans. Reports are 
published on a commodity marketing year 
basis for each Plan. 


The majority of the NTSP commodity 
plans either have been, or are in the process 
of being terminated in advance of their 
scheduled expiry dates as set out in their 
respective federal-provincial agreements. In 
general, if a Plan terminates in a surplus 
position, the surplus’ is __ shared 
proportionately between the producers, 
participating provinces and the federal 
government. Ifa Plan terminates in a deficit 
position, the deficit is generally shared 
equally between the participating province 
and the federal government. 

NTSP has 


joint government 


responsibility for administration and cost 
sharing. Each Plan is directed by a National 
Tripartite Stabilization Committee 
comprised of from six to nine members 
(one-third from the federal government, 
one-third from the provincial governments, 
and one-third are producer representatives). 
The National Tripartite Stabilization 
Committee for each Plan reviews and sets 
the premium rate at the start of each 
marketing period. Each Plan is required to 
be financially self-sustaining, that is, over 
time, the producer premiums, government 
contributions and net interest should equal 
total stabilization payments. 


The premiums paid by participating 
producers are matched by the federal and 
provincial governments to a maximum of 
3% each of the average aggregate market 
value of the commodity sold by producers 
during the current year and the two 
immediately preceding years. (In the case, 
of sugarbeets,:up to 5% of the support 
price.) Premiums in excess of this amount 
are the sole responsibility of the producer. 


Payments are made to producers at 
times when there are adverse changes in 
market prices or costs of production. A 
stabilization payment is authorized for any 
period when the national average market 
price falls below the calculated support 
price. The stabilization payment is equal to 
the difference between the support price and 
the national average market price for the 
period.

NTSP plans are evaluated on an ongoing 
basis for effectiveness and __ financial 
self-sustainability. The following issues 
were or are being addressed: 


@ The original Plan for sugar beets, 
covering the period 1987 to 1992, was 
terminated since it was no _ longer 
financially self-sustaining. The Plan was 
replaced with a modified NTSP for the 
1993 to 1996 crop years. 


e@ Inorder to improve overall effectiveness 
in providing income protection to 
producers, a regionalized NTSP for 
apples was introduced effective the 1992 
crop year. The provinces of Bnitish 
Columbia, and the provinces of Ontario 
and New Brunswick elected to terminate 
their participation in the Plan as of 
July 31, 1993 and July 31, 1994 
respectively. Nova Scotia and Quebec 
are the only provinces remaining in the 
Plan. 


@ The provinces of British Columbia, 


Saskatchewan, Quebec and Nova Scotia 
elected to terminate their participation in 
the Plan for honey as of May 31, 1993.

FARM DEBT REVIEW BOARDS 
ANNUAL REPORT 


Farm Debt Review Boards were established 
in 1986 in each province to ensure that 
farmers in financial difficulty, or actually 
facing a farm foreclosure, are afforded an 
impartial third-party review of individual 
farm circumstances. As part of the process, 
the Boards mediate between the farmer and 
his/her creditor(s) and seek to reach a 
mutually satisfactory arrangement. 


The trend to a decreasing number of 
applications continued in 1994 as the 
financial difficulties in the farm sector 
returned to more normal levels. The 
number of applications received in 1994 
compared to 1993 decreased by 31.7% (i.e., 
to 1,308 from 1,916 applications). Of the 
24,000 applications which have come to the 
Boards since program inception in August 
1986, 20,290 have now been completed, 
3,411 were withdrawn or rejected, and 299 
are currently being processed. Within the 
completed cases 75% (15,266) have had 
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mutually satisfactory arrangements identified 
among the parties and of these, 88.2% 
(13,459) have been signed. Of the 
remaining 5,024 completed cases where no 
arrangements were identified, farmers still 
received a detailed financial review and 


mediation service and are in a better position 
to manage their overall situation as a result 
of the process. Figure 59 provides a 
summary of activity under the Farm Debt 
Review Board Process.

In the spring of 1995, the Act was 
amended to increase the allowed aggregate 
principal amount of loans guaranteed to

PLANT BREEDERS’ RIGHTS 


ANNUAL REPORT 


The purpose of the legislation is to grant to 
the breeders of new plant varieties exclusive 
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rights respecting the multiplication and sale 
of reproductive material for up to 18 years. 
Implementation of the legislation, on a 
species-by-species basis, is by regulations. 
On March 4, 1991 Canada joined the 
International Union for the Protection of 
New Varieties of Plants (UPOV). This 
facilitates Canadian plant breeders 
protecting their varieties in other countries 
and allows Canada to obtain protected 
foreign varieties. 


In 1995, 265 applications for protection 
were received, 83 grants of rights were 
issued, and 120 rights were renewed. 
Revenues for services under the Act in 1995 
totalled $278,100.

Federal-Provincial sustainable agriculture 
agreements under the Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Canada's Green Plan with 


Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
provides for cooperation in the development 
and adoption of environmentally sound 
production practices for the agri-food 
industry on the prairies. Program 
components are delivered through local and 
provincial agricultural organizations, and 
through the formation of partnerships 
among governments and the agricultural 
industry.

CANADIAN GRAIN COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The Canadian Grain Commission (CGC) is 
a Special Operating Agency (SOA) 
reporting to the Minister of Agriculture and 
Agri-Food. Our mandate and mission flow 
from the Canada Grain Act and the Grain 
Futures Act. An SOA since 1992, we 
operate within a framework agreement or 
Charter that sets out the mission, objectives 
and operating principles, accountabilities 
and reporting relationships, operating 


authorities and delegations and the general 
basis for CGC performance assessment. We 
are organized to provide services in three 
divisions: Industry Services, Corporate 
Services and the Grain Research Laboratory 
(GRL). An executive management activity 
provides leadership in delivering CGC 
activities which contribute to the growth, 
competitiveness and market-oriented 
agriculture and agri-food industry. 


The CGC serves all facets of the 
Canadian grain industry, from plant breeders 
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and grain producers, grain handlers and 
marketers, through to Canada’s 
international and domestic grain customers. 


Financial Structure: The Canadian Grain 
Commission (CGC) has authority from the 
Canada Grain Act and Treasury Board to 
charge fees for service provided, pursuant to 
section 19 of the Financial Administration 
Act. The Commission finances its 
operations from the revenues generated by 
the service fees received from the grain 
industry. The fee structure is approved by 
the Minister of Agriculture and Agn Food 
Canada, and is recommended by the 
Treasury Board for approval by the 
Governor in Council. Fees are proposed 
and adjusted on approval to recover the full 
cost of all operations services. Fees were 
most recently revised in 1991. The CGC 
was designated by the government as a 


Special Operating Agency (SOA) in 1992 to 
promote sound business practices and 
efficiency in the delivery of a government 
program. It was decided that a Revolving 
Fund authority would provide the best 
operating flexibility and improve our ability 
to respond to business opportunities. The 
Commission began to operate as a 
Revolving Fund April 1, 1995. 


The Commission manages appropriation 
funds through Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada for a portion of its business costs in 
the amount of $6.5 million. The Canadian 
public benefits from CGC services, which 
flow from activities related to food safety, 
research and development, the supervision 
of commodity futures trading and the 
protection of grain producers through 
arbitration with the industry.

Adjustment Measures for Horticulture 
(Farm Support and Adjustment 
Measures I): assistance for long-term 
restructuring and/or development of the 
horticulture sector. Program must relate 
to production/and marketing of edible 
horticulture commodities. 


Administrative Monetary Penalty: will 
allow the Department to impose fines and 
negotiate solutions in response to non 
compliance with Acts and Regulations. 


Advance Payments for Crops Act 
(APCA): was enacted in 1977 and applies 
to all storable crops grown in Canada except 
wheat and barley grown in the Canadian 
Wheat Board designated area. It provides 
an incentive to producers to store eligible 
crops immediately after harvest by offering 
guarantees on funds advanced by producer 
organizations to producer. 


Agricultural Products Co-operative 
Marketing Act (APCMA): is designed to 
encourage co-operative marketing of 
agricultural products by guaranteeing a 
minimum price for the pooled product. 


Agri-Food Trade 2000: a new streamlined 
contribution program to deliver existing and 
new cost shared initiatives with industry. 
This program will simplify procedures and 
reduce time for associations and companies 
accessing a broader range of government 
support for their generic or brand-specific 
trade development efforts. AFT 2000 
targets agriculture and food producers, 
processors and _ exporters, working 
collectively through associations or 


alliances. AFT 2000 includes the following 
contribution programs: 


@ Former Canadian Agri-Food 
Development Initiative: Facilitated 
economic development of agri-food 
sector by providing cost-shared financial 
assistance for selected projects in market 
development. 


© Getting Ready To go Global: 
encourages Canadian goods and 
beverages processing companies to 
develop and use strategic alliances to 
improve their competitiveness in global 
markets. Activities include gathering 
market intelligence, developing strategic 
alliances, marketing plans and 
commercializing technology. Another 
component of the program is the 
Management Development Initiative 
designed to improve the management 
capability of managers and supervisors 
working in a food or beverage 
processing company, a related industry 
association or a _ labour’ union 
representing Canadian food and 
beverage processing workers. This 
program is scheduled to expire March 
31, 1996. 


e@ Seafood and Marine Products Sector 
Campaign: is an industry-led initiative 
of the seafood processing and 
aquaculture industries to improve the 
international competitiveness of the 
seafood processing and aquaculture 
sectors. 


Animal Research: includes _ the 
improvement of carcass quality, waste and 
manure disposal, and animal welfare, 
nutrition and fertility. Some scientists work 
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on new technologies aimed at reducing 
producers’ input costs or at creating new 
products to meet emerging market 
opportunities. Others develop waste 
management technologies to help ensure the 
environmental sustainability of animal 
production. Still others study animal 
behaviour in order to develop housing and 
management systems that improve animal 
welfare. 


Biotechnology: a federal framework for 
regulating biotechnology. 


Blood Indian Irrigation Project: consists 
of 30 kilometres of open canal, a 6,000 
cubic dekameter storage reservoir, six 
gravity flow pipelines totalling 40 kilometres 
in length, 30 pumping stations, and 
90 kilometres of pressurized pipelines to 
supply 104 centre pivot sprinkler systems to 
provide irrigation to 10,000 hectares for the 
Blood Indian Band in Alberta. The capital 
cost of the project is estimated at $64.9 
million which is to be financed jointly by the 
federal and provincial governments and the 
Blood Tribe. The federal and provincial 
governments will contribute $15.5 million to 
the capital cost of the project. PFRA will 
provide the project management, 
engineering and technical services at a cost 
of $10 million over the 10 year project 
ending in 2000. 


Business Alignment Plan: dealing with 
fiscal reality through cost reduction, cost 
avoidance and cost recovery for Food 
Production and Inspection Branch. 


Business Planning for Agri-Ventures: 
assist farmers and agri-business operators 
with business planning for non-primary 
agriculture and agricultural-related 


businesses which they are establishing or 
expanding. 


The Farm Credit Corporation in co- 
operation will administer the program with 
the assistance of other agencies, the 
provinces, farm groups and the private 
sector. 


The need for such a program was 
identified by the Adaptation Advisory 
Committee, which found that business 
planning assistance is generally available to 
small business. Farmers and agri-business 
operators interested in new ventures often 
do not have ready access to these programs, 
the type of assistance is not targeted to meet 
their needs or they are not aware of the 
programs due to location 


Canada/Manitoba Partnership 
Agreement on Municipal Water 
Infrastructure (PAMWI): is a seven-year 
Agreement ending March 31, 1998 with 
equal contributions from the federal, 
provincial, and local governments for water 
and wastewater system upgrades in selected 
rural communities where industnal and 
residential development has been limited by 
the size and condition of existing systems. 
The primary objectives of the program are 
to enhance the viability of rural communities 
as trading centres and to strengthen and 
diversify their industrial bases. 
Canada/Saskatchewan Agri-Food 
Innovation Agreement: facilitates the 
delivery of federal/provincial funding, 
resulting from the Canada/Saskatchewan 
base framework and funding arrangements 
for safety nets for Saskatchewan. The 
federal government will contribute $64 
million between fiscal-year 1995-96 and 
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1998-99 for initiatives for the Saskatchewan 
Agri-Food Industry. The program supports 
the development of emerging primary and 
value added agriculture sectors in 
Saskatchewan by providing assistance for 
research, development and infrastructure 
needs. It also facilitates transition to a more 
market driven economy for the 
Saskatchewan Agri-Food Industry by 
enhancing diversification, supporting 
research and development and encouraging 
Saskatchewan farmers and rural residents to 
create economic opportunities and jobs. 


Canada/Saskatchewan Economic and 
Regional Development (ERDA) 
Subsidiary Agreement on 
Irrigation-Based Economic Development 
(SIBED): is a $100 million cost-shared 
agreement that was signed in October 1986 
for the purpose of implementing a 
comprehensive economic development 
program based upon irrigation and related 
activities. The three programs under the 
agreement provide for: development of new 
cost-effective irrigation supply systems and 
assistance for irrigation-related research and 
demonstration, and value-added processing; 
improvement of existing irrigation systems, 
and the construction of new works in 
Southwestern Saskatchewan. The program 
will be completed at the end of fiscal-year 
1995-96. 


Canada/Saskatchewan Partnership 
Agreement on Rural Development 
(PARD): (equally cost-shared) provides 
assistance for project planning, marketing 
and human resource development to 
increase entrepreneurial skills. A mid-term 
evaluation of the agreement indicated wide 
support for the objectives of the program. 


Canada/Saskatchewan Partnership 
Agreement on Water-Based Economic 
Development (PAWBED): is aimed at 
alleviating water-related constraints to 
economic development activities. Three 
programs were approved under this 
agreement: Program 1, for the development 
of water related infrastructure to improve 
the viability of communities or increase their 
capacity to support agriculture and 
agri-food related businesses; Program 2, for 
improvements to existing irrigation 
infrastructure and the promotion of irrigated 
crop production, the removal of water 
related constraints to diversification 
possibilities; and Program 3, for support for 
secondary economic activities such as 
produce cleaning, grading, processing, and 
storage. 


Canadian Agricultural Safety Program 
(CASP): has been developed to help reduce 
farm accidents, injuries and_ ill-health 
occurring in rural Canada. as a top priority 
for CASP is the safety and health of children 
living on farms and in rural communities. 


The program, which will run for four 
years, is based on an action plan developed 
by the Canadian Coalition for Agricultural 
Safety and Rural Health which represents a 
wide range of industry, research, provincial 
and federal government interests. It will be 
managed by the Canadian Coalition for 
Agricultural Safety and Rural Health and 
will be delivered by the Prince Edward 
Island Federation of Agriculture. 


The Coalition, has brought together a 
diverse group of interests and issues and 
developed ideas to solve some of the farm 
health and safety problems facing today’s 
farm communities. 
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Activities will include a national media 
campaign, development of a national farm 
safety model, increased evaluation of 
product safety standards, a national farm 
accidents surveillance system and assistance 
for farmers with disabilities. Provincial 
activities will complement current programs 
offered by provincial governments and 
provincially based farm groups, and will 
focus on prevention and health-enhancing 
projects for farm families. 


Canadian Grain Commission (CGC): is 
a Special Operating Agency (SOA) since 
1992 and a Revolving Fund since 1995, 
reporting to the Canadian Government 
hrough the Minister of Agriculture and 
Agri-Food. The mandate and mission flow 
from the Canada Grain Act and the Grain 
Futures Act. The Commission operates 
within a framework agreement or Charter 
hat sets out the mission, objectives and 
Yperating principles, accountabilities and 
‘eporting relationships, operating authorities 
und delegations and the general basis for 
“GC performance assessment. The 
Commission is organized to provide services 
n three divisions: Industry Services, 
Corporate Services and the Grain Research 
vaboratory (GRL) with an executive 
nanagement activity providing leadership 
ind direction. 


The CGC serves all facets of the 
Sanadian grain industry, from plant breeders 
ind grain producers, grain handlers and 
marketers, through to Canada’s 
nternational and domestic grain customers. 


The CGC delivers a grain quality and 
juantity assurance program that results in 
onsistent and reliable shipments of grain 
hat meet contract specifications for quality, 


safety and quantity. Quality is Canada's 
competitive edge in a world market where 
other exporters use government subsidies to 
compete on price. The CGC regulates the 
grain industry to provide for the fair 
treatment of producers, integrity of grain 
transactions, and to maintain grain quality as 
grain is moved through the marketing 
channels. The CGC provides other services 
of value to the grain industry in Canada and 
abroad by marketing our grain quality and 
grain handling expertise as consulting 
services abroad. A supervisor of Grain 
Futures Trading oversees the activities of 
any grain exchanges in Canada as identified 
by Grain Futures Trading, reporting any 
condition deemed prejudicial to the public 
interest. 


The CGC has authority from the Canada 
Grain Act and Treasury Board to charge 
fees for service provided, pursuant to 
section 19 of the Financial Administration 
Act. The Commission finances its 
operations from the revenues generated by 
the service fees received from the grain 
industry. The fee structure is approved by 
the Minister of Agriculture and Agri Food 
Canada, and is recommended by the 
Treasury Board for approval by the 
Governor in Council. Fees are proposed 
and adjusted on approval to recover the full 
cost of all operations services. Fees were 
most recently revised in 1991. The CGC 
was designated by the government as a 
Special Operating Agency (SOA) in 1992 to 
promote sound business practices and 
efficiency in the delivery of a government 
program. It was decided that a Revolving 
Fund authority would provide the best 
operating flexibility and improve the 
Commission’s ability to respond to business 
opportunities. The Commission began to 
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operate as a Revolving Fund April 1, 1995.

Canadian Rural Transition Program 
(CRTP): was established in 1986 to 
provide special assistance to farm families 
forced to give up farming because of 
financial difficulties and move to alternative 
employment and another way of life. CRTP 
offered a wide range of services to the farm 
family, such as initial and supplementary 
transition grants for up to six months. 
Legal, financial, employment or personal 
counselling, if necessary, were provided at 
this stage. Depending on the particular need 
of the farm family members and related 
work opportunities, assistance in job- 
seeking and relocation was available. CRTP 
also helped in training or retraining, 
provided income support while starting a 
small non-farming business, or provided 
wage reimbursement to employers hiring 
CRTP clients. CRTP was delivered on 
behalf of Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada 
through the Canada Employment Centres of 
Human Resources Development Canada. 


In 1995, the need for the CRTP in 
today’s farm economy relative to other 
priorities was considered in the review of 
adaptation programming. As a result the 
CRTP concluded on March 31, 1995 as 
scheduled 


Cash Flow Enhancement Programs: 
provides for the payment of interest costs on 
the first $50,000 of the advance payment 
provided to each producer under APCA and 
PGAPA 


Cattle Options Pilot Project: is a pilot 
program to help producers protect 
themselves against market downturns in the 
cattle industry was announced on March 28, 
1995 . The Cattle Options Pilot Program 
(COPP) was developed by the cattle 
industry and Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada as a means of providing cattle 
producers with a risk management 
instrument not currently available from the 
private sector. The ultimate goal is to have 
a private market mechanism at the end of 
the two year test period. 


Currently, if a Canadian producer enters 
the futures market to hedge against falling 
cattle prices, he must place a hedge on the 
cattle price as well as on the value of the 
dollar. The producer has no option but to 
assume both risks separately. The concept 
of using a currency translated futures 
instrument that combines the two risks is 
being investigated in the Cattle Options Pilot 
Program. Under this concept, a cattle 
producer will be able to purchase a put 
option in Canadian dollars based on the. 
Chicago Mercantile Exchange live cattle 
futures contract. The option contracts are 
offered in 10,000 pound lots versus the 
40,000 pound contracts offered by the 
CME, allowing smaller producers to 
participate. 


AAFC is investigating the further 
development and extension of private 
market risk instruments to other agricultural 
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commodities based on the experience with 
the COPP and other existing risk 
management tools. 


Additional uses of option instruments 
will be examined for other commodities 
such as the hog industry and possibly for 
various grain commodities which would 
build on existing work, such as that which 
has been carried out by the Winnipeg 
Commodity Exchange. 


Commodity-Based Loans: designed to 
convert regular Farm Credit Corporation 
loans into loans that allow producers to 
make payments according to their ability to 
pay under conditions of variable commodity 
prices. 


Communication Services: provides 
strategic communications advice and 
suidance to the Minister, Secretary of State 
and senior departmental officials, on policy 
and program initiatives. The sub-activity is 
ilso responsible for the promotion of 
Jepartmental initiatives, management of the 
Corporate Exhibit Program, producing 
imely and effective media products and the 
srovision of ministerial services. 


Community Pastures: at 87 locations on 
he prairies protect 929,000 hectares of 
erosion prone land from cultivation and 
srovide breeding services and summer 
srazing for approximately 200,000 head of 
sattle. Two objectives are associated with 
he pasture lands; the first relates to 
ontinuing conservation and protection of 
he lands from detrimental uses with related 
osts (about 35% of the total costs) borne 
y the federal government and the second 
-oncems productive use of the land with 
lirect costs (about 65% of the total costs) 


recovered through user fees. 


Co-operatives Secretariat: is an agency 
established to help the federal government 
respond more effectively to the concerns 
and needs of all types of co-operatives, 
including child care, housing, consumer, 
financial and workers’. 


The Secretariat advises the government 
on policies affecting co-operatives, 
co-ordinates the implementation of such 
policies and promotes co-operatives within 
the federal government. The Secretariat also 
provides a link between the co-op sector 
and the many federal departments and 
agencies with which they interact. 


The Secretariat supports the Minister 
responsible for co-operatives and assists 
various government committees and task 
forces. It makes sure, through consultation, 
that the views of co-operatives, provincial 
governments and relevant agencies are 
known and understood at the federal level. 
It assists in policy development and 
evaluates the potential impact on 
co-operatives of proposed legislation and 
programs. It also helps to identify funding 
sources for joint co-op\government 
ventures. Finally, it analysis and 
disseminates information which presents 
Canadian co-operatives in their true 
dimensions. 


Crop Insurance Program (CI): provides 
production risk protection to producers by 
minimizing the economic effects of crop 
losses caused by natural hazards, such as 
drought, flood, hail, frost, excessive 
moisture and insects. There is also a 
provision for compensation to producers for 
crop damage incurred by protected 
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migratory waterfowl. The Crop Insurance 
Program is entering its 37th year of 
operation in 1996. 


The Farm Income Protection Act (FIPA) 
is the legislative authority for crop insurance 
at the federal level, while the laws of a 
province provide the legislative base for the 
respective provinces. Federal financial 
contributions are made where provincial 
insurance schemes meet the terms and 
conditions of bilateral Crop Insurance 
Agreements. Two of the key conditions of 
the contributions are: 1) premium rates 
must be set in an actuarially sound manner 
with provincial schemes being 
self-sustaining and 2) the method used to 
establish probable crop yields must be 
reflective of actual yields produced. 


The goal of crop insurance is to provide 
reasonable insurance coverage for all 
agricultural commodities in all provinces. 


Crop. Research: includes disease 
identification, the biological control of pests, 
integrated pest management systems, the 
development of improved varieties of 
selected crops and sustainable production 
systems. The Department's crop breeders 
strive to improve crops of significant 
economic importance to Canada. Generally 
speaking, these breeders are interested in 
improving plants’ abilities to withstand 
environmental stresses, such as cold, and to 
resist pests. As well, they look to enhance 
crops to make them more appealing to 
markets in Canada and around the world. 
There is also work on integrated pest 
management technologies that promote the 
integration of natural approaches to pest 
control. 


Custody and Operation of Water 
Structures: includes six irrigation schemes 
and 22 storage structures providing for 
irrigation of 17,000 hectares in 
southwestern Saskatchewan. The annual 
operating expenditures support irrigation 
which stabilizes fodder supplies in a drought 
prone region. Work has been underway on 
improving the irrigation works to increase 
the efficiency of water use and system 
operations. Some of the reservoirs are also 
used to meet international commitments for 
the division of water flow between Canada 
and the United States. As well, the 
reservoirs provide recreation and wildlife 
benefits and water for the City of Swift 
Current and the Towns of Gravelbourg, 
Lafleche, Eastend and Herbert, 
Saskatchewan. 


Dairy Stabilization: is a program which 
contributes to supply managed dairy 
products used for industrial purposes 
through the Canadian Dairy Commission 
Act. Details on the operation of the 
Canadian Dairy Commission may be found 
in its annual reports. 


The federal dairy program includes a 
payment to producers which is authorized 
under the FIPA for the purposes of 
stabilizing industrial milk and cream 
production for domestic markets. The 
federal direct payment program contributes 
to the Canadian Dairy Commission's objects 
of providing efficient producers of industrial 
milk and cream with the opportunity to 
make a fair return on their labour and 
investment and of providing Canadian 
consumers with a continuous and adequate 
supply of high quality dairy products. 
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Economic and_ Policy Analysis 
Directorate (EPAD): provides industry, 
market and policy analysis of the agri-food 
sector to assess competitiveness and 
performance throughout the food chain, i.e., 
the vertical linkages in the system, and 
assesses the effectiveness of government 
financial transfers to the agri-food sector. 


Large scale computer models are 
maintained and utilized to provide 
quantitative assessments of how changes in 
market conditions and/or policies could 
affect the well-being of the agricultural 
sector. International and domestic 
conditions are monitored on an ongoing 
basis, as are emerging technologies and 
innovations that could enhance the 
competitive position of the Canadian agri- 
food sector. 


A more independent and perhaps 
privately-operated organization will be 
established to carry out this work, early in 
the 1996-97 fiscal year. 


Economic and Regional Development 
Agreements: include projects which assist 
farmers and farm organizations in the 
identification of new _ technologies, 
technological acceleration and technological 
transfer and human resource development. 
This in tur increases its competitive 
position by increasing farm incomes, 
improving yields, reducing production costs, 
improving the quality and productive 
capacity of agriculture land and reducing 
and eliminating crop/livestock disease. 


Emergency Big Game Crop Damage 
Compensation Program for 
Saskatchewan: provides compensation on 
a spot loss (specific damage to a portion of 


the crop) basis for field crop damage 
(excluding forage fields) caused by the big 
game (white-tailed deer, mule deer, elk, 
moose, antelope, and bear) on crops that 
because of climatic conditions, had to be left 
for harvesting until the spring. The damage 
was due to a combination of increased big 
game numbers and the significant amount of 
crop not harvested in the fall of 1993. 
Compensation was made on up to 70% of 
the crop damage as determined on a spot 
loss basis by provincial inspectors. 


Enhanced Import Operations: to ensure 
that imported products comply with all 
regulations involving health, safety and 
quality; to ensure consistency across 
commodities based on risk; to allow more 
efficient and timely entry of products that 
are in compliance; to use government 
resources as effectively as possible and to 
enter into Joint Partnership and integration 
arrangements with Revenue Canada, 
Customs. 


Income Protection for 
Producers of Edible Horticultural 
Products: provides producers of edible 
horticulture with an NISA enhancement for 
the 1993 and 1994 tax years. The 
enhancement was offered to all provinces at 
double the base rate. Three provinces 
agreed to the enhancement proposal. 
Ontario and British Columbia agreed to a 
doubling of the rate for producers in those 
provinces, while Quebec agreed to 0.05% or 
half of the level in the other two provinces. 


Enhanced 


Farm Debt Review Boards (FDRBs): 
were established in 1986 under the Farm 
Debt Review Act (FDRA) to act as 
impartial, third party mediators between 
farmers and their creditors. The Boards, in 
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each province, are comprised of a 
Chairperson and up to ten members 
appointed by Governor in Council. The 
Boards are assisted by a small staff and 
contract with farm consultants for the 
necessary expertise to assess the financial 
status of farm applicants. A three-person 
panel chaired by a Board member, and 
trained in mediation techniques and 
knowledgeable in farming and _ financial 
management, mediates between the farmer 
and his/her creditors. 


Financial conditions in the farm sector 
have changed significantly since the mid 
1980s when the FDRBs were established to 
assist in the resolution of farm debt 
problems on an unusually large number of 
farms. With a reduced demand for their 
services and with changing needs of the 
sector, the FDRBs will be phased out in 
1996. 


The farm sector is now facing new 
challenges, both in taking advantage of new 
market opportunities and in adapting to an 
environment with reduced levels of 
government support. It will be important to 
have a process and services in place to assist 
farmers who will be impacted by changes 
now underway or yet to be experienced. In 
that context, a broader based review process 
to assist those farmers who may experience 
financial difficulties related to either income 
or to debt servicing ability is under 
development. To ensure the most 
appropriate process, AAFC officials have 
worked with the industry and other 
stakeholders in 1995-96 to develop a new 
process. 


Under a new process, farmers could 
seek a review and assessment of their 


income and/or financial situation, or 
mediation assistance to resolve debt 
problems and referral assistance to identify 
new farm or non farm income opportunities. 
The need for a continuing legal process such 
as a stay of proceedings for insolvent 
farmers has been identified. 


Farm Debt Review Process: provides 
assistance to producers in financial difficulty 
in order that arrangements could be arrived 
at between the producer and the Farm 
Credit Corporation pursuant to the Farm 
Debt Review Act. 


Farm Improvement and Marketing Co- 
operatives Loans Act: assists development 
of a diversified and competitive primary 
sector by increasing the availability of loans 
for farm improvement purposes to farmers 
and farmer-owned marketing co-operatives. 
The Act provides for guarantees on term 
loans made through designated lenders. 


Farm Support and Adjustment Measures 
II: financial assistance to producers of 
horticulture crops where successive years of 
returns have led to financial hardship. 


Farm Women’s Advancement Program 
(FWAP): was established in 1988 and was 
administered by the Farm Women’s Bureau 
(FWB). The program’s resources were 
delivered to projects and activities aimed at 
improving the status of farm women and to 
support farm women’s increased 
participation in agricultural policy decision 
making. The program was eliminated as a 
result of the 1995 Budget decision. The 
FWB is currently being refocused, in 
consultation with farm women and other 
stakeholders, with the objective of 
supporting the advancement of farm women 
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in the future. 


Federal Crop Reinsurance: provides 
provincial governments with a means of 
sharing some of the large contingent 
liabilities associated with Crop Insurance 
with the federal government when Crop 
[Insurance indemnities exceed accumulated 
rogram reserves due to severe crop losses. 
Under the Farm Income Protection Act 
FIPA), the federal government can enter 
nto a reinsurance agreement with a 
srovince for the Crop Insurance Programs. 
At present, five provinces have reinsurance 
agreements with the federal government: 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick. 


Under the reinsurance agreement, a 
naximum of 15% of total premiums in each 
srovince for the year are contributed to the 
ederal fund, with the remainder being used 
yy the province to pay claims. This 
ontribution to reinsurance is reduced 
whenever the balance in the reinsurance 
und exceeds certain levels. The FIPA 
equires that premiums be sufficient to make 
he fund self-sustaining over the long-term. 
As reinsurance contributions are based on a 
vercentage oof premium collections, 
\djustments to the provincial premium rates 
ffect the level of reinsurance payment. 


Before a reinsurance payment is 
riggered from the federal Crop Reinsurance 
und, Crop Insurance indemnities must first 
ye paid from accumulated provincial 
Msurance premium reserves. If these 
eserves are insufficient to cover all Crop 
Nsurance indemnities, Crop Reinsurance 
unds make up a portion of the shortfall. 
The province is solely responsible for any 
hortfall up to 2.5% of the total program 


liability with any remaining shortfall funded 
75% by the federal reinsurance fund and 
25% by the province. The Crop 
Reinsurance Fund is administered by the 
Department of Agriculture and Agri-Food. 


Federal Food Inspection Review: was 
established to assess possible changes in 
organization structure that could improve 
the effectiveness and efficiency of the 
federal component of the Canadian Food 
Inspection System (CFIS) 


Feed Freight Assistance (FFA) Program: 
is a program under which payments are 
made to livestock producers in feed-deficit 
areas to lower their feed costs in order to 
maintain a viable livestock industry. The 
bulk of these payments are made to Atlantic 
Canada, British Columbia and eastern 
Quebec. Smaller amounts are paid to 
producers in northern Ontario, the 
Northwest Ternitories and the Yukon. The 
Livestock Feed Bureau (LFB) administers 
the FFA program. 


As aresult of the 1995 Budget decision 
the FFA Program was terminated. A FFA 
Adjustment Fund of $72 million ($10 million 
of which is funded from Adaptation and 
Rural Development Fund) of transitional 
funding to assist former beneficiaries in 
eastern Canada, British Columbia and the 
Territories has been established. A federal- 
industry FFA Task Force has been formed 
to develop options and recommendations 
related to the restructuring and adaptation 
of the livestock industry in feed-deficient 
areas of Canada and the allocation of the 
FFA Adjustment Fund. 


The allocation of developmental funding 
will occur over a three to five year period, 
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rather than ten years as announced in the 
1995 budget. Negotiations are currently 
underway on how to best distribute the 
funds for the benefit of the sector through 
development initiatives or direct payments 
to producers. 


Food and Non-Food Research: includes 
increasing the safety and quality of agri-food 
products, the development of value-added 
by-products (e.g. cosmetics, 
pharmaceuticals) and the enhancement of 
crop utilization. Food and non-food 
researchers help ensure the safety and 
quality of Canada's food supply while 
striving to open doors to new markets for 
Canadian agricultural products. 


Green Plan Program: announced on 
January 15, 1992, this six year initiative is 
the Department's response to the June 1990 
report of the Federal-Provincial Agriculture 
Committee on Environmental Sustainability. 
The aim is to facilitate industry led activities 
for conserving and enhancing the natural 
resources that agriculture uses and shares; 
minimizing the impact of the agri-food 
sector on environmental resources required 
by non-agriculture sectors; and protecting 
agriculture from the environmental impacts 
caused by other sectors and factors external 
to agriculture. The program is scheduled to 
conclude March 31, 1997. 


National initiatives are delivered mainly 
by the Research Branch although FP and I 
and MISB also have some programs. 
Federal-Provincial Agreements in the Prairie 
provinces are managed by PFRA; while 
Policy Branch, through service agreements 
with MISB, delivers the federal/provincial 
or territorial elements of the program in all 
other provinces and territories. 


The Department is presently developing 
an Agricultural and Agri-Food Canada 
(AAFC) Sustainable Development Strategy 
to guide the Department’s environmental 
sustainability efforts beyond the termination 
on March 31, 1997 of the Sustainable 
Agricultural Green Plan Program. This 
document will clearly establish the 
Department’s commitment with measurable 
and time bound targets to encourage the 
environmental progress within the 
agricultural and agri-food sector and to 
improve our environmental performance in 
the running of our own physical operations 
in the Department. The Sustainable 
Development Strategy is to be completed in 
1996. 


Gross Revenue Insurance Plan (GRIP): 
was introduced in 1991 to provide 
producers with a comprehensive revenue 
insurance program. GRIP builds on 
conventional Crop Insurance by offering 
producers, in addition to yield protection 
which is provided by Crop Insurance, a 
revenue protection component. GRIP is 
currently extended to grain, oilseed and 
specialty crops. All provinces participated 
in the plan except for Newfoundland. 
Canada is renegotiating its participation in 
GRIP as part of the Multi-lateral 
Memorandum of Understanding arising from 
the December 1994 meeting of federal and 
provincial Ministers of Agriculture. 


Through GRIP, producers are provided 
with a revenue guarantee for each crop 
based on a percentage of their past historical 
production and a 15 year indexed moving 
average price. The target revenue per acre 
for a crop is calculated using Crop 
Insurance probable yields and a 15-year 
indexed moving average price. Indemnity 
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payments are made throughout the crop 
year and are triggered when the market 
revenue of the eligible crop falls short of the 
target revenue. 


GRIP premiums are shared 33 1/3% by 
producers, 41 2/3% by the federal 
government and 25% by the provincial 
governments. GRIP is required to be 
self-sustaining, that is, premiums are 
expected, over time, to match indemnities. 
In the event that premium income and 
accumulated reserves are insufficient to 
cover indemnity payments to producers, 
deficits are financed 65% by the federal 
government and 35% by the provincial 
governments through interest-bearing 
advances which are repaid from future 
premium collections. 


Saskatchewan opted out of GRIP at the 
end of 1994-95, Alberta and Manitoba are 
opting out at the end of 1995-96, British 
Columbia is opting out at the end of 1996- 
97 and Prince Edward Island is opting out at 
the end of 1997-98. 


Upon plan termination, surpluses are 
distributed in the same basis as premium 
contribution that is 33 1/3% to producers, 
41 2/3% to federal government and 25% to 
provincial governments. 


Hazard Analysis and Critical Control 
Point Training: a four-year program is 
being established, under the Adaptation fund 
administered by the Policy Branch, to 
provide funding for Hazard Analysis and 
Critical Control Point (HACCP) training 
opportunities for the agri-food processing 
sector with an emphasis on small and 
medium-sized businesses. 


HACCP is an internationally-accepted, 
science-based food processing and 
inspection system that stresses preventing 
food safety problems before they occur. By 
maintaining control throughout the 
manufacturing process at critical stages 
called Critical Control Points, industry can 
enhance food safety and reduce waste. It is 
anticipated that HACCP will become the 
international standard for trade in value- 
added agri-food products. 


Through Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada’s Food Safety Enhancement 
Program , the department is working with 
industry to initiate the HACCP approach in 
all 1,700 federally-registered agri-food 
plants by October 1996. The department is 
also working with industry to maintain 
HACCP systems once they are established. 


Human Resources: includes the provision 
of guidance, advice and services to 
departmental managers to assist them in 
maximizing the productivity of their human 
resources. It includes the development and 
administration of human resource policies 
and programs for the Department. 


Industry Sensitive Programs and 
Policies: involves working with both 
industry and government policy makers to 
ensure that the industry's needs and 
perspective are reflected in the development 
of policies, programs and regulations in the 
following areas: 


@ policy priorities and direction; 
@ regulation and inspection; 


@ research and development; and 
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@ innovation and commercialization of 
technologies. 


Information, Intelligence and Analysis: 
involves providing market and sector 
information, intelligence and analysis to 
industry, to assist its marketing activities, 
by: 


@ helping clients develop _ strategic 
approaches to market development; 


@ providing market intelligence on 
opportunities and developments; 


@ undertaking analysis of longer term 
prospects in both domestic and 
international markets; 


@ providing information on, and access to, 
government programs; 


e disseminating information on commodity 
prices and volumes. 


Integrated Food Safety Strategy: will 
encourage the implementation of HACCP 
principles at all levels of the food 
production, processing and distribution 
chain. 


Integrated Food Inspection System: 
primary focus of activity towards an 
integrated Food Inspection System through 
the CFIS initiative, a joint federal- 
provincial-municipal activity to provide a 
harmonized and _ co-ordinated food 
inspection system in Canada. 


Irrigation Development Centres: 

@ Manitoba Crop Diversification 
Centre (MCDC): in Carberry, 
Manitoba is a co-operative facility based 


ona 10-year agreement signed in 1993, 
between three partners: the Government 
of Canada; the province of Manitoba 
through the Department of Agriculture, 
Natural Resources, Rural Development 
and Environment; and producers and 
processors through the Manitoba 
Horticultural Productivity Enhancement 
Centre Incorporated, a non-profit 
corporation consisting of Keystone 
Vegetable Producers, Carnation Foods 
and McCain Foods in Manitoba. The 
activities in Carberry, its' satellite sites at 
Portage and Winkler and affiliated sites 
at Roblin and Melita include the 
identification, evaluation and 
demonstration of new crops, 
technologies and value added 
opportunities for a __ sustainable 
agricultural system. Staff will be 
involved in the development of an 
Irrigation Strategy for the Province of 
Manitoba to enable the sustainable 
development of irrigated agriculture. 
Client services include technical 
assistance and educational activities that 
facilitate the appropriate development in 
irrigation and crop diversification. 
Partnerships will be developed with the 
Community Futures Development 
Corporations to evaluate market and 
production opportunities in 
pharmaceutical and nutriceutical crops. 
Extension activities to commodity 
groups will be carried out in the form of 


field days, publications and 
presentations. 
Saskatchewan Irrigation 


Development Centre (SIDC): is a co- 
operative research and demonstration 
facility created in 1986. It is located at 
the site of the former PFRA Irrigation 
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Demonstration Farm at Outlook, 
Saskatchewan, and serves as a focal 
point for imgation research and 
demonstration activities in the province. 
The SIDC provides direction with 
respect to research and demonstration 
activities from committees comprised of 
representatives from universities, 
governments, farmers and the irrigation 
industry. SIDC concentrates its 
program on rural development and 
environmental sustainability through an 
applied, market-driven approach to 
research and demonstration responsive 
to farmer and industry needs. With the 
important link between environmental 
sustainability and irrigation 
development, SIDC has been tasked to 
develop and implement an imgation 
sustainability strategy with funding 
through the Partnership Agreement on 
Water-Based Economic Development 
and the Irrigation Sustainability portion 
of the Green Plan. 


Management Systems and Services: is 
responsible for exercising an effective 
financial and administrative management 
capability within the Department which 
includes the maintenance of a financial 
policy framework, the accounting for and 
reporting of public monies, and the 
provision of financial and operational 
planning, advice, guidance and analysis. 
Government-wide, it is involved in a series 
of activities to improve practices in 
procurement, payment and accounts 
processing. It controls the Departmental 
capital infrastructure and provides materiel 
management services cross the 
Department. The subactivity is responsible 
for the environmental stewardship of the 
Department. It also manages a broad range 


of activities in such areas as information 
management and information technology 
and is responsible for providing library 
services for the Department and the 
Canadian agriculture community nation- 
wide. 


Market Access: involves increasing and 
securing market access for Canadian agri- 
food products by: 


@ using existing trading rules to overcome 
barriers to trade; 


® negotiating new trading rules through 
trade agreements; 


@ ensuring Canada and its trading partners 
abide by trading rules and commitments 
outlined in these agreements; and 


@ fostering positive international relations. 


Matching Investment Initiative (MII): is 
a Departmental research and development 
initiative which would increase the level of 
collaborative research activity between 
industry and the Department. The 
objectives of the Initiative are to strengthen 
market-driven priority setting in the 
Department, accelerate the process of 
technology transfer, and increase 
collaboration between government and 
industry in research. The research activities 
conducted must be related to animal, crop, 
food and resource conservation. The MII 
was established as a pilot project in April, 
1994, 


The research that is conducted is funded 
jointly by the federal government and the 
industry, with the government contributing 
up to 50% of the total research costs. The 
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federal government has already committed 
to spend incremental funding over the next 
five years reaching $35.8 million by the year 
2000. 


National Biomass Ethanol Program 
(NBEP): will provide up to $70 million to 
cover any future losses on loans to a limited 
number of fuel ethanol manufacturers for the 
purposes of building or expanding a biomass 
fuel ethanol plant in Canada. Beginning in 
1999, up to $65 million in loans may be 
advanced by the Farm Credit Corporation 
(FCC) to eligible recipients in the form of 
contingent, repayable line of credit 
arrangements. 


Access to the line of credit will be 
contingent on a future reduction in the 
excise tax differential between gasoline and 
fuel ethanol, and any draws will be limited 
to the amount necessary to meet scheduled 
long-term debt payments for the plant. Any 
draws will be paid by FCC directly to the 
senior debt holders to cover arrears on loans 
to finance the construction of the plants. In 
addition, $5 million will be reserved to cover 
default interest and any legal or recovery 
costs incurred by FCC. 


Four federal departments have 
contributed a total of $17.5 million (all 
frozen from 1994-95 sources) as an up-front 
payment representing 25 percent of the 
future contingent liability associated with 
the line of credit. AAFC’s share was $10 
million, and was sourced from the Safety 
Net Envelope. 


National Farm Business Management 
Program/Canadian Farm _ Business 
Management Program: is a three-year 
program to enhance the farm business 


management skills of Canadian farm families 
in order to strengthen the competitiveness of 
the farm sector. There are two co- 
ordinating groups involved in the delivery of 
the program: Provincial Co-ordinating 
Groups (PCGs) comprised of federal, 
provincial and industry representatives, and 
the Canadian Farm Business Management 
Council (CFBMC) which engages in the 
development and implementation of 
national-level and multi-provincial projects 
and activities. The CFBMC also serves as a 
forum for the interchange and co-ordination 
of information between the PCGs. 


In response to recommendations from 
industry representatives and provincial 
governments, the NFBMP agreements were 
renewed for one year to ensure that the 
momentum gained under the former 
program was not lost while the program was 
being refocussed and new three-year 
agreements were being negotiated. 
Treasury Board has approved the extension 
of the terms and conditions for the NFBMP 
to March 31, 1996 when the CFBMP will be 
implemented. The refocussed program will 
continue the gradual reduction in direct 
training activities and focus federal 
resources more on national, regional and 
multi-provincial activities that have benefits 
beyond the boundaries of individual 
provinces. 


National Farm Products Council: strives 
to ensure that national supply management 
works in the balanced interests of all 
stakeholders and enables and supports 
promotion-research agencies. There are four 
national marketing agencies established 
under the Farm Products Agencies Act 
(FPAA): the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency, the Canadian Chicken Marketing 
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Agency, the Canadian Turkey Marketing 
Agency and the Canadian Broiler Hatching 
Agency. These Agencies are regulatory 
bodies, implementing and administering 
marketing plans, allocating quota and 
market share and raising funds for research 
and promotion through a levy on producers. 


National Soil Conservation Program 
(NSCP): was a $53.3 million cost-sharing 
program, with the provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, directed toward 
arresting soil degradation by encouraging 
the use of farming practices which protect 
the productivity capacity of agricultural 
lands. These federal/provincial agreements 
provided producers access to financial and 
technical assistance for activities focusing on 
soil conservation information and 
technology transfer, land use adjustment, 
research, soil survey and monitoring, and 
public awareness. The Permanent Cover 
Program I (PCP J) was introduced under the 
NSCP in order to remove 145,000 hectares 
of marginal land from cultivation and to 
place it in permanent cover. In recognition 
of the continuing need for the initiatives 
under PCP I, a second program PCP II was 
introduced in 1991. While NSCP was 
completed March 31, 1994, PFRA has an 
ongoing responsibility for monitoring 
recipients for compliance with their 
contracts to retain the land under forage. 


National Transition Scheme for Feeder 
Calves, Feeder Cattle and Slaughter 
Cattle: On the recommendation of the 
Canadian Cattlemen's Association, 
signatories agreed to the early termination 
of the National Tripartite Stabilization 
Program (NTSP) for Cattle effective 
December 31, 1993. Ministers agreed to 
provide "transition" programming to NTSP 


beef producers until such time as cattle are 
brought into a whole farm income support 
program. 

Canada and the Provinces have agreed 
that the Provinces shall elect that benefits to 
producers will be provided by way of a “Net 
Income Stabilization Account (NISA) 
Bridge Program” or a “Beef Industry 
Development Fund”. Canada and the 
Provinces each contributed up to a 
maximum of one-half ofthe premiums paid 
under the NTSP for Beef in respect of 
eligible feeder and slaughter cattle sales for 
the period October 1, 1992 to September 
30, 1993 and in respect of feeder calves for 
1993, 


@ NISA Bridge Program: Producers 
who were NISA participants were able 
to deposit an amount not to exceed the 
premiums paid under the NTSP for Beef 
in respect of eligible feeder and 
slaughter cattle sales for the period 
October 1, 1992 to September 30, 1993 
and in respect of feeder calves for 1993. 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada and 
the province each made a contribution 
to the producer’s NISA Account Fund 
No. 2 equal to fifty (50) percent of the 
producer’s deposit under the NISA 
Bridge Program. 


e Beef Industry Development Fund: 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada and 
the Provinces have established a Beef 
Industry Development Fund _ to 
undertake activities with the objective of 
promoting and enhancing _ the 
competitiveness of the beef industry. 


Each province not participating in the 
NISA Bridge Program contributed an 
amount equivalent to maximum contribution 
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possible. NISA bridge provinces could also 
contribute up to the maximum, net of any 
contributions made under the NISA Bridge 
Program. Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada’s amount will equal the amount paid 
by the Provinces plus an additional amount 
equivalent to the interest earned on the 
Provincial contributions. Producers, 
producer organizations or other parties may 
also make contributions. 


National Transition Scheme for Hogs: 
The National Tripartite Stabilization 
Program (NTSP) for hogs was terminated as 
of July 2, 1994. Provinces were given the 
option to terminate their participation as of 
April 2, 1994. As with the beef transition 
package, hog transition is intended to 
"bridge the gap" between the NTSP and the 
bringing of red meats into a whole farm 
program. 


The provinces contributed $1.50 per 
Eligible Hog marketed during the nine 
month period beginning April 3, 1994 and 
ending December 31, 1994. Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Canada contributed an equivalent 
amount, plus an amount equal to the interest 
earned on the contnbution from the 
Provinces. 


With the exception of Quebec, the 
producers received their account balances 
directly. Quebec producers enrolled in the 
Quebec Stabilization Program (ASRA) had 
their account balances transferred to ASRA 
accounts for hogs. 


National Transition Scheme for Sheep: 
On the recommendation of the Canadian 
sheep industry, Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada, provincial governments and 
participating producers agreed to amend the 


National Tripartite Stabilization Program 
(NTSP) Lamb Agreement to terminate the 
plan effective February 28, 1994. To 
address the need to provide transition 
program for the sheep industry until a whole 
farm income stabilization program is in 
place, Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada 
and the provincial governments agreed that 
benefits to producers will be provided by 


way of a “Lamb Industry Development 
Fund”. 
Consistent with the method of 


determining contribution levels for beef 
transition, the assistance for NTSP lamb 
transition will be equal to one half of the net 
premium contributions made by the federal 
government under the NTSP for Lambs 
during the 1993 marketing year to a 
maximum of $160,000. 


The Lamb Industry Development Fund 
will contribute to the Canadian Sheep 
Federation to undertake such activities as 
research, training, transfer of information 
and technology, marketing and promotional 
projects as they relate to promoting and 
enhancing the competitiveness of the 
Canadian sheep industry. 


National Tripartite Stabilization 
Program (NTSP): is a market risk 
protection program originally established 
under the Agricultural Stabilization Act 
(which was repealed in April 1991). It now 
operates under the authority of the Farm 
Income Protection Act (FIPA). The 
objective of this program is to reduce losses 
to producers due to adverse changes in 
market prices or costs. 


The Majority of the NTSP commodity 
plans either have been or are in the process 
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of being terminated in advance of their 
scheduled expiry dates as set out in their 
respective federal-provincial agreements. 
For 1996 there are only two plans remaining 
in effect, Apples and Sugar Beets. 


NTSP plans are established through 
cost-shared federal/provincial agreements on 
a commodity basis into which producers 
voluntarily enroll. 


In general, if a Plan terminates in a 
surplus position, the surplus is shared 
between the producer, provinces and the 
federal government. If a Plan terminates in 
a deficit position, the deficit is generally 
shared equally between the participating 
provinces and the federal government. 


The administration of the NTSP 
stabilization accounts is managed by Policy 
Branch. The premiums paid by participating 
producers are matched by the federal and 
provincial governments to a maximum of 
3% each of the average aggregate market 
value of the commodity sold by producers 
during the current year and the two 
immediately preceding years; in the case of 
sugar beets a maximum of 5% of the 
support price is matched. Premiums in 
excess of this amount are the sole 
responsibility of the producer. Payments are 
made to producers at times when there are 
adverse changes in market prices or costs of 
production. A stabilization payment is 
authorized for any period when the national 
average market price falls below the 
calculated support price. The stabilization 
payment is equal to the difference between 
the support price and the national average 
market price for the period. When there is 
insufficient money in an account for 
stabilization payments to be made, the 


Minister of Finance may authorize an 
interest-bearing loan to the account based 
on terms and conditions for repayment set 
by the Minister of Finance, after 
consultation with the Minister of Agriculture 
and Agri-Food. Repayments are made when 
monies in the account exceed current cash 
requirements. 


Net Income _ Stabilization Account 
(NISA): is a national, tripartite program 
designed to help producers with financial 
management and planning by encouraging 
them to set aside money in good years for 
withdrawal in times of poor financial 
returns. NISA is now available in all 
provinces. 


NISA is designed to provide a "whole- 
farm" approach to net income stabilization, 
and to be actuarially sound. Currently, all 
agricultural commodities qualify for the 
NISA program with the exception of supply 
managed commodities (dairy, poultry and 
eggs). However commodity eligibility may 
vary by province. 


NISA is intended to provide non- 
commodity specific stabilization assistance 
to producers. It is based on overall farm 
income rather than income of particular 
products. Producers can withdraw funds 
from their NISA account when their gross 
margin for the entire farming operation falls 
below a historical average or when income 
from all sources falls below a minimum 
level. 


Producers participating in NISA can 
deposit up to 3% of their eligible net sales 
(ENS) into their accounts and have these 
amounts matched by the federal and 
provincial governments at 2% and 1%, 
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respectively. Participating producers may 
also contribute an additional 20% of eligible 
net sales, but these amounts are not matched 
by governments. Deposits can be made on 
a maximum of $250,000 of ENS. As 
additional incentive for producers to deposit 
into their NISA account, all producer 
deposits receive a 3% interest bonus over 
and above competitive interest rates (based 
on 90% of the previous month's average 
three month treasury bill rate). Producers 
have the option of keeping their deposits in 
a local financial institution (FI) or the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund (CRF) of 
Canada. The base interest earned at local 
FIs is by the institution. All matching 
government contributions and accumulated 
interest are held in the CRF of Canada. 


The federal government, as called for in 
the Federal/Provincial Agreement 
establishing the NISA_ program, is 
responsible for the implementation and 
administration of the program. The 
administrative costs of NISA are funded by 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada through 
annual appropriations and are partially offset 
through an annual administration cost share 
(ACS), paid by participating producers. The 
ACS revenue is currently deposited into the 
CRF of Canada. The ACS is being revised 
for the 1995 stabilization year in order to 
meet the federally mandated cost recovery 
target of April 1997 for the NISA program. 


The Account operates on a fiscal year 
basis. Each producer's individual account 
operates on the basis of the producer's own 
tax year. 


New Brunswick Debt Refinancing 
Program: is an agreement with the 
Province of New Brunswick and the Farm 


Credit Corporation (FCC) to develop a debt 
refinancing package to help New Brunswick 
potato and other horticulture producers 
affected by blight and drought in 1994. The 
FCC is responsible for the administration 
and delivery of the program. 


Under the program, eligible producers 
will be able to obtain an interest free, debt 
refinancing loan from the FCC for 80% of 
their unpaid operating loans and any unpaid 
interest and principal from farm term loans 
relating to the 1994 crop, repayable over a 
maximum five year period. 


The maximum loan per eligible producer 
will be based on $500 per acre of potatoes 
and/or other horticultural crops produced in 
1994 to an maximum of $100,000 for each 
farm operation. 


Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada and 
New Brunswick will pay an amount 
equivalent to the interest the FCC would 
normally earn on such loans plus one-half of 
one (0.5%) percent. Interest costs will be 
shared between Agriculture and Agri-Food 
and the province on a 60/40 basis, 
respectively. 


Permanent Cover Program (PCP II): 
was aimed at converting 253,000 hectares of 
land where annual cultivation was causing 
long-term soil damage and where special 
farming practices could not reduce the 
ongoing deterioration. Lands are converted 
to permanent cover by planting perennial 
forages for hay or pastures or trees for 
recreation or wildlife. The applicants enter 
into long-term (10- or 21-year) land use 
contracts to ensure that the conversion is 
long lasting. While the program was 
completed March 31, 1994, PFRA has an 
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monitoring 
their 


ongoing responsibility for 
recipients for compliance with 
contracts under forage. 


Prairie Grain Advance Payments Act 
PGAPA: was enacted in 1957 and applies 
to wheat and barley grown in the Canadian 
Wheat Board (CWB) designated area. The 
PGAPA allows producers to receive a cash 
advance (loan) prior to crop sales/delivery 
when sale opportunities are restricted due to 
delivery quota constraints, congested 
elevators, shortage of trains on some train 
runs and other delivery and marketing 
problems. 


Protein, Oil and Starch Pilot Plant 
Corporation (POS): opened in 1977 on 
the University of Saskatchewan campus in 
Saskatoon. Its objectives are: to develop 
and transfer new processing technology to 
the domestic agricultural raw material 
processing sector; to assist the growth of 
value-added processing; and thereby to 
generate economic benefits to the Prairies 
and the Canadian economy. 


POS was created as a non-profit 
organization in order to reduce the costs of 
research and product development to food 
and feed processors of cereal, oilseed, 
legume and other crops grown primarily, but 
not exclusively on the Prairies. It carries out 
activities in the areas of product and process 
development and improvement, quality 
control procedures, laboratory analysis, 
information consulting and _ seminars 
(courses and workshops). In addition, it 
offers clients project co-ordination services, 
and provides assistance to less developed 
countries. 


POS has a wholly owned subsidiary 


called Nuvotech Ventures International 
(NVI) which was incorporated in 1989 to 
market and commercialize technologies 
elsewhere. NVI operates as a separate “for 
profit corporation” and is intended to 
provide a channel for POS to transfer its 
developments to industry and to eam 
revenues for their intellectual properties. 
These revenues will then be shared with 
POS to reduce their operating deficits and 
dependency on federal funding. 


Quebec Farm Income _ Stabilization 
Insurance Fund: is a joint 
federal/provincial fund to assist producers of 
agricultural products by providing a 
contribution for commodities not covered by 
the NISA program in Quebec. These 
contributions represent coverage for the 
years 1991 through 1994 and afford 
protection to producers through the Quebec 
Farm Income Stabilization fund. The funds 
are intended to provide protection for 
producers while the province moves 
towards full participation in the National 
whole farm safety net program. 


Race Track Supervision: is delivered by 
the Canadian Pari-Mutuel Agency, protects 
the integrity of horse racing in Canada by 
licensing pari-mutuel betting at race tracks, 
ensuring the fairness and accuracy of the 
pari-mutuel betting system through on-site 
supervision, establishing the percentages 
which racing associations may deduct and 
retain from betting pools, providing race 
surveillance, photo-finish and equine drug- 
testing services and by conducting technical 
analyses in support of these functions. By 
protecting the public from fraudulent 
practices, the stability of horse racing is 
maintained. 
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Resource Conservation Research: 
includes environment protection, germplasm 
conservation and the control of greenhouse 
gases. Researchers working in this area 
evaluate the sustainability of Canadian 
agricultural systems, develop alternative 
farming practices, assess the impact of 
agriculture on atmospheric greenhouse 
gases, water, and soil quality, and gather 
ecological data. They also produce 
identification guides and taxonomic 
catalogues, in printed and electronic form, 
on insects, mites, bio-indicators of soil and 
water quality, insect biocontrol agents, 
cultivated crops, weeds, and fungi. 


Review Branch: assists Departmental 
management in decision-making and 
performance review. More specifically, the 
internal audit strategy is to promote good 
management practices and assist 
management to enhance the efficiency and 
effectiveness of their programs and 
operations. Program evaluation assesses the 
need for Departmental programs and 
measures their effectiveness through the 


conduct of evaluation studies; assists 
Departmental managers in developing 
evaluation frameworks; provides 


consultation and advice throughout the life 
of a program, such as in the monitoring of 
program performance; and incorporates 
regulatory review into certain studies. 


To keep pace with the needs of 
management and to continue to provide 
relevant and timely service, the role of the 
audit and evaluation function has been 
expanded beyond the more traditional 
activities toward providing advice and 
counsel to management which is more 
future-oriented and with a greater focus on 
the strategic issues in the Department. A 


philosophy of early involvement and 
conducting concurrent reviews of initiatives 
under development allows for the provision 
of timely advice and counsel. 


Round Table Consultations: is a series of 
regional round table consultations involving 
the Minister of Agriculture and Agri-Food 
on adaptation and diversification issues in 
1995. The purpose of these meetings is 
two-fold: 


i) to foster a positive environment for 
change in the industry around the many 
spending and transportation reforms 
occurring as a result of the Budget and 
legislative measures, such as the new 
Canada Transportation Act; and, 


ii) to identify, with industry, specific 
longer-term actions that can be taken 
both by industry and governments to 
generate sustained growth and 
employment in line with the Minister's 
vision for the sector. 


The Round Table process was designed 
to obtain broad input from farmers, the agri- 
food industry, the business community, 
academics, governments and individuals, so 
that the industry itself could identify the key 
opportunities for the agri-food sector over 
the next five to ten years, as well as the 
impediments that could prevent the sector 
from taking maximum advantage of these 
opportunities. Through the Round Tables, 
industry has the chance to identify the 
appropriate role for government, the private 


sector and farmers in overcoming 
impediments and capitalizing on the 
opportunities. 
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Rural Secretariat: is the major focal point 
in the department for rural issues. It was 
officially established in February 1994 as 
part of the overall departmental rural 
initiative. The Rural Secretariat is a co- 
ordinating, facilitating and information 
providing unit that works to bring a more 
holistic focus to addressing the issues and 
concerns facing Canada’s rural areas. The 
Secretariat works internally with branches 
and agencies within Agriculture and Agn- 
Food Canada and externally in partnership 
with rural stakeholders including: other 
federal departments, provincial 
governments, local governments, rural 
organizations and groups, the profit and 
not-for-profit sectors and academic 
institutions. 


The Secretariat, in partnership with the 
Canadian Agricultural Library, has 
developed the pilot project Canadian Rural 
Information Service (CRIS) to respond to 
the information needs of rural clients on 
economic, social and environmental issues 
related to rural renewal. CRIS is developing 
links and networks with other information 
sources to facilitate access to information 
for rural areas. 


The Rural Secretariat is also the 
departmental contact for the funding of the 
Canadian 4-H Program. The 4-H Program 
is a community-based organization 
dedicated to the growth and development of 
rural youth. The program focuses on 
technical skill development related to 
apriculture as well as personal development 
of life skills such as citizenship, leadership, 
responsibility and independence in both farm 
and non-farm rural youth. These skills are 
intended to develop the entrepreneurs of the 
future. 


Rural Water Development Program 
(RWDP): provides water supplies for 
individual farms, groups , and small 
communities across the Prairies and the 
Peace River District of British Columbia. 
The program has considerably reduced the 
vulnerability of the region to short-term 
drought. However, the prolonged droughts 
prevalent in the 1980's severely strained 
many of the developed water supplies 
prompting PFRA and the provincial 
governments to examine the effectiveness of 
their programs. As a result, regional 
projects such as rural water pipelines are 
becoming more common and desired as a 
long-term solution to regional problems. 
Potential changes to the RWDP include 
expanding the eligibility for assistance to 
include rural industry and multi-purpose 
projects serving a range of rural clients. 
Water development for primary or 
secondary industries in rural areas can help 
maintain a viable economy in this water- 
short area of Canada. 


Saskatchewan Safety Net Programs: 
resulted from Saskatchewan’s withdrawal 
from the Gross Revenue Insurance Plan 
effective the end of the 1994 crop year. The 
federal and the provincial governments 
developed interim safety net programs to 
assist producers until such time as national 
whole farm options can be implemented. 
The new safety net package includes 
enhancements to the National Income 
Stabilization Account (NISA) Program for 
producers in the province, a Crop Sector 
Companion Program and an Agri-Food 
Innovation Program. 


@ Enhanced NISA Program: The 
Enhanced NISA Program has provided 
for additional contributions to the NISA 
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accounts of Saskatchewan producers 
who are participants in the NISA 
program for the 1994 and 1995 
stabilization years. 


Under the Enhanced NISA Program, 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada will 
contribute a portion of it’s share of the 
GRIP surplus in the province. In 
addition, producers participating in 
NISA will be allowed to contribute up 
to 2% of their eligible net sales for 
eligible commodities for each of the two 
stabilization years in addition to their 
maximum allowable deposits under 
NISA. 


Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada and 
Saskatchewan will match, in total, the 
additional contributions made by 
producers and will cost share these 
matching contributions on a 60% 
federal, 40% provincial basis. 


e Crops Sector Companion Program: 
provides financial protection to 
Saskatchewan producers who are 
participants in the NISA Program in the 
event of reduced farm cash receipts for 
eligible crops for the 1995 and 1996 
calendar years. 


Payments will be triggered when annual 
farm cash receipts (province wide) fall 
below a specified percentage of the 
previous five year average levels 
adjusted for changes in cash costs. The 
distribution of any payouts to 
participants will be based on each 
producer’s eligible net sales as reported 
to NISA. 


In the event that Program payments are 


greater than the annual contributions 
provided by governments, additional 
contributions will be provided by 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada (up 
to $50 million) and Saskatchewan (up to 
$40 million) from each party’s share of 
the GRIP surplus in the province. 


e Agri-Food Innovation Program: 
designed to support the development of 
emerging primary and value-added 
agriculture sectors by providing 
assistance for research, development and 
infrastructure needs. Activities under 
the Program are intended to facilitate 
transition to a more market driven 
economy for Saskatchewan by 
enhancing the diversification of the 
Agri-Food Industry; supporting research 
and development and encouraging 
Saskatchewan farmers and _ rural 
residents to create economic 
opportunities and jobs. 


Shelterbelt Program: provides tree and 
shrub seedlings and technical assistance to 
landowners on the prairies in order to 
reduce soil erosion, improve snow 
management and support a sustainable level 
of agricultural resource use. It also carries 
out a program to select and improve suitable 
tree species for the prairie climate. The big 
challenge for 1995 and the future will be to 
meet the technical requirements of the 
agro-forestry and wildlife habitat programs 
and to assist in promoting economic 
projects. The Shelterbelt Centre is at Indian 
Head, Saskatchewan. 


Western Grain Transition Payments 
Program (WGTPP): _ is intended to 
provide a one-time transition payment of 
$1.6 billion dollars to land owners

Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and the 
Peace River District and Creston-Wynndel 
areas of B.C. The payment is intended to 
offset the negative impact on land values 
that may result from the termination of long 
standing freight rate subsidies paid under the 
Western Grain Transportation Act and 
which have been capitalized into the value of 
the land. Administration costs for delivery 
of the program are anticipated to be 
$21.2 million over the two year program 
ending in fiscal year 1996-97. 


Western Grains Transportation Reform: 
began in 1995 in order to remove 
inefficiencies and impediments to 
diversification and value-added activities in 
Western grain producing regions as well as 
to meet international trade obligations in a 
more effective manner. Highlights of the 
reform package included: 


@ replacing the annual subsidy to the 
railways with a decoupled one-time 
Crow Benefit payment of $1.6 billion to 
owners of Prairie farm land to partially 
offset the drop in land values resulting 
from termination of long standing 
subsidized freight rates. Such a payment 
would be treated for taxation purposes 
as capital rather than as income which 
increases the value of the payouts to in 
excess of $2.2 billion. The government 


in return will realize annual savings of 
$560.6 million starting in August 1995; 


the basis for eastward grain movements 
for purposes of the Canadian Wheat 
Board pooling, phased in over three 
years, was shifted from Thunder Bay to 
the lower St. Lawrence; 


minimum compensatory rates on canola 
products moving east of Thunder Bay 
will no longer apply; 


measures will be introduced to 
encourage lower rates and efficiency 
improvements; 


a new line of credit for up to $1 billion 
in exports has been extended to non- 
sovereign buyers to ensure that 
Canadian grain producers can compete 
effectively in export markets; and 


a Western Grain Transportation 
Adjustment Fund of $300 million has 
been established to assist in a smooth 
transition and help maximize the 
opportunities from WGTA reform. This 
fund will be used to address specific 
issues such as the impact of a change in 
Canadian Wheat Board pooling point 
and the removal of some branch lines.

1996-1997, on voit que son fonctionnement est assuré par un fonds renouvelable.

Program Overview 


A. Program Introduction 
1. Mandate 


The Agency derives its mandate from Part | of the Government Organization Act, Atlantic Canada 
1987, R.S.,c. G-5.7, otherwise known as the Atlantic Canada Opportunities Agency Act. The Act 
provides ACOA with a broad mandate for economic development in Atlantic Canada. 


ACOA is also responsible for certain programs and services under the /ndustrial and 
Regional Development Act, the Small Business Loans Act, the Special Areas Act and the 
Department of Regional Industrial Expansion Act. 


2; Program Objective 


ACOA is the federal government's agent for economic development in Atlantic Canada. It was 
established in 1987 to strengthen the region's economy by boosting job creation and earned 
income. It works with its partners throughout Atlantic Canada to develop and implement effective 
policies and programs designed to promote business start-ups and expansions, with a particular 
emphasis on small-and medium-sized enterprises. In addition, ACOA is actively involved in the 
development of national policies, to ensure that the interests of the region are taken into full 
consideration. 


The partners involved with ACOA in the development of the Atlantic Canada economy 
include: small-and medium-sized enterprises; provincial governments; municipal governments; 
institutions, such as industrial commissions, business and community associations, and 
universities all of which sustain the environment for economic development. Also included are 
those federal departments whose policies and programs significantly affect the region. 


3. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: For the purposes of this financial document, ACOA's Program is divided into 
two main activities: Development and Corporate Administration. The majority of ACOA's efforts 
towards the attainment of its objectives are accounted for under the Development Activity. The 
Corporate Administration Activity isolates the administrative functions of the Agency from the 
direct program-related business of the organization. 


Development: This Activity is designed to support and promote new opportunities for economic 
development in Atlantic Canada, with particular emphasis on small-and medium-sized 
enterprises, through policy, program and project development and implementation and through 
advocating the interests of Atlantic Canada in national economic policy, program and project 
development and implementation. 


Corporate Administration: This Activity is designed to ensure that ACOA's resources are 
efficiently and effectively managed and, that administrative systems and services are in place to 
support management decisionmaking and enhance managerial accountability and operational 
control. 
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Program Delivery: The Agency pursues its mandate through a number of development 
programs and other initiatives. 


The core programs of the Agency are Business Development (formerly Action) and 
COOPERATION. The Business Development Program provides direct financial assistance to 
small-and medium-sized enterprises and to non-profit organizations for small business support 
activity. In addition, ACOA is the managing partner in Atlantic Canada of the Canada Business 
Service Centres. These centres are located in the provincial capitals and are intended to provide 
entrepreneurs with one-stop shopping and ease of access to information about government 
programs. The Agency is also responsible for the delivery of the Community Futures Program 
in Atlantic Canada. The Program provides development assistance to local communities, training 
and counselling to entrepreneurs as well as providing capital to new or expanding businesses. 
The COOPERATION Program creates partnerships with the provinces and the private sector to 
assist in developing a variety of sectors of the Atlantic economy. 


The Agency is responsible in Atlantic Canada for the delivery of the federal government's 
Canada Infrastructure Works Program. The Agency also has responsibility for assisting 
communities in Atlantic Canada to adjust to sharp changes such as: the closure and/or 
downsizing of Department of National Defence bases; the downturn in the fishery; and the 
termination of ferry service to Prince Edward Island following construction of the Fixed Link. 


Other ACOA activities in the interest of economic growth in Atlantic Canada include: 
program coordination among federal departments; federal-provincial consultation and 
management of the COOPERATION agreements in the four Atlantic provinces; the identification 
of opportunities for small-and medium-sized enterprises in Atlantic Canada; and advocacy at the 
regional and national levels. 


Organization Structure: ACOA's Head Office is in Moncton, New Brunswick. Components of 
Head Office are: the Minister’s Office, the President’s Office, Regional Programming and 
Development, Finance and Corporate Affairs, and Human Resources. 


In each provincial capital of the Atlantic provinces regional Vice-Presidents are 
responsible for the delivery of ACOA programs. In Sydney, Nova Scotia, the Vice-President of 
Enterprise Cape Breton Corporation is responsible for delivery of ACOA programs in Cape 
Breton. Each Vice-President is equipped with Ministerial delegated authorities to approve most 
projects and proposals. 


Through its Ottawa Office, also headed by a Vice-President, ACOA advocates the 
interests of Atlantic Canadians in the development of national policies and programs, including the 
interest of the region's entrepreneurs related to federal procurement. 


ACOA legislation provides for an eight member ACOA Advisory Board. The Board 
represents all areas in Atlantic Canada and includes the President of ACOA as Chairperson. 


In addition to responsibilities for the Atlantic Canada Opportunities Agency, the President 
of ACOA is President of the Enterprise Cape Breton Corporation (ECBC). ECBC is a Crown 
Corporation established by legislation to promote and assist the financing and development of 
industry on the Island of Cape Breton; provide employment outside the coal-producing industry; 
and broaden the base of the economy.

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B. Program Plans and Requirements 
Ae External Factors Influencing the Program 


The economy of Atlantic Canada is expected to record modest growth of 1.2% in 1995, compared 
with an increase of 1.6% in 1994. The Canadian economy is expected to increase by 2.2% in 
1995. Employment growth in the Region is expected to match the national pace. During 1995, 
economic activity in Atlantic Canada has been supported by strong gains in the forestry, mining, 
manufacturing and construction sectors. Weakness continues in the service-producing industries. 
Reductions in the public service and weak growth in income have impacted negatively on 
consumer confidence, and personal consumption continues to be a drag on the economy. 


An important feature of the Atlantic region coming out of the recession over the past two 
years has been the growth in the number of businesses. From June 1993 to June 1995, the 
number of businesses increased by 6.0% in Nova Scotia, 7.8% in New Brunswick, 6.4% in Prince 
Edward Island and 2.5% in Newfoundland. This compares to the national average of 5.2%. 


Between June 1990 and

Moreover, between mid-1994 and 
mid-1995, these firms accounted for 
94% of total net job creation in 
Atlantic Canada, while the national 
rate was 85.6% (see Figure 2, 
opposite).

forecast to experience moderate 
growth in 1996, the outlook for Atlantic Canada is for continued modest expansion. For 1996, 
growth of 1% is forecast for the Atlantic economy, compared to 2.8% for Canada as a whole. 
Strong gains in output in the agriculture, forestry and manufacturing industries will be offset by a 
decline in construction activity and continued weakness in the public sector. Major projects such 
as Hibernia, the frigate program and the Fixed Link are winding down. 


Despite growth in traditional sectors and diversification of the economy into new areas, 
major issues continue to challenge the reduction of disparities between the Atlantic region and the 
rest of Canada. While some improvement has been made, Atlantic Canada’s earned income per 
capita is 75% of the national level and the region’s unemployment rate is still almost four 
percentage points higher than the national rate. Labour market participation rates are still below 
the national level. Low productivity levels, especially in certain manufacturing sectors remain a 
problem. Productivity improvements are being hindered by the slower rate of advanced 
technology adoption and low levels of research and development. A less educated workforce 
especially in rural areas presents challenges to both the private and public sectors. Current 
economic developments such as globalization of trade and rapid technological change require a 
broad range of policies and programs that will contribute to increasing the competitiveness of the 
region. 


The outlook for the region over the next few years will be affected by a decrease in 


spending by all levels of government as expenditure restraint measures are implemented. The 
region, which is highly dependent on federal transfers will have to absorb cuts in transfers to both 
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individuals and provincial governments. Federal transfer payments represent approximately 40% 
of provincial government revenues in the Region. Federal transfers to persons represent 16% of 
personal income in the region. A reduction in personal income will impact negatively on the region 
since a large part of the economy is made up of consumer spending. As well, certain federal 
programs will operate at reduced levels or be eliminated altogether, resulting in a possible impact 
on public sector employment. Program reductions will also cause the private sector to adjust to 
new, lower levels of assistance. 


In Newfoundland, real Gross Domestic Product is expected to increase by 0.6% in 1995, 
compared with 1.3% in 1994. The Province’s mining and forestry sectors, as well as activity 
related to the Hibernia project, are supporting the economy. Service sector growth is weak as a 
result of cuts in government expenditures. 


Real Gross Domestic Product is forecast to decline by 0.8% in 1996 as the Hibernia 
project winds down, adversely affecting the Newfoundland economy. Strong international markets 
for minerals and forestry products are expected to be sustained in 1996. Groundfish stocks 
remain low and fishing activity has moved towards shellfish. Mineral exploration in Labrador is 
providing support to the economy following the discovery of a major copper, nickel and cobalt 
deposit at Voisey Bay. As well, an in-shore oil discovery on the Port au Port Peninsula could 
mean a significant addition to mineral fuels production. A number of high-growth industries such 
as information technologies, aquaculture, adventure tourism and ocean-related industries are 
becoming increasingly important in diversifying of the economy. 


Economic growth in Prince Edward Island has been steady again in 1995, supported by 
the Fixed Link project, a strong tourist season and increased food processing. Potato farmers, 
however, experienced reduced yields after a dry summer and returns will be lower. Real Gross 
Domestic Product is expected to increase by 2.5% in 1995, following 5.0% growth in 1994. 


In 1996, real Gross Domestic Product is forecast to increase by 2.4% in Prince Edward 
Island, with economic activity being led by a strong manufacturing sector buoyed by new potato 
capacity. Building on its strengths, the following areas of potential growth have been identified for 
Prince Edward Island: food processing; manufacturing research (e.g., Food Technology Centre, 
Atlantic Veterinary College); tourism (e.g., package tours and recreation events); and the service 
sector (e.g., regional training centres, geriatric-care infrastructure and resource management). 


The economy of Nova Scotia is expected to register an increase of 1.0% in 1995, with 
growth coming from forest exports, heavy manufacturing and a strong tourist season. However, 
provincial and federal government restraint, particularly in the defence and social services sectors, 
are being felt in the economy. 


For 1996, the economy of Nova Scotia is forecast to grow by 1.1% with continued 
strength in forestry and manufacturing. Health-care services, computer-software manufacturers, 
marine-related instrumentation and biotechnology are a few of the key growth industries that are 
being developed from the knowledge base in the province. 


In New Brunswick, economic growth is expected to be 1.5% in 1995. Key resource-based 
industries, such as mining and pulp and paper, are experiencing strong demand. Investment has 
been strong due to several forest-related projects. 


The New Brunswick economy is forecast to increase by 1.6% in 1996, led by the mining, 


forestry and manufacturing sectors. New Brunswick continues to diversify its economy with the 
establishment of several call centres by major national and international companies. 
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Highlights of Plans for 1996-97 


Entrepreneurship Development (ED) is a top priority for ACOA; new businesses create 
jobs. The Agency will continue to build an environment in which more people launch and 
expand commercial ventures. 


ACOA’s Entrepreneurship Development plans include: developing and implementing, with 
its partners in the provincial government and academic community, entrepreneurship 
education materials; launching a region-wide Young Entrepreneurs Program; media 
activities promoting and supporting entrepreneurship (e.g., Leading Edge and Temps 
daffaires television series) and composing a Business Opportunities Workbook to help 
people who are motivated to start their own business acquire the ideas they need to 
succeed. The Agency also intends to expand the network of existing information 
providers and improve the quality of information provided by establishing a Small 
Business Counsellors Institute and accreditation program. 


Access to Capital and Information, or rather, lack of access are persistent barriers to 
growth. ACOA is committed to breaking down these barriers. 


ACOA’s plans include: establishing investment funds; instituting a seed capital program 
for youth; implementing revised payment procedures whereby successful applicants to 
Agency funding will have their payments processed within 72 hours of properly completing 
their claims; developing streamlined evaluation and monitoring controls. 


Trade is a powerful engine for Atlantic Canada’s economic growth. ACOA will continue to 
pursue its trade strategy through the Business Development Program, bilateral and 
multilateral agreements with the provinces, and partnerships with private sector 
organizations. 


ACOA's trade plans include: leading and co-chairing the federal-provincial pan-Atlantic 
Trade Agreement; completing a comprehensive needs assessment to identify training 
requirements of exporters and pre-exporters in Atlantic Canada; providing trade training 
for 100 small-and medium-sized enterprises; identifying new markets for 50 existing 
exporters; and broadening the base of the region’s exportable products and services. 
The Agency will also assist in: improving and maintaining the World Information Network 
database on Atlantic Canadian exporters and pre-exporters; co-ordinating an integrated 
ACOA/Industry Canada/Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade/Agri-Food 
Canada trade plan for the region; and promoting, through the Atlantic Canada Home 
Program, use of Atlantic Canadian building products in Japan. 


Innovation yields competitiveness and is a foundation of economic well-being. Research 
and development expenditures in Atlantic Canada lag behind the Canadian average. To 
enhance competitiveness, ACOA continues to work with public and private sector groups, 
encouraging more and stronger alliances between the research community and small-and 
medium-sized enterprises. ACOA is also providing direct support to research institutes; 
initiating research to identify strategic sectors in which Atlantic businesses possess 
unique strengths; and creating partnerships with other stakeholders such as the National 
Research Council. 


ACOA's Innovation plans include facilitating more private and public sector links designed 
to boost the productivity and sales of small-and medium-sized enterprises. 
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e Tourism is one of the region’s fastest-growing, most promising industries. Every 
$1 million increase in tourism revenues generates at least ten jobs. ACOA is working with 
its counterparts in The Atlantic Canada Tourism Partnership - provincial governments and 
private companies - to promote the region, improve industry conditions and coordinate 
activities that stimulate growth in tourism. 


ACOA’s Tourism plans include: expanding the Atlantic Canada Tourism Network, creating 
the Atlantic Canada Tourism Quality Council; increasing the numbers of partners in - and 
the amounts they contribute to - cooperative marketing efforts; developing a long-term 
plan, in consultation with partners, for expanding tourism in the region; and conducting a 
multi-partner tourism conference designed to advance the regional strategy for the 
industry’s development through the next few years and into the 21st century. 


e Business Management Practices (BMP) are essential to any company’s success. 
Businesses that follow formal management practices are, on average, 12% more 
productive than those which do not. ACOA has begun building a broadly-based 
partnership to make the most efficient use of business management practices, and 
increase awareness of the benefits accruing from quality management. 


ACOA’s Business Management Practices plans include: increasing business utilization of 
the distance education network; supporting basic skills upgrading in the workforce; 
enhancing management skills of owners and operators; educating Atlantic Canadian 
businesses about the correlation between small-and medium-sized enterprise success 
and Business Management Practices; and increasing the number of firms using quality 
management and the number of firms qualifying for International Standards Organization 
(ISO) certification. 


® Federal-Provincial Cooperation improves the environment for economic growth in 
Atlantic Canada. ACOA will work, through COOPERATION Agreements, with all levels of 
government, the private sector and institutions. 


ACOA’s Federal-Provincial Cooperation plans include: consolidating existing federal- 
provincial agreements into one broadly-based agreement for each of the four Atlantic 
provinces. This simplification will enable ACOA and the provinces to focus increasingly 
scarce resources on high-priority activities; better coordinate the delivery of programs; 
and reduce overlaps and duplications among programs. The Agency will also emphasize 
the importance of multi-lateral agreements where sensible and appropriate. 


e Canada Infrastructure Works Program rebuilds municipal infrastructure, creating jobs. 
Under this program, total investment in Atlantic Canada is $540 million ($180 million each 
from federal, provincial and municipal sources). ACOA will coordinate the completion of 
projects, program wind down and evaluation of results in Atlantic Canada over the next 
several years. 


e Adjustment helps communities respond to major, sudden downturns in local economic 
conditions. ACOA has the resources and processes to assist, on behalf of the federal 
government, communities in Atlantic Canada. 


ACOA’s adjustment plans include: enabling communities affected by Department of 
National Defence base closures to deal with the economic impact of the closures; and, 
through the Community Economic Development component of The Atlantic Groundfish 
Strategy (TAGS), enabling communities affected by the shutdown of the Atlantic 
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groundfish industry create long-term employment opportunities. The Long-Term 
Economic Development component of The Atlantic Groundfish Strategy is designed to 
develop sustainable jobs and increased earned incomes, particularly for workers 
displaced by closures in the groundfish industry and to improve the competitiveness of the 
targeted sectors. The Borden/Cape Tormentine Redevelopment Initiative is designed to 
promote economic activity in the two areas to offset the negative effect of the termination 
of the ferry service. 


Over the period 1996-97 to 1998-99, ACOA expects an additional 4,100 jobs through its 
Adjustment activities. 


Community Economic Development (CED) recognizes the importance of favourable 
economic conditions in the communities in which individual businesses operate and grow. 
ACOA is responsible for the Community Futures Program and Community Business 
Development Corporations in Atlantic Canada. 


ACOA's community economic development plans include: working with the provinces and 
communities to create linkages between community development organizations to 
achieve a more effective approach to business and economic development in local areas 
and improve service to small business while reducing overlap and costs; working with 
local organizations to contribute to job growth. 


Advocacy and Coordination constitute a broad range of programs and activities 
designed to promote the interests of Atlantic Canada’s small-and medium-sized 
enterprises both at home, elsewhere in Canada and abroad; and coordinate the delivery 
of federal government contributions to the economic well-being of the region. ACOA’s 
advocacy and coordination roles will be accorded higher priority. 


ACOA's plans include: increasing awareness among other departments of the federal 
government of Atlantic Canadian interests, capabilities and successes - thereby 
increasing job creation opportunities, minimizing negative effects and ensuring timely 
consideration by Cabinet of Atlantic Canadian interests. The Agency’s procurement 
advocacy will continue to identify industrial and regional benefit opportunities; work with 
industry and the Canadian Space Agency to increase the number of contracts available to 
firms in the region; and help contribute 900 jobs by 1998-99. The Agency’s coordination 
activities will include implementing a Memorandum of Understanding with the National 
Research Council to improve the region’s access to the Council’s expertise in a variety of 
fields; work with the Business Development Bank to increase the region’s access to 
investment capital and management development services. As well, ACOA will continue 
to provide a forum for academic round tables on such topics as local economic 
development; complete a major study on the criteria for business and investment location; 
strengthen links with other regional development organizations; provide detailed research, 
when needed, to support program development and implementation; and assess and 
analyse the long-term effects on economic development of specific policies.

Objective: 


To support and promote new opportunities for economic development in Atlantic Canada, 
with particular emphasis on small-and medium-sized enterprises, through policy, program 
and project development and implementation and through advocating the interests of 
Atlantic Canada in national economic policy, program and project development and 
implementation. 


2. Description: 
This Activity includes the Agency's program policy, planning and delivery functions directly 
related to the mandate of the organization. The Activity is divided into six sub-activities: 
Action/Business Development, COOPERATION, Advocacy and Coordination, Special 
Programs, Pan-Atlantic Development, and Program Administration. These sub-activities 
delineate the nature of the Agency's business.

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4. Performance Information 


ACOA program activity is guided by the specific direction of the government. This guidance yields 
the following general approach to fostering economic growth: 


° placing priority on economic development leadership, advocacy, federal-provincial 
harmonization and business development; 

° folding direct business assistance into a single program with increased use of 
repayable contributions; 

. moving toward region-wide initiatives and fewer federal-provincial agreements; 
and 

° improving the efficiency with which programs are delivered. 


The development activity is focused on job creation and increased economic wealth 
through the establishment and expansion of small-and medium-sized enterprises, through 
advocacy in national economic policy and through coordination of regional economic policy. 


ACOA focuses on small-and medium-sized enterprises because they are the most 
effective job creators in Atlantic Canada. Over the last ten years, 90% of all new jobs were 
created by small-and medium-sized enterprise and more than 60% from new start-ups. 


ACOA’s day-to-day activity in that overall approach is guided by the strategic priorities of: 


° Entrepreneurship Development 

e Access to Capital and Information 
° Trade 

. Innovation and Technology 

° Tourism 


Business Management Practices 
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Entrepreneurship Development 


Entrepreneurship is a vital element of the long-term approach to job creation and wealth 
generation. This is because: 


business start-ups create jobs (more than 60% of new jobs in the region annually 
are created by new ventures; an average of 1.7 jobs are created when a new 
business starts up); 


there is a positive correlation between exposure to entrepreneurship education 
and the probability of starting a business; and 


there is a positive correlation between access to business support services and 
small business start-up, survival and growth rates. 


Therefore, ACOA has been implementing and will continue to implement a 
comprehensive entrepreneurship development plan (using the Business Development Program, 
cooperation with provincial governments and private sector partners such as universities) which 


includes: 


increasing the motivation of the region’s people to start a business (e.g., Leading 
Edge and Temps d'affaires television series); 


increasing opportunities for people to learn about entrepreneurship (e.g., 
partnerships with the education community to develop and teach 
entrepreneurship courses in schools); 


increasing access to quality training, counselling, advisory and information 
services at the local level (e.g., support for small business centres, Certificate in 
Small Business Counselling program); and 


researching barriers to entrepreneurship and needs of entrepreneurs (e.g., youth, 
Francophone and women entrepreneurs, home-based business, State of Small 
Business report).

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° 500 students started summer businesses with ACOA support in 1995; 


° more than 20,000 people received business counselling from ACOA-supported 
agencies during 1994-95; and 


° the Atlantic Canada self-employment rate increased 6.8% between August 1994 
and August 1995, compared to 1.6% nationally. 


ACOA will continue to pursue job creation and wealth generation in Atlantic Canada 
through Entrepreneurship Development by leading such activity as: 


° piloting the development and implementation of K-6 (Kindergarten to Grade 6) 
entrepreneurship education materials; 

° launching a region-wide Young Entrepreneurs’ Program, 

° partnering with the Province of Nova Scotia to create a Centre for 
Entrepreneurship Education and Development; 

° implementing the Small Business Counsellors program, 

° developing a Youth Ventures Initiative in Newfoundland; 

° strengthening coordination efforts among entrepreneurship development 


partners; and 


° developing a Business Opportunities Workbook to meet the needs of people who 
want to start businesses, but not knowing where to find ideas. 


Access to Capital and Information 


The start-up and expansion of small-and medium-sized enterprises are effective ways to create 
jobs and increase earned incomes. Among the greatest barriers to the start-up and expansion of 
small-and medium-sized enterprises in Atlantic Canada is inaccessibility of capital and 
information. ACOA activity - through its Business Development Program, cooperation with the 
provinces and private sector partners - is geared to breaking down those barriers. 


ACOA is taking a structured approach to identifying and then dealing with the most critical 
gaps in capital and information availability. One of the most critical gaps is for intangible 
investments such as development of new technology, software, prototypes, staff training, trade 
development and quality measures. This type of investment does not generally meet the security 
and risk requirements of banks or size requirements of venture capital firms. 


Therefore, ACOA activity includes: 


° making interest-free, unsecured loans, with special emphasis on assistance for 
the intangible projects critical to competitiveness; 


° encouraging conventional lenders to increase their investment activity in these 
areas; 
° encouraging the formation of investment funds to leverage capital from others 


(e.g., Atlantic Investment Fund); 
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leading the creation of an efficient, client oriented business information network 
(in partnership with other federal government departments, provinces and local 
economic development entities) centred on the Canada Business Service 
Centres and local amalgamations of business support organizations; and 


entering into formal understandings on ways to work together with such partners 
as the Business Development Bank of Canada.

over 4,500 inquiries per month are being handled by the Canada Business 
Service Centres (50% relating to new business start-ups); and 


16 different organizations joined the Canada Business Service Centre network to 
provide a single point of contact. 


ACOA will continue to address access to capital and information issues in a variety of 
ways, Often with private sector partners, such as: 


instituting a seed capital program targeted for youth; 
establishing investment funds; 
expanding the network of information providers (to include such organizations as 


regional economic development commissions), the amount of information that will 
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be available to clients (by database integration with other partners who have 
useful information) and improving the skills of information providers (by building 
on the establishment of a Small Business Counsellors Institute and accreditation 
program); 


° revising payment procedures giving effect to the Agency's desire to make 
program operations more responsive, streamlined and efficient. The need for 
bridge financing by the applicant will be eliminated and payments will be 
disbursed within three days of a properly completed claim; 


° developing a streamlined application and evaluation process as well as a 
simplified monitoring and control process; and 


° the target for the Business Development Program (BDP) activity is to contribute to 
an additional 13,500 jobs over the period 1996-97 to 1998-99. 


Trade 


Increased trade is particularly important to the Atlantic economy because the overall economy is 
small. Exports comprise only 21% of regional Gross Domestic Product (versus 35% for Canada). 


The ACOA Atlantic trade strategy is pursued through the Business Development 
Program, agreements with the provinces (both bilateral and multilateral) and partnerships with 
private sector organizations and groups. Some specific examples of ACOA activity in this area 
are: 


° within the national trade strategy, fostering a cohesive approach to Atlantic trade 
development (e.g., International Business Development agreement with Industry 
Canada and Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade and the 
provinces); 


° promoting Atlantic exports through incoming missions of foreign trade 
commissioners (delegations from China, Israel, Russia); and 


° developing a training strategy for small-and medium-sized enterprises (Needs 
Assessment, New Exporters Training and Counselling Program and Forum on 
International Trade Training) as well as to those providing assistance to 
small-and medium-sized enterprises ( industrial commissioners, Department of 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade, Agri-food, and provincial officials). 


These activities have contributed to the creation of over 15,000 jobs in Atlantic Canada in 
the last three years through increased export activity. 


Other results are: 


° sixty Atlantic small-and medium-sized enterprises are currently following 
structured training to become exporters; and 


° joint program delivery process has been developed with the Province of 
New Brunswick. 
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During 1996-97 and subsequent years, ACOA, in partnership with other government 
departments and the private sector, will: 


complete a comprehensive Trade Training Needs Assessment which identifies 
training requirements for all Atlantic Canada exporters and pre-exporters; 


provide trade training to 100 Atlantic Canada small-and medium-sized enterprises 
per year; 


promote, through the Atlantic Canada Home Program, use of Atlantic Canada 
building products and plans to build model homes for the Japan market and 
involve 25 Atlantic companies in five trade shows in Japan; 


modernize the World Information Network database on Atlantic Canada exporters 
and pre-exporters; 


help to identify new markets for 50 existing exporters, increase export sales, 
increase the diversity of the export base and markets, and fully harmonize the 
planning and delivery of federal trade programming; and 


coordinate the implementation of an integrated ACOA/Industry Canada/ 
Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade/Agri-Food Canada trade 
plan for the Atlantic provinces. 


Innovation and Technology 


Industrial innovation is a major ingredient in productivity and competitiveness and a foundation of 
sustained wealth creation. Research and development expenditures and infrastructure in Atlantic 
Canada lag behind Canada as a whole. 


To help remedy that situation, ACOA is: 


fostering and coordinating the work of public and private sector advisory groups 
to encourage greater research and small-and medium-sized enterprises 
alliances; 


providing direct support to research institutes such as the Centre for Cold Ocean 
Resources and Engineering (CCORE); 


initiating research to determine strategic sectors where Atlantic small-and 
medium-sized enterprises have unique, competitive strengths and emerging 
opportunities (e.g., geomatics, pharmaceuticals, space, aquaculture, ocean 
industries); and 


creating partnerships with other stakeholders (e.g., National Research Council). 
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Such initiatives have yielded a positive beginning to the efficient commercialization of 
technology in Atlantic Canada. An excellent example is the geomatics sector which has 
experienced major growth in employment between 1989 and 1993 (55.6% increase) and an 
average annual increase in revenues of 16.3%. 


Research and development partnerships have been established through: 


° an ACOA-National Research Council Memorandum of Understanding and Action 
Plan which strengthens linkages; and 


° a Memorandum of Understanding with Canada-lsrael Industrial Research and 
Development Foundation which provides for the two organizations to cost-share 
innovation partnerships between Atlantic Canadian and Israeli firms. 


Commercialization of technology has been accelerated through research and private 
sector linkages involving key Atlantic universities and research institutes. An Atlantic workshop 
for universities, research institutes and the private sector was conducted, focussing on the 
linkages for commercialization of technology and identifying follow-up to be undertaken by both 
the public and private sector. 


During 1996-97, ACOA will continue to: 


. aid technology development and diffusion, establish new pan-Atlantic 
partnerships to support innovation financing and develop strategic sectors in 
which the Atlantic region has strength and which are crucial to the 
competitiveness and growth of the Atlantic economy; and 


° target increased private and public linkages in the area of research and 
development and new equipment. These linkages are expected to increase the 
productivity and sales of small-and medium-sized enterprises in strategic sectors. 


Tourism 


Tourism is one of the fastest growing industries in the world and is an effective job creator. Every 
$1 million increase in tourism revenues creates at least ten jobs. 


ACOA is working with provincial and industry partners to maximize the economic growth 
and job creation potential of this sector. The principal vehicle for doing this is the Atlantic Canada 
Tourism Partnership (an ACOA initiative, created in 1993). The results to date include: 


° over the past four years, an increase from 10 to 66 in the number of private 
sector participants in a combined marketing campaign; 


° over the last two years, a 200% increase in the number of enquiries generated by 
the marketing campaign; and 


e since 1991, a fourfold increase in the number of tourist accommodations graded 
on quality. 
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In 1996-97, ACOA intends to continue coordinating the marketing, research, 
development, educational and training efforts for tourism in the region. Specific emphasis will be 
placed on: 


° the expansion of the Atlantic Canada Tourism Network, whose pilot project has 
already generated significant savings for such partners as the Tourist Industry 
Association of Nova Scotia; 


° the creation of an Atlantic Canada Tourism Quality Council; 


° increasing the number and dollar contribution of partners in cooperative 
marketing; and 


° conducting and leading the follow-up on a multi-partner tourism conference which 
will advance the regional strategy for taking Atlantic Canadian tourism into the 
21st century. 


Business Management Practices 


Business Management Practices is a strategic priority for ACOA because enterprises that follow a 
formal business management practices process are 12% more productive than those that don't. 
Atlantic Canadian manufacturing productivity is low within Canada and Canada’s productivity is 
low by world standards. Hence, there is great potential for improved productivity, which will in turn 
lead to increased competitiveness, job creation and earned income. 


To take advantage of the economic growth potential, ACOA is in the early stages of 
building a broadly based partnership (similar to the Atlantic Canada Tourism Partnership) which 
will strive to make most efficient use of Business Management Practices resources in government 
and industry, increase awareness of the benefits of quality practices and coordinate support to 
firms that wish to improve their productivity. 


Specific activities which will be pursued include: 
. promoting increased use of the distance education network; 


° supporting basic skills upgrading programs for the workforce [e.g., literacy, 
numeracy and General Educational Development (GED)}; 


° enhancing the skills of business owners and managers. (thus far ACOA has 
helped 59 companies institute a formal Quality Management Process and 179 
companies implement a human resource development program); 


. researching and educating Atlantic Canadian businesses on the correlation 
between small-and medium-sized enterprises success and Business 
Management Practices; and 


° raising the use of Quality Management Practices by Atlantic small-and 
medium-sized enterprises and the rate of International Standard Organization 
Certification to at least national levels. 


Whereas firms that are high or medium users of Quality Management Practices create 
jobs at almost twice the rate of others, ACOA activity in 1996-97 and future years will include a 
focus on increasing the number of globally-competitive International Standards Organization 
certified small-and medium-sized enterprises and increasing the use of Quality Management 
Practices in Atlantic companies. 
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Within the Development Activity, there are five distinct components which help to define 
overall ACOA activity: 


Federal-Provincial COOPERATION 


Regional economic development is a joint responsibility of Canada and the provinces under 
section 36 of the Constitution Act. Federal-provincial COOPERATION in economic development 
is an important part of ACOA activity because it is necessary to improve the environment for 
economic growth in Atlantic Canada through cooperation with all levels of government, the private 
sector and institutions. 


Since inception, ACOA has concluded with provincial governments 75 bilateral and seven 
multilateral cost-shared agreements in such areas as entrepreneurship, innovation and 
technology, human resource development, marketing, trade and the environment. At present, 
there are 26 bilaterals. 


These agreements which focus the Atlantic federal-provincial partnership primarily on the 
six strategic priorities described above, are generating: 


° an increase in real Gross Domestic Product of 5.8 times investments 
(federal-provincial investment $1.3 billion over the ten year period, 1989 to 1999, 
will increase Atlantic real Gross Domestic Product by $7.8 billion); 


° employment reaching 31,000 person-years of work at peak year (1998), through 
the 21,000 projects assisted; 

° a 1% unemployment rate reduction; and 

° $1.8 billion increase in tax revenues compared with $1.3 billion federal/provincial 


investment over the ten year period, 1989 to 1999. 


ACOA’s aim is to further consolidate existing agreements into one broadly-based 
agreement for each province. This consolidation will permit ACOA and the four provinces to focus 
scarcer resources on highest priority initiatives, simplify administration and improve coordination 
of all federal-provincial programs and improve service to clients by reducing overlap and 
duplication amongst programs. The Agency also will place increased emphasis on multilateral 
agreements, where it makes economic sense to do so. The Pan-Atlantic International Business 
Development Agreement (ACOA with Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade, 
Industry Canada and the four provinces) and the Atlantic Canada Tourism Partnership (ACOA 
with the four provinces and four industry associations) are successes which will serve as models 
upon which to grow. 


For the 1996-97 to 1998-99 period, the target for additional jobs for the COOPERATION 
Program is 3,800. 
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Canada Infrastructure Works Program (CIWP) 


Using the ACOA COOPERATION Program as a model, the Canada Infrastructure Works 
Program is being delivered on behalf of the federal government by the regional development 
agencies. The purpose of the Canada Infrastructure Works Program is to renew municipal 
infrastructure, create jobs, improve the environment and enhance Canada’s competitiveness 
while accelerating economic recovery. 


Under this program: 


total investment in Atlantic Canada will be more than $540 million (federal, 
provincial and municipal - $180 million each); and 


sample projects include: in New Brunswick, a $12 million electronic linkage of all 
schools giving access to SCHOOLNET, NBNET and potentially, INTERNET; and 
the Charlottetown arterial road. 


Within the Atlantic region, the Canada Infrastructure Works Program has achieved 
important results from inception to November 30, 1995, including: 


879 projects creating 8,621 person-years of employment; 


improved infrastructure, of which 61.4% of the funds are for water and sewer, 
14.3% for transportation, 21.0% for community-based projects and 3.3% for 
high-technology projects; 


a tangible, highly

ACOA will coordinate the completion, wind down and Atlantic Canadian evaluation of the 
Canada Infrastructure Works Program in 1996-97 and subsequent years. 
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Adjustment 


ACOA’s activities focus on helping communities adjust to major changes in local economic 
conditions. ACOA maintains the delivery processes to act for the Government in Atlantic 
Canada. The Agency makes full use of its coordination, policy and advocacy mandates to help 
bring about positive adjustment for affected communities and provinces. 


These adjustment initiatives are: 


° Base closures - following the announcement of the closure of five military 
installations in Atlantic Canada, and the reductions of two others, ACOA was 
given a lead role in working closely with other federal departments, provincial 
governments and the affected communities to ensure that adequate adjustment 
measures were put in place. ACOA is responsible for the administration of a fund 
earmarked for economic adjustment in Atlantic Canadian communities affected 
by Department of National Defence changes. Administration of the program will 
be carried out by the Agency through local private-sector development groups. 


° The Atlantic Groundfish Strategy (TAGS)-Community Economic 
Development (CED) priority is to assist communities affected by closure of the 
groundfish fishery to lever development project investments and to develop 
long-term employment opportunities for displaced fishers. The Community 
Economic Development component will be used to build regional strengths and 
opportunities through the regional economic development authorities more 
particularly affected by the fishery closure in Nova Scotia and the Regional 
Development Boards in Newfoundland. In Prince Edward Island, the funding will 
cover part of the strategic infrastructure development costs in the Souris Food 
Park which will permit the establishment of other value-added food processing 
firms in that location. In New Brunswick, the program will be implemented 
through the Canada/New Brunswick COOPERATION Agreement on Economic 
Diversification. All The Atlantic Groundfish Strategy-Community Economic 
Development initiatives will be delivered through federal-provincial agreements. 


The main objective of this initiative is to develop long-term employment 
opportunities for displaced fishers. 


° The Atlantic Groundfish Strategy-Long-term Economic Development 
Initiative will implement measures to promote long-term, self-sustaining 
economic activity. The objectives of the initiative are: 

- the development of sustainable jobs and increased earned incomes, 
particularly for workers displaced by closures in the groundfish industry; 
and 

- the improvement in competitiveness of the targeted sectors. 


° The Borden and Cape Tormentine Redevelopment Initiative is a three-year 
$15 million initiative directed to two areas: 


1) The Borden Area of Prince Edward Island; and 


2) The Cape Tormentine Area of New Brunswick. 
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° ACOA chairs the socio-economic committee on the Fixed Link project, and is 
monitoring activity to ensure that benefits to the region are maximized. Currently, 
about 800 people are employed on the construction site, and total person-years 
of employment is forecast at 5,000 which represents long-term equivalent 
employment of 1,000. 


The initiatives under Adjustment are expected to result in an additional 4,100 jobs over 
the period of 1996-97 to 1998-99. 


Community Economic Development 


In Creating Opportunity, (commonly referred to as the “Red Book”) it states that regional 
development policies need to be adapted to the demands of communities in the 1990s because 
the investment decisions of businesses hinge on conditions in the communities in which they are 
located. Budget ‘95 transferred responsibility for the Community Futures Program and 
Community Business Development Corporations in Atlantic Canada to ACOA. 


ACOA is developing a five-year plan for Community Futures to complement activities of 
existing community economic development organizations. 


The focus of ACOA’s community economic development initiatives is to help communities 
build the capacity and confidence to identify and coordinate the implementation of priorities for 
economic development in their regions. ACOA will partner with communities in the design of 
ACOA programs and in ensuring that all government policies meet local needs. Community 
economic development is one important mechanism to encourage the private sector to take more 
of a leadership role in implementing initiatives to support small-and medium-sized enterprises. 


Community organizations will be supported to provide services to small business which 
complement the Agency’s business development role. These services will focus on the provision 
of information, advice, training and counselling to assist entrepreneurs and local small business to 
grow their enterprises and access government support programs. With their intimate knowledge 
of business conditions in their communities, community economic development organizations are 
well placed to deliver programs for small business. 


In 1996-97, ACOA will focus on the following objectives: 


. ACOA will continue working with the provinces and communities to create 
linkages between community development organizations and to achieve a more 
effective approach to business and economic development in local areas and 
improve service to small business organizations while reducing overlap and 
costs. 


° Creation of “Permanent Jobs”. Community economic development has proven to 


be a cost-effective means of job creation. The target for the period of 1996-97 to 
1998-99 is 3,600 jobs. 
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Advocacy and Coordination 
Under the research and policy development umbrella, the Agency: 


° monitored the environment (growth, employment, investments in industrial 
sectors, attitudes, concerns, confidence levels, etc.) of Atlantic Canada. To this 
end, ACOA cooperated with Atlantic-based associations and research groups and 
other federal departments. It made this information available to the federal and 
provincial governments and the private sector; and 


° launched its academic round tables. These are small conferences designed to 
provide ACOA with the views of academics and provincial governments 
representatives in the region. The first two round tables addressed community 
economic development and science and technology issues. This information is 
complemented by insights from other links at the community level and used by 
ACOA in adapting its programs to the needs of the region. 


In its advocacy role ACOA advocated on behalf of suppliers in Atlantic Canada. For 
example: 


° COM DEV Atlantic in Moncton won a competitive contract for $4.2 million to 
produce a space science instrument, a Thermal Plasma Analyser, that detects 
highly energized particles in the upper atmosphere; 


° IMP in Amherst, Nova Scotia won a $3.3 million contract from Bell Textron 
Canada Ltd., to produce horizontal stabilizer and tail booms for the Utility Tactical 
Transport Helicopter for National Defence; and 


° over the last year and a half, the total value of industrial regional benefit related 
commitment in the Atlantic region reached over $117.0 million. These contracts 
will result in the creation of 1,400 person-years of work or 280 jobs as the 
commitments are realized. 


In support of the Agency’s core business, ACOA will undertake a number of initiatives 
under its Advocacy role, to: 


° present and promote Atlantic regional interests and strategic priorities to other 
government departments; and 


° provide policy advice and Secretariat support to the Minister with respect to his 
Cabinet Committee responsibilities. 


While advocacy of the interests of the Atlantic region in the development and 
implementation of national policies and programs is not new to ACOA, it will be accorded a higher 
priority than in the past and will focus on: 


. increased awareness by other federal departments and agencies of Atlantic 
regional interests in their programs, policies and projects, so that: 


- job creation opportunities are maximized; and 


- negative effects are minimized. 
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Atlantic interests are considered on a timely basis by Cabinet, supported by a 
solid analysis of Atlantic Regional job creation impacts. 


The objective of ACOA's procurement strategy is to increase long term economic activity 
in Atlantic Canada and to help successful companies leverage federal contracts into non- 
government markets. For the next few years, this will be a major undertaking as the federal 
government's deficit reduction measures are pursued and spending on major projects is reduced. 
ACOA's procurement focus will thus require cooperative efforts with other federal departments. 


ACOA will: 


continue to identify industrial and regional benefit opportunities related to major 
federal procurements; 


work with Atlantic industry and the Canadian Space Agency in their efforts to 
increase the number of space contracts available to firms in Atlantic Canada; 


promote the capabilities of Atlantic businesses against specific government 
contract opportunities for which they are qualified, especially in the space, high 
technology and international development sectors; and 


work to ensure that the collective interests of Atlantic firms are taken into 
consideration in the development and implementation of federal procurement and 
industrial and regional benefit policies. 


Expected outcomes of ACOA's procurement advocacy: 


an additional 900 jobs over the period of 1996-97 to 1998-99. ACOA’s success in 
meeting this goal depends on the ability of federal departments to proceed with 
their planned purchases of capital equipment; 


greater understanding of Atlantic supplier capabilities among purchasing 
departments; 


increased awareness by suppliers of upcoming federal contract opportunities; 
and 


federal procurement and industrial benefit policies and programs that promote the 
fair and open access to Atlantic firms. 


An increasingly essential priority for the Agency is the effective coordination of the overall 
federal government contribution to the economic well being of the region. Partnerships with 
provincial governments to coordinate federal and provincial activities in support of Atlantic 
economic development are a key component of the Agency’s development strategy. At the core 
of this approach is the ACOA led federal-provincial Harmonization Committee of Deputy Ministers 
which is a forum for discussing and prioritizing the region’s economic development issues and 
identifying priority areas for cooperation and coordination. 
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In 1996-97, in support of Agency economic research and policy development priorities, 


ACOA will: 


continue monitoring the environment for economic development and provide a 
forum for academic round tables on such topics as demographic trends and local 
economic development; 


complete a major study on determinants of investment location. Factors such as 
taxation levels, transportation facilities, labour availability, industrial activity, etc., 
influence firms in deciding where to invest and locate. This study will provide 
investors with comparative information on various locations to guide their 
investment decisions; 


strengthen its links to other organizations working in the field of regional 
development. In particular, it will act as the Canadian federal representative to 
the international Paris-based Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) in matters of regional economic development; 


provide tailored research on a demand basis to support program development 
and implementation; and 


assess and analyse the cumulative and cross-impacts of policy decisions and of 
trends affecting economic development, in terms of problems or opportunities 
which may arise and on which ACOA could act. 


Figure 9 below summarizes the expected additional jobs over the period of 1996-97 to 
1998-99. These numbers reflect adjustments for the actual success rate of projects, 
incrementality and the impact of indirect jobs. These adjustments are based on previous 
evaluations and program experience.

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4. Performance Information 


ACOA is continuously seeking ways to reduce its overhead. New and innovative ways of 
performing tasks or functions are always being sought which, while saving money, contribute to 
increased efficiency and effectiveness. The following achievements have been realized to date or 
are planned for the future: 


The Human Resources Management Framework was approved in 1994-95. Six 
working groups were established to address key components emanating from the 
Framework: the Awards Program, the Assignment Program, the Career Planning 
Program, Corporate Culture, Performance Review and the Work & Family Life 
Program. 


During 1995-96, the recommendations of the six working groups established 
under the Framework were implemented and the last three key components were 
addressed with the establishment of three new working groups to deal with: 
Training and Development, Resourcing, and Internal Communications. 


The recommendations of these three remaining working groups will be 
implemented during 1996-97. 


The Agency began a major effort to renew its commitment to service quality and 
continuous improvements. Among the major activities is the development of 
operational standards, including cost/volume performance indicators. The aim of 
highest quality service and product delivery is in line with the Government's 
Service Quality Declaration Initiative. 


Efforts to upgrade and improve electronic network efficiency and effectiveness 
continued. ACOA is working towards electronic interconnectivity with clients and 
other organizations involved in economic development as a basic component of 
streamlining government operations. Improved tools and training for informatics 
users across the Agency continue as a top priority - both in support of and as an 
integral component of ACOA's product line. 


Audit processes were streamlined in fiscal year 1994-95, with increased 
emphasis placed on improvements resulting from the process. The turnaround 
time on audit assignment reports has been reduced by half. 


Evaluation of the results of the Locally Shared Support Services Pay & Benefits 
pilot project are expected by the end of 1995-96. 


During 1995-96 the Agency undertook a major review of a number of key 
components of its corporate services function. Specifically, the areas reviewed 
were Compliance & Payments, Informatics and Finance and Administration. The 
review was initiated to identify ways to deliver corporate services more effectively, 
efficiently and economically thereby achieving savings which can be reallocated 
to program areas related to repayability and increased marketing and monitoring 
of programs and projects. 
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The results of the review were as follows: 


- The implementation of a streamlined payment process consistent with 
the repayability policy resulting in a reduction in the number of payment 
staff required. 


- A review of the information technology function resulted in a streamlining 
of information technology management and services. It’s implementation 
is expected to result in an approximate 50% reduction in human 
resources thereby achieving a saving of approximately $2 million per 
year. ACOA’s information technology management principles are: 


1 Business focus for information technology development and 
change. 
2 Corporate approach to Network management, user help, training, 


security and data management. 


- In 1996-97, ACOA will be investigating potential sharing opportunities for 
it's Network with related business development entities. 


° The Agency will be seeking recognition of the fact that in order to effectively 
deliver its programming to clients, the Agency must expend both operating as well 
as grant and contribution funds. Authority will be sought for approval of a 
“Program Expenditures” vote which would contain both operating and grant and 
contribution funds related to programs. This additional flexibility will significantly 
contribute to more efficient and effective use of resources.

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Section I 
Program Overview 


A. Plans for 1996-97 and Recent Performance 
1. Highlights 


The major highlights of recent performance and plans for 1996-97 are 
summarized below: 


e The serious deficiencies in the 50 year old Atomic Energy 
Control Act have been widely recognized. Extensive preparatory 
work and consultation has taken place and new legislation could 
be ready for consideration early in 1996. 


e The Atomic Energy Control Regulations specify the maximum 
radiation exposure levels to which atomic radiation workers and 
members of the public can be exposed. New regulations have been 
developed which generally follow new international 
recommendations. The new regulations have gone through an 
extensive public consultation process and are expected to be 
published in Part I of the Canada Gazette early in 1996. 


e Canada was one of the first countries to sign the Treaty on the 
Non-Proliferation of Nuclear Weapons. Since then, the AECB has 
worked closely with Foreign Affairs and International Trade 
(FAIT), and with the International Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA), 
in the implementation of the provisions of that Treaty. During 
1995-96, the AECB and the IAEA continued with trials of new 
procedures aimed at strengthening the IAEA safeguards system. 
The AECB actively participated on the Canadian delegation which 
contributed significantly to the decision in May by the States 
Party to extend the Treaty indefinitely. This decision is a 
major and historic one not only for arms control and disarmament 
but also for maintaining the foundation for peaceful nuclear 
trade and cooperation. 


e Following the unsuccessful challenge of the Nuclear Liability 
Act (NLA) by Energy Probe and others, an appeal was launched. 
Discussions between the parties on the issue of costs is 
expected to lead to the withdrawal of the appeal early in 1996. 
A review of the NLA is underway with the intention of coming 
forward with proposed revisions in 1997. 


e As part of Canada’s aid to the countries affected by the 
disintegration of the former Soviet Union, the AECB has offered 
training to nuclear regulators in those countries. In addition, 
training for regulators is also offered to countries which have 
bought or have shown significant interest in buying Canadian 
nuclear technology. This program will be continued in 1996-97. 


e The AECB is devoting increasing resources to the support of the 
environmental review process. The implementation of the 
Canadian Environmental Assessment Act (CEAA) and in particular, 
participation in Panel reviews is consuming significantly more 
technical resources than had been forecast. In 1996, the AECB 
will support panels considering the Decommissioning of Elliot 
Lake Uranium Mines, the High Level Waste Management concept, and 
several new uranium mines in Saskatchewan. (See p.13) 
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The AECB has signed a contract with Atomic Energy of Canada 
Limited (AECL) to review the latest design of CANDU and to give 
a formal opinion to AECL on whether there appears to be any 
major impediments to its being licensable in Canada. AECL hopes 
to build the first CANDU 9 in Korea. The full cost of this 
activity is being recovered from AECL. (See p. 14) 


The AECB and Human Resources Development Canada (HRDC) have 
commenced discussions with the Province of Saskatchewan to 
attempt to reach agreement on a mechanism to transfer the 
responsibility for regulating conventional health and safety in 
Saskatchewan uranium mines from HRDC to AECB, and for the 
Province of Saskatchewan to administer the regulatory program. 


Canada has assumed a lead role in the development of an 
international convention on radioactive waste management with a 
member of AECB staff leading the Canadian delegation. 


In August, 1995 the AECB began a major Project aimed at 
providing detailed recommendations for improvements in the 
institution's regulatory and management practices. The Project 
is to be completed and all recommendations submitted for 
executive consideration and approval by June 96. Once the 
recommendations are approved, the work to implement them and 
establish the improvements will commence. The Project will make 
an important contribution to the establishment of a sound long- 
term strategic plan for the AECB and will help it to operate in 
an up-to-date, business-like manner for the long-term.

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B. Background 
lke Introduction 


The AECB mission is to ensure that the use of nuclear energy in Canada 
does not pose undue risk to health, safety, security and the 
environment. The AECB achieves its mission through a comprehensive 
licensing system that covers all aspects of nuclear facilities, 
prescribed substances and equipment, including the certification of 
domestic and foreign transport package designs. The licensing system is 
administered so that the concerns and responsibilities of federal and 
provincial government departments in such areas as health, environment, 
transport and labour are taken into account when licences are issued by 
the AECB. 


This mission also extends to the control of the import and export 
of prescribed substances, equipment and technology, and it involves 
Canadian participation in the activities of the International Atomic 
Energy Agency and compliance with the requirements of the Treaty on the 
Non-Proliferation of Nuclear Weapons for the application of nuclear 
safeguards in Canada. It covers both the domestic and international 
security of nuclear materials and technology. 


‘Zie Mandate 


The AECB was established in 1946, by the Atomic Energy Control Act (AEC 
Act), R.S.C. 1985, c.A-16. It is a departmental corporation named in 
Schedule II of the Financial Administration Act, that reports to 
Parliament through the Minister of Natural Resources. The AEC Act gives 
the AECB broad powers of regulation without specific definition of their 
application to the various activities subject to the Act. 


The AECB administers the Nuclear Liability Act, R.S.C. 1985, c. 
N-28, designating nuclear installations and prescribing basic insurance 
to be carried by the operators of such nuclear installations. 


Sie Program Objective 


The Program objective is to ensure that nuclear energy in Canada is only 
used with due regard to health, safety, security and the environment, 
and to support Canada’s participation in international measures to 
prevent the proliferation of nuclear weapons. See Section E, page 18 
for detailed sub-objectives. 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The AECB’s Program has one activity - 
administration of the regulations made under the Atomic Energy Control 
Act and participation in measures for international control of atomic 
energy. Management, planning and resource control are broken down into 
13 activities as shown in Figure 3. 
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Organization Structure: The Atomic Energy Control Board consists of 
five members, the President being the only full-time member. The 
President is the Chief Executive Officer of the AECB; she supervises and 
directs the work of the organization. Through the President, the Board 
receives advice from two independent committees — the Advisory Committee 
on Radiological Protection and the Advisory Committee on Nuclear Safety 
— composed of technical experts from outside the AECB; a Legal Services 
Unit, composed of lawyers provided from the Department of Justice; and a 
Medical Liaison Officer, who represents senior medical officers 
nominated by the provinces and other federal departments and agencies. 


The AECB staff implements the policies of the Board and makes 
recommendations to the Board concerning the issuing of licences, and 
other regulatory matters; staff is organized into six functional units. 
A matrix showing the allocation of resources by licensing activity and 
functional unit is found in Figure 3. 


It is estimated that in 1996-97, 397 employees will be assigned to carry 
out the functions of the AECB’S Program. 


The Directorate of Reactor Regulation is responsible for all regulatory 
aspects necessary to protect workers, the public and the environment 
against the risks associated with nuclear reactors and heavy water 
plants. Regulation involves the evaluation of applications for 
licences against safety standards and requirements set by the AECB, the 
issuance of licences, the surveillance of licensees’ operations to 
ensure compliance with regulations, and the review of the training and 
authorization of reactor operators. The steps involved in the licensing 
process for reactors are summarized in Section II-B, page 28. 


The Directorate of Fuel Cycle and Materials Regulation is responsible 
for all regulatory aspects necessary to protect workers, the public and 
the environment against the risks associated with uranium mining, 
milling and refining, fuel fabrication, particle accelerators and 
radioactive waste management, as well as nuclear facilities under 
decommissioning. This regulation involves similar activities to those 
listed for reactors above. The functional unit is also responsible for 
all regulatory aspects relating to the possession, use and sale of 
nuclear materials, i.e. uranium, thorium and radioisotopes, and their 
safe packaging for transportation, to protect workers and the public 
against undue hazards from these materials. The resources required for 
this functional unit are highly dependent on the level of business in 
the nuclear industry in Canada, including all uses of radioisotopes; 
another major influence is the level of uranium mining and milling 
activity. 


The Directorate of Analysis and Assessment carries out detailed review 
and assessment of documentation submitted by licensees as part of their 
licence application to demonstrate the safety of their designs, the 
adequacy of their quality assurance, and the protection from radiation 
hazards threatening both workers and the environment. The Directorate 
is also responsible for the development of standards and guidelines for 
safety analysis, radiation protection, safety of pressure-retaining 
components, and quality assurance. 
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The Directorate of Research and Safeguards supports the AECB’s 
Program by managing research contracts needed to obtain information 
required for regulatory licensing activities. Contracts are managed by 
specialist staff who identify and initiate contracts for research and 
support projects, select contractors, follow the work as it develops and 
help to interpret results for AECB use in licensing matters. The 
Directorate of Research and Safeguards also supports licensing 
activities by ensuring that Canadian nuclear facilities comply with 
international safeguards and physical security requirements. As well, 
the Directorate issues import and export licences pursuant to the Atomic 
Energy Control Act, and undertakes numerous activities associated with 
the implementation of Canada’s nuclear non-proliferation and export 
control policies. The AECB also participates in and assists 
international activities to limit the spread of nuclear weapons. The 
Canadian Safeguards Support Program assists the International Atomic 
Energy Agency (IAEA) by providing technical assistance and other 
resources, and by developing equipment to improve the effectiveness of 
IAEA safeguards. 


The President’s Office and Secretariat has overall responsibility 
for corporate planning and co-ordination; operation of the five-member 
Atomic Energy Control Board, including the logistics of meetings 
involving intervenor appearances and/or regional travel; liaison with 
Parliament and the office of the AECB’s designated Minister; interface 
with seconded legal counsel; application of the Nuclear Liability Act, 
the Access to Information and Privacy Acts; communications with the 
public, news media and special interest groups; the consultation process 
regarding regulatory proposals and licensing decisions; and the 
administrative and scientific support for two independent advisory 
committees dealing with radiation protection and nuclear safety. 


The Directorate of Administration administers the AECB’s human 
resources, finance, cost recovery, information management and training 
functions. 


Cc. Planning Perspective 
1. External Factors Influencing the Program 


A number of factors beyond the control of the AECB have a significant 
effect on the nature and extent of the AECB Program content. The most 
significant of these factors are discussed below: 


Developments in the Nuclear Industry: Since the primary role of the 
AECB is to regulate the use of nuclear energy and ensure that activities 
associated with its use are carried out safely, the extent of such use 
is a key factor that determines the AECB’s activities and resource 
needs. Its resource needs, therefore, are related to the number of 
nuclear facilities and users of nuclear materials. 


Four new uranium mines in Saskatchewan are expected to commence 
Operation in the next five years. Five of six operating mines in the 
Elliot Lake area of Ontario have closed and are being decommissioned. 
The sixth mine has announced its closure in 1996. The Cigar Lake, 
Midwest and McArthur River projects will undergo public review by a 
panel in 1996. The McClean Lake project is under construction, and has 
received approval to mine the JEB pit. 
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It is unlikely that any new power reactors will be constructed in 
Canada in the near future. However, of the existing 21 reactor units now 
in operation, the older units are starting to show signs of ageing. 

This reality together with the economic restraints that are affecting 
the Canadian nuclear utilities to varying degrees, have stressed the 
need for close surveillance of safety performance by the AECB staff. 


During the remainder of 1995-96 and through most of 1996-97 a 
significant AECB effort will be required to review the CANDU-9 design on 
which AECL is currently working. The schedule for regulatory review 
will be closely tied to AECL efforts to market this design in other 
countries. Regulatory review is also foreseen for advanced CANDU-6 
reactors. 


The performance of licensees also affects the AECB resource needs; 
any major deviation from normal performance (e.g. a serious accident) 
would necessitate intensified activity by the AECB, whether it be for 
major facilities or the wide variety of uses of radioisotopes. The 
loss-of-coolant accident that occurred in a Pickering reactor in 
December 1994, was a case in point. Although the radiological effects 
were near zero the event required considerable regulatory follow-up to 
ensure that corrective action was taken at all plants in Canada. 
Similarly, a deterioration in the operating practices at the Pickering 
plant in 1995 has necessitated increased regulatory surveillance and 
action. 


Expenditure Reduction Measures: Since April 1993, a series of 
reductions were announced to the AECB reference levels. The total 
reductions range from $1.4M in 1994-95 to $3.6M in 1998-99. These 
reductions will have a direct negative impact on the efforts undertaken 
to improve the effectiveness of the Canadian nuclear regulatory program. 
To accommodate these reductions, the AECB reevaluated its priorities and 
adjusted the salary and non-salary components of its budget in a way 
that minimizes the impact of these budget reductions on the AECB's 
ability to ensure an adequate level of safety in the nuclear industry. 
AECB will continue its review in 1996-97 to more precisely assess the 
impact of the reductions on AECB’s effectiveness. 


International Involvement: Since nuclear energy is an international 
technology, the AECB participates in, or closely monitors, activities of 
international agencies, in particular the International Atomic Energy 
Agency (IAEA), the Nuclear Energy Agency of the OECD, the International 
Commission on Radiological Protection, United Nations Scientific 
Committee on Effects of Atomic Radiation and other such bodies that are 
concerned with the peaceful use of nuclear energy, the development of 
appropriate standards for health, safety and international safeguards, 
and the physical protection of materials and nuclear facilities. The 
AECB is the body charged with implementing the obligations undertaken by 
Canada in its agreement with the IAEA for the application of safeguards 
in Canada. Because of Canada’s long-standing support of the IAEA and of 
the importance attached to its activities, the AECB alternates with 
Atomic Energy of Canada Limited in providing a special nuclear science 
counsellor to the Canadian Embassy in Vienna, Austria. The AECB is the 
responsible governmental agency for implementing Canada’s bilateral 
nuclear co-operation agreements through administrative arrangements with 
its foreign counterparts. The AECB also maintains liaison with 
regulatory agencies in other countries concerning regulatory and safety 
matters of mutual interest. As well, the AECB provides advice to the 
Department of Foreign Affairs in areas that include nuclear 
non-proliferation, the export of nuclear items and the safeguarding of 
nuclear materials. 
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As part of its mandate to ensure that the use of nuclear energy 
does not pose undue risk to the public and the environment, the AECB 
must also review accidents or significant events that occur in other 
countries, and take appropriate actions as necessary with respect to 
Canadian nuclear facilities. 


Intragovernmental and Intergovernmental Arrangements: Certain federal 
departments, particularly Environment, Health, Transport, Labour, 
Foreign Affairs and Natural Resources have interests in areas closely 
related to those of the AECB. This, as well as the relation between 
federal and provincial legislation, plus the need to keep 
responsibilities clearly defined and to avoid duplication of effort, 
necessitate continuous discussion on many aspects related to control of 
nuclear energy. 


Public Concerns: Public concern is evident about several issues that 
deal with the use and regulation of nuclear energy. The AECB responds 
to these concerns by making information available, and by meeting with 
individuals and groups. Such dialogue is encouraged informally; 
however, there is also formal provision under a published policy 
relating to appearances before, and representations to, the Board, as 
well as staff's participating in public hearings and panels. The Board 
holds all its meetings in public, and some are held in communities 
directly affected by licensing decisions. Dealing with public concerns 
places demands on operational staff due either to direct interaction 
with the public, the provision of explanatory information to 
communications staff, or the review for accuracy of documentation that 
has been prepared. 


Environmental Assessment: The AECB was bound by the Federal 
Environmental Assessment and Review Process Guidelines Order. The AECB 
revised its regulatory process to conform to all recent Court decisions 
regarding the Order. All “proposals” for licensing actions were 
screened in accordance with the Order, for significant environmental 
effects or public concern. The duties of acting as the “initiator” of 
the process places an additional burden on the resources of the AECB. 
The Canadian Environmental Assessment Act (CEAA) was passed in 1993, and 
promulgated in 1995. This Act requires more formal steps for the 
process, more extensive review of projects by the AECB and mandatory 
application of Panel recommendations, placing additional demands on 
resources. A first draft of a procedure manual has been prepared which 
will be sent to the Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency for review 
early in 1996. 


7¥e Initiatives 


The following initiatives are to be undertaken by the AECB in 1996-97: 


° The AECB's regulatory effort aimed at ensuring safe 
operations in all parts of the nuclear industry is 
ongoing. In 1995-96 the AECB began the implementation of 
the results of recent studies to improve the effectiveness 
of licensing, inspection and enforcement procedures at 
nuclear power plants. The phased implementation will 
continue in 1996/97. 


° Accelerate the Cost Recovery Program towards recovering 
one hundred (100%) of all recoverable costs. 
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° Emergency planning is an essential component of any 
comprehensive nuclear power program. In Canada, a matrix 
of federal departments, (and provincial ones) would be 
involved if a nuclear emergency were to occur. The role 
and responsibilities of the AECB during nuclear emergency 
were reviewed and documented in a new emergency response 
plan (the Plan). Implementation of the Plan to ensure the 
AECB could meet its defined role and responsibilities was 
started in 1995-96. Implementation will continue in 1996- 
97 with completion occurring in the 1997-98 fiscal year. 


° In cooperation with the IAEA, continue trials in Canada of 
procedures that are designed to be effective at detecting 
undeclared nuclear activities that would be in violation 
of the Treaty on the Non-Proliferation of Nuclear Weapons. 


Sh6 Update on Previously Reported Initiatives 


The following actions have been carried out to pursue initiatives 
reported in the 1995-96 Estimates, Part III, document. 


Regulation of Carriers and Shippers: Action on regulating the carriers 
and shippers of radioactive material has been delayed because the 
amendments to the Atomic Energy Control Regulations have not been 
completed. 


Control of Export of Nuclear Items: The enlarged mandate of the 
Technical Working Group of the Nuclear Suppliers Group was successfully 
fulfilled and appropriate actions have been taken nationally and 
multinationally. AECB continues to be involved in other multilateral 
nuclear export control working groups whose efforts contribute to 
strengthening the international nuclear non-proliferation regime. 


Financial Guarantees: Work has continued on definition of acceptable 
mechanisms for obtaining financial guarantees that will assure that 
money will be available for appropriate decommissioning of uranium and 
thorium mining facilities when required. It is anticipated that 
financial assurances will be in place for certain facilities in 1996. 


Regulation of historic uranium mines: Preliminary licensing discussions 
have been held with those responsible for several historic uranium 
mines. 


Dosimetry Services: AECB has developed standards which must be met by 
commercial dosimetry services who wish to offer a service to AECB 
licensees for the purpose of measuring radiations doses received by 
workers. One commercial service was approved in 1995. In 1996/97, two 
others are expected to seek approval. The standards are expected to be 
expanded to satisfy Provincial, as well as Federal, requirements. The 
goal is to have one agreed standard for all jurisdictions. 
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D. Program Effectiveness 


The primary responsibility for safety in operating a nuclear facility 
lies with the licensee. The AECB’s regulatory role is to ensure that 
licensees are discharging that responsibility adequately, in order that 
Canadian workers, members of the public, and the environment be 
adequately protected. To a degree, the effectiveness of the AECB 
regulatory program is measurable by the extent to which workers and the 
public are exposed to radiation. This exposure record also reflects, of 
course, the effectiveness of licensees’ programs. It should be noted, 
however, that the non-occurrence of significant events or overexposures, 
especially during a limited time frame, does not constitute a definite 
demonstration of safety. Consequently, the information that follows on 
radiation exposures should be taken as an indicator of safety 
performance rather than as an absolute measure. 


During 1994, there were six incidents in which doses exceeded 
allowable limits. During the reporting period, all nuclear power 
stations operations were such that radiation exposures of members of the 
public in the surrounding area was less than 1% of the annual dose 
limit. 


The increased resources allocated to the AECB in 1992 have 
continued to be used to improve regulatory effectiveness in a number of 
areas of responsibility. Examples of such improvements include: 


- More detailed reviews, by AECB staff, of safety analyses submitted 
by nuclear power plant licensees in support of their applications 
for operating licences. These analyses use complex computer code 
to predict the consequences of hypothetical accidents in various 
reactor systems (for example a pipe rupture in the reactor cooling 
circuit). AECB’s review of these codes has revealed major 
shortcomings. Some have been corrected by the licensees but 
significant additional regulatory effort is needed to ensure 
further improvement in this area. 


= Further progress is being made in improving the regulatory process 
for reviewing the training and qualifications of operators at 
nuclear power plants. In consultation with licensees, efforts 
were devoted to reduce the number of examinations administered by 
the AECB. 


S A more thorough examination of generic safety issues (in 
particular those related to the ageing of nuclear installations). 


= A better coordination between the various federal and provincial 
departments that would have to be involved in the event of an 
accident in a nuclear installation. 


= A more comprehensive program for inspecting radioisotope users 
(there are about 3700 radioisotope users in Canada). 


3 More detailed audits of radiation protection and quality assurance 
programs in uranium mines and refineries. 


= More extensive participation in environmental review processes 


(most of which required by the Canadian Environmental Assessment 
Act). 
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E. Performance Information and Resource Justification 


The AECB’s Program to administer the Atomic Energy Control Regulations 
and participate in measures for international control of atomic energy, 
is divided into 13 activities. Figure 4 presents a summary of the 
resources assigned to carry out these activities.

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Regulation of Reactors and Heavy Water Plants: 


Figure 5 shows the number of power reactor units in operation. No 
other units are currently being planned for construction. In addition 
to chronic problems with pressure tube integrity, problems have 
developed with boiler tubes. Some plants have already chemically 
cleaned the boilers; others are scheduled for next year. Ontario Hydro 
shut down, for an indefinite period, one unit of the Bruce ‘A’ reactors 
in 1995 because of problems experienced with boiler tubes.

Approximately eighty-one employees in the Directorate of Reactor 
Regulation will be assigned to maintain regulatory control over reactors 
and heavy water plants. Twenty-seven of the employees will be project 
officers who are located at power reactor and heavy water plant sites to 
monitor operation of the facilities on a day-to-day basis. In addition, 
inspections, audits and appraisals are conducted by AECB staff from the 
head office in Ottawa. The number of such activities is shown in 
Figure 6.

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Research and Safeguards: The Regulatory Research and Support Program 
(RSP) consists of individual projects which cover areas that relate to 
various types of nuclear facilities, to radioisotopes, to generic 
radiological health and safety areas, to the transportation of nuclear 
materials, and to the development of improvements in regulatory 
effectiveness and efficiency. About 80% of the projects are grouped 
into twelve Sub-programs which are thematic domains or related projects, 
each Sub-program intended to achieve a specific objective or set of 
objectives. The remaining projects (i.e., projects not included in Sub- 
programs) are grouped by Mission Objects, which categorize the projects 
by facility type or activity. Following a second proposed reduction to 
the RSP, the estimate for spending on research and support projects is 
expected to be about $3.0 million (excluding salaries). All of the 
projects are contracted out, with the larger projects using the 
mechanisms of Public Works and Government Services Canada. With the 
projects in Sub-programs folded back into Mission Objects, the proposed 
costs are shown in Figure 13.

In 1994-95, expenditure represented work on 125 research and 
support projects, of which 70 were completed. There are 140 planned 
projects in 1995-96, and the number of projects expected in 1996-97 will 
be similar. A total of 14 persons will be assigned in 1996-97. This 
effort is intended to improve the AECB’s ability to investigate a number 
of technical areas where better information is required, and to improve 
its capability to regulate certain aspects of nuclear safety, radiation 
protection and other technical areas within the AECB’s mandate. 


The Directorate of Research and Safeguards supports the licensing 
activities by ensuring that Canadian nuclear facilities comply with 
international safeguards and physical security requirements. As well, 
the Directorate is responsible for implementing Canada's 21 bilateral 
nuclear cooperation agreements, which cover 32 countries, through 
administrative arrangements with the AECB's foreign counterparts. 
Additionally, the Directorate issues export and import licences for 
nuclear materials, equipment and technology pursuant to the Atomic 
Energy Control Act, and undertakes numerous activities associated with 
the implementation of Canada’s nuclear non-proliferation and export 
control policies. The AECB also participates in and assists 
international activities to limit the spread of nuclear weapons.

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4. Revenue 


The Atomic Energy Control Board endeavours to recover its costs, with 
the exception of costs related to international safeguards, 
import/export activities, and regulation of other federal departments, 
hospitals and educational institutions. The AECB’ s costs are recovered 
in the form of fees for licences to operate nuclear facilities, and 
licences to use and possess nuclear materials. These fees have been 
established under the Atomic Energy Control Act and all revenues derived 
from the collection of these fees are credited directly to the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund and are not available for use by the AECB.

B. Other Information 
1. Description of the AECB Comprehensive Licensing System 


The AECB achieves its mission through a comprehensive licensing system 
that covers all aspects of nuclear facilities, and prescribed substances 
and equipment, including the certification of domestic and foreign 
transport package designs, to assure that such facilities, substances 
and equipment are utilized with proper consideration of health, safety, 
security and protection of the environment. The licensing system is 
administered with the co-operation of other federal and provincial 
departments in such areas as health, environment, transport and labour. 
This enables the concerns and responsibilities of these departments to 
be taken into account before licences are issued by the AECB.

The AECB’s mission also extends to the import and export 
prescribed substances, equipment and technology. It involves Canadian 
participation in the activities of the International Atomic Energy 
Agency and compliance with the requirements of the Treaty on the 
Non-Proliferation of Nuclear Weapons. It covers both domestic and 
international security of nuclear materials and technology. 


There are three types of licences issued by the AECB: facility 
licences, nuclear material licences and import/export licences. 


Nuclear Facility Licences: By definition in the AEC Regulations, 
nuclear reactors, sub-critical nuclear reactors, particle accelerators, 
uranium and thorium mines and mills, plants for the separation, 
processing, reprocessing or fabrication of fissionable substances, 
plants for the production of deuterium or deuterium compounds, and 
facilities for the disposal of prescribed substances are nuclear 
facilities and as such can be operated only in accordance with a licence 
issued by the AECB. 


Before the AECB issues a licence to operate a facility, the 
applicant must meet criteria established by the AECB for the siting, 
construction and operating stages. The AECB evaluates information that 
is provided by the applicant in support of the application concerning 
the design, and the measures to be adopted to ensure that the facility 
will be constructed and operated in accordance with acceptable levels of 
health, safety and security. Throughout the lifespan of the facility, 
the AECB monitors its operation to verify that the licensee complies at 
all times with the relevant Regulations pursuant to the Atomic Energy 
Control Act, and with the terms and conditions of the licence. 


At the end of its useful lifespan, the facility must be 
decommissioned in a manner that is acceptable to the AECB and, if 
required, the facility site must be restored for unrestricted use or 
managed until the site no longer presents a hazard to health, safety or 
security. 


Nuclear Material Licences: There are two types of licences for nuclear 
materials: Prescribed Substances Licences for uranium, thorium and 
heavy water; and Radioisotope Licences for radioisotopes that are widely 
used in medicine for diagnostic and therapeutic purposes, and in 
industry for radiography, gauging, static elimination, oil well logging 
and industrial irradiators. Licences are issued for the use or 
possession of these nuclear materials. 


The use of nuclear materials, radioisotopes in particular, is 
widespread across Canada. In order to ensure that the materials are 
transported safely, it is the responsibility of the AECB to regulate and 
approved the packaging of such materials for shipment. The design of 
domestic and foreign transport packages that transport hazardous 
quantities of radioactive prescribed substances is licensed for use 
after an engineering evaluation of a user’s application is carried out. 
The regulations of the transportation itself is the responsibility of 
other government agencies. 
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All licences are issued for a limited period of time, normally one 
to two years, being renewed on evidence that operation or use continues 
to be satisfactory. Certificates for transport package designs are 
issued for a limited period of time and can be renewed subject to 
review. After licences and certificates have been issued, the AECB 
inspects to ensure compliance with the AEC Regulations, the Transport 
Packaging of Radioactive Materials Regulations, the Uranium and Thorium 
Mining Regulations, the Physical Security Regulations, and the terms and 
conditions contained in licences and certificates. 


Import/Export Licences: The AEC Act provides for the establishment of 
regulations which, in particular, relate to imports and exports 
associated with the production, use or application of atomic energy. 
Sections 5 and 7 of the AEC Regulations set out the requirements for 
licences to import and/or export certain items. 


A licence is required to export any prescribed substances or any 
prescribed item. Prescribed substances as defined in the AEC Act 
include uranium, thorium, plutonium, neptunium and deuterium. 
Prescribed items as defined in the Regulations include items designated 
in Group 3 and Group 4 of the Export Control List made pursuant to the 
Export and Import Permits Act. A licence is required to import any 
prescribed substance. 


Public Input: The public and interested parties may receive information 
and/or have an input into the licensing process through: the 
communications program the AECB requires of an applicant for a major 
facility; the notice of intent to establish a facility, issued by the 
AECB; a hearing under federal or provincial environmental jurisdiction, 
if called for; representations and appearances before the Board under 
its policy on participation by interested parties; and/or publicity 
arising from news media coverage of any of the foregoing. There is 
considerable opportunity for public input where the licence 
decision-making process links with the environmental assessment process. 
The public also has an input into the setting of the regulatory 
requirements applied in licensing, through a consultation process 
permitting comment on proposed regulations, policy statements, and 
guides. 
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Enforcement: The AEC Act and regulations made pursuant to it provide 
for revocation, suspension or amendment of a licence, or any combination 
of these three mechanisms, depending on the circumstances. As well, the 
AEC Act provides for fines and imprisonment on summary conviction or 
upon indictment on a finding of guilt.

Plans for 1996-97 


Highlights 


The Board’s principal objective for 1996-97 will be to continue to fulfil its mandate in compliance with 
Parts I and II of the Canada Labour Code. 


Plans for 1996-97 call for: 


2. 


The recommendations of the Task Force on the Review of Part I of the Code are expected to address 
the issues of the Board’s structure, mandate and program delivery. They will likely also form the 
basis of legislative amendments to Part I of the Canada Labour Code sometime during 1996-97, 
which will require a review of the Board’s human and financial resources. At this early stage 
however, the Board’s efforts will be spent on pursuing cutbacks in line with 1993-94 Treasury Board 
directives calling for 10% budgetary reductions over a four-year period ending in 1997-98. Further 
attempts to streamline the Board’s administration and operations to reduce costs will also be pursued. 


The Board’s one-year common-services agreement for the provision of day-to-day personnel services 
by another federal department has been renewed and expanded to include staff relations services. 
The Board has also concluded a one-year agreement for the sharing of its legal research and library 
resources with another federal tribunal and is pursuing a similar agreement with a third federal 
agency. 


The Board will be developing a detailed Information Technology Security Policy and a Disaster 
Recovery Plan to properly safeguard its electronic information holdings. The policy and the plan 
will address recommendations previously formulated to the Board by a RCMP Security Evaluation 
and Inspection Team, in accordance with the federal government’s Security Policy. Better protection 
of the Board’s informatics system will ensue, which will be of particular benefit to GICs and staff 
involved in telework. 


The implementation of Local Area Networks (LANs) at each of the Board’s regional offices will 
allow the creation of a national Wide Area Network (WAN), thereby linking all electronic resources 
held at Headquarters with the regional offices. Immediate savings of 16% of the Board’s 
Informatics budget will be realized, not including expected reductions of 25% of the Informatics 
travel budget. Overall savings of 40% to 50% to the Board’s inter-office communications budget 
will be achieved. 


The Board will be evaluating the use of the Internet, through Public Works and Government Services 
Canada’s Government Telecommunication and Informatics Services, in a further bid to better serve 
its clientele. The project, still at its initial stage, will focus on the Internet as a communications tool 
for delivery of part of the Board’s program, namely its jurisprudence and labour relations policies. 


At the Board’s request, a review of office space utilization at Headquarters will be conducted by 
Public Works and Government Services Canada in an effort to optimize use of existing resources 


and reduce occupancy costs in the long term.

Explanation of Change: The financial requirements for 1996-97 are 2.8% or $246 thousand lower than 
the 1995-96 forecast expenditures (which are based on the information available December 31, 1995). This 
net decrease is due primarily to budgetary cutbacks announced in April 1993 by the federal government. 


B. Recent Performance 
Ae Highlights 
Highlights of the Board’s performance during 1994-95: 


° By disposing of 904 cases in 1994-95, a reduction of 168 cases pending at year-end was achieved, 
lowering the overall total to 610 cases, the best result in the past seven years. Part of the Board’s 
success in dealing with cases pending from previous years is due to the relatively low number of 
new cases filed in that period. Only 736 new cases were filed by the Board’s clientele in 1994-95, 
a level not seen since the early 1980s. Particularly noteworthy is the improvement in the Board’s 
complaint settlement rate, which, at 54.4%, has more than doubled from the 1993-94 rate of 23.6%. 
The new settlement rate indicates a return to traditional levels, as the distorsion caused by high 
numbers of Canada Post-related complaints is no longer a factor. 


° A full complement of Board Members ideally permits the fielding of four differently constituted 
panels of the Board for adjudication of cases at any one time, should the need arise. The Board 
welcomed two new Members in 1994-95, which will greatly facilitate the scheduling of cases for 
hearing. At the time of this writing, the term of one Member of the Board will expire in January 
1996, bringing the number of Member vacancies to two. The Board is hopeful that new 
appointments to fill these vacancies will enhance its ability to adjudicate cases.

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C. Background 
1. Introduction 


Jurisdiction over labour matters in Canada is vested in the provinces under their exclusive right to legislate 
in matters relating to private contracts. However, the Constitution Act, 1867 confers exclusive jurisdiction 
to the federal government in certain areas, and as such, it can enact labour legislation within its own 
jurisdiction. 


Part I of the Canada Labour Code sets out the rights and obligations concerning the attainment and exercise 
of bargaining rights by employees for the purpose of establishing wage rates and working conditions 
through the negotiation of collective agreements with their employers. It applies to approximately 750,000 
employees and their employers across Canada in industries or enterprises which are considered federal 
works, undertakings or businesses. These include interprovincial or international rail, road, and pipeline 
transportation, shipping and related services, air transportation, interprovincial and international 
telecommunications, radio and television broadcasting, banks and federal Crown corporations. Also 
included are industries declared by Parliament to be for the general advantage of Canada, such as uranium 
mining, nuclear power installations, flour and feed mills, and grain elevators. Finally, all private works, 
undertakings and businesses in the Yukon, the Northwest Territories and the soon-to-be-created Nunavut 
Territory are under federal labour jurisdiction. 


The Canada Labour Relations Board is a quasi-judicial tribunal with statutory powers pertaining to the 
administration of Part I of the Canada Labour Code, which deals with labour relations. The Board also 
performs two functions with respect to occupational safety and health, as contained in Part II of the Code: 
where an employee refuses to perform his/her work assignment because of a perceived danger and a safety 
officer’s investigation concludes that no such danger existed at the time of refusal, the officer’s decision 
may be referred by the employee to the Board for a final determination. As well, any employee who is 
disciplined or otherwise penalized for exercising his/her right to refuse to perform dangerous work may 
file a complaint with the Board. 


2. Mandate 

The Canada Labour Relations Board is charged with the responsibility of interpreting and administering 
Part I of the Canada Labour Code (Industrial Relations) as well as certain provisions of Part II of the 
Canada Labour Code (Occupational Safety and Health) (R.S.C. 1985, c. L-2). 

3s Program Objective 


To contribute to and promote effective industrial relations in any work, undertaking or business that falls 
within the authority of the Parliament of Canada. 


4. Program Description 

As an administrative tribunal, the Board’s mandate is defined in its governing statute, which enables it to 
adopt and develop policies and procedures with respect to the interpretation of the Code. The application 
of these policies and procedures to matters properly before the Board constitute its program, elements of 


which include: 


e the exercise of statutory powers under Part I of the Canada Labour Code relating to the attainment, 
exercise or revocation of collective bargaining rights in the federal jurisdiction; 
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the investigation, mediation and adjudication of complaints filed by employees, unions and employers 
alleging contravention of the Code’s fair labour practices provisions; 


the provision of remedies, including the power to reinstate and compensate terminated employees, 
where violations of the Code have been determined; 


the review and update of certification orders for the purpose of restructuring bargaining relationships 
to adapt to changing social, economic and organizational realities; 


the holding of public hearings into labour relations disputes; 


the holding of votes among bargaining unit members on the employer’s last offer for the conclusion 
of a collective agreement, as directed by the Minister of Labour; 


the timely exercise of cease and desist powers in cases where strikes and lockouts have been found 
to be unlawful; 


the review of safety officers’ decisions relating to the exercise of an employee’s right to refuse to 
perform dangerous work; 


the preservation of bargaining rights where businesses are sold or corporations reorganized; 


the determination of the rights, duties and status of employees, unions and employers under the 
Code; 


the provision of advice and recommendations relative to the statutory powers of the Board; and 


the provision of administrative services to these ends.

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fe Program Organization for Delivery 
Activity Structure: The Program has only one activity encompassing all aspects of its operation. 


Organization Structure: Part I of the Canada Labour Code provides for the basic structure of the Board 
which is made up of a Chairman, five Vice-Chairs and eight Members, all of whom are appointed by the 
Governor-in-Council. The Chairman acts as the Chief Executive Officer and reports directly to Parliament 
through an arm’s length relationship with the Minister of Labour. Board Members are appointed for 
five-year terms, while the Chairman and Vice-Chairs serve ten-year terms. These are full-time 
appointments which may be renewed. Appointees to the Board are expected to bring with them recent 
experience and knowledge of industrial relations and labour law. 


The Board normally sits in the form of three-person panels chaired by the Chairman or a Vice-Chair. 
These may hold public hearings at locations across the country to hear evidence and decide cases. 
Exceptionally, a single Member of the Board may adjudicate referrals of the decisions of safety officers, 
pursuant to Part II of the Code, and decide uncontested applications, pursuant to Part I of the Code. 


The Headquarters of the Board, located in the National Capital Region, is comprised of three 
branches: Operations, Program Management & Administrative Services and Legal Services. 


The Director General, Operations, oversees four regional offices located in Dartmouth, Montreal, 
Toronto and Vancouver, and a satellite office in Winnipeg that reports to the Vancouver office. In 
addition, the Director General is directly responsible for the operations of the National Capital Region. 
The offices are staffed by seasoned labour relations specialists and support staff who process and investigate 
applications and complaints filed with the Board. This work necessarily entails extensive mediation of 
disputes, the dispensing of expert advice and information with respect to the Code’s provisions and the 
Board’s jurisprudence and responding to volatile situations, such as unlawful strikes and lockouts. Each 
Regional Director has delegated authority to act as Registrar. Operations also dispenses support services 
to Board panels at public hearings through its process officers. Lastly, its Operational Information Systems 
division is responsible for the computerized case management and information retrieval system in use 
throughout the Board. 


The Program Management & Administrative Services (PMAS) Branch provides all the Board’s 
administrative, personnel and financial support services. Under its direction are the following units: 
Finance, Human Resources, Informatics, Communications, Recorded Information Management and 
Program Management & Review. PMAS is also responsible for the Board’s Research and Reference 
Centre, which functions as a legal library. The Director of Communications has recently assumed most 
Human Resources functions exercised by the Board. 


The Legal Services Branch provides legal assistance as required by the Board and its various 
directorates and services. The Director of Legal Services directs a staff of two legal counsel, a law student 
and an administrative assistant for this purpose. This branch also acts as the Board’s legal counsel in most 
judicial review proceedings.

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D. Planning Perspective 
1. External Factors Influencing the Program 


Industrial Inquiry Commission to Study Industrial Relations at West Coast Ports: Work stoppages 
in the longshoring and grain handling industries on Canada’s West Coast led the Minister of Labour to 
appoint, pursuant to Section 108 of the Code, an industrial inquiry commission whose mandate includes 
making recommendations on "... possible revisions to the existing bargaining structures and alternatives 
to the present collective bargaining and dispute resolution process which would be appropriate for these 
industries;". This ministerial initiative came in the wake of Bill C-74, An Act respecting the supervision 
of longshoring and related operations at west coast ports, which ended a work stoppage at B.C. ports 
which severely constrained Canada’s export industries, particularly that of the grain industry. The 
Commission’s report was forwarded to the Minister on November 30, 1995. 


Task Force - Review of the Canada Labour Code (Part I): The Minister of Labour announced on June 
29, 1995 the formation of a task force whose mandate includes a general review of Part I of the Canada 
Labour Code, and specifically, a review of the Canada Labour Relations Board. Its terms of reference: 


"Without limiting the scope of the review, the Task Force has been asked to examine the following: 


° the conciliation and mediation process, with a view to reducing delays and encouraging settlements, 
and the possible role for alternative dispute resolution, fact-finding, and special mediation; 


° procedures for acquisition of the right to strike or lockout and the respective rights of employees, 
employers and bargaining agents once such rights have been legally acquired; 


° the need for, and possible scope of, special procedures for essential services and for public interest 
disputes; 

e the need for, and possible scope of, restrictions on the use of replacement workers during legal work 
stoppages; 
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° the structure of the Canada Labour Relations Board to ensure that it reflects the needs of the 
industrial relations community it serves, and the powers of the Board with a view to ensuring that 
applications can be dealt with in a timely and cost-effective manner, and that available remedies are 
appropriate and sufficient to allow the objectives of the legislation to be met; 


° the general purpose of the Code as expressed in the Preamble; 


e the need for, and possible role of, labour-management committees, preventive mediation and 
expedited arbitration; 


° provisions relating to bargaining unit structures, including any recommendations the Industrial 
Inquiry Commission into labour relations at West Coast Ports may make with respect to geographic 
certification provisions; and 


° the need for alternative procedures or bargaining structures for "non-traditional" work relationships 
such as telework, contract work and casual employment. 


Public consultation sessions were held by the Task Force during October and November 1995 in 
Halifax, Vancouver, Toronto, Ottawa, Edmonton and Montreal. The Task Force’s report will likely be 
issued early in 1996. 


Canada Post: Only 63 cases involving the Canada Post Corporation or one of its unions were filed with 
the Board in 1994-95, the same number as was filed the previous fiscal year. This level of stability in the 
labour relations at the CPC should serve it well as the government undertakes a study of the Corporation’s 
mandate. Such an exercise has not been held for about ten years. Canada Post-related cases have had a 
strong impact on the Board’s overall caseload in recent years, as is evidenced by Figure 5 below. Last 
year’s attempted raid of the bargaining unit represented by the Canadian Union of Postal Workers (CUPW) 
was eventually withdrawn by the Letter Carriers’ Union of Canada, a significant factor in the history of 
labour relations at the CPC. 


Figure 5 shows the proportion of applications filed with the Board per fiscal year involving Canada Post 
Corporation and/or a union representing its employees.

Economic climate: Industrial peace and sound labour relations have constituted policy objectives of the 
federal government for nearly a century. The theory that labour relations are a private matter of concern 
only to employers and trade unions has long ago been abandoned. While the determination of working 
conditions and wage rates is largely left to employers and unions through the framework of collective 
bargaining, Parliament has established, through the Code, provisions by which such negotiations are carried 
out because of the overwhelming public interest in the peaceful settlement of such issues. Constructive 
industrial relations between these important socio-economic agents are at the heart of the country’s 
economic performance. The peaceful and timely resolution of industrial conflicts through the recognition 
and protection of the fundamental rights of employees, unions and employers is a matter of public interest, 
especially in these times of increasing international competition and industrial restructuring. 


The Canada Labour Relations Board, by virtue of the mandate vested in it by Parliament, plays a 
vital role in ensuring respect for labour laws enacted to govern relations between employers and unions. 
This responsibility is far-reaching: it is estimated that close to 60% of approximately 750,000 employees 
in the federal private sector are unionized, a rate that far exceeds that found in any provincial jurisdiction. 
A single bargaining unit can number tens of thousands of employees working in all ten provinces and three 
territories. Determining the appropriateness of a bargaining unit or adjudicating a bad-faith bargaining 
complaint are thus not just theoretical exercises. The viability of a bargaining relationship often depends 
on the expertise and experience the Board brings to its work. A constant concern of this Board is the need 
for devising solutions to industrial relations disputes that take into account the socio-economic changes that 
prevail, the fundamental rights of the parties and the objectives of the Code. 


September 1995 marked the opening of the Secretariat of the Commission for Labour Cooperation 
in Dallas, Texas. Staffed by representatives of the three signatories to the NAFTA side accord on labour, 
Canada, the United States and Mexico, the Secretariat will produce reports on labour-related issues that 
will be forwarded to the Council of Labour Ministers created in the side accord. Labour markets and 
labour law regimes will be the focus of the Secretariat as it seeks to improve labour-management relations 
in all three countries. 


Union Affairs: A landmark event occurred in July 1995 in the U.S., which will have a marked impact 
on the Canadian labour scene: the proposed merger of three major international unions. The International 
Association of Machinists and Aerospace Workers, the United Steelworkers of America and the United 
Auto Workers of America (UAW) will progressively merge their operations over a five-year period ending 
in the year 2000, thereby creating the largest trade union in North America, with over 2 million members, 
and one of the largest industrial unions in Canada, with 225,000 members. Most Canadian locals of the 
UAW separated from the international ten years ago to form the Canadian Automobile, Aerospace, 
Transportation and General Workers of Canada (CAW - Canada). 


The CAW itself saw its recently acquired local 4400 leave the fold to join the International 
Longshoremen’s and Warehousemen’s Union (ILWU) whose Canadian activities are predominantly in the 
West Coast maritime industry. Local 4400 was the former celebrated local 400 of the Canadian 
Brotherhood of Railway, Transport & General Workers which merged last year with the CAW. As of May 
1, 1995, the ILWU - Canadian Area also gained the affiliation of the Grain Services Union, with members 
in the grain handling industry throughout the West and in Ontario. 


The Confederation of National Trade Unions, the Quebec Labour Federation and the Centrale de 
l’enseignement du Québec, the province of Quebec’s three largest trade union councils, have signed union 
solidarity agreements. The agreements call for closer collaboration on issues of importance to workers 
such as education, workforce training and membership drives. The councils have also agreed to refrain 
from raiding one another’s members and to concentrate their recruitment efforts on unorganized sectors 
of the provincial economy. 
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Rail Transport: In January 1995, a government task force on the Canadian National Railway System 
recommended full commercialization of CN as a main-line rail operation. Privatization of CN Rail was 
a reality nine months later, after royal assent was given on July 13 to Bill C-89, the CN Commercialization 
Act, introduced in May 1995. 


The privatization of CN Rail was but one element of the government’s new transport policies. Bill 
C-101, the Canadian Transportation Act, introduced in June, will restructure the National Transportation 
Agency, the main federal transportation regulatory agency. Section 5 of the bill establishes "... competition 
and market forces...[as] the prime agents in providing viable and effective transportation services," and 
mandates that "...each carrier or mode of transportation... bears a fair proportion of the real costs of the 
resources, facilities and services provided to that carrier or mode of transportation at public expense". Of 
note, the Railway Act will be repealed by the legislation. 


The bill provides for streamlining of the process for transfer or discontinuance of rail lines deemed 
uneconomic to operate by railways under federal jurisdiction. Rationalization of CN and CP’s operations 
will thus accelerate and it is expected that short-line railway companies will acquire some lines the major 
railways no longer wish to operate. Ontario’s proposed Railway Act is expected to facilitate the transfer 
of rail lines to short line operators. U.S. operator Railtex Inc. has already announced its intention to 
acquire up to ten short lines in Canada once Bill C-101’s regulatory framework is in place. 


The bill will also result in an end to federal subsidies covering 80% of losses incurred by railways 
involved in passenger transport in uneconomic areas. Services provided by the Ontario Northland 
Transportation Commission, Algoma Central Railway Inc. and Quebec North Shore and Labrador Railway 
will be affected. 


Adoption of Bill C-77, An Act to provide for the maintenance of railway operations and subsidiary 
services on March 26, 1995, put an end to lawful work stoppages at the Canadian National Railway 
Company, Canadian Pacific Limited and VIA Rail Canada Inc. Its provisions included the extension of 
expired collective agreements until new agreements could be established by the parties in the disputes with 
the assistance of mediation-arbitration commissions established by the legislation. While some collective 
agreements were arrived at during the mediation phase, the others were concluded further to decisions of 
the mediation-arbitration commissions after mediation efforts were unsuccessful during the time frames set 
out in the Act. 


CN and CP are both pursuing further cutbacks to their respective workforce. Fresh from a three- 
year program that eliminated 11,000 positions, CN announced further cuts of 1,000 employees per year 
until the year 2000. CP will be moving its headquarters from Montreal to Calgary. The consolidation of 
its administrative workforce in Calgary involves job losses in Montreal, Toronto and Winnipeg. Both 
railways intend to shed uneconomic rail lines in their Eastern operations. 


Broadcasting: In September 1995, the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation announced further budgetary 
cutbacks of $227 million over 18 months and the elimination of 2,500 positions from its 9,000 employee 
workforce. The Heritage Department has appointed a Mandate Review Committee to examine the CBC, 
the National Film Board and Telefilm Canada. Its recommendations are expected to be published in mid- 
January 1996. 


While the public broadcaster was dealing with reduced subsidies to its operations, the private sector 
pursued rationalization of the industry. The onslaught of new technology however is bringing new players 
into the industry and traditional operators are structuring their operations to address the competition. New 
broadcast services to be offered by telephone companies and cable television distributors require economies 
of scale to finance their introduction, leading to a redefinition of the communications industry. 
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Current court disputes involving Cogeco Cable and CFCF Ltd. over the latter’s exchange of assets 
with Groupe Videotron in Quebec signal radical changes in both the television broadcasting and the cable 
industries in the province. CanWest Global Communications Corp.’s bid for WIC Western International 
Communications, the Vancouver-based broadcaster, is likewise the subject of a judicial battle. A successful 
bid by CanWest could lead to the creation of a third national English television network in Canada. The 
same scenario is played out everywhere in North America as telephone, cable and broadcast companies 
prepare to compete in each other’s markets. The labour market needs of these companies are quite 
different from those of past years. New alliances among unions with long-standing representational rights 
in the industry are a by-product of these new imperatives. 


Communications: A five-fold increase in certification applications emanating from the communications 
industry was observed at the Board during 1994-95. These applications came about as unions sought 
recognition of their bargaining rights at the federal level, further to the adoption of the Telecommunications 
Act in October 1993. Parliament’s jurisdiction over provincially-regulated telephone companies was 
formalized by passage of the act. As collective agreements negotiated at the provincial level reach their 
expiry dates, unions seek formal federal recognition of their traditional bargaining rights by filing 
applications before the Board. 


Air Transport: Canadian Airlines International Ltd. (CAIL) reached agreements with four of the six 
unions that represent its employees, moving closer to its goal of reducing its annual labour costs by $100 
million. Contract negotiations with the unions representing machinists and flight attendants will begin in 
January 1996. Massive losses in recent years led CAIL last year to an alliance with AMR Corp. which 
now owns a significant share of the company. CAIL announced in November 1995 it will be consolidating 
its heavy maintenance operations from Calgary to Vancouver, which involves the transfer of 330 positions. 


While CAIL’s competitor Air Canada has fared better economically after years of painful losses, its 
pilots have sought and obtained a new collective bargaining representative after a bitter intra-union dispute. 
Air Canada pilots and pilots of the regional airlines that form Air Canada’s feeder network (Air Nova, Air 
Alliance, Air Ontario, Air B.C. and NWT Air), all of whom were represented by the Canadian Air Line 
Pilots’ Association (CALPA), disagreed on the composition of its executive decision-making body. When 
problematic seniority list issues arose, the dissatisfaction led CALPA’s 1,600 Air Canada pilots to seek 
separate representation from their colleagues at the regional airlines. Thus was formed the Air Canada 
Pilots’ Association which filed an application for certification with the Board in July 1995. The application 
was granted in November, after the holding of a mail vote. 


Marine Transport: The federal government’s new marine transport policy, unveiled in December 1995, 
will further lessen reliance on regulation and federal subsidies for the financing of ports and harbours, 
ferries and Eastern pilotage services. The policy’s aim is for the department to retain overall control over 
standards and safety while divesting itself of the direct operation of transportation undertakings. To this 
end, the Canada Ports Corporation will be wound down. The ports of St. John’s, Halifax, Saint John, 
Québec, Montréal, Vancouver and Prince Rupert will each form a local port authority with a mandate to 
be self-supporting and privately operated. 


With privatization of the country’s airports as a model, Transport Canada aims to transfer control 
of its other ports and harbours to provincial or municipal governments or private sector interests. 
Responsibility for the Coast Guard will be transfered from the Transport Department to Fisheries and 
Oceans Canada. Financing of the Saint-Lawrence Seaway’s operations would henceforth be assumed by 
users of the service. Marine Atlantic’s subsidies will be substantially reduced. The fate of the 
Newfoundland Dockyard currently rests on the success of negotiations with employees interested in taking 
over the undertaking. Ferry subsidies provided by the federal government in other parts of the country 
will be reviewed. With the exception of the Coast Guard, the vast majority of employees involved in these 
undertakings are subject to the Canada Labour Code, and should remain so. A legislative initiative with 
respect to the above is expected in the new year. 
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Summary: These external factors have affected the Board’s workload and comprised much of its time and 
resources devoted to public hearings. See Figure 6 for a graph illustrating cases pending.

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2. Initiatives 
The following information is an update on previously reported initiatives. 


As the Board’s new Duty Panel concept has shown some success in reducing disposition times for 
certification applications, an increasing number of other types of applications and complaints have therefore 
been dealt with by this process. The Board has further revised its case-processing policy along the way. 


The Treasury Board’s telework policy has been adopted by the Board and adapted to suit its 
processes. An increasing number of employees and OICs alike have availed themselves of the opportunity 
to work from their homes. As the Board’s Wide Area Network (WAN) is being installed in the regional 
offices, the quantity and quality of work performed away from the office environment should improve. 
Two of five regional offices are on-line at present, with the remainder to join the network by the end of 
the 1995-96 fiscal year. 


E. Program Performance Information 


To ensure the effective fulfilment of its mandate, regional offices closely monitor all cases to ensure timely 
processing from initial filing of an application or complaint to final disposition. To this end, the Board’s 
automated case management and information retrieval system greatly facilitates the monitoring and control 
of the Board’s diverse and complex caseload, and provides performance data more expeditiously and 
accurately. 
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With respect to program delivery, the Board is under constant scrutiny by external sources such as 
employers’ associations, labour organizations and the legal and academic communities. In addition, the 
decisions of the Board may be reviewed by the Federal Court of Appeal, the Supreme Court and provincial 
superior courts (where constitutional questions may be addressed), if a party affected by a decision so 
applies. The Board continues to fare well before the courts: while 36 Board decisions (representing 4% of 
all decisions rendered in 1994-95) were subject to judicial review proceedings, only two decisions of the 
Board were overturned (see Figure 7 below). 


The Board also provides an internal review process that allows a party to request reconsideration 
of a Board decision, if the party feels the Board failed to follow its policies or erred in law or if new 
evidence can be produced that was not available at the pertinent time. This process greatly reduces 
expensive recourse to the courts for all concerned. In 1994-95, four reconsideration applications were 
granted out of the 54 that were disposed.

Court decisions: Among court decisions that have had an impact on the Board’s workload, the Supreme 
Court’s April 1994 decision in Téléphone Guévremont confirmed federal jurisdiction over local telephone 
undertakings, by virtue of the mode of operation of the undertaking and its inescapable reliance on other 
federal undertakings for the provision of its services. 
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A Federal Court of Appeal decision in Prince Rupert Grain quashed a Board decision whereby an 
application for certification for a single employer’s operations in the context of a multi-employer bargaining 
structure was dismissed. The Court ruled the Board had exceeded its jurisdiction in refusing to certify a 
bargaining agent for foremen employed by Prince Rupert Grain on the basis that the single-employer unit 
applied for was not appropriate. In the Court’s view, the Board may not impose on the applicant union 
a multi-employer unit without its consent as required pursuant to section 33 of the Code. Further to the 
Court’s directive, the Board granted the union’s application for certification on February 9, 1995. Leave 
to appeal has been granted by the Supreme Court of Canada and the matter is to be heard on 
February 1, 1996. 


The Board is currently party to a test case before the Federal Court as a respondent to the Privacy 
Commissioner’s attempt, on behalf of a party to a matter decided by the Board, to gain access to Board 
Members’ personal notes taken during public hearings. This issue is fundamental to the adjudicative role 
exercised by the Board and by every other federal quasi-judicial tribunal. In point of fact, four other 
federal administrative tribunal (the Public Service Staff Relations Board, the Human Rights Tribunal, the 
Canadian International Trade Tribunal and the National Transportation Agency) are intervenors in that file. 
The matter is expected to be heard by the Court in June 1996. 


Reduction of Cases Pending: The Board’s success in reducing the level of cases pending is partly due 
to the beneficial effect of a near-full complement of Board Members to adjudicate the matters that are 
brought before it. Also significant is the return to normal levels of new cases being filed for the third year 
in a row, which improves overall management of the case-processing system in effect. As shown in Figure 
8 at page 20, caseload levels of a given year have a direct effect on the Board’s ability to adjudicate 
previous years’ cases pending. At year-end, there were 610 cases pending, the lowest total in the past six 
years.

Preface 


This Expenditure Plan is designed to be used as a reference document, and as such contains several 
levels of detail to respond to the various needs of its audience. 


This plan is divided into two sections. Section I presents an overview of the Program including its 
mandate and objectives. The plans and requirements of the Program are described as well. Section 
II provides further information on costs and resources as well as special analyses that the reader may 
require to understand the Program more fully. 


Section I is preceded by Spending Authorities - Authorities for 1996-97 from Part II of the 
Estimates. This is to provide continuity with other Estimates documents as well as to aid in assessing 
the Program’s financial performance over the past year. 


This document is designed to permit easy access to specific information that the reader may require. 
The table of contents provides a detailed guide to the contents of each section. In addition, 
references are made throughout the document to allow the reader to find more details on items of 
particular interest. 


It should be noted that, in accordance with the Operating Budget principles, human resource 
consumption reported in this Expenditure Plan is measured in terms of employee full-time 
equivalents (FTE). FTE factors out the length of time that an employee works during each week by 
calculating the rate of assigned hours of work over scheduled hours of work.

Section I - Program Overview 
A. Program Introduction 
I Mandate 


Following the signature by Canada of UNESCO’s Belgrade Recommendation on the Status of the 
Artist in 1980, a number of studies were conducted by government and private sector groups to 
determine the specific measures necessary to achieve the objective of enhancing the socio-economic 
status of professional artists in Canada. These efforts came to fruition in 1992 with the passage of 
the Status of the Artist Act. 


The provisions of the Act creating the Canadian Artists Producers Professional Relations Tribunal 
were brought into force and a Chairperson was appointed in June 1993. The Canadian Artists and 
Producers Professional Relations Tribunal is the independent quasi-judicial agency established by 
statute to administer the regime for professional relations contained in the Status of the Artist Act. 
Funding for the Tribunal was approved by Treasury Board in March 1994, and a Vice-Chair and 
two Members were appointed in March 1995 by the Governor in Council. With the proclamation 
of the substantive provisions of the Act, the Tribunal became fully operational in May of 1995. 


The Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal is responsible for interpreting 
and administering the provisions of the Act which regulate professional relations between 
independent professional artists and producers in the federal jurisdiction. 


The Act defines artists as independent contractors who are authors within the meaning of the 
Copyright Act, directors, performers and other professionals who contribute to the creation of a 
production. Producers in the federal jurisdiction include all broadcasting undertakings within the 
jurisdiction of the Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunications Commission (C.R.T.C.), 
including the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, all federal departments and most federal 
government institutions, for example the National Film Board, the National Arts Centre, the National 
Captial Commission and the national museums. 


By following the procedures set out in the Act, associations representing artists are able to gain legal 
recognition and the right to negotiate with producers for the purpose of reaching scale agreements. 
These scale agreements will set out the minimum terms and conditions under which self-employed 
professional workers in the cultural sector will offer their services to producers in the federal 
jurisdiction. 


2. Program Objective 

The objective of the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal is to contribute 
to the enhancement of Canada’s cultural community by encouraging constructive professional 
relations between artists, as independent entrepreneurs, and producers in the federal jurisdiction. 


The Tribunal’s principal responsibilities are: 


° to define the sectors of cultural activities subject to federal jurisdiction that are suitable for 
collective bargaining; 


° to certify artists’ associations to represent these sectors; 


° to hear and decide complaints of unfair practices filed by artists, artists’ associations and 
producers and to prescribe appropriate remedies. 


B. Program Plans and Requirements 
ie Environment 


The historical context: The cultural community played a significant role throughout the 
development of the Status of the Artist Act. As early as 1980, cultural groups began drawing 
attention to the precarious situation of Canadian artists, in particular before the Applebaum-Hebert 
and Siren-Gélinas commissions. In 1988, Quebec enacted Bill 90 which created the “Commission 
de reconnaissance des associations d'artistes”. A unanimous report of the House of Commons 
Standing Committee on Communications and Culture in 1989 recommended the enactment of 
federal legislation recognizing the status of the artist. The Status of the Artist Act received Royal 
Assent in 1992, and the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal became 
fully operational in 1995 with the coming into force of the substantive provisions of the Act. 


Self-employed workers in the field of the arts and culture: A recent report by Statistics Canada 
indicates that 59% of people in the category of "artists" had the status of self-employed worker only.! 
For all workers in the cultural sector, this same study shows that in 1993, 29% held the status of self- 
employed worker, while another 24% had dual status as self-employed worker and employee. These 
figures contrast sharply with that for the economy as a whole, where self-employed workers 
constitute 15% of Canada's total work force. The importance of self-employment in the cultural 
sector, identified in the 1991 census, is confirmed by this new study. This reality is of major 
importance to the Tribunal. 


Funding cuts and restructuring: Workers in the cultural sector are being forced to come to terms 
with reductions in federal government funding. Statistics Canada’s report entitled Canada’s Culture 
Heritage and Identity: A Statistical Perspective shows that between 1989-90 and 1993-94, federal 
government spending fell by 2%, to $2.8 billion. 


The living conditions of cultural workers continue to be precarious. In 1993, annual income from 
cultural activities averaged $7800 for persons employed principally in the visual arts, $13,700 for 
musicians, $14,400 for dancers, $15,300 for writers and $29,300 for actors.’ 


The mandates of various government agencies subject to the Status of the Artist Act are currently 


under review. It is possible that this review will result in the introduction of more flexible labour 
force arrangements which will rely increasingly on freelance workers.

The communications sector is changing rapidly: the arrival of direct-to-home satellite broadcasting, 
the convergence of technologies, and the deregulation and restructuring that is profoundly impacting 
the media giants will undoubtedly lead to changes in the context in which self-employed workers 
in the cultural sector perform their duties. 


The dynamic of all these trends is altering Canada's cultural landscape. In discharging its mandate, 
the Tribunal will have to monitor closely the evolution of these trends and the impact they will have 
on the communities which are subject to its jurisdiction. 


2. Plans for 1996-97 


With respect to its adjudicative functions, the Tribunal will continue to deal with applications for 
certification received during 1995-96, as well as those new applications filed during the fiscal year 
1996-97. It is also anticipated that the Tribunal will begin receiving complaints of unfair practices 
arising under the Status of the Artist Act during 1996-97; these complaints will require investigation 
and hearing by the Tribunal. 


On the administrative front, the Tribunal expects to complete the development of a number of 
regulations required for its operations. Priority will be given to the drafting of the regulations 
prescribing the categories of professional occupations which contribute to the artistic creation, 
pursuant to paragraph 6(2)(b) (iii) of the Status of the Artist Act. 


On the basis of its experience over the first 12 to 18 months of operation, the Tribunal will begin 
drafting regulations to formalize the procedural guidelines it has put in place to govern its 
proceedings. 


2. Summary of Financial Requirements 


The Main Estimates for the Tribunal are $1.705 million, a net increase of $13,000. Program 
expenditures have remained constant at $1.58 million. The provision for employee benefits has 
increased by $13,000 due to the increased cost of providing mandatory employee benefits. The FTE 
requirement has been reduced to reflect the fact that the Members of the Tribunal were appointed 
on a part-time per diem basis rather than full-time.

The first priority for the Tribunal over the planning period will be to deal effectively and efficiently 
with its increasing caseload. The internal procedures which have been put in place will be monitored 
to ensure their appropriateness and adequacy; adjustments or amendments required as a result of the 
experience of the first year will be made. 


The research capacity of the Tribunal will be increased to ensure that decisions are based on accurate 
information regarding the environment in which the independent entrepreneurs and producers in the 
federal jurisdiction operate. 


op Performance Targets 


The Tribunal will measure the time required to process each case from filing to final disposition. 
Comparative analyses will be conducted to determine the efficiency and effectiveness of processing 
procedures. Specific targets will be established following the determination of a baseline during 
1996-97. 


The Tribunal has established a cost tracking system for individual cases. The cost to handle each 
case will be monitored in order to determine whether there are any opportunities for additional 
economies in case processing, while still ensuring that the requirements of fairness are met. Specific 
targets will be established following the determination of a baseline during 1996-97. 


Specific performance targets have been estabished with regard to the acknowledgement of receipt 
of applications made to the Tribunal. All applications will be acknowledged within 5 working days 
of receipt. In addition, the time required to prepare and publish the Public Notice of each 
application for certification has been set at 30 working days from the receipt of a completed 
application. 
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Section II - Supplementary Information 
A. Profile of Program Resources 
as Program Organization for Delivery 


The Status of the Artist Act provides for the basic structure of the Tribunal. It is to be composed of 
a Chairperson, a Vice-Chairperson and not less than two or more than four other full-time or part- 
time members. The Chairperson is the Chief Executive Officer of the Tribunal and is responsible 
for the management of the staff and supervision of the work of the Tribunal. The Tribunal is entitled 
to engage such employees as are necessary for the conduct of its business. In order to keep its own 
staff to a minimum, the Tribunal has adopted a management approach which requires its employees 
to be multi-skilled and which uses the services of existing departments and agencies for a variety of 
administrative support functions.

The overall financial requirements by object, with the exception of the slight increase in employee 
benefits, have remained constant for both the current year and the 1996-97 Main Estimates. The 
change in overall financial requirements between the actual 1994-95 figures and the 1995-96 forecast 
is due to the Tribunal becoming fully operational on May 9, 1995. With the coming into force of 
the substantive provisions of the Status of the Artist Act and the appointment of a sufficient number 
of members to constitute quorum, the Tribunal was able to begin receiving applications and 
conducting its proceedings as of that date. 


<¥ Personnel Requirements 


Personnel expenditures account for 58% of the total 1996-97 estimated expenditures of the Tribunal.

B. Performance Report 
ys Key Results Achieved in 1995-96 


The appointment of a sufficient number of members to enable the Tribunal to conduct its 
proceedings was completed in March 1995 with the approval of the Orders in Council naming 
André Fortier as Vice-chairperson and Armand Lavoie and Meeka Walsh as Members. An intensive 
orientation program outlining details of the requirements of administrative law and federal tribunal 
practice was instituted to supplement the comprehensive knowledge of the cultural industries which 
these individuals brought to the Tribunal 


The substantive provisions of the Status of the Artist Act were brought into force on May 9, 1995, 
which permitted the Tribunal to begin receiving applications for certification initiated by artists’ 
associations. 


During the summer of 1995, an awareness campaign was undertaken to inform the cultural 
community of the coming into force of this new legislation. The first application for certification 
was filed by the Canadian Actors’ Equity Association in June 1995. In the first six months of 
operation, a total of 14 applications were received from associations representing diverse professions 
such as performers, musicians, writers, designers, photographers and illustrators. In addition, two 
producers’ associations registered with the Tribunal. 


The Tribunal published eight Public Notices in its first six months. The purpose of these notices is 
to ensure that the artists, artists’ associations and producers affected by an application for 
certification are given an opportunity to make their views on the application known to the Tribunal. 
To ensure the effectiveness of these notices, they were placed not only in the Canada Gazette but in 
both newspapers and specialized publications, as well as being sent directly to groups and 
individuals who had registered their interest with the Tribunal. 


The first Tribunal hearing, scheduled for November 1995, was adjourned until February 1996 at the 
request of the applicant. It is anticipated that hearings regarding a number of the pending 
applications for certification will be held in January, February and March 1996. 


In September 1995, the founding Chairperson of the Tribunal, Marie-Paule Poulin, was appointed 
to the Senate of Canada. As provided in the Status of the Artist Act, the Vice-chairperson, 
André Fortier, immediately assumed the responsibilities of the Chairperson. 


In November 1995, the Tribunal published and distributed its “Procedural Guidelines”, a plain 
language guide to the operations of the Tribunal. The Tribunal plans to fine tune these guidelines 
over the next 12 to 18 months before developing the final regulatory language which will govern its 
operations. 


In December 1995, the Tribunal distributed a discussion paper which will form the basis for its 
consultations with the cultural community on the development of regulations prescribing the 
additional categories of professions which contribute to the creation of a production. The effect of 
the regulations which will be developed as a result of this consultation process will be to complete 
the regime envisioned by the Status of the Artist Act. 


Z. Use of 1994-95 Authorities 
1) Major Program Accomplishments 


Fiscal year 1994-95 was the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal’s first 
full year of existence. It was primarily an organizational year, in which the infrastructure necessary 
for the Tribunal’s operations was put in place. Recognizing the need for fiscal restraint, the Tribunal 
negotiated service agreements with a number of existing federal departments and agencies with the 
objective of sharing resources. Administrative policies and procedures were developed and 
implemented, procedural guidelines for the Tribunal’s quasi-judicial operations were drafted, and 
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an orientation programme was developed for Tribunal members and staff. In addition, presentations 
regarding the Act were made to a number of artists’ associations and producers in the federal 


jurisdiction.

The Estimates for 1994-95 were based on the expectation that the Tribunal would commence full 
operation in that year, and thus be able to receive applications for certification, conduct hearings and 
render decisions. However, it was not until the substantive provisions of the Status of the Artist Act 
were brought into force on May 9, 1995 that the Tribunal was able to actually operate in accordance 


with its mandate. 


The delays in becoming fully operational meant that significant planned expenditures for items such 
as travel, information dissemination and translation were not in fact incurred during 1994-95. For 
example, the amount set aside in 1994-95 for the publication of Public Notices, a statutory 
requirement, was $125,000. None of this money was spent in 1994-95. In addition, expenditures 
for utilities, materials and supplies were not required to the extent originally anticipated due to 
economies which were achieved through the use of materials declared surplus by other government 
departments and agencies and the sharing of services and facilities with co-located organizations.

The Part III documents provide additional detail on each 
department and its programs primarily in terms of the results 
expected for the money spent.

Program Overview 


A. Plans for 1996-97 
1. Highlights 


The highlights for the Canadian Centre for Management Development (CCMD) during 
fiscal year 1996-97 are grouped under two categories: (1) provide support for public 
service renewal and (2) improve internal management systems. A listing of planned 
activities follows: 


Provide support for public service renewal: 
© improve our relations with our clients by: 


- providing more customized service with high impact to assist them with the 
formulation and implementation of their strategies; 


- providing strategic information on clients’s needs, suppliers’ capacities 
(including non-CCMD suppliers) and best practices in executive education to 
all players in the executive education market; 


© continue to develop opportunities with the provinces; 


@ enhance the policy development capacity of the Public Service through a series 
of policy development workshops and policy networks; 


© support Treasury Board (TB) initiatives in the area of quality service, business 
plans, alternative program delivery, information management and cost recovery 
through research and learning programs; 


@ design and deliver learning events on best practices in alternative service delivery, 
including one-stop service, and intergovernmental and _ interdepartmental 
cooperation to improve service delivery; 


@ review the content of the corporate leadership development programs to ensure 


that they systematically support the values and objectives of Public Service 
renewal; 
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@ develop a new series of short, focused papers on subjects of immediate relevance 
and interest to public service managers — the "manager’s toolbox" series; 


@ in partnership with departments and central agencies, undertake research on the 
management challenges issuing from Program Review; 


@ expand the International Governance Network and continue to produce 
international updates on comparative best practices; 


@ develop the Continuous Learning Service, with an emphasis on connections to 
the Internet and an expansion to include additional databases, especially on public 
service practices and projects ("best practices"); 


© create a CCMD presence on the World Wide Web as a tool for making available 
publications, products and services, as well as announcing courses, armchairs and 
other events; 


@ promote implementation of the substantive and process recommendations of the 
Study Team on Public Service Values and Ethics to re-establish and strengthen 
the values of the Public Service so as to meet current challenges; 


© use roundtables and practitioner exchanges to draw out the practical experiences 
and lessons of managers; 


@ using the knowledge gained in interviewing retired public service leaders, develop 
an interview series with current managers to capture their experience and values 
and develop data on public service leadership; 


@ develop a framework for regular climate and outlook surveys of senior managers; 


© internationally, continue to fulfil our commitments under signed agreements with 
the Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA) in projects for Vietnam 
and Poland, and South-East Asia under our agreement with the Institute of Public 
Administration of Canada (IPAC); 


@ respond to requests from non-government organizations (NGOs), universities and 
others to assist in projects for visiting international delegations; 


@ enhance the capacity of departments and agencies to more effectively negotiate 
agreements and mediate the resolution of disputes; 


@ develop centres and networks of expertise in areas of core competence for CCMD 


(this includes the development of models, frameworks, and literature reviews to 
serve as a basis for teaching and research). 
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Improve Internal Management Systems: 


@ implement an annual needs assessment, and expanded measures of impact and 
client satisfaction; 


@ implement an internal quality service initiative within CCMD to enhance service 
to clients, and improve business processes. This will involve employee training 
and setting of quality standards; 


@ develop and implement a cost recovery strategy for CCMD publications and 
explore electronic publishing options.

For 1996-97, a new revenue reporting method is being used to better disclose CCMD 
revenue and expenditures to Parliament. In the past, these recoveries of funds were 
recorded against CCMD expenditures, as a reallocation of expenditures between 
departments. The change in the accounting method of recording revenue will enable 
CCMD to display, for the information of Parliament, the level of gross expenditures 
instead of only the net, in accordance with Section 29.1(1) of the Financial 
Administration Act. 
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B. Recent Performance 


1. Highlights 


Fiscal year 1994-95 was the fifth year of full operations of the Centre since its creation. 
The highlights are divided into two categories: (1) learning events and (2) research 
activities. The details are as follows: 


For Learning Events: 


In total, CCMD offered 606 courses and seminars, of which 92 were held in 
regions; 7,448 participants (including 2,193 participants in the regions) took part 
in these events which represents 27,645 participant-training days, of which 4,837 
were in the regions. (In fiscal year 1993-94, the Centre offered 343 courses and 
seminars; 62 of them in the regions to 7,448 participants, 1,182 of them in the 
regions. This represented 20,165 training days, of which 2,876 were in the 
regions.); 


included in the course offerings previously mentioned, were the following 
activities: 


a major increase in customized courses for departments - (from 106 in fiscal 
year 1993-94 to 218 offerings in 1994-95; and from 3,606 to 8,757 participant 
training days); 


a third Executive Development Program for Members of Visible Minority 
Groups (EX minus one and minus two) was offered; 


over 400 participants used the Group Decision Centre to facilitate the 
decision-making process in their organization; 


in response to a requirement expressed by the Treasury Board Secretariat 
(TBS), over 300 senior managers were trained in the New Expenditure 
Management System in Government; 

a new program on Aboriginal Self Government was piloted; 

an Aboriginal Issues Program was delivered to over 500 managers; 

a partnership was developed with Training and Development Canada (TDC) 


for the delivery of Quality Service Initiatives; Service Quality programs were 
delivered to more than 550 participants; 
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- the first modular non residential Career Assignment Program was offered in 
the national capital region (NCR); 


- anew Management Training Program on Partnerships was developed and 
delivered; 


- new programs in Re-engineering, Information Management and Information 
Technology, Business Process Redesign, Benchmarking Change, and 
Rethinking Policy were delivered; 


- an Executive Leadership (EL) Update Program for the network of graduates 
from the EL Program was developed; 


- atwo-day Expo-Innovations event involving 9,563 participants was delivered 
to showcase departmental innovations that reduce costs and improve service; 


© operations of RADIAN began on April 1, 1994, with 29 learning and business 
communication projects underway or completed in the year which generated a cost 
avoidance of $1.4M, productivity gains of 2,376 and reached over 6,000 
participants; 


® a new Senior Executive Management Program for Directors General was 
designed. 


For Research Activities: 


@ a seminar for the international participants in CCMD’s Governance in a 
Changing Environment research program was hosted by the Research Group and 
coordinated by two CCMD Fellows; 


@ a permanent CCMD International Governance Network with fifteen members 
in fourteen countries was established; 


@ CCMD’s Governance research program initiated its second major international 
collaborative research program, Taking Stock: Assessing Public Sector 
Reforms; this program is carried out in an "action research" mode in which 
contributors meet regularly with focus groups of senior practitioners, mostly at 
the ADM level; 


@ two joint events were held with the National Capital Region Group of the Institute 
of Public Administration of Canada (IPAC); the first seminar, Insight into 
Tomorrow’s Government, took place in April 1994 and the second, 
Government at your Fingertips, was held in March 1995 with |’ Association des 
diplomés-es de lV ENAP as an added partner; 
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the annual University Seminar was held to update academic specialists in public 
policy and management on current federal issues, and for the first time, 
participation was extended beyond the university community to include 
representatives from partner organizations in public administration; 


in conjunction with the University Seminar, the annual John L: Manion Lecture 
was presented by Pierre De Celles, Director General of the Ecole nationale 
d’administration publique (ENAP), whose talk was on "Managing Change: Going 
Around in Circles...but in the Right Direction"; 


twenty-two papers were published on a wide variety of public management issues 
in its CCMD Research papers, Management Practices and Explorations series; 


the Resource Centre for Equity and Diversity was established to provide 
information to public sector managers; 


a Knowledge Management System was designed aiming at providing "just-in- 
time" learning resources for all public service executives. 


The highlights for fiscal year 1995-96 are as follows: 


CCMD has pursued the development and implementation of the Product Offering 
Evaluation System (POES) to assess the effectiveness of learning activities; 


training and assistance to negotiator representatives of the federal government, the 
Northwest Territories government and the Dogrib band in developing approaches 
to land claims and self-government negotiations was provided; 


a public consultation workshop,"Looking for Consultation Links Among 
Canadians, Politicians and Public Servants", which included the participation of 
Members of Parliament was presented; 


other levels of government (Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, Ontario, Nunavut and 
Northwest Territories) also accessed CCMD Leadership courses; 


CCMD offered a Leadership Development Program and an Information 
Management Program to leaders from Asian countries; 


the Centre piloted and offered new programs on Human Resource Management 


and a Financial Module for the Management Trainee Program (MTP), as well as 
Advanced Leadership Programming for ADMs; 
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@ CCMD developed a new Downsizing Forum to provide a learning network for 
executives managing organizational change; 


@ the Centre developed a research framework and identified five research priorities: 
Organizational Effectiveness, Governance, Leadership, Learning, and People 
Management; the themes were elaborated in an expanded Guide to Research 
which was distributed to nearly 1,000 individuals and organizations across 
Canada; 


@ the first volume in the Centre’s new series on Governance and Public 
Management, "Governance in a Changing Environment," was published; 


@ the CCMD International Governance Network, with 15 members in 14 
countries, produced its first research report on the condition and roles of ‘‘central 
agencies’’ in member countries; 


® the Research Group undertook an extensive review of research and writing in the 
areas of Downsizing, Teamwork and People Management, and papers were 
prepared on Service Quality and Re-engineering; 


@ eight studies on government reorganization have been produced, featuring 
lessons learned from the experiences of seven line departments, as well as a case 
study about the role of central agencies in this restructuring; 


® the Centre established its first study team, a Study Team on Public Service 
Values and Ethics, chaired by the former Deputy Minister of Justice and with 
membership drawn primarily from the ADM community but also including two 
distinguished retired members of the senior Public Service and one of the 
foremost Canadian scholars of public administration (the Study Team is examining 
the relationship between public service values and the evolving realities of work); 


@ there has been significant activity in the scenario planning initiative, with 
interviews, followed by a two-day scenario workshop, completed with both the 
Department of the Solicitor General and the Treasury Board; 


@ the Centre began a series of interviews with retired senior public servants, entitled 
"Conversations on Leadership" to capture the lessons of leadership; 


@ CCMD developed research papers based on downsizing and teamwork literature, 
@ several new Research and Management Practices papers have been published, 


including the first two volumes in the series on Special Operating Agencies and 
a joint CCMD/Conference Board paper on Managing Change; 
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@ the Centre’s Research Group and Executive Development Programs are 
collaborating in the publication of addresses, conferences and group discussions 
taking place in the Rethinking Policy program, such as Perspectives on Public 
Policy which has now been published; 


@ CCMD received requests for an average of 2,000 research publications per 
month, a total of over 20,000 requests for the year; 


@ the Management Resource Centre (MRC) developed the Canadian Public 
Administration and Public Management Thesaurus, a comprehensive, 
structured vocabulary in the fields of public administration and management which 
will be used to index and search materials in the MRC collection, and in current 
and future CCMD databases in the Knowledge Management System; 


@ there was initial implementation of the Continuous Learning Service based on 
the Canadian Public Administration and Public Management Thesaurus.

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C. Background 


1. Introduction 


On April 14, 1988, the Prime Minister announced the creation of the Canadian Centre 
for Management Development (CCMD), dedicated to excellence in teaching and research 
into public sector management, enhancing public sector management capabilities, and 
promoting a strong corporate culture in the federal public service. On March 27, 1991, 
new legislation, entitled Canadian Centre for Management Development Act 
(Bill C-34), which established the Centre on a permanent basis and fully articulated its 
mandate received Royal Assent and the act was officially proclaimed on 
December 1, 1991. 


It provides for the creation of a departmental corporation operating under the general 
direction of a Board of Governors. The composition of the Board is equally divided 
between the public and non-public sector representatives. The Clerk of the Privy Council 
is the chair of the Board. Among other public sector representatives, the Secretary of 
the Treasury Board, the President of the Public Service Commission and the Principal of 
the Centre are ex officio governors. 


The Centre focuses on the orientation, training and development of senior managers 
in the federal sector. It also has a capability to undertake management research and to 
develop teaching cases to enhance and broaden the range of management courses offered 
by the federal government. There are two campuses in the National Capital Region 
(NCR) as well as a small regional office in Edmonton, Alberta. One of the NCR 
campuses is located at Gatineau (Touraine), Quebec; the other is situated in the La Salle 
Academy on Sussex Drive in downtown Ottawa. In addition to housing the headquarters 
of the Centre, the central location of the Academy facilitates the participation of senior 
executives in seminar and non-residential courses. The RADIAN office is also located 
in Ottawa. Courses are also offered in most regions of Canada. 


The primary clientele of the Centre includes all members of the Executive Group, 
Governor-in-Council appointees, executive equivalents, Employment Equity groups at one 
level below the Executive Group and, managers selected for the Career Assignment 
Program, the Management Trainee Program, Interchange Canada and the Business/ 
Government Executive Exchange, as well as Regional Managers at the EX minus one 
level. Training of other public servants and managers remains the responsibility of the 
Public Service Commission, departments and agencies. The Centre’s programs are also 
offered to small numbers of senior public and private sector officials from other 
jurisdictions and to academics from post-secondary institutions. 


In 1994, CCMD officially began operations of RADIAN which had been formed by 
a consortium of departments which included Training and Development Canada (TDC) 
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and Public Works and Government Services Canada (PWGSC), with CCMD as the home 
department. RADIAN, which reports to the Principal of CCMD, was established for the 
purpose of providing optional distance learning and business communications services on 
a full cost recovery basis to the public service. 


2. 


Mandate 


The mandate of the Centre is legislated and reads as follows: 


to encourage pride and excellence in the management of the Public Service and to 
foster among Public Service managers a sense of the purpose, values and traditions 
of the Public Service; 


to help ensure that managers in the Public Service have the analytical, creative, 
advisory, administrative and other managerial skills and knowledge necessary to 
develop and implement policy, respond to change, including changes in the social, 
cultural, racial and linguistic character of Canadian society, and manage government 
programs, services and personnel efficiently, effectively and equitably; 


to help managers in the Public Service develop a successful cooperative relationship 
with staff members at all levels through leadership, motivation, effective internal 
communications and the encouragement of innovation, high-quality service to the 
public and skills development; 


to develop within the Public Service and to attract to the Public Service, through the 
Centre’s programs and studies, persons who are of high calibre and who reflect the 
diversity of Canadian society, and to support their growth and development as public 
sector managers committed to the service of Canada; 


to formulate and provide training, orientation and development programs for 
managers in the public sector and particularly for senior managers in the Public 
Service; 


to study and conduct research into the theory and practice of public sector 
management; and 


to encourage a greater awareness in Canada of issues related to public sector 
management and the role and functions of government and to involve a broad range 
of individuals and institutions in the Centre’s pursuit of excellence in public 
administration. 
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3. Program Objective 


To assist managers in developing the conceptual, analytical, decision-making, problem- 
solving and implementation skills critical to meeting the current and future management 
challenges in the federal government, including responding to the changes in the social, 
cultural, racial and linguistic character of Canadian society; to assist managers in 
understanding the policies, operation, organization, dynamics and traditions of the federal 
government and in managing government programs, services and personnel, efficiently 
and effectively, ina context of employment equity; to broaden the knowledge base related 
to the theory and practice of public-sector management; and to further exchanges between 
senior private and public sector officials and academics on management issues. 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 
Activity Structure: The Canadian Centre for Management Development Program is 


comprised of four activities. Details of these activities are provided in Section II of the 
Plan. Figure 3 presents a view of the activity structure.

Organization structure: The Principal of the Centre is appointed by the Governor in 
Council and has the rank and status of a deputy minister. The Principal is the Chief 
Executive Officer of the Centre. The following positions report directly to the Principal: 
Vice-Principal, Executive Development Programs; Vice-Principal, Research; Director 
General, Client Relations; Executive Director, International Programs; Executive 
Director, Negotiation, Consultation and Conflict Management; Executive Director, 
Management Services; and the Chief Operating Officer (COO), RADIAN Learning and 
Communications Network.

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D. Planning Perspective 
1. External Factors Influencing the Program 


CCMD as a learning institution supports the Government’s agenda for the country, and 
the Clerk of the Privy Council’s agenda for the management of the Public Service. 


The Third Annual Report to the Prime Minister on the Public Service of Canada 
analyses the impact of change on the Public Service and offers some orientations for the 
future. The Centre supports these corporate orientations and in this context, the 
preparation and development of leaders to meet such challenges becomes more important 
than ever. 


Over the past few years, the field of executive education has changed profoundly and 
continues to evolve. There is a shift toward life-long development of managers at all 
levels, through an enhanced emphasis on active learning and the development of teams 
in the workplace to create an ingrained ability and organizational culture for continuous 
improvement. Executive Development then becomes an instrument to implement 
corporate strategies. 


The Centre’s role and activities are being examined as part of a rationalization study 
of the training and development function across the public service mandated by the Clerk 
of the Privy Council. The study’s terms of reference include recommending ways to 
ensure efficiency and effectiveness in training and development and processes and policies 
to manage the function in a strategic and accountable manner given the future role of the 
public service. A preliminary report was presented to the Clerk in January 1996. 


As part of the Program Review, the Centre is absorbing a 15% reduction in its 
appropriation over the three fiscal years starting in 1995-96. 


The Centre needs to complete its technological infrastructure to support its programs 
and services, at a time of severe resource cutbacks. Some initiatives in this area began 
in 1995-96. 


2. Initiatives 


The Centre’s overall program objective is to provide relevant, cost-effective executive 
development and research programs in support of the corporate objectives of the 
Government and the management agenda of the Public Service of Canada. In light of the 
external factors influencing the program, CCMD is examining its role and programs to 
better focus on these corporate priorities through a business definition exercise. 
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3. Update on Previously Reported Initiatives 


In the 1995-96 Estimates, the Centre indicated its plan to develop new relationships with 
provincial public service organizations and larger municipalities. As a result of these 
efforts by the Client Relations unit of CCMD, agreements have been negotiated with the 
Northwest Territories, and the Ontario, Alberta, Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia 
governments. 


Last year, the Centre outlined initiatives to link more Closely its learning activities and 
research to client demands. The results of these initiatives are mentioned in the 1995-96 
highlights section. 


E. Program Effectiveness 


In order to assess the impact of the products and services offered to its clients, the Centre 
has developed an automated evaluation system. The Product Offering Evaluation System 
is designed to collect information in a more systematic and standardized fashion. The 
system has been piloted in 1994-95 and implementation began in 1995-96; full 
implementation is foreseen for September 1996. 


In the context of the preparation for the parliamentary review of the Centre to be 


tabled in 1996-97, the Centre will be undertaking surveys as well as collecting other 
information to assess the results of the Centre’s programs. 
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Section II 
Analysis by Activity 


A. Executive Development 
Objective 


To enhance the knowledge and managerial competence of members of the Executive 
Group in providing service to the Canadian public. 


Description 


Includes the provision of mandatory executive leadership courses; the educational 
components of the Career Assignment Program and of the Management Trainee Program; 
the delivery of optional executive development courses and an Advanced Management 
Program; Negotiation, Consultation and Conflict Management program, armchairs, 
roundtables and conferences; management issues and seminar programs; the development 
of a voluntary management assessment program, internal counselling and stress 
management services available to all senior managers; liaison and consultation with the 
private sector, universities and other outside organizations involved in management 
development activities; coordination of international activities; the operations of a Group 
Decision Centre; and, the operational services in support of the faculty for the design and 
delivery of courses. 


Resource Summaries 


This activity accounts for 61.5% of the total 1996-97 Canadian Centre for Management 
Development Program expenditures.

Explanation of Change: The 1994-95 expenditures were lower than the Main Estimates 
by $229,000 or 5.1% due mainly to the reallocation of resources towards the Research 
activity. 


Performance Information and Resource Justification 


The design and delivery of leadership development courses, management development 
courses, management seminars and workshops are the operational outputs of this activity. 
Information is provided separately below for the four components of this Activity, 
including a statistical overview of its outputs (figure 7). 


Executive Development: This component includes the provision of mandatory and 
residential leadership development courses and optional non-residential courses, seminars 
and workshops to members of the Executive Group, Governor-In-Council appointees, 
Executive equivalents, Employment Equity groups one level below senior managers, 
Career Assignment and Management Trainee participants, regional managers at the EX 
minus one level, and managers from Interchange Canada and Business/Government 
Executive Exchange. Services are delivered to the client group through courses, updates, 
seminars, conferences, roundtables, publications and other vehicles yet to be developed. 
Knowledge is generated in a variety of ways (in-house analysis and innovation, external 
contracts) and it is packaged for delivery using different media (e.g., courses, cases, 
videos, publications). The educational component of the Career Assignment Program 
(CAP) and of the Management Trainee Program form part of this component. 


Negotiation, Consultation and Conflict Management: This component includes the 
design, coordination and delivery of executive training programs in those areas of 
executive development related to negotiation, consultation and conflict management. 
Consultation services and support to clients are provided with respect to specific 
negotiations, public consultations and conflict or crisis situations. This component of the 
program is being delivered with the participation of the Cambridge (Massachusetts) 
Conflict Management Group associated with Harvard University. 
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International Activities: | This component includes the management of the Centre’s 
international learning activities, including the facilitation of the provision of Canadian 
public sector management development resources; responding to requests from other 
countries for assistance with their management training and Public Service reform efforts 
and the coordination of orientation programs for visiting foreign delegations. 


Program Operations Services: This component is responsible for providing the support 
necessary for the delivery of leadership development and management development 
courses, workshops, and seminars both in the National Capital Region as well as in the 
regions. This support includes the preparation of contracts, course registration and the 
preparation of the course calendar.

Includes the conduct and publication of the results of research programs and projects; the 
preparation and publication of case studies in public management; the administration of 
a fellowships program for senior public and private sector officials and academics; the 
management of contributions to a variety of management organizations and associations: 
the management of the Centre’s information holdings and the provision of management 
information search services.

Explanation of Change: The 1994-95 expenditures were higher than the Main Estimates 
by $422,000 or 35.4% due mainly to a decision taken to invest more on research in 
public management through a reallocation of funds from the Executive Development and 
the Program Management and Services activities. 


Performance Information and Resource Justification 


This activity has five components: long-term research programs or core competencies, 
Publications and knowledge dissemination, Fellows Program, Case Program, and 
Management Resource Centre. The mission of research is to promote and deepen the 
knowledge about public service management that is fundamental to sound governance and 
lies at the basis of all CCMD activities. 


Research Programs: The five core competencies define the areas in which CCMD 
should develop knowledge and know-how. They are: 


Organizational Effectiveness 

Governance 

Leadership 

The Mind, Life and Work of the Public Servant 
Learning 


Within the framework of these long-term concerns, there are current strategic themes and 
priorities to be addressed. Each year, a set of research priorities is established after 
extensive consultation with public service managers. Research projects are carried out 
in partnership with researchers drawn from university faculties, private sector executives 
and current or retired public servants as well as by CCMD faculty. 


The Centre has a key role to play in helping managers deal with an environment of 
challenge and change. Research contributes by encouraging the expansion of the public 
management knowledge base. To ensure that research is relevant, timely and cost 
effective, the Centre encourages collaborative efforts and information sharing. Seminars, 
colloquia and practitioner’s exchanges are held both to disseminate research findings and 
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to improve work-in-progress. Exchanges among others involved in management research 
support sharing of innovative approaches to the management of research. CCMD has 
pioneered new forms of "action research" in which research is carried out not just for 
practitioners, but with them as participants. 


Publications and Knowledge Dissemination: This element consists of publications and 
communication of research findings. It provides communication to managers of 
information concerning new understanding of public management and new sources of 
public management knowledge at the Centre and from external sources. It offers 
differentiated product lines to meet client needs and communicate various types of 
knowledge. 


Fellowships: Fellowships are an integral part of the operations of the Centre. The 
program has two sub-components. 


CCMD Fellows Program: The purpose of the CCMD Fellows program is to advance and 
enhance the knowledge and understanding of public management and to make a 
contribution to the development of managers in the federal government. 


The program is open to members of the executive group of the federal Public Service, 
private sector equivalents and university faculty. 


The duration of appointments is variable ranging from a few months to two years. 
Salaries, benefits and relocation expenses of CCMD Fellows are normally paid by their 
home organization. 


Canadian University Fellows Program: As approved by Treasury Board, this program 
enables senior public servants to go to Canadian universities as Visiting Fellows for 
periods of up to 12 months. The Centre coordinates this program. 


The program is intended to promote closer relations between the federal Public 
Service and Canadian universities, encouraging the free flow of ideas and best practices 
between the public sector, the academic community and the private sector. 


Case Programs: These include teaching cases for use in CCMD classrooms and 
learning organizations across the country and case studies which provide accounts of 
major Public Service innovations, experiences and organizational changes. 


Management Resource Centre: The Management Resource Centre continues to develop 
its outreach services and access to knowledge through "just-in-time" continuous learning 
services. The Management Resource Centre is also responsible for the Centre’s records 
and information management.

C. Program Management and Services 
Objective 


To provide the overall policy direction and orientation of the Centre and the necessary 
internal services to assist in the management of its programs. 


Description 


Comprises the overall managerial direction and strategic planning of the Canadian Centre 
for Management Development; the provision of marketing activities; the delivery of 
services in Communications, human resources, finance, administration, information 
technology, corporate services, evaluation and audit; the provision of residential services; 
and, the capital acquisition plan. 


Resource Summaries 


This Activity accounts for 26.3% of the total 1996-97 Canadian Centre for Management 
Development Program expenditures.

Explanation of Change: The 1994-95 expenditures were lower than the Main Estimates 
by $370,000 or 8.4% due mainly to the reallocation of resources towards the Research 
activity. 


Performance Information and Resource Justification 


Client Relations: This Group is responsible for two main areas: the Business Centre and 
Communications and Marketing. The Business Centre briefs CCMD client organizations 
on the trends and best practices in executive education, works with them to analyze their 
executive education needs and meets these needs with either the programs from the 
Centre or from other executive education organizations in Canada. The Communications 
and Marketing Group is responsible for media relations, corporate communications, 
marketing research and the promotion of the Centre’s programs. 


Management Services Group: The Management Services Group assists the Principal 
in obtaining information on the effectiveness of the Centre’s programs, strategies, 
services offered to its clients, and in facilitating the integration of new employees to the 
Centre and provides support with regard to the management of the Board of Governors. 
This Group is also responsible for providing services in the fields of human resource 
management, finance, informatics and administration. 


Human Resources Management: The Human Resources Management Group implements 
innovative human resource management practices in a context of financial constraints. 
This group enhances the level of client satisfaction and ensures that innovative flexible 
and realistic policies and programs are implemented. It enhances the level of consultation 
with its clients. Simple and effective approaches to service delivery will be fostered. It 
implements mechanisms to encourage the appropriate empowerment of employees at all 
levels. It recruits and selects high calibre faculty members and emphasizes their 
redeployment into challenging positions that will enhance their careers. This Group is 
also involved in the implementation of innovative practices and measures in the fields of 
employment equity, staff development and reward, and employee appraisal. 
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Financial Services: The Financial Services Group provides all the financial services 
required of the Centre as a departmental corporation, such as: budget preparation and 
control; maintenance of accounting and reporting systems; simplification of financial 
policies and procedures; and, accounting and control of expenditures and accounts 
receivable. Also, it provides financial advice to the other groups. 


Informatics: The Informatics Services Group is involved in the management of projects 
such as the implementation of additional infrastructures, the optimization of the technical 
architecture and the revision of productivity tools including user training and technical 
support. 


Administrative and Property Services: The majority of the services of this group are 
provided by purchase or rental contracts, as required, through PWGSC. This includes 
property management, residential room maintenance, catering services, building security, 
office design and landscaping, photocopy, telephone and telecommunication services. 
The measures instigated in 1995-96 to improve the Touraine Campus with regard to 
requirements for disabled persons have been completed. 


The measure of efficiency for the Program Management and Services activity is 


expressed as the percentage of the total resources required to meet the operational needs 
of the Centre. The capital budget of $824,000 is included in this activity.

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D. Distance Learning and Business Communication 


Objective 


To reduce time, cost and barriers to distance learning and business communications 
within the public service, including other levels of government and educational 
institutions, in accordance with Sections 4 and 5 of the Canadian Centre for Management 
Development Act. 


Description 


In partnership with Training and Development Canada and Public Works and Government 
Services Canada, includes the provision of optional distance learning and business 
communication products and services to the public sector on a full cost-recovery basis: 
needs assessment; design, delivery, and evaluation of technology-enhanced distance 
learning and business communication products and services: project management; 
coordination and integration of public and private sector suppliers in distance learning and 
business communication projects. 


Resource Summaries 


This activity accounts for 2.9% of the total 1996-97 Canadian Centre for Management 
Development Program expenditures. CCMD operates the RADIAN Revolving Fund with 
authority to draw up to $10 million from the Consolidated Revenue Fund. Distance 
learning and business communication services are offered to the public service on a full 
cost recovery basis. Official operations began on April 1, 1994. 


The expenditures for the RADIAN Revolving Fund represent the net cash 
requirements (figure 13). The disbursements for 1996-97 consist of $2.2 million, or 
24%, for personnel costs and $6.8 million, or 76%, for non-salaries (including minor 
capital), offset by revenue of $8.5 million.

Explanation of Change: The 1994-95 expenditures were $377,000 or 37.3% higher 
than the Main Estimates due mainly to the RADIAN revolving fund additional start-up 
costs. 


Performance Information and Resource Justification 


The operational outputs of this activity include the design, delivery and management of 
distance learning and business communications projects for public service clients. To 
measure the success of meeting the learning and/or communications objectives, as well 
as reducing time, cost and barriers to distance learning and business communications the 
following performance information is maintained (Figure 15):

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2. Personnel Requirements 


Personnel expenditures account for 59.7% of the total 1996-97 expenditures of the 
Program. Through agreement with the Treasury Board Secretariat, the Centre manages 
its personnel resources under a wage envelope, which includes the salaries of regular 
public servants and the costs of contracts for research and teaching. The wage envelope 
was agreed to in order to recognize the special nature of the Centre’s operations, and to 
allow greater flexibility in the resourcing of operations, while maintaining permanent 
resources to the minimum. 


The Centre is staffed in a number of ways. A profile of the personnel mix for 
1996-97 is provided in Figure 17. These include approximately 140 full-time employees 
of the Centre supplemented by employees of other departments on assignment for specific 
periods of time, Fellows from the private and academic sectors and contract resources. 
The salary requirements are based on a personnel complement of 173 employees.

4. Transfer Payments 


Upon the creation of the Centre, the Government transferred responsibility for the 
management of contributions given to organizations and institutions with similar 
objectives to those of the Centre, that were previously paid by the Treasury Board 
Secretariat and the Privy Council Office. Under its Contribution Policy, the Centre has 
allocated a sum of $175,000 for this purpose in 1996-97.

5. Revenue 


CCMD has two main sources of revenue: one is revenue from tuition and residential fees 
credited to the Consolidated Revenue Fund and the other is revenue from Distance 
Learning and Business Communication credited to the RADIAN revolving fund. 
Regarding the former, in previous years this internal revenue was recorded against 
CCMD expenditures as a reallocation of expenditures between departments. This change 
in the accounting method of recording revenue will enable CCMD to display the gross 
expenditures instead of only the net as per Section 29. 1(1) of the Financial Administration 
Act (FAA) pertaining to departmental corporations. Figure 20 provides the details.

* For fiscal year 1996-97, a new revenue reporting method is being used for a better 
disclosure to Parliament of CCMD revenue and expenditures pursuant to Section 29. 1(1) 
of the Financial Administration Act. In the past, these recoveries of funds were recorded 
against CCMD expenditures; therefore, only the net cost of operating CCMD was 
reported in the Estimates. In 1994-95, $6.0 million and $0.6 million were recovered 
from other departments for tuition and residential fees respectively. In 1995-96, these 
charges will be in the order of $8.0 million and $0.6 million. 


6. Net Cost of Program 
The Estimates of the Program include only those expenditures to be charged to the 
Program’s voted and statutory authorities. Services received without charge and revenue 


credited to the consolidated revenue and to the revolving fund are also taken into account 
to arrive at the estimated total cost of the Program. Details are outlined in Figure 21.

Appropriation Authority 
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The Estimates Documents 


The Estimates of the Government of Canada are structured in 
three Parts. Beginning with an overview of total government 
spending in Part I, the documents become increasingly more 
specific. Part II outlines spending according to departments, 
agencies and programs and contains the proposed wording of the 
conditions governing spending which Parliament will be asked to 
approve. The Part III documents provide additional detail on each 
department and its programs primarily in terms of the results 
expected for the money spent.

3. Trends in Financial Requirements 
For the fiscal year beginning April 1, 1994, CCOHS’ operations continued to be governed by the 
direction of the Ministers of the Treasury Board to the President and Chief Executive Officer. In 


summary, the decisions were to place a cap on expenditures, staff levels and increase revenues by $0.4 
million annually.

The Canadian Centre for Occupational Health and Safety was created in 1978 to promote the 
fundamental right of Canadians to a healthy and safe working environment. 


CCOHS’ tripartite governing Council consists of a Chairman and Governors representing 
governments (federal, provincial, territorial), employers and labour. 


The principal clients of CCOHS are labour organizations, business corporations, government, 
health and safety organizations, media, educational institutions, professionals and working Canadians. 
CCOHS also collaborates with Canadian and foreign organizations in developing electronic products 
and services. Partnerships with government, companies, labour unions, and numerous institutions and 
organizations have resulted in the major advancement of CCOHS’ products and services. 


De Mandate 


The Canadian Centre for Occupational Health and Safety Act was enacted in April 1978. The Act 
mandated CCOHS to promote the fundamental right of Canadians to a healthy and safe working 
environment, but without regulatory jurisdiction. Under the Act, CCOHS’ clientele is the working 
community of Canada. 


CCOHS is accountable to the Minister of Labour and to Parliament. It is a departmental 
corporation under Schedule II of the Financial Administration Act. 


3. Program Objective 


To provide Canadians with information about occupational health and safety which is trustworthy, 
comprehensive and intelligible. The information must facilitate responsible decision-making, promote 
change in the workplace, increase awareness of the need for a healthy and safe working environment, 
and support education and training. 


4. Program Description 


CCOHS promotes a healthy and safe workplace by providing a comprehensive information service on 
health and safety at work. This service consists of revenue-generating services and a free inquiry 
service. The revenue-generating services include: a quarterly compact disc read-only memory (CD- 
ROM) service, CCINFOdisc, consisting of a Database Series of seven discs, five full-text discs and two 
interactive, multimedia discs; an on-line computer service (CCINFOline) via Internet, and other 
telecommunications carriers, that provides users access to over fifty databases on CCOHS’ host 
computer in Hamilton; customized services and products; training; publications; memberships; a 
magnetic tape service; a series of diskette products on selected OSH topics, and an Electronic 
Messaging/Bulletin Board System. The free inquiry service provides occupational health and safety 
information in response to inquiries from Canadians in both official languages. 
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~F Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Program consists of two activities: a Council of Governors concerned with 
governance, and the President and Chief Executive Officer and CCOHS staff responsible for 
operations. For ease of understanding, CCOHS activities have been combined in the Program 
Effectiveness Information section of this document. 


Organization Structure: The Council consists of the Chairman and a Council of Governors. 
The Council is presently comprised of twelve voting members, plus an independent chairperson. Four 
voting governors represent workers. Four voting governors represent employers and thirteen, of which 
four are voting governors, represent provincial and territorial governments, federal departments or 
Crown corporations. All are appointed by the Governor-in-Council. The Council of Governors is 
required by statute to meet at least three times a year. 


Audit Committee: A committee of Governors which reports to Council. 


President and Chief Executive Officer: Has supervision over and direction of the work and 
staff of CCOHS. 


Corporate Management: Provides centralized planning, management and financial control. 


Computer Systems and Services: Provides the technical structure and support services for 
the production and development of health and safety products in electronic format. CCOHS has created 
and enhanced its own search and retrieval software engine to better meet its own specific needs as well 
as CCOHS customers’ needs and demands. 


Health and Safety Products and Services: A group of market-driven project teams that 
constitute the driving force of the products and services offered by CCOHS. Provides fee-for-service 
products such as the electronic information services, training products, and customized occupational 
health and safety services. 


Operations Support: Comprised of support services such as document resources, facilities, 
language services, records management, and other services necessary for the effective operation of 
CCOHS. It also supports all directorates through marketing, communication and customer services. 


Inquiries Service: Responds directly in writing or by telephone to questions related to 
occupational health and safety. 


CCOHS is structured on an inter-disciplinary project team system to increase productivity and 
innovation. A project management program has been implemented. Costs and feasibility analysis are 
performed on projects and product lines to determine margins which will allow CCOHS to make 
fiscally responsible decisions on product lines. 


Program Delivery: CCOHS delivers a comprehensive collection of occupational health and 
safety information to users worldwide, as follows: 


e through a CD-ROM (compact disc read-only memory) service, CCINFOdisc, which 
enables users to search, retrieve and print (where applicable) all of CCOHS’ 
occupational health and safety data. One disc can store 300,000 pages of information. 
CD-ROMs can accommodate sound, animation, and the full text of publications, 
complete with tables and graphics. CCINFOdisc is sold in some cases as a single 
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disc, and in others on a yearly subscription. (For a list of CCINFOdiscs, see 
Electronic Information Service, page 18). 


e through its international on-line computerized service of occupational health and safety 
information, for public access via Internet or telecommunication network. Available 
by subscription or on a fee-for-use basis. 


e through a magnetic tape service for loading a CCOHS-developed chemical database on 
users’ own computer systems - by subscription 


e through its multimedia training products 
e through OSH information on diskette, in the form of databases on selected topics 
e through fee-for-service projects - CCOHS designs and implements customized 


systems for OSH information dissemination and delivery, based on the Centre’s 
technological expertise in the occupational health and safety field 


e through CCOHS’ own comprehensible publications on occupational health and safety 
topics for workers, occupational health and safety committees and others - sold 
individually or as selected collections 

e through the free Inquiries Service, in response to inquiries from workers, managers, 
employers (from all sizes of companies), government officials, professionals, scientists 
and the public 


6. Current Situation and Strategic Objectives 


CCOHS continues to streamline and reduce overhead and program delivery expenditures as it strives 
towards self-sufficiency. 


The longer-term objectives are as follows: 
e increase revenues by $0.4 million annually 


e generate enough revenues credited to the vote to alleviate the provincial funding of the 
Inquiries Service 
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Planning Perspective 


External Factors Influencing the Program 


Economic Environment The Canadian economy continues to register very modest 
growth. Canadian industry and government remain extremely cost-conscious, thereby 
limiting CCOHS growth in Canada; thus, the Centre maintains an annual growth rate 
of 7% as opposed to a desired rate of 12%. 


Labour Market While considerable concern continues over the effect of chemicals in 
manufacture and in the workplace, the significant shift of the labour force over to the 
service sector has raised new issues such as stress, repetitive motion injuries, fatigue 
and burn-out in the trucking, grocery retail and food preparation industries. CCOHS 
has made proposals to industry associations and organized labour to address the 
problem areas. 


Technology Given the very rapid advancement in the information technology 
industry, it is imperative that CCOHS significantly upgrade its software if support for 
products is to remain at a satisfactory level. To that end, the Centre is pursuing a 
three-year phased software upgrading plan to ensure that its software remains 
competitive in the marketplace. 


Revenue Self-Sufficiency CCOHS is required to attain financial independence from 
federal appropriations as soon as possible. The 1996-97 Main Estimates highlights 
that the Centre will reduce its dependence on the Federal Treasury by $381,000 
compared to the 1995-96 fiscal year. 


Rationalization of Services In light of financial pressures on all levels of 
governments, CCOHS is in a position to offer information services to the working 
populations of all provinces and territories. By providing one national and 
comprehensive service in support of the internal responsibility system for health and 
safety, considerable savings would be achieved by eliminating duplication. 
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E. Program Performance Information 
1p Revenue Improvements 


In 1996-97, CCOHS’ revenue target is $5.041 million; this revenue will be generated from the sale of 
CCINFOdiscs, fee-for-service projects, on-line electronic products, and Inquiries funding.

2; Cost Savings 


Through the combined effects of constraining operating costs and increasing sales revenues, CCOHS is 
forecasting to reduce its financial dependence on the federal government from $2.5 million in 1994-95, 
to $2.151 million in 1995-96, a $0.4 million expenditure reduction in federal funding, and to 
progressively increase revenues in 1996-97 and subsequent years. 


Steps Taken: 


e Operational expenses are maintained within the reference level guidelines imposed by 
Treasury Board. Expenses are closely monitored and approval of such expenses is 
made by the business unit managers to provide the maximum rate of return. 


e FTE’s are capped at 90. 


e Professional Services, training requests, capital and project printing are all reviewed 
by the Senior Management Board. 


e Hospitality expenses and capital expenditures are reported annually to the Audit 
Committee. 
e The Centre continues to seek partners for funding of cooperative ventures in 


occupational health and safety information. 


e All exhibit displays have been subjected to a cost-benefit analysis to ascertain the 
relative returns in sales. 


e All Council meetings are scheduled to be held in Hamilton, Ontario to minimize costs. 
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e The Chairman of Council is a non-paid position and the size of Council has been 
reduced to 12 voting members who are to cover their own expenses. 


e A project costing system has been implemented providing costing details and margins 
for each product and project.

4. Memberships 


In September, 1991, CCOHS launched a membership program. Becoming a member indicates a 
willingness to support the cooperative ideal for which CCOHS stands: promoting healthy and safe work 
environments in Canada and the sharing of information among employers, labour and government. 
Enhancement of the program is planned for this upcoming year. 
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5. Electronic Information Service 


CCOHS makes use of the latest information, communication and computer technologies to provide a 
comprehensive service. Its information and training products cover the full spectrum of work activities 
to help governments, employers, workers and OSH professionals deal with health and safety problems 
efficiently and cost-effectively. 


These services are developed in partnership with recognized institutions in Canada and 
throughout the world. Participating institutions include: the World Health Organization, the 
International Labour Office (ILO), the International Development Research Centre (IDRC), the 
International Programme on Chemical Safety (IPCS), the U.S. National Institute for Occupational 
Safety and Health (NIOSH), the French Institut national de recherche et de sécurité (INRS), Human 
Resources Development Canada, Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada and Environment Canada. 


CCOHS continues to enhance its software to incorporate more advanced search and retrieval 
features and to provide for wider delivery of its products. The ability to customize software enables 
CCOHS to develop solutions tailored to the needs of its customers. 


CCINFOdisc: Distributed to thousands of users in over fifty countries, this CD-ROM service provides 
information products developed by CCOHS and through partnerships. 


e Series A - three discs with a collection of nearly 200,000 records of comprehensive 
chemical safety information concerning occupational, environmental and agricultural 
issues, and the transportation of dangerous goods. The MSDS disc contains over 70,000 
English material safety data sheets on tradename products; and the FTSS disc, over 
30,000 French material safety data sheets. The Transportation of Dangerous 
Goods(TDG)/Hazardous Materials (49CFR) has been completely redesigned and updated 
to enhance content and facilitate access to data. 


® Series B - two discs providing a comprehensive source of over 250,000 records of 
bibliographic and direct information from Canadian and international sources on a wide 
range of occupational health and safety topics. Databases on these two discs will be re- 
organized as appropriate to have a wider market appeal. 


e Series C - two discs with detailed toxicological and regulatory information on nearly 
125,000 records on chemicals as well as access to about 200,000 references to books, 
articles and reports on chemicals and other health and safety topics. The RTECS® 
database presentation is being redesigned to add more searching flexibility and improve 
its useability. 


® The Chemical Advisor - a comprehensive source of regulatory and advisory information 
on some 10,000 chemicals in the workplace and the environment. It consolidates over 
140 key chemical lists from 35 agencies and authoritative sources with data from several 
countries such as USA, Australia, Germany, United Kingdom, Israel and Canada. It was 
created in partnership with ChemADVISOR Inc. of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 


CCOHS provides IBM (IBM compatible) and Apple® Macintosh™ stand-alone and network 
versions for CCINFOdisc. 
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Full-Text CD-ROM Discs: There are currently five discs with the full text of publications as they 
appear in published form, complete with graphics, tables and pictures: 


Human Resources Development Canada Labour Program: a bilingual collection of three 
databases and key publications of the Labour Canada Operations Program, developed in 
partnership with the Labour Program of Human Resources Development Canada. 


Canadian Health and Safety Legislation: presents the full text of legislation - acts, regulations, 
codes of practice and guidelines from all Canadian jurisdictions. A range of environmental 
material, including the Canadian Environmental Protection Act, has been added. Key 
characteristics are the presentation of the text, convenient search capabilities for immediate 
access to a required segment, and hot-linking of cross-referenced material. Sold as a quarterly 
subscription. 


Canadian Health and Safety Legislation Plus Standards: presents all Canadian health and 
safety legislation and the different versions of the English and French CSA (Canadian Standards 
Association) standards referenced in the Canadian health and safety legislation disc, including 
their most current versions. Relevant standards from other standard-writing bodies will be 
added progressively, as and when they become available. Produced in co-operation with the 
Canadian Standards Association and sold as a quarterly subscription, with revenue shared 
between CSA and CCOHS. 


IPCS CD-ROM on Chemical Safety: a CD-ROM containing documents, databases and other 
information products for worldwide distribution from the United Nations and other international 
bodies. Organizations contributing data to this CD-ROM include the United Nations 
Environment Programme (UNEP), the World Health Organization (WHO), International Labour 
Organisation (ILO), and United Nations Industrial Development Organization (UNIDO). 
Prepared in co-operation with the IPCS (International programme on Chemical Safety), a 
division of the World Health Organization. 


IPCS INTOX: a global, multilingual collection of documents on poisonous substances, 
including industrial chemicals, pharmaceuticals, household products, agricultural chemicals and 
plant, fungal and animal toxins, as well as other agents commonly responsible for poisoning. 
The CD-ROM is intended to facilitate information management and communication between 
poison information centres and inquirers. Produced in co-operation with the International 
Programme on Chemical Safety (a division of the World Health Organization), with funding 
assistance from Canada’s IDRC and WHO Member States. 


Interactive Multimedia CD-ROMs: two training/education packages using interactive multimedia. 
These discs creatively use a blend of voice-over, animation, graphics and text in a convenient, easy-to- 
use format for self-paced classroom or individual learning. Their multi-sensory input and interactive 
nature help stimulate learning and improve comprehension and retention. 


Safe Use of Chemicals: an interactive, multimedia training/education package. It defines 
chemicals and explains their hazards and their effects on the body, and guides the user through 
the steps for working safely with various classes of chemicals. The disc is accompanied by a 
user manual and student handbook. The original partnership agreement with the Ontario 
Training Corporation was transferred to Innovation Ontario Corporation with the closing of the 
Ontario Training Corporation. The relatively inexpensive price of the package reflects the 
current multimedia market conditions and the need to encourage higher sales volumes. 
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Preventing Repetitive Motion Injuries (RMI): an interactive, multimedia training/education 
package developed in partnership with NCR Canada Limited, now called AT&T Global 
Information Solutions. It provides trainees with an understanding of what RMIs are, how they 
affect the body, what causes RMIs, how to identify RMI problems at work and how to solve 
them. The relatively inexpensive price of the package reflects current multimedia market 
conditions and the need to encourage higher sales volumes. 


CCINFOline: international on-line access to CCOHS’ fifty databases through its host computer system 
via telecommunications network, or Internet, an interconnection of tens of thousands of computer 
networks worldwide. 


CCINFOline is fully searchable in the user’s choice of English or French. Many of the 
databases themselves are bilingual. A bilingual, introductory menu system takes users step-by-step to 
the desired database or to the required database description or search instructions. Information can be 
printed selectively. Users can also select news on CCOHS, its services and its electronic products. 


One of the CCINFOline databases developed by CCOHS, the MSDS Database, is also available 
on the worldwide on-line networks of the Chemical Abstracts Service, STN, the European Space 
Agency Service, ESA network, and as a CD-ROM from SilverPlatter Inc. in the U.K., one of the 
largest CD-ROM producers in the world. CCOHS receives 50% of revenue generated by usage of the 
MSDS Database from these services. 


MSDS Tape: a magnetic tape service for users to mount CCOHS MSDS and FTSS databases on their 
own systems 


Diskette Service: For a wide range of users who need to access smaller segments of information at an 
affordable price, CCOHS provides databases on diskette (NOISE LEVELS) and full-text publications 
on diskette (NIOSH MANUAL OF ANALYTICAL METHODS, and the Directory of Health and 
Safety Sotware). CCOHS plans to further develop its diskette service with more databases, full-text 
publications or multimedia applications on repetitive motion injuries or other such topics. 


Subscribers to the electronic information services include: governments, large industries, 
occupational health and safety organizations, universities, hospitals, libraries, unions, consulting 
organizations, and the general public. 

Electronic Messaging/Bulletin Board System--The OSH EXCHANGE: CCOHS is providing a 
computerized bulletin board service (BBS) for the occupational health and safety community worldwide. 
This facility is a free forum for the users to exchange information, ideas, and practical solutions. 


Service and Support: All CCINFOdisc and CCINFOline users receive: 


e toll-free (inside Canada and USA) technical support with questions about equipment, 
searching CCINFOdisc, or problem resolution; 


e unlimited user assistance by telephone, in writing and/or by FAX; 
e free quarterly user newsletter--LIAISON (choice of English or French); 


e advance written notification of upgrades and/or growth in the range of products offered as 
part of the CCINFOdisc service; and 
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e free access to the OSH EXCHANGE--the CCOHS bulletin board system which provides 
a communications network for CCINFO users and the worldwide occupational health and 
safety community. 


6. Customized Electronic Services 


CCOHS offers customized electronic services including CD-ROM design and publishing, CD-ROM 
software development and licensing, and database development for CD-ROM, on-line, tape and 
diskette. 


Des Fee-for-Service Projects 


CCOHS offers customized products and services on a fee-for-service basis. By far the largest number 
of projects undertaken are for customized electronic services. 


Some examples of on-going fee-for-service projects follow. 


1: UNCED (United Nations Conference on Environment and Development) - The Earth Summit 


CD-ROM (complete text, graphics, images and photographs of the official documents of the 
United Nations Conference on Environment and Development) produced by CCOHS is now 
being sold through the United Nations and IDRC. CCOHS has on-going involvement through 
the provision of customer support via a helpline. This work is being performed under a contract 
with IDRC. CCOHS has developed a Home Page with a representative selection of UNCED 
documents and a World Wide Web site for IDRC. 


fies Instituto del Tercer Mundo - The Institute (ITeM) in Uruguay is using CCOHS’ CCPUB 
software to develop a CD-ROM of non-governmental organization (NGO) data related to the 
Earth Summit and possible other products. CCOHS continues to provide software support to 
ITeM. 


a: INTOX - The IPCS INTOX Package is a global, multilingual, computerized, integrated 
information system for use at poison control centres around the world to manage information on 
poisonings. It consists of a CD-ROM with an authoritative database on substances commonly 
implicated in poisonings worldwide, and a poisons information database management software 
system. Both the CD-ROM and the software system are promoted, produced and distributed by 
CCOHS on behalf of the IPCS, on a subscription basis, with revenue accruing to CCOHS. 
Continuing its collaboration with the International Programme on Chemical Safety (IPCS) and 
working with some hundred representatives from all over the world, CCOHS is further 
enhancing the English, French and Spanish versions of the INTOX software. CCOHS also 
assists countries by creating other-language versions of the IPCS INTOX System and, on a fee- 
for-service basis, by setting up centralized, computerized poisons information resources 
employing the IPCS INTOX Package and related training, for example, in Indonesia. 
Portuguese, Italian and Indonesian versions are currently under development. 


4. AHEAD (Asian Health, Environmental and Allied Databases CD-ROM) - The Asian CD- 


ROM entitled AHEAD is a product intended to share, produce and disseminate Asian 
environmental and health information in the Asian region and elsewhere. AHEAD is being 
developed by a consortium of eight organizations in Asia. The project employs, on a royalty 
basis, the CCOHS software and technology - the Windows-based CD-ROM publishing software 
for PCs developed by CCOHS - which is being used by project participants from the Asian 
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region - initially from ten participating centres. Technical staff from the lead institute in India 
were trained at CCOHS. CCOHS continues to provide assistance to the consortium in the 
planning and development of AHEAD, as well as technical assistance for the data processing and 
disc production. 


5. Collaboration with IPCS on Chemical Safety - CCOHS works very closely with the 
International Programme on Chemical Safety (IPCS), on a cost-recovery basis, in the 
development of chemical information for use worldwide. The production of CD-ROMs is one 
of the initiatives in this on-going partnership. A current project is CCOHS’ development and 
production of the CD-ROM containing information from the United Nations and other 
international bodies, on hazardous chemicals. The project follows the recommendations of the 
United Nations Conference on Environment and Development (UNCED). The disc will be 
distributed globally on a revenue basis. 


CCOHS offers a two-day training course on health and safety for managers and supervisors, in 
partnership with the College, University and School Safety Council of Ontario. Four courses are given 
annually to people from sectors such as the coast guard, social agencies, hospitals, food companies, 
manufacturers, colleges and universities. 


CCOHS also gives a one day course on noise levels. The course is aimed at health and safety 
committees and industrial hygienists to allow them better management and control of noise in the 
workplace. 


CCOHS offers a one day Internet course for the occupational health and safety professional. 
The advent of the "information highway" has opened numerous avenues of information in the OSH 
field. Since Internet access can be confusing, numerous customers have approached CCOHS with 
questions about searching the Internet for OSH information. This market-driven demand has led to the 
one day course. 


Consistent with project-related income for the past several years, CCOHS estimates annual fee- 
for-service project sales exceeding $1,000,000. 


8. Publications 

CCOHS’ inventory of publications, totalling more than 350, ranges from one-page Infograms to 
summary documents. These materials are organized by topic, and are available in a single topic 
binder, a subject area collection or individually. Investigation is underway to make these publications 


available electronically. 


Document Delivery Express - a support service that provides documents referenced in bibliographic 
databases. Available through CCINFOdisc and CCINFOline. 


9. Visitors 
CCOHS welcomes hundreds of visitors each year to its Hamilton headquarters. Visiting delegations 
and individuals receive an overview of CCOHS’ activities and, in many cases, a demonstration of 


CCOHS’ electronic products. 


During the first 6 months of 1995-96, 285 visitors representing safety and research councils, health and 
medical associations, academic institutions, governments, labour and business groups, passed through 
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CCOHS’ doors. They came to Hamilton from all parts of Canada and the U.S., as well as from other 
countries. 


10. Inquiries Service 


The CCOHS Inquiries Service is Canada’s national information line where all Canadians can obtain 
responses to their questions on occupational health and safety. The service is free, bilingual and 
confidential. Since 1992, Canadian provinces and territories have provided funds to help support the 
service, on a prorated basis according to the relative number of non-federally regulated workers in each 
jurisdiction. At that time, the level of service and performance criteria were agreed upon by the 
jurisdictions. 


Each day, an average of 90 inquiries are received from across Canada. During the first 7 months of 
fiscal year 1995-96, the Inquiries Service answered 12,786 questions. Figure 6 summarizes the 
breakdown of these inquiries by broad subject categories. The following explains why the relative 
percentage of inquiries in some subject areas has changed significantly from fiscal year 1994-95. 


All inquiries are recorded in an administrative database, the Inquiries Database or IDB. Historically, 
IDB was established so that responses could be retrieved for reuse in new inquiries. It could also be 
used to determine whether an inquiry response was in preparation or when it had been completed. 
However, IDB was not intended to account for all inquiries received. Since many inquiries were 
answered as referrals at the time of intake or were outside the mandate of CCOHS, there was no need 
to track these particular inquiries for future use. 


Since the provinces and territories have been funding the Inquiries Service, there has been an increased 
need to provide information regarding the level of service actually provided to inquirers in each 
jurisdiction. As a consequence, inquiries, which before were generally not recorded in the Inquiries 
Database, are now entered and coded so that the Inquiries Service can more accurately report levels of 
service by province or territory. Two main new types of inquiries since October 1994 are: 


- OSH-related but outside CCOHS mandate (eg request for workplace inspections, status of WCB 
claims) 


- Health or safety issues but not OSH-related (eg ecological effect of pesticides, lead-based paints 
in homes, toy safety). 


After these questions were negotiated with the inquirers and they declined information that the Inquiries 
Service could provide, referrals were made to the appropriate agency. Recording these inquiries in the 

IDB has increased the overall number of inquiries reported as well as the percentage of inquiries in the 

"referral" category. This, in turn, has caused the relative percentage of inquiries in other subject areas 

(eg chemical hazards, physical hazards, safety) to decrease. 
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Figure 6: Broad Subjects of Inquiries Received 
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The number of chemically-related questions received during fiscal year 1994-95 decreased slightly from 
the previous year. This downward trend started after 1988 when the newly-enacted WHMIS legislation 
required suppliers to prepare WHMIS-compliant material safety data sheets (MSDSs) and labels. This 
led to a very heavy demand for chemical information during the fiscal year 1988-89, which translated 
to 20,196 chemical inquiries representing 76% of all inquiries received. Compared to all other 
questions on chemicals or chemically-related topics, WHMIS is still the single topic that generates the 
largest number of inquiries. 
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While the number of chemical inquiries decreased during the last few fiscal years, both the number and 
proportion of questions related to indoor air quality, ergonomics (office ergonomics in particular), 
repetitive motion injuries (RMI) and safety continue to increase. These trends seem to be continuing in 
1995-96. Lifting and back injury prevention are two other very common topics of inquiries; other 
areas of particular interest include violence in the workplace and occupational stress. 


A team of information and technical specialists assist inquirers by providing responses which are 
technically authoritative, unbiased and timely. Responses are based extensively on the resources 
available at CCOHS, CCINFO database records, CCOHS publications, information packages and 
previous responses. These responses can be retrieved through an internal administrative database (the 
Inquiries Database, IDB). 


The strategy of using these high quality products and the Centre’s information management systems 
have enabled the service to maintain a high level of efficiency and cost-effectiveness. It also directly 
promotes CCOHS’ products and services to people involved in occupational health and safety in 
Canadian workplaces. 


Each question is carefully negotiated to ensure that the inquirer’s needs can be met. The satisfaction 
ratings of the inquirers is continuously monitored. Feedback cards are sent with responses asking the 
user to evaluate the service regarding the clarity, completeness, usefulness and timeliness of the 
information that they received. During fiscal year 1995-96, the Service continues to receive high 
marks - about 4.45 (89%) on a scale of 1 (low) to 5 (high) - for the information it provides, as shown 
in Figure 7.

In addition to the above ratings on the feedback cards, users frequently add comments about the ready 
accessibility, professionalism, friendliness and politeness of the Inquiries Officers and the Inquiries 
Service’s exceptional contribution to occupational health and safety in Canada. 


The downsizing of the Inquiries Service in 1992 had only a very slight negative impact on the response 
time and user satisfaction rating. During fiscal year 1994-1995 there was an internal reorganization 
which resulted in the loss of one full-time equivalent in the Inquiries Service. These staffing changes 
have resulted in some increase in response times, but haven’t affected user ratings for response delivery 
times. The overall goal to answer 80% of all inquiries within four weeks is still being met - about 
75% are answered within one week and 90%, within four weeks. This has been accomplished by 
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adjusting work and by establishing, over the years, a large number of "reusable" packages of 
information to answer frequently-asked questions. 


The Inquiries Service will continue to adjust the management of information supply, investigate and 
implement other modes of information delivery, and make every effort to improve performance to meet 
or exceed the estimated user satisfaction ratings. The range of questions from inquirers provides 
CCOHS with valuable information on trends and unmet needs in occupational health and safety 
information in Canada.

1; Chemical Information Databases 


The list of databases of chemical information is as follows: 


e MSDS: A repository of the complete text of English Material Safety Data Sheets for 
proprietary chemical products provided by the manufacturer/supplier. 


e FTSS: A repository of the complete text of French Material Safety Data Sheets for 
proprietary chemical products provided by the manufacturer/supplier. 


e CHEMINFO: Health and safety information on individual chemical substances which 
may form the ingredients in trade name products. 


e RTECS®: The computerized version of the NIOSH Registry of Toxic Effects of 


Chemical Substances enhanced by the replacement of coded data by text. Available in 
French as well as in English. 
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e REGULATORY INFORMATION ON PESTICIDE PRODUCTS (RIPP): 
Identifies and describes products registered in Canada under the Pest Control Products 
(PCP) Act; produced by the Pest Management Regulatory Agency of Health Canada. 
The corresponding French database is RENSEIGNEMENTS ET INFORMATION 
SUR LES PRODUITS ANTIPARASITAIRES. 


e PEST MANAGEMENT RESEARCH INFORMATION SYSTEM (PRIS): 
Comprises five databases covering many aspects of pest control product development, 
from first introduction in Canada for research, up to registration. PRIS is managed 
and developed by the Scientific Information Retrieval Section (SIRS) of Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada. The individual databases are also available in French. 


e TRANSPORT OF DANGEROUS GOODS (TDG)/HAZARDOUS MATERIALS 
(49CFR): Contains regulatory information on the packaging and shipping of 
recognized shipping names for Canadian and U.S. regulations applicable to truck or 
rail transport. 


e CHEMICAL HAZARDS RESPONSE INFORMATION SYSTEM (CHRIS): 
Provides emergency response information for firefighters, first responders and other 
professionals responsible for the prevention of, preparation for, and response to 
emergencies involving hazardous materials. CHRIS delivers a comprehensive source 
of emergency response information including health hazards, first-aid, fire hazards, 
chemical reactivity, water pollution, the transport or handling of hazardous materials, 
and more. 


e CHEMICAL EVALUATION SEARCH AND RETRIEVAL SYSTEM (CESARS): 
Is jointly produced by the Michigan Department of Natural Resources (MDNR) and 
the Ontario Ministry of the Environment (MOE). It contains information on 
chemicals of environmental concern. CESARS is divided into twenty-three topic areas 
and most studies have a short summary of key information on the experimental design 
and results. 


e DOMESTIC SUBSTANCES LIST: Fulfils a requirement under the Canadian 
Environmental Protection Act (CEPA). A list of substances which were between 
January 1, 1984 and December 11, 1986: (a) manufactured or imported into Canada 
in a quantity of not less than 100 kg in any one calendar year or (b) in Canadian 
commerce or (c) used for commercial manufacturing purposes in Canada. The 
corresponding French database is LISTE INTERIEURE/EXTERIEURE DES 
SUBSTANCES (LI/EDS). 


e NEW JERSEY HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCE FACT SHEETS: Are prepared by the 
Right-to-Know Program, New Jersey Department of Health. Fact sheets contain basic 
summarized information on the hazards, safe storage, handling, control measures, first 
aid, and emergency procedures for common chemicals. 
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NiPERA CAB (Current Awareness Bulletin): Produced by the Nickel Producers’ 
Environmental Research Association (NiPERA) to develop and disseminate 
information on any health or environmental effects that might be associated with the 
production and use of nickel, its compounds and alloys. 


ChemAdvisor® Database: Provides consolidated coverage of key occupational health, 
safety and environmental data, compiled from more than 45 authoritative sources. 


ChemAdvisor SUPPLEMENT Database: A companion resource for the 
ChemAdvisor Database describing the more than 45 organizations used as sources for 
the ChemAdvisor and providing background information and technical details on 
information included in the ChemAdvisor Database. 


TSCA Chemical Inventory Database: A database created in accordance with the 
Toxic Substances Control Act by the USA Environmental Protection Agency. It 
contains over 60,000 records for chemical substances whose manufacture, importation 
or processing for commercial purposes in the United States has taken place since 
January 1, 1975. 


GUIDE FOR THE EVALUATION OF AIRBORNE CHEMICAL 
CONTAMINANTS: Information on methods to be employed for analyzing chemical 
contaminants. The database covers methods used both in the laboratory and in the 
field. 


Other Health and Safety Databases 


CANADIAN STUDIES: directory of recent Canadian studies in the field of health 
and safety. Records are in English or French, as provided by contributors. The 
corresponding French database is ETUDES CANADIENNES. 


RESOURCE ORGANIZATIONS: directory of Canadian organizations involved in 
the field of health and safety. Records are in English or French, as provided by 
contributors. The corresponding French database is ORGANISMES RESSOURCES. 


RESOURCE PEOPLE: directory of Canadians involved in the field of health and 
safety. Records are in English or French, as provided by contributors. The 
corresponding French database is PERSONNES RESSOURCES. 


CANADIANA: annotated references to occupational health and safety documents 
published in Canada, on Canadian subjects, or by Canadian authors. Includes 
references on reports, articles, conference proceedings, monographs and unpublished 
materials. The references are provided in the language of the document. 
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e MOLINDEX: a bibliographic database of references to labour issues, including 
occupational health and safety. Includes references to selected periodicals, reports, 
conference proceedings and data sheets. Produced by the Ontario Ministry of Labour 
(MOL). 


® CASE LAW: summaries of cases and decisions related to occupational health and 
safety from jurisdictions across Canada. Information on the cases includes, for 
example, jurisdiction, forum, year and a summary. Data are contributed by the 
organizations which actually prepare the summaries. The corresponding French 
database is JURISPRUDENCE. 


® ESSENTIALS: bibliographic database providing essential references in various health 
and safety areas. Topics and references are selected by CCOHS subject specialists to 
provide users with necessary information on a topic. The user is assumed to be 
someone needing an understanding of the essence of an OSH topic. Records are in 
English with references cited in the language(s) of the documents. The corresponding 
French database is REFERENCES ESSENTIELLES. 


® FATALITY REPORTS: information about the circumstances surrounding 
occupationally related fatalities. Data are taken from reports on inquests and inquiries 
into occupationally related fatalities across Canada. 


e NOISE LEVELS: noise level measurements in actual work situations involving 
different types of equipment and occupations in various industries. Data are taken 
from the results of measurements from both published and unpublished sources. 
Records are in English or French as provided by contributors. The corresponding 
French database is NIVEAUX DE BRUIT. 


e MINING INCIDENTS: descriptive information on occupational health and safety 
incidents in mining; developed in cooperation with the Chief Inspectors of Mines 
Association. Records are in English or French, as supplied by the contributors. The 
corresponding French database is ACCIDENTS MINIERS. 


e DIRECTORY OF OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY AND HEALTH LEGISLATION 
IN CANADA: references to the acts and regulations aimed especially at the safety and 
health of working people in Canada. Also incorporates other legislation having an 
impact on the welfare of workers. The corresponding French database is 
REPERTOIRE DE LA LEGISLATION EN MATIERE DE SANTE ET SECURITE 
AU TRAVAIL AU CANADA. 


e OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH AND SAFETY SOFTWARE PACKAGES: provides 
descriptions of commercial computer software programs in the following areas: 
chemical hazards management; occupational medicine; disability management and 
workers’ compensation administration; emergency planning and response; safety; 
audiometric testing; computer aided instruction; ergonomics. 
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CISILO: bibliographic database with international coverage of occupational health and 
safety documents; created by the International Occupational Safety and Health 
Information Centre (CIS) of the International Labour Office (ILO), in Geneva, 
Switzerland. The corresponding French database is CISILO (French). 


INTERNATIONAL DIRECTORY OF OSH INSTITUTIONS: produced by the

B. Use of 1994-95 Authorities — Volume II of the Public Accounts 


As the Federal Environmental Assessment Review Office (which the Canadian Environmental 
Assessment Agency replaced on January 19, 1995) was part of Environment Canada in 
4994-95, the Main Estimates of the Department included an amount of $8,301,000 for this 
activity. The actual expenditures of $10,531,322 were also reported by Environment Canada in 
the 1994-95 Public Accounts. For 1995-96, the Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency will 
continue to report as an activity under Environment Canada’s Program. Commencing in 1996-97, 
the Agency will prepare its Public Accounts as an entity separate from Environment Canada but 
included in the Environment ministry. 
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Section I 
Program Overview 


A. Background 
ase Introduction 


Environmental assessment is about making better decisions. It provides decision-makers with 
information that, when integrated early into the planning and decision-making process, can lead 
to activities that are more compatible with sustaining a healthy environment. 


Canada, in 1973, was one of the first countries to implement the practice of 
environmental assessment. It has since been recognized internationally as a leader in the field, 
and in 1995 received the Institutional Award for Outstanding Achievement in the Field of Impact 
Assessment from the International Association for Impact Assessment. Environmental 
assessment has become an integral element of public decision-making at all levels of 
government in Canada, and is now a formal process in all industrialized countries as well as 
within most international organizations and funding agencies. 


The Canadian government has made a strong commitment to implementing 
environmental assessment as a means of achieving sustainable development. To this end, it 
proclaimed the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act (“the Act”) and regulations in 
January 1995. 


The Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency (“the Agency”) administers the 
environmental assessment process established by the Act and regulations; assists federal 
authorities in integrating environmental factors in their decisions; ensures opportunities for public 
participation in the process; and supports independent public review panels and mediations 
initiated pursuant to the Act. 


As a new federal institution, the Agency operates across the federal sector in the 
dynamic field of public decision-making. Its mandate involves it in some of the most complex 
and sensitive issues facing government today, with players who have competing interests and 
differing views of sustainable development. These factors present the Agency with the challenge 
and opportunity to make a difference. 


Partnerships: With the implementation of the new Act, the opportunity now exists for the 
Agency to build upon relationships already established by the Agency’s predecessor, the 
Federal Environmental Assessment Review Office, as well as develop new ones. In these 
relationships, the Agency will be guided by experience and key principles — professionalism, 
integrity, respect and fairness. The following are some of the Agency's key partners and clients: 


Federal Departments and Agencies: As the custodian of the federal 
environmental assessment process, the Agency serves as an overseer of the process. It 
provides federal departments and agencies with relevant guidelines and procedures, 
educational materials, access to training and opportunities to participate in the development of 
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regulations. It also administers and supports environmental assessment panels appointed by the 
Minister of the Environment to review major projects. 


Provincial and Territorial Governments: Environmental assessment processes 
are also enshrined in provincial statutes and are reflected in decisions taken by two or 
sometimes three levels of government. The Agency has been working closely with many 
provinces and territories to harmonize environmental assessment activities. 


Industry/Proponents: Ensuring that all proponents including the federal government 
have access to both the tools and information they need to comply with the Act is central to the 
Agency's mandate, as is providing a timely and predictable process. 


Public and Non-Government Organizations: The Act is as much about public 
values as it is about rules. Accordingly, the Agency seeks to maximize the public’s participation 
throughout the environmental assessment process, and places considerable emphasis on 
transparency and information sharing. 


First Nations and Inuit: The settlement of Aboriginal land claims and 
self-government agreements is a government priority. The Agency is working with First Nations 
to ensure that the environmental assessment regimes developed and implemented pursuant to 
land claims and self-government agreements are consistent with the requirements of the Act, 
and can be harmonized with existing environmental assessment regimes. 


International Community: Keeping in step with the environmental initiatives of 
international organizations and of other countries is imperative to ensure the effectiveness of 
Canada’s domestic environmental assessment process as well as the competitive position of 
Canadian exporters. In addition, Canada’s international environmental assessment 
responsibilities must reflect foreign policy and trade issues and ensure consistency with the 
processes of these countries. 


7 ds Mandate 


Operating as a distinct entity within the portfolio of the Minister of the Environment, the Agency is 
mandated by the following instruments: 


O the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act and its regulations: the Law List, 
Comprehensive Study List, Inclusion List and Exclusion List; 


O signed bilateral agreements with provincial governments that set out mutually agreed 
upon harmonization processes for environmental assessment activities; and 


@ international agreements containing environmental assessment provisions to which 
Canada is a signatory, e.g., United Nations Economic Commission for Europe 
Convention on Environmental Impact Assessment in a Transboundary Context, the 
United Nations Convention on Biological Diversity and the North American Free Trade 
Agreement. 
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The Agency also assists the Minister with implementation of the 1990 Cabinet Directive 
on the Environmental Assessment of Policy and Program Proposals which involves issuing 
guidance to federal authorities. 


In addition, the President of the Agency has been designated by Order in Council as the 
federal administrator of the environmental and social protection regimes set out in Chapters 22 
and 23 of the 1975 James Bay and Northern Quebec Agreement and the North Eastern Quebec 
Agreement. 


3. Program Objective 


The objective of the Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency is to provide effective means 
of integrating environmental factors into federal planning and decision-making while taking into 
account public values and the goal of sustainable development by developing, managing and 
promoting an effective federal environmental assessment review process. 


4. Program Description 


The Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency administers the federal environmental 
assessment process established by the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act and 
regulations; promotes and conducts research on environmental assessment matters; ensures 
public participation in the environmental assessment process; and, in general, promotes 
environmental assessment in a manner consistent with the Act. These activities position the 
Agency to advise on the implementation of environmental assessment at the federal level, and to 
assist the Minister of the Environment in performing those duties conferred by the Act. 


5. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency has one Activity which 
parallels its Program. This Activity encompasses several interrelated functions designed to meet 
the Agency’s objective. These functions are: 


) to support the continuous development and improvement of the regulatory framework 
and provide clear, consistently applied rules for all stages of the environmental 
assessment process; 


O to facilitate the harmonization of federal environmental assessment activities across 
government and with other jurisdictions; 


O to provide timely advice to the federal government on the effective implementation of 
both the Act and the values on which it is based; 


O to manage public consultations that are fair, impartial and credible, and lead to better 
decision-making that furthers the objective of sustainable development; 


O to deliver high quality, professional services that assist departments and proponents in 
satisfying the requirements of the Act and the Cabinet Directive on the Environmental 
Assessment of Policy and Program Proposals; 
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O to provide national and international leadership as a recognized centre for environmental 
assessment expertise; 


O to promote environmental assessment in a manner which facilitates a greater 
understanding of the process and encourages public participation; and 


O to continue to improve the efficiency of the federal environmental assessment process 
through measures such as cost-recovery, and in so doing, support government-wide 
management reform initiatives. 


Organization Structure: The Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency is designated as 
a Department under Schedule 1.1 of the Financial Administration Act and reports to the Minister 
of the Environment. The Agency is headed by a President who is responsible for fulfilling the 
Program’s objective. The Agency’s main office is located in Hull, Quebec, and its regional offices 
are in Halifax, Winnipeg, Edmonton and Vancouver. 


A progressive and modern organizational model is being introduced to give the Agency 
sufficient organizational flexibility to meet its objective and to respond to the ever evolving needs 
and objectives of its stakeholders. This new model involves the establishment of 
semi-autonomous work teams as an alternative to traditional command-and-control management 
structures. Reflecting the spirit of the government's objective for public service renewal, the 
principle underlying this new model is that those closest to clients are best equipped to 
understand and respond to their needs. This approach also facilitates the integration of 
previously separate areas of environmental assessment expertise within the Agency. 


While this model is reflected in the organizational structure of the Agency, it continues to 
evolve and remains experimental. This experiment is being assessed in co-operation with the 
employees, unions and central agencies. The organizational structure is simple and comprises 
two levels: the executive (encompassing the President and two Vice Presidents) and the teams. 
Following are the current teams under the model described above with their mission statements 
and personnel requirements for the 1996-97 fiscal year: 


Executive, Strategic and Ministerial Services: Jo provide overall strategic 
direction and management and set the context for the Agency's activities. This team is 
also responsible for Parliamentary relations, ministerial services and correspondence 
(12 FTEs). 


Public Review and Participant Funding: To develop and manage effective and 
independent public review and mediation programs to fulfil the Agency’s mission. This 
team is also responsible for managing the Participant Funding Program (17 FTEs). 


Comprehensive Studies and Class Screenings: [0 undertake and manage the 
Agency’s responsibilities for comprehensive studies and class screenings, and to 
advocate timely, efficient, high-quality environmental assessments of projects (2 FTEs). 


Client Liaison: To ensure the efficiency of federal environmental assessments through 
interdepartmental co-ordination and harmonization with environmental assessment 
processes of provinces and other jurisdictions. In addition, the headquarters and 
regional offices provide the Agency's clients with ready access to information, 
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procedural advice and Agency services that enhance the quality of environmental 
assessment activity and compliance with the Act and its regulations (14 FTEs). 


Regulatory Development: To provide an effective legislative and regulatory 
framework for integrating environmental assessment into Aboriginal and federal 
decision-making (7 FTEs). 


Environmental Assessment Enhancement and International Affairs: To 
function as a centre of expertise on good environmental assessment practice and to 
ensure that Canada’s international environmental assessment interests and 
commitments are met. It includes the continued enhancement of the Agency's 
environmental assessment knowledge base, the transfer of this knowledge, including 
training on the Act, to Agency clients, and the development of practical processes, 
procedures and standards to advance the practice of environmental assessment 
(TES): 


Aboriginal Affairs: To provide advice on Aboriginal environmental assessment 
matters to the Agency and other clients and to shape the federal approach to the 
integration of environmental assessment within comprehensive land claims and 
self-government agreements, to provide advice and support services to the federal 
administrator of the James Bay and Northern Quebec Agreement (JBNQA) and to 
manage environmental assessment processes established under the JBNQA and 
related environmental assessment activities (4 FTEs). 


Communications and Information Management: lo provide value-added 
communications advice and specialized information management and informatics 
services to internal and external clients in support of the Agency's objective; to promote 
environmental assessment to the public; and to manage a national public registry 
system, an Internet site and a communications program which will facilitate informed 
public participation in the federal environmental assessment process (17 FTEs). 


Comptroller, Administration and Cost-Recovery: [o provide financial and 
administrative services to the Agency, including the development of mechanisms for 
cost-recovery (8 FTEs). 


Legal Services: To provide professional legal services to the Agency and other 
federal departments and effectively identify potential legal issues and those associated 
with the design and implementation of the environmental assessment regulatory 
framework (3 FTEs; 6 FTEs covered by Justice Canada). 


Human Resources: To provide professional advice and human resource services to 
all of the Agency’s employees and to develop the concept of semi-autonomous work 
teams for the Agency and assist in its implementation (4 FTEs).

Cc. Recent Performance and Plans for 1996-97 


The following section provides highlights of the Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency's 
program performance over the past year and key program results to be achieved in 1996-97. 


Transition from FEARO to CEAA: The transition from the Federal Environmental 
Assessment Review Office to the Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency represented a 
significant challenge from a management perspective and imposed a heavy demand on the 
Agency. Negotiations with other departments and central agencies were undertaken and 
numerous adjustments required. The most important challenge was to bring an institution which 
had spent seven years developing and promoting a reformed system into an implementation 
mode. 


Regulatory Reform: |n addition to the proclamation of the Act, Bill C-56 was also proclaimed 
on January 19, 1995. It amended the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act by addressing 
specific concerns expressed by the public, industry and federal government sectors. For 
1996-97, the Agency will continue to improve the regulatory regime including the development 
and eventual gazetting of additional regulations (see page 16). 


Environmental Assessments: Under the Act, the Agency manages public reviews of 
project proposals either through a panel or mediation (see page 20); reviews and seeks public 
comment on comprehensive studies of proposals submitted by federal departments and 
agencies; and provides advice on the application of the Act by departments for screenings of 
proposals (see page 24). 


Federal-Provincial Harmonization Agreements: The Agency has been cooperating 
with several provinces to develop harmonization agreements in the area of environmental 
assessment. Following the tabling of the 1995-96 Main Estimates, an agreement was reached 
with Manitoba. Further negotiations will proceed with several provinces during 1996. It is 
anticipated that an agreement with British Columbia will be reached in 1996 (see page 17). 


Streamlining Procedures and Timelines: A number of measures will be introduced to 
ensure the federal environmental assessment process remains clear, consistent, efficient and 
supports competitiveness. Some of the more significant measures completed in 1994-95 that 
address this concern include the development of the Responsible Authority’s Guide, the 
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Agency’s comprehensive guide to the application of the Act, and the establishment of regional 
designated offices throughout Canada (see page 23). For 1996-97, work will conclude on a 
process efficiency regulation and timelines for panel procedures (see page 19). The Agency will 
continue to explore means of enhancing the process in the upcoming year, including completion 
of the Joint Monitoring Program (see page 19), development of options for cost-recovery (see 
page 25), and more detailed guidance on the application of the Cabinet Directive on the 
Environmental Assessment of Policy and Program Proposals and the Act (see page 19). 


Research and Development: |n 1994-95, the Agency began a two-year international study 
of the effectiveness of environmental assessment in collaboration with the International 
Association of Impact Assessment (IAIA). The study has assisted in positioning the Agency as a 
centre of environmental assessment expertise, enhancing Canada’s reputation internationally, 
and establishing environmental assessment research priorities for the future (see page 19). 


Education and Training: |n 1994-95, the Agency conducted 27 full-day education sessions 
on the Act in 15 centres across Canada. Approximately 1,100 participants were trained, 
generating $192,000 to offset costs (see page 25). 


D. Planning Perspective 
Ay External Factors Influencing the Program 


Fundamental changes are taking place in the way governance is being defined in Canada. The 
economic realities of public debt and budget deficits are causing governments at all levels to 
rethink their roles and the services they provide, and to undertake fundamental structural 
change. The general trend is that all members of society are being asked to assume a greater 
degree of responsibility for realizing their interests. This is leading to changes in public 
expectations and the need for widespread adjustment to change by much of the Agency's 
clientele. Therefore, in carrying out the Agency's mandate, careful monitoring of the external 
operating environment is essential. Specific external factors that have been identified as 
influencing the Program are as follows: 


Government Commitments: The government's Red Book identification of “preventive 
environmental care” as the foundation of the approach to sustainable development clearly 
established the priority of environmental assessment. The creation of the Agency and 
proclamation of the Act during a time of federal program and regulatory review underscores the 
government's commitment to this process. The driving force behind the Agency will be to 
provide effective means to achieve the government's sustainable development agenda, both at 
home and abroad. 


Regulatory Reform: The government's agenda for jobs and growth recognizes the Act as a 
positive mechanism for reducing uncertainty by establishing clear rules for assessing the 
environmental impacts of projects. However, there is increasing pressure from some sectors of 
industry to add greater certainty in the area of time frames and procedures. The challenge for 
the Agency is to continue to improve the efficiency of the regulatory process and in so doing 
encourage and facilitate compliance. 


Program Review and Fiscal Restraint: Many federal departments are faced with rapid 
change as a result of measures arising from government-wide program review and the most 
recent federal Budget. In the face of this significant short-term change, there is a risk that 
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departments may feel compelled to focus on short-term priorities and forget the long-term 
perspective. The challenge for the Agency will be to promote the benefits of a longer-term 
approach to environmental assessment and compliance with the legislation. 


Federal-Provincial Relations: |n many provinces, government restructuring programs, 
similar in scope to what is occurring at the federal level, are taking place. At the same time, 
multilateral discussions are being conducted through the Canadian Council of Ministers of 
Environment to establish a national environmental management framework. Against this 
backdrop, Agency officials will continue to co-operate with their provincial counterparts to 
minimize overlap and duplication. 


Cost-Recovery Streamlining and Timelines: The 1995 federal Budget introduced a 
number of measures pertaining to the cost-recovery of federal goods and services. Among 
these measures was a reference to environmental assessment: “The Minister of the Environment 
will develop, in consultation with concerned Ministers, provinces and stakeholders, proposals for 
recovering costs attributable to environmental assessments as well as options for streamlining 
procedures and timelines for the environmental assessment process”. 


Issues Involving Aboriginal Peoples: The government has undertaken to hasten the 
settlement of land claims, particularly in British Columbia. The Department of Indian Affairs and 
Northern Development is in the process of negotiating land claim agreements with various 
Aboriginal communities which include provisions for environmental assessment. It will be 
important to maintain existing federal standards for environmental assessment and to develop 
aboriginal environmental assessment processes that are consistent with the Act to allow 
effective and efficient harmonization. In addition to issues arising from claims and 
self-government negotiations, the Act establishes the possibility for the development of a 
regulation for projects conducted on reserves or other lands subject to the /ndian Act. 


Public Expectations: [he requirement of the Act to facilitate public involvement, coupled 
with the willingness of individuals and environmental non-government organizations to assert 
their interests through the courts if necessary, heightens the importance of effective measures 
for ensuring public participation in the process. 


International Affairs: Canada is looked upon as an international leader in the field of 
environmental assessment. The government has stated its commitment to actively promoting 
sustainable development in the international sohere and Canada is signatory to several 
international agreements involving environmental assessment. International relationships give 
Canada the opportunity to share environmental assessment expertise and at the same time to 
access the research being undertaken by other countries as a cost-effective way to enhance the 
Agency’s environmental assessment knowledge base. 


E. Program Effectiveness 


Environmental assessment is an essential means for the federal government to advance 
sustainable development, to avoid the costly environmental mistakes of the past, and to promote 
and protect a fundamental public interest. The environmental assessment processes provide 
systematic means of integrating environmental factors into federal planning of projects, policies 
and programs, so that the government can carefully consider environmental effects before 
making irrevocable decisions. 


(2) 14 Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency 


In this context, the Agency's business will be directed towards the achievement of 
several broad strategic goals, namely: 


O to enhance the Agency's capability to deliver high-quality services that assist 
departments and proponents in satisfying the requirements of the Act and the Cabinet 
Directive; 

O to play an effective leadership role as a recognized centre for environmental assessment 
expertise; 

O to improve the regulatory framework and develop clear, consistently applied rules and 


guidance for all stages of the environmental assessment process; and 


) to facilitate the harmonization of environmental assessment activity within the federal 
government and as it interfaces with other jurisdictions. 


Towards these ends, two business streams have been identified that encompass all the 
functions of the Agency: Process Development and Process Management. These streams 
interact continuously and may become integrated in the early years of the application of the Act. 
This results from the need to tie closely the implementation of the Act and improvements to the 
environmental assessment process. 


1 Environmental Assessment Process Development 
The Agency is committed to the continued evolution of the environmental assessment process in 


response to technological improvements, and to economic and social factors throughout 
Canada and the world. This commitment is carried forward on many fronts: 


O strategic and regulatory framework development; 

O environmental assessment advancement; 

O federal-provincial harmonization agreements; 

O international affairs; 

) Aboriginal comprehensive land claims and self-government; 
O environmental assessment of policies and programs; 

) streamlining procedures and timelines; and 

©) research and development. 
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Strategic and Regulatory Framework Development: Work will continue in 1996-97 to 
implement the Act and its key regulations, and to further develop the regulatory regime. These 
activities have evolved from several years of extensive, nation-wide public consultation and 
continued input by a multi-stakeholder Regulatory Advisory Committee. 


Regulations are being developed, in consultation with other governments, the private 
sector, environmental and Aboriginal groups, and the general public, to meet specific needs and 
circumstances. More than a dozen regulations will define and clarify the requirements and scope 
of the Act. To date, four key regulations have been completed and published in the Canada 
Gazette — Part Il. These regulations are the Comprehensive Study List, Law List, Exclusion List 
and Inclusion List. It is anticipated that two other regulations, Projects Outside Canada and 
Process Efficiency, will be published in the Canada Gazette — Part | in early to mid-1996. For 
1996-97, regulations on Crown Corporations, and possibly for panel procedures and Native 
lands and band funding, will be published in the Canada Gazette — Part |. 


In 1994-95, the Agency proposed an amendment to the Act which was proclaimed on 
January 19, 1995. Specifically, the amendment established the mandatory application of 
participant funding to public reviews (see page 25); highlighted the objective of each project 
undergoing only one environmental assessment; and required that a response to 
recommendations of a review panel or a mediator be subject to Governor-in-Council 
consideration. 


Environmental Assessment Advancement: Procedures and guidelines have been and 
will continue to be developed to ensure the proper conduct of environmental assessments under 
the Act. They provide guidance to those required to plan, manage, conduct or otherwise 
participate in federal environmental assessments and offer a framework for all parties to use in 
preparing or reviewing environmental assessment reports. The following guides have been 
developed in 1995-96, and are available upon request: 


fo) Scope of an Environmental Assessment under CEAA; 

fe) Assessing Environmental Effects on Cultural Heritage Resources; 

fe) Biological Diversity and Environmental Assessment; 

fo) Process Advice for the Participation of Federal Authorities in an Environmental 
Assessment; 

fe) Analytical Frameworks for Class Screenings and Comprehensive Studies; and 
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fe) Proponent’s Frameworks for Class Screenings and Comprehensive Studies. 
In 1996-97, it is anticipated that the following guides will be prepared: 


fe) Generic Guidelines for the Preparation of an Environmental Impact Statement; 
Assessing Socio-economic Conditions in an Environmental Assessment; 


Assessing the Sustainable Use of Renewable Resources in an Environmental 
Assessment; and 


fe) Follow-Up Programs in an Environmental Assessment. 


Federal-Provincial Harmonization Agreements: The Agency is engaged in developing 
consistent environmental assessment approaches through bilateral negotiations with the 
provinces in order to reduce overlap and duplication, since many projects are subject to the 
environmental assessment regimes of both federal and provincial governments. The Framework 
for Environmental Assessment Harmonization, adopted by the Canadian Council of Ministers of 
the Environment (CCME) in November 1992, has provided the basis for the development of 
these individual bilateral agreements. 


To date, the Agency has developed and concluded bilateral agreements with Alberta 
and Manitoba under the principles of the CCME Framework. These agreements will allow for 
quick and efficient communication of information and effective co-ordination of decision-making 
by both levels of government. In addition, the agreements allow for the conduct of environmental 
assessments that meet the federal and provincial legal and operational requirements and the 
establishment of a designated office to act as a federal liaison with the provincial environmental 
assessment administrators, stakeholders, and developers. Pursuant to obligations under these 
accords, federal designated offices have been established in Edmonton (September 1994) and 
Winnipeg (May 1995). In addition, discussions with British Columbia, Saskatchewan and Ontario 
are now at an advanced stage, with agreements expected during fiscal year 1996-97. Although 
discussions remain underway, the Agency has taken steps to provide regional designated office 
services to these provinces. 


International Affairs: Environmental assessment is a key area under several multilateral and 
bilateral agreements including the North American Commission on the Environment established 
under the North American Free Trade Agreement. The Agency has taken the lead on providing 
advice and guidance on programs and activities in the environmental assessment field on behalf 
of the federal government. 


Bilateral environmental agreements have been signed with Hong Kong, China, Russia, 
the Netherlands, Poland, Mexico and most recently, Chile. These agreements are intended to 
promote co-operation on the environment and to share environmental management experience. 
They include the exchange of experts and specialists; of scientific, technical and environmental 
information; and joint workshops, programs and projects. In 1995-96, the Agency received a 
number of visitors from Russia, Japan, China and Poland under the bilateral agreements. These 
visits included sessions and tours with a number of provincial governments. In 1996-97, it is 
anticipated that the Agency will participate in visits by Chile and Mexico. 
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Transboundary Environmental Assessment: As a signatory to the United 
Nations Economic Commission for Europe (UN ECE) Convention on Environmental Impact 
Assessment in a Transboundary Context, the Agency, on behalf of Canada, has been 
addressing the issues related to the implementation of the Convention so that ratification 
currently targeted for 1996-97 can be undertaken. The Convention will apply to projects in 
Canada that may cause significant adverse transboundary environmental effects. An 
implementation plan and procedures for the Convention have been developed and a federal- 
provincial agreement on transboundary environmental assessment was discussed with the 
Canadian Council of Ministers of the Environment (CCME) in June 1994. The issues identified 
during the CCME discussion are currently being addressed in conjunction with other 
transboundary environmental assessment commitments. Eight arctic countries (including 
Canada) that have signed the Convention are developing procedures and guidelines for 
transboundary environmental assessment as part of the Arctic Environmental Protection 
Strategy. 


Canada is a signatory to the North American Agreement on Environmental Co-operation 
(NAFTA) which also applies to projects likely to cause significant adverse transboundary effects. 
The Agency, on behalf of Canada, is working with the U.S. and Mexico to develop 
recommendations with respect to assessment, notification and mitigation of such projects. 


These activities are useful to advancing Canada’s environmental objectives of regulating 
and controlling adverse transboundary environmental effects and promoting environmental 
assessment as an effective decision-making tool in support of sustainable development within 
the international community. 


Aboriginal Comprehensive Land Claims and Self-government: Current federal 
government policies with respect to Aboriginal land claims and the inherent right to self- 
government recognize the importance of ensuring that Aboriginal peoples have greater control 
over their lives. As decision-makers, Aboriginal people require tools, such as environmental 
assessment regimes, to ensure that environmental integrity and sustainable development are 
achieved for their communities. 


In 1995-96 the Agency provided ongoing support and advice to comprehensive claims 
negotiators dealing with the Labrador Inuit Association, the Conseil Atikamekw-Montagnais and 
the Nisga’a Tribal Council. In 1996-97 the Agency anticipates increased pressures on Agency 
resources to support the development of agreements for up to 48 comprehensive claims in 
British Columbia. Assistance in the implementation of environmental assessment regimes under 
final agreements, including those of the Gwich’in, Nunavut, Sahtu Dene and Metis, and Yukon 
Aboriginal groups (Teslin Tlingit, Champagne and Aishihik, Nacho Nyak Dun and Vuntut 
Gwitchin), will continue in 1996-97. 


New self-government activities will also require support from the Agency. In 1996-97, 
negotiation of an alternative legislative basis to the Indian Act, which will give 14 First Nations 
management of their lands and resources, will include environmental assessment requirements. 


By providing for First Nations-specific environmental assessment regulations, the Act 
also recognizes that the changing relationship between government and First Nations may 
require new mechanisms outside the scope of self-government and claims negotiation. In 
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1995-96, the Agency developed and distributed a discussion document entitled “Options for 
Environmental Assessment by First Nations on Reserves”. Consultations on the discussion 
document and further refinement of the options will be undertaken in 1996-97. 


Environmental Assessment of Policies and Programs: [he Cabinet Directive of 

June 1990, entitled “The Environmental Assessment Process for Policy and Program Proposals”, 
requires the federal government to integrate environmental considerations into policy and 
program proposals. Policy environmental assessment is an investment in good decision-making 
because it deals with long-term, cumulative environmental impacts that may be missed in the 
case-by-case assessment of individual projects. The Agency supports departments in the 
implementation of this initiative by providing advice, developing procedures and practices and 
by proposing refinements to the process to improve its effectiveness. 


In 1996-97, the Agency will develop a “hands-on” guide to the application of the 
environmental assessment process for policy proposals and recommendations for strengthening 
the process. It will also provide on-going advice and guidance to departments to meet policy 
assessment requirements. 


Streamlining Procedures and Timelines: The passage of the Act and its regulations was 
essential in achieving environmental assessment process reform. While this reform has achieved 
many positive results, it is recognized that since environmental assessment is a relatively new 
public policy initiative it will be refined as experience is gained. Although the new process has 
just finished its first year of operation, it is premature to fully judge its impact. However, there are 
numerous benefits which appear to be evolving, including: less litigation; a streamlined 
environmental assessment process; better co-operation with the provinces through agreements 
and regional designated offices; and better monitoring through the innovative public registry 
system (see page 24). 


In order to fully understand the positive and negative impacts the Act may have, a 
number of initiatives are under development, including the establishment of the Joint Monitoring 
Program with Industry Canada. This program is designed to monitor any day-to-day problems 
experienced with the process, to provide an analysis of the costs to industry and to identify 
benefits which result from the application of environmental assessment. 


Other measures include proposals to host workshops on complex environmental 
assessment issues, development of the process efficiency regulation and development of 
generic procedures and guidelines that are tailored for various stakeholders to meet specific 
needs and concerns. The process efficiency regulation will ensure that responsible authorities 
and expert departments will become involved in an environmental assessmen. at the same time, 
and will gather and share information in the most efficient manner. In addition, timelines for panel 
procedures will be developed to ensure that panel reviews will be conducted in a more 
predictable and prompt manner. 


Research and Development: Under the Act, the Agency is responsible for promoting and 
conducting research and encouraging the development of environmental assessment 
techniques and practices. As the initiator of the international study of the effectiveness of 
environmental assessment, the Agency’s predecessor organization hosted an International 
Summit in June 1994 which resulted in an action program to strengthen the study’s framework 
and implementation; to implement an electronic network of environmental assessment 
managers; and to develop a framework for environmental assessment capacity-building. An 
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interim report of the study, and a report on the electronic network, were released in December 
1995. The Agency will present the final results of the study that will include a status report of 
environmental assessment in Canada and a research agenda at the International Association for 
Impact Assessment conference at Lisbon in June 1996. 


2. Environmental Assessment Process Management 


The Agency is engaged in many activities related to managing and/or advising on the 
application of the environmental assessment process. These activities include: 


O management of public reviews; 

O procedural advisory services and client liaison; 

O environmental assessment promotion, marketing and education; and 
O cost-recovery. 


Management of Public Reviews: Under the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act, the 
Agency manages federal public panel reviews and mediations in a manner that supports 
effective decision-making and promotes sustainable development. These public reviews are the 
result of proposals referred to the Agency due to uncertain and potentially significant adverse 
environmental effects or because they have generated significant public concern. The Minister 
of the Environment appoints individuals from outside the federal public service to serve as panel 
members or mediators. The Agency assists government departments, provinces and other 
stakeholders by providing advice and information on the application of the process consistent 
with the Act. Certain environmental assessments of projects, however, began before the 
proclamation of the Act. These will continue under the terms of the Act’s predecessor, the 
Environmental Assessment and Review Process Guidelines Order, until their completion. 


Public Reviews: |n 1995-96, the Agency managed five public reviews under the 
Guidelines Order, two under the Act and supported two reviews under the James Bay and 
Northern Quebec Agreement. As required by the Act, the public reviews conducted under the 
previous environmental assessment regime will continue in a manner which satisfies 
requirements under the Environmental Assessment and Review Process Guidelines Order. 
Federal-provincial panels operated in respect to five projects which required public reviews 
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under both federal and provincial processes. For these reviews, federal-provincial cost-sharing 
agreements were established. Refer to Figure 8, page 31, for the costs and Figure 9, page 32, 
for the geographical distribution of these reviews. 


New Public Review: One new proposal was referred for public review in 1995-96 
and is being managed under the new process. 


O Express Pipeline: Express Pipeline Limited proposes the construction and operation 
of a 610-millimetre diameter crude oil pipeline extending 428 kilometres from Hardisty, 
Alberta to the Canada-United States boundary near Wild Horse. The proposal was 
referred for public review by the National Energy Board. The issues of concern include 
potential impacts on air quality, soils, hydrology, vegetation, wildlife, fisheries, historic 
resources and land use. This review is currently operating under an agreement between 
the Minister of the Environment and the National Energy Board which allows that the 
review be conducted jointly under the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act and the 
National Energy Board Act. The panel is expected to conduct public hearings in January 
and February 1996 and submit its report to the Minister of the Environment and the 
National Energy Board by April 1996. Capital costs of the project are estimated at 
$189 million. 


Continuing Public Reviews: Six current panels will continue their operations into 
1996-97. All but one of these panels are being conducted under the Guidelines Order. 


O Elliot Lake Uranium Mines Decommissioning: Proposals by Rio Algom Ltd. 
and Denison Mines Ltd. to decommission four uranium mine tailings management areas 
near Elliot Lake were referred for public review by the Atomic Energy Control Board. The 
issues of concern include the health and safety of the public, impacts downstream to the 
Serpent River Indian Reserve, and viability of a preferred alternative for 
decommissioning. The proponents submitted their environmental impact statements in 
May 1995 and the panel requested additional information in August 1995. Public 
hearings are scheduled to be completed in January 1996 and the panel expects to 
submit its report in April 1996. Capital costs of the projects range between $15 million 
and $230 million for each of the four sites, depending on the decommissioning method 
selected. 


O Nuclear Fuel Waste Management and Disposal Concept: A federal 
environmental assessment panel was established in 1989 to review the concept put 
forward by Atomic Energy of Canada Limited for the deep geologic disposal of nuclear 
fuel waste. A Scientific Review Group (SRG) was appointed by the panel in 1990. Its 
task was to conduct an in-depth examination of the scientific and technical aspects of 
the disposal concept. The major issues of concern include the safety and acceptability 
of the disposal concept, related nuclear fuel waste management issues, and social, 
economic and environmental implications. The environmental impact statement was 
submitted to the panel and was released to the public in October 1994. The SRG 
submitted its report on the technical and scientific acceptability of the disposal concept 
to the panel in October 1995. The panel will be holding public hearings in 1996 following 
which it will prepare its recommendations to the government. The report should be 
submitted by the panel in the first half of 1997. If the concept is approved, capital costs 
for a site-specific proposal are estimated at $13 billion. 
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O Saskatchewan Uranium Mining Developments: The proposed development of 
four new uranium mines and the expansion of an open-pit mine were referred to a 
federal-provincial environmental assessment panel by the Minister of Energy, Mines and 
Resources (currently the Minister of Natural Resources) in 1991. The issues of concern 
include the effects of the mining developments on the physical environment, 
socio-economic impacts, and impacts on health and safety. The panel completed its 
review of three of the five mines in 1993-94, and work is in progress to complete the 
other two. A delay in the submission of the environmental impact statements by the 
proponents (Cigar Lake Mining Corporation and Cameco Corporation) has delayed the 
anticipated completion date of the Cigar Lake review from mid-1996 to February 1997, 
and McArthur River from end-1996 to March 1997. In addition, a revised proposal for the 
Midwest Joint Venture project has been submitted for review following the panel's earlier 
recommendation that the project not proceed. The Atomic Energy Control Board referred 
the latter proposal for public review in July 1994 and the review is expected to be 
completed by December 1996. Estimated capital costs for these projects are 
$770 million. 


@) Lachine Canal Decontamination: |n 1989, the Parks Program of Environment 
Canada (currently of Canadian Heritage) and the Old Port of Montreal Corporation 
proposed to dispose of contaminated sediments from the Lachine Canal and an 
adjacent area upstream to enable use of the canal for public recreation. Because of 
responsibilities of the Government of Quebec in an area upstream from the project, a 
federal-provincial panel was appointed to conduct a joint public review of the project. 
The joint panel was announced in October 1990. The major issues of concern include 
the environmental and social impacts of decontamination, and the treatment and storage 
of the contaminated sediments. In April 1994, the joint panel issued a deficiency 
statement requesting that the proponents provide additional information before public 
hearings were scheduled. In April 1995, after having received additional information, the 
panel indicated that the environmental impact statement contains the information 
required to hold public hearings. The terms of the agreement between the federal and 
provincial environment departments call for the public hearings to be conducted in 
accordance with the Quebec process. The public review could be completed by the 
summer of 1996. The capital costs for the project range between $12 million and 
$200 million, depending on the method selected. 


O BHP Diamond Mine: An open-pit and underground diamond mining proposal by 
BHP Diamonds Incorporated in the Lac de Gras area of the Northwest Territories was 
referred for public review by the Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern Development. 
The issues of concern include environmental and socio-economic impacts associated 
with the development and operation of the mine. The Minister of the Environment 
appointed the panel in December 1994. It is anticipated that the review will be 
completed by mid-1996. Capital costs of the project are estimated at $750 million. 


e) Sunshine Ski Development: A proposal to expand the capacity of a ski resort by 
the Sunshine Village Corporation was referred for public review by Canadian Heritage. 
The panel, appointed in March 1995, is being conducted under the new process. The 
panel is awaiting clarification of its terms of reference as a result of a decision by the 
Federal Court of Canada. Upon receiving this clarification, the panel will resume its 
review. The issues of concern include the future development of the area and the 
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environmental and directly related socio-economic effects. Capital costs are estimated 
at $10 million. 


Completed Panel Reviews: [wo previously appointed panels completed their 


review and reported their findings after the tabling of the 1995-96 Estimates. 


O 


Gentilly Il: A proposal to build a dry-storage facility for used nuclear fuel waste was 
referred for public review by the Atomic Energy Control Board in June 1994. This project 
will increase the on-site storage capacity beyond the fall of 1995 when the existing 
capacity of the water-filled pool will be reached. The issues of concern were safe 
storage of the nuclear waste, environmental impact and potential hazards to human 
health. This public review, which satisfied both the Guidelines Order and the Quebec 
requirements, was conducted under the provincial process. In December 1994 the 
panel submitted its final report which favours dry storage in silos. In April 1995 the 
Atomic Energy Control Board (AECB) issued the federal response indicating its 
compliance with the panel’s recommendations. Capital costs are estimated at 

$50 million. 


Pine Coulee Water Management: A water management project consisting of a 
diversion weir and supply canals proposed by Alberta Public Works and Supply and 
Services was referred for public review by Transport Canada. The issues of concern 
included impacts on navigation, Aboriginal interests, fish and fish habitat, migratory 
birds and vulnerable, threatened or endangered wildlife species. The federal-provincial 
panel appointed in June 1994 to conduct a public review is the first joint review under 
the terms of the Canada-Alberta Agreement for Environmental Assessment 
Cooperation. Public hearings were conducted in September and October 1994. In its 
report submitted in February 1995, the panel recommended that approval be given to 
the project. The federal government issued its response in October 1995 indicating its 
acceptance of the panel’s recommendation, and issued the permit to allow the project to 
proceed. Capital costs are estimated at $37 million. 


James Bay and Northern Quebec Agreement (JBNQA): The Agency will 


continue in 1996-97 to support the federal administrator in fulfilling his responsibilities under the 


JBNQA. The JBNQA establishes requirements for environmental assessments of certain types of 
development proposals under federal jurisdiction within the region. The Agency will also 
continue to support Cree local administrators in fulfilling their responsibilities relative to the 
environmental assessment of development proposals under the JBNQA. Two public reviews are 


presently underway: the proposed relocation of a water intake in Waskaganish and the proposed 
construction of a wood transformation centre in Waswanipi. 


Procedural Advisory Services and Client Liaison: One objective of the Agency is to 
ensure that clients have ready access to services to enhance the quality of environmental 
assessment activities. This includes the provision of expert procedural advice and support, and 
the identification of opportunities to apply environmental assessment early in the planning and 


decision-making process. The regional designated offices serve this function, providing 
co-ordination and liaison of environmental assessment activities among the federal government, 
provinces and proponents. In addition, the Agency provides advice and guidance to clients on 


the effective application of the Act and the Cabinet Directive on the Environmental Assessment 


of Policy and Program Proposals. 
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Comprehensive Studies and Class Screenings: [he vast majority of 
environmental assessments conducted are screenings. (Refer to Figure 10, page 33, for a 
geographical distribution.) The Agency’s involvement in these assessments is through the 
ongoing provision of procedural advice and guidance to project proponents, potentially affected 
citizens, provincial and municipal governments and other federal departments and agencies. To 
improve the efficiency of the screening process, the concept of class screenings will be further 
developed in 1996-97. This process provides a means for federal departments to streamline the 
screening process for classes of similar projects. 


The comprehensive study process requires that the Minister of the Environment 
determine if the project is likely to cause significant adverse environmental effects and if the 
project should be referred to a panel or mediator for further assessment. The projects for which 
a comprehensive study is required are identified in the Comprehensive Study List Regulations of 
the Act. These projects tend to be large and have the potential for significant adverse 
environmental effects and public concern. 


Since proclamation of the Act, the Agency has completed one comprehensive study 
review for the proposed Placer Dome Ltd. Musselwhite Gold Mine project. The outcome of this 
review was positive because the proponent and the responsible authority department took steps 
during the planning stage to ensure the environment was protected and the public was involved. 
Currently, five comprehensive studies are underway, and it is anticipated another five will be 
launched prior to the end of the fiscal year. The Agency expects that it will be involved in 
approximately 15 comprehensive studies in 1996-97. Ongoing projects include both public and 
private sector developments. Private sector projects include reviews for mining, transportation 
and energy generation developments. Ongoing public sector projects relate to the funding of 
transportation facilities and the decommissioning of military bases in Western Canada. 


Environmental Assessment Promotion, Marketing and Education: A key element of 
an effective environmental assessment process is its successful promotion to stakeholders. This 
involves communication initiatives and other activities designed to promote an understanding of 
environmental assessment and the Agency's role. The major initiatives of the Agency in this area 
include the public registry system and education and training sessions. In addition, the Agency 
conducts a comprehensive communications program which includes: a World Wide Web 
information site on the Internet; several general brochures, including a citizen's guide; and a 
series of specialized research reports. From May to December 1995, 43,000 people had 
“visited” the Agency’s World Wide Web site. 


Public Registry: The government-wide public registry system has been developed, in 
consultation with departments, to assist responsible authorities in providing convenient and 
cost-effective public access to information related to environmental assessments conducted 
under the Act. Implementation of the public registry system began in January 1995. Training and 
other assistance concerning the implementation of the system has been provided to government 
departments, including the establishment of a sophisticated data base of environmental 
assessment information, the Federal Environmental Assessment Index. This index is distributed 
monthly to over 140 public, university and government libraries and is available on the Internet 
(note address on page 34). This system facilitates public participation in the environmental 
assessment process, and enhances information exchange, hence speeding up environmental 
assessments. 
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Education and Training: Education sessions have been delivered to enhance 
understanding of the new Act and to promote compliance. In 1994-95, the Agency conducted 
27 full-day education sessions in 15 centres across Canada at partial cost-recovery. More than 
1,100 participants attended these sessions, including approximately 700 federal officials. In 
1995-96, approximately 600 participants will attend training sessions on the Act. Specialized 
training addressing specific issues arising from the implementation of the Act is being 
developed and will be delivered in 1996-97 and beyond. Presently, the Agency is selling its 
training compendium. In 1995-96, more than 1,000 copies were purchased by clients in Canada 
and abroad, generating revenues of $56,000. 


Participant Funding Program: Established in 1991-92, this program facilitates 
public participation in public reviews. It helps to ensure that decision-makers are aware of the 
views of the public whose interests would be directly affected by the project. The Act now 
provides a statutory basis for the program. 


Since the implementation of the program, funding assistance has been provided to 205 
individuals or groups, totalling $3.3 million for 19 public reviews. This has included $809,000 in 
1994-95 and a forecast of $675,000 in 1995-96. Since its inception, requirements for the 
Participant Funding Program have grown due to increased awareness and public involvement in 
environmental issues. An evaluation of the effectiveness and efficiency of the program was 
completed in 1995-96, and concluded that the program was meeting its objectives. 


Cost Recovery: |n order to give effect to the mandate for cost-recovery, streamlining and 
timelines in the 1995 Budget, the Agency has created an interdepartmental working committee 
composed of federal departments which are involved in the bulk of environmental assessments. 
The committee has been tasked with developing a discussion paper for release in early 1996 
that will serve as the basis for consultations with all stakeholders. Following the consultation 
period, proposals for cost-recovery of environmental assessment along with timelines and 
measures for streamlining the process will be developed.
